THE FIRST DAY. 

Tuesday, the 4th March, 1930. 


The Twenty-sixth Session of the Sri Mulam Popular Assembly com¬ 
menced its sittings in the Victoria Jubilee Town Hall, Trivandrum, at 
12 noon on Tuesday, the 4th March, 1930/21st Kumbham, 1105. 

The members for the session were elected and nominated under 
the Eules relating to the constitution and conduct of business of the 
Assembly, republished as Appendix A. The Assembly was composed of 
only 99 members, against the usual number of 100 members. This 
was due to the fact that the only voter of the Trivandrum Group I 
Jenmi Constituency declined to vote or accept membership. The 99 
members were distributed as shown below :

The proceedings commenced at 12 noon, V. S. Subrahmanya Aiyar 
Esq., b. a., B. l., Dewan, presiding. Among those present were A. N. L. 
Cater Esq., o. I. e., i. o. s., Agent to the Governor-General, Madras 
States, Nawabzada Sayid Alam Khan Esq., m. a., Barrister-at-Law, 
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Assistant Agent to the Governor-General, H. S. Chatfield Esq., m. a., 
Barrister.ai-Law, Chief Justice, High Court, Major G. F. Turner, M. c. 
Commandant, Nayar Brigade, Heads of the various Departments and 
Offices, members of the Legislative Council and several other official 
and non-official ladies and gentlemen. 

Copies or the Dewan’s Opening Address, in English, Malayalam and 
Tamil, were distributed to the members as also copies of the Admini¬ 
stration Report of the State for 1104 M. E. in English and Malayalam, 
of the Beport on the operations of the Department of Agriculture and 
Fisheries for 1104 M. E. in English and Malayalam, of the Statistics of 
Travancore for 1104 M. E. m English and of the Memoranda of 
subjects for representation at the session in English, Malayalam and 
Tamil. Copies, in English, of the Statement of Action on the pending 
representations of the twenty-second, twenty-third and twenty-fourth 
sessions of the Assembly and on the representations made at the 
twenty-fifth session were also distributed among the members. 

The Dewan then opened the session with the following 

ADDRESS. 

Gentlemen, 

Under the gracious command of Her Highness the Maha RaniBegent, 
it is my pleasant privilege to welcome you to this, the twenty-sixth 
session of the Sri Mulam Popular Assembly. The Assembly celebrated 
its Silver Jubilee, last year under the presidency of Mr. V. P. Madhava 
Bao, its venerable first President. Since then, Mr. Watts retired from 
service after being Dewan for four prosperous years and Her Highness 
was graciously pleased to appoint me to this high office. 

Birthday Honour. 

2. An event that caused great rejoicing throughout the State was 
the conferment, by His Majesty the King Emperor, on the occasion of 
his last birthday, of the distinction of the Imperial Order of the Crown of 
India on Her Highness the Maha Ban: Regent. The gratification of Her 
Highness at the great honour thus done her was very much enhanced 
by the happy circumstance that the investiture was made by His 
Excellency the "Viceroy himself at Trivandrum. 

Viceregal Visit. 

o. Nearly thirty years ago Lord Curzon visited Travancore and 
since then no Viceroy had paid us a visit. As soon as Her Highness 
heard of His Excellency Lord Irwin's proposed tour in South India, 
Her Highness invited him and Her Excellency Lady Irwin to Travan¬ 
core. Their Excellencies were pleased to accept the invitation and the 
news was received with great jubilation throughout the country. Their 
Excellencies arrived at Kottayam on the 2nd December 1929 and, after 
a stay of three days at the Shooting Camp that had been prepared at 
Edappalayam on the Periyar lake and a day’s stay at Quilon, arrived at 
Trivandrum on the 7th December. There was a State Banquet’at the 
Kanakakunnn Palace on the evening of the 8th December. There, in' 
the presence of the assembled guests, His Excellency formally invested 



Hot Highness with the insignia of the exalted Order of the Crown of 
India. Their Excellencies left Trivandrum on the 9th morning for the 
Cape and after a day’s stay there left for Tinnevelly on the morning of 
the 10th December. 

' Administrative Tutor to His Highness the.Maha Raja. 

4. Another important event that I have to mention here is the 
decision of the Government of India that His Highness the Mali a Kaja 
should have adequate administrative training and the appointment as 
Administrative Tutor to His Highness of Mr. P- G. Dutt, i. c. s., now 
Collector of Madras. It is the firm hope of all Travancore that the 
training which His Highness will have under Mr. Dutt will serve to 
make His Highness, in the felicitous words of His Excellency Lord 
Irwin, “ a Prince whose State is his first thought, and who finds his 
own principal happiness and reward in devoting himself to the advance¬ 
ment of his people.” 

Introductory. 


5. I shall now pass on to a consideration of the salient points in the 
administration .of the State in 1104 and shall try. also to indicate 
briefly some of the important administrative measures that have 
been adopted during the current year. Copies of the Administration 
Report of the State for 1104 M. E. have already been placed 
in your hands. The Report is mainly the chronicle of the work 
of Mr. Watts whose term of office, which was marked by many 
administrative measures beneficial to the country, extended to the 8th 
Mithunam of that year. You have also been furnished with copies of the 
Report on the operations of the Department of Agriculture and Fish¬ 
eries, the Statistical Volume and the Statement of Action taken on the 
pending representations made at the four previous sessions of the 
Assembly. The Statement will enable you to realise that every en¬ 
deavour has been and is being made to meet the wishes of the represent¬ 
atives of the people as voiced in this House. I need hardly assure you 
that the subjects which have not already been disposed of are 
engaging the careful attention of the Government, and that your re¬ 
presentations will receive from me the same earnest and sympathetic 
attention that representations made in this House have always had from 
the Dewan. 

Personnel. 


6- During the year that has elapsed since the last session, there 
have been several important changes in the higher ranks of the public 
service. Mr. P, N. Bhoothalingam Aiyar, Judge, High Court, retired 
after a service of more than thirty years, Mr. H. S. Chatfield, Chief 
- Justice, proceeded home on furlough and Mr. A. Venkatarama Aiyar, 
Judge, High Court, was appointed Ag. Chief Justice in his place. 
These vacancies and the one that arose from my appointment as Dewan 
were filled respectively by the appointment of Mr. A. Venkata Rao, 
Head Sirkar Vakil, Mr. K. K. Ckaeko, Senior District and Sessions 
Judge, and Mr. P. K. Narayana Pillai, High Court Vakil, as Judges of 
the High Court. Mr. W. H. Pitt, Commissioner of Police, revertedito- 
the British Service and was succeeded by Mr. L. A, Bishop, 
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services have been kindly lent to ns by the Government of Madras. 
Mr. 0. K. Mathen, Dewan Peishkar and Disrict Magistrate, retired on 
superannuation and Mr. S. K. Mahadeva Aiyar, Senior Division Assist, 
ant and First Class Magistrate, was appointed to the vacancj 
Mr. J. Stephenson, Director of Public Instruction, proceeded on leave 
preparatory to retirement and Rao Bahadur K. V. Rangasvami Aiyangar 
was appointed to act in the place. Miss D, H. Watts, Principal, 
Women’s College, retired from service -and was succeeded by Miss F. E. 
Grose. Mr. K. N. Ramasubba Aiyar, Financial Secretary to Govern¬ 
ment, having proceeded on leave to take up service under the , Karachi 
Municipality, Mr. S. Venkataramana Aiyar was appointed to act in the 
place in the absence of the Senior Assistant Account Officer, Mr. E. 
Nilakanta Pillai, on other duty as Manager, State-Aided Bank, Alleppey. 
I take this opportunity of publicly expressing Government’s apprecia¬ 
tion of the valub'e services rendered by the officers who after long- 
periods of approved work in the service of the State have gone 
into retirement. The untimely hand of death has snatched away 
from us recently Mr. 0. S. Bamaswami Aiyar and thus robbed the 
State of an officer who, as an Engineer in the Public Works Depart¬ 
ment, as Maramat Engineer and lastly as Devaswom Commissioner, 
had served the State for a period of over twenty-three years with stead¬ 
fast .loyalty, conspicuous ability and unswerving devotion to duty. 

Financial Position. 

7. The ordinary revenue of the year amounted to Bs. 251T6 lakhs. 
The expenditure charged to revenue was Bs. 237‘80 lakhs. The ordi¬ 
nary transactions of the year thus resulted in a surplus of Bs. 23’3G 
lakhs against Bs. 23'89 lakhs in 1103. Receipts from the sale proceeds 
of Government lands, which are now treated as capital receipts, amount¬ 
ed to Bs. S'47 lakhs. The total capital expenditure not charged to 
revenue rose from Ks. 2'74 lakhs in 1103 to Bs. 22‘30 lakhs in 1104. 
The items which contributed to this increase were the extension of the 
railway to Tampanur, the Trivandrum Water Works and Electricity 
Schemes, and the Neendakara Bridge. The Government Account 
balance which was Bs. 1G3'60 lakhs at the commencement of the 
year rose to Bs. 170’13 lakhs at its close : and this, be it remembered, 
was after incurring the unprecedentedly heavy outlay on capital works. 
The fluid balance in cash and gilt-edged securities also rose during 
the year from Bs. 258'37 lakhs toBs. 271'99 lakhs. Our favourable 
financial position is being kept up as a result largely of the maintenance 
of our trade at the same high level during recent years. 

Trade, 

8. The total value of the external trade during 1104 was Bh. Bs. 21 -13 
crores against Bh. Bs. 20-08 crores in 1103. Exports represented 
56 per cent, and imports 44 per cent, of the total volume against 59 and 
41 per cent,, respectively, in 1103. Though the balance of trade con¬ 
tinued in favour of the State, there was a slight rise, in the proportion 
of imports. This was mainly due to considerably larger imports of rice 



and paddy. The Travancore ports continued to attract more ships and 
the percentage of sea-borne trade, foreign and coasting, to the total 
volume of external trade in 1104 was 32'30 against 31’02 in 1103. The 
. . . number of vessels that called at all our four ports 

bhtpping. together during the year was 822 with a total tonnage 

of nearly 1"26 millions, against 607 vessels with an aggregate tonnage of 
0972 million in the previous year.. The number of steamers increased 
from 403 to 526 and of country craft from 204 to 296.. At Alleppey 
alone, 420 steamers, of which 102 were ocean-going steamers, called in 
1104, against 342 steamers, of which 78 were ocean-going, in 1103. At 
Colachel too, the number of steamers rose from 24 in 1103 to 39 in 1104. 
The increase at Colachel was mainly due to greater exports of ilmenite 
and at the other ports to the larger imports of rice and paddy. 

Agriculture. 

9. The year disclosed somewhat disquieting conditions as to the 
position of our indigenous products. The price of many of them fell 
appreciably. The produce of the c.ocoanut tree, rubber and even tea 
began to fall in price. Paddy came down in price by about 30 per cent. 
Tapioca which ordinarily forms the staple food of the poorer classes of 
the people and the raising of which is the profession of a large propor¬ 
tion of the agricultural population in the State followed suit. Copra 
and cocoanut oil have to meet the competition of cheaper palm nuts 
and oils which are now partly taking their place. Increasing the yield 
of the cocoanut tree is the obvious remedy for the evil. Better manur¬ 
ing and the careful selection of seed are the means that should be em¬ 
ployed for the purpose. The Agricultural Department is making 
strenuous attempts to popularise new manures and better varieties of 
seed. Indigenous paddy has to' bear tbe competition of paddy from 
Burma, of which large quantities are imported every year. As long as 
the paddy from Burma is offered at cheap prices, the only way in which 
the Travancore agriculturist can protect himself is by making his land 
yield more. To enable him to do this, he has to be given greater facili¬ 
ties for irrigation where lands are suffering for want of water and to be 
supplied with good manure at fairly cheap prices. 

Minor Irrigation. 

10. Outside the area commanded by the Kodayar Project, there are 
large tracts of land in Travancore which depend for water on tanks 
and other minor sources of irrigation. The Government are aware of 
the importance of restoring and properly maintaining these sources of 
minor irrigation. Though some useful work has been done in that 
direction, a great deal more remains to be done. In response to the 
wishes of the people, the Government are appointing a small committee 
of officials and non-officials to investigate the problem of minor irriga¬ 
tion in the State and suggest measures for its proper solution. As 
regards the supply of manure, the Agricultural Department has succeed¬ 
ed in demonstrating that good manure can he easily made out of what 

* is now considered as refuse, viz., bones, pricklv-pear and dry leaves.

The fall in the price of tapioca appears to be a consequence of the fall in 
the price of paddy; for, when paddy is cheap, it takes the place of tapioca 
even among the poorer classes as a staple food and the demand 
for tapioca is reduced. It is believed that, in ordinary seasons, 
tapioca industry, that is, the manufacture of tapioca or cassava flour, 
will not be profitable in Travancore because of the cost of production of 
the raw material. But when the price of the latter is low, the manu¬ 
facture of flour would be a paying business and source of relief to the 
poor cultivator who would otherwise have no market for his produce. 

Jenmi and Kudiyan Regulation. 

11. A not inconsiderable proportion of arable land in the State, is 
Jmmam land or land belonging to Nambutiri Jemaies or Devaswoms. 
Such lands are held by the ryots under a tenure known as hanorn. Legis¬ 
lative enactments have conferred upon the tenant the right of permanent 
occupancy on payment of certain specified dues to the landlord, the last 
statute settling the relation between the Jenmi and his tenant being Regu¬ 
lation V of 1071. Since then both the Jenmi and the tenant have been 
asking for amendments to the Regulation so as to make it less cumbrous 
and more beneficial to both parties. A round-table conference 
with representatives of the Jenmies and of the Kvdiy'ans was held under 
my presidency towards the close of 1104 and as the result of its deliber¬ 
ations, certain amendments were accepted by both parties as desirable. 
At the last session of the Legislative Council, a Bill embodying those 
amendments was introduced by the Government and it has been referr¬ 
ed to a Select Committee. The Government appreciate the laudable 
spirit of give and take that was evinced by the representatives of both 
sides at the conference and trust that the public will view the provisions 
of the Bill in the same spirit. It will certainly be an advantage to the 
agricultural interests. of the State to have the outstanding questions 
between the Jehmies and the tenants settled in an amicable spirit and 
in such a way as to remove hardships on either side without leaving 
any rankling sense of compulsory deprivation of existing rights. 

Assignment of Land. 

12, The area of land under occupation increased by 12,842 acres, 
mainly as a result of registry under the Buduval and Special Rales. 
The capital receipts from the sale proceeds of Government lands amount¬ 
ed in 1104 to Rs. 5’47 lakhs against Rs. 5'86 lakhs in 1103. The 
assignment of lands to members of the depressed classes continued to 
receive unabated attention. During 1104, an extent of 91.5T2 acres 
was registered in the names of 926 persons against 548T7 acres in 

favour-of 673 persons in 1103. An area of 15,291 

Landless acres has been reserved for registry to members of 

Classes. the landless classes. Out of it, an area of 2,618 

acres has already been assigned to them, besides 
an area of 2,344 acres from outside the reserved area. The registry 
in their names is effected on concessional terms subject, however, to 
resumption on alienation. This provision absolutely prohibiting aliena- 
ation was found to cause unnecessary hardship in certain cases and 



Government modified it so as not to apply to alienations made to 
members of classes eligible for concessional registry. The restriction 
in the modified form has to he retained to prevent the members of the 
depressed classes being used as mere tools by speculative land-grabbers. 

Land is also assigned on concessional terms to 

Ex-Soldiers. Travancoreans who had been recruited.to the combat¬ 
ant ranks of the Indian Army during the War. The 
period for which the concession was first offered expired on the 24-th 
November 1928 ; but it was subsequently extended to the 22nd October 
1930. An extent of 2,214 acres has been ear-marked for registry to 
ex-service men. In 1104-, registry was effected of an area of 464 acres. 

Co-operation. 

13. One of the most urgent problems confronting us in Travancore 
as in other parts of India is that of rural reconstruction. The rural 
population, the cultivators in the fields and the men and women engag¬ 
ed in cottage industries, constitute the backbone of the country. They 
are now encountering the competition of well-organised foreign producers 
and are finding it increasingly difficult to maintain their position. It 
has become necessary therefore to help them to organise themselves. 
Experience has shown that this can best be done by the spread and 
proper direction of co-operative work. In Travancore the spirit of 
co-operation has been caught by the people' and it is a gratifying feature 
of the co-operative movement here that the ryot and the small indus¬ 
trialist have begun to appreciate its advantages. You will have seen 
from the Administration Report that there are 1,717 societies and you 
will have been gratified to note that 219 of them are among the depressed 
classes. The majority of them, however, are credit societies which 
merely ofler facilities to members for borrowing. Workers in the field 
of co-operation must recognise that their object should be to form 
societies that will help the agriculturist and the small industrialist to 
avail themselves of improved methods of work and more profitable 
ways of selling the products of their labour and to provide better 
housing and sanitary conditions in congested villages. That public 
attention has already been directed to this aspect of the question is 
clear from the proceedings of the All-Travancore Co-operative 
Conference recently held at Quilon. The Government too have in¬ 
structed the Registrar of Co-operative Societies to devote special atten¬ 
tion to that side of the movement. 

Joint Stock Companies. 

14. The enthusiasm for company promotion noticed in 1103' conti¬ 
nued in 1104, ninety-eight new companies being registered during the 
year- The number is the highest on record since 1095 in which year 
101 companies were registered. No less than 74 of the new companies 
were banks. In spite of the large number of banks that now exist, 
there is a complaint that our agriculture and industries are not getting 
adequate banking facilities. This question is being investigated by the 
Banking Enquiry Committee that has quite opportunely been formed 
recently. 




Banking Enquiry Committee. 


15. Early in December last, the Government appointed a Banking 
Enquiry Committee with the Registrar of Co-operative Societies as 
President, and with members representing varied interests like agri- 

. culture, industries, commerce, planting and indigenous and joint stock 
banking in the State. The committee is to work mainly on the lines 
of and in co-ordination with the Banking Enquiry Committees hi 
British India. The enquiry is to he conducted with a view to make 
recommendations for the healthy development of both_ indigenous and 
joint stock banking with special reference to the needs of agriculture, 
commerce and industry. The committee has already begun its work, 
issued a questionnaire and started collecting useful data. At the in¬ 
stance of the committee, the Government have sanctioned the carrying 
out of an intensive survey in a few selected areas, as regards agricul¬ 
tural indebtedness and the measures to be adopted to increase the 
credit facilities available to agriculturists. Three Inspectors each from 
the Co-operative and Agricultural Departments possessing knowledge 
of local economic conditions have been deputed to conduct the survey 
in seventeen typical areas selected. The committee’s work is not 
confined to the circumscribed sphere assigned to the Provincial Com¬ 
mittees in British India, but is co-extensive with that of the Central 
Committee there. Government trust that the committee will have the 
full support and co-operation of the people in its useful work. 

Census. 

16. A census of the population is proposed to be taken simultane¬ 
ously with the all-India Census in February 1931. Rao Sahib Dr. N. 
Kunjan Pillai, Director of Agriculture and Fisheries, has been appoint¬ 
ed Census Commissioner. It is proposed also to collect, along with the 
usual census statistics, some data relating to the economic condition of 
the people. A Census Bill will be placed before the Legislative Council 
at an early date. 

Motor Traffic. 

17. In recent years, there has been a large increase in the volume 
of motor traffic on our roads. Some idea of the increase can be formed 
from the fact that, while, in 1101, 288 motor vehicles were plying for 
hire and 201 motor vehicles were newly registered, their numbers had 
risen to 1,334 and 675, respectively, in 1104. The number of driving 
licenses issued in 1104 was 7,673, nearly seven times that in 1101. 
With this vast increase in motor traffic, it has become necessary to 
improve our roads. The widening of the main roads in many places, 
the easing of corners and the straightening of bends were carried out on 
a fairly large scale during the past few months, The maintenance 
allotment for the Trivandrum-Nagercoil road, which is said to bear for 
its length the heaviest bus traffic in the whole of India, was substan¬ 
tially increased. A scheme for organising a .separate branch of the 
Police Department for the control of traffic is engaging the attention of 
the Government. 



Public Works. 


18. In 1104. the expenditure on the Public Works Department was 
higher than in any previous year. The expenditure on ordinary public 
works charged to revenue amounted to Bs. 42 lakhs nearly, of which a 
sum of Bs. 25'80 lakhs was spent on communications. Of this, the amount 
devoted to construction was Ks. 16'24 lakhs and that spent on repairs 
was Bs. 9*56 lakhs. 48 miles of road were newly opened and 262 miles 
improved. Tire total length of communications maintained was 4,852 
miles. The Neriamangalam-Pallivasal road, estimated to cost Bs. 14*26 
lakhs in all, made good progress and will, when completed, provide a good 
ghat road fit for motor lorries and facilitate access to the Cochin Har¬ 
bour and the backwaters from the planting districts in the High Range. 
The expenditure on buildings was Bs. 7*88 lakhs, of which educational 
buildings consumed tha largest share. A sum of Bs. 15*20 lakhs was 
spent besides on works of a capital nature, viz., tha Trivandrum Water 
Works (Bs. 8‘55 lakhs), the Trivandrum Electric Supply and Telephone 
Schemes (Es. 3'02 laks) and the construction of the bridge across the 
Neendakara Bar (Bs. 3’72 lakhs). Including the capital outlay and the 
expenditure on contribution works, the total amount spent by the P. W. 
D. during 1104 was Es. S2T6 lakhs. 

Road Boards, 

19. It was stated at the last session of the Assembly that Govern¬ 
ment proposed to organise a Boads and Waterways Board for each 
P. W. Division and a Central Board lor the whole State in each of 
which representatives of the people will be associated. The rules for 
the creation of these Boards have now been issued and their functions 
comprise the whole province of inland communications, as they can 
tender advice in the matter of the opening, improvement and mainten¬ 
ance of roads, bridges and waterways in tire State. Copies of the Rules 
and of the Government Proceedings publishing the rules have been 
made available to you and you will find therefrom that all the repre¬ 
sentatives of taluks and of the planting interests in the High Range are 
ex officio members of their respective District Boards and that six ot vow 
to be elected by the District Boards are on the Central Board. The 
constitution of the Boards has been so framed that official experience 
and local knowledge as well as the wishes of the people s representa¬ 
tives may exercise adequate influence in the-preparation of the annual- 
programme for the development of communications. I trust that the 
Boards will prove of great help to the Government and the people in 
working out a more definite and systematic policy for the expansion of 
communications. 

Trivandrum Water Works. 

20. Estimates and plans for the Water Works had been prepared in 
1921. But thev were found to require revision and Mr. C. Balakrishna 
Rao,’" Executive" Engineer, was deputed for the work. The revised 
estimates prepared by him and approved by the Chief Engineer have 
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been sanctioned by the Government. The total estimated cost of the 
work is Bs. 52-9 7‘lakhs. The work is so designed as to be capable of 
serving a population of 133,000, the estimated population of Trivandrum 
in the year 1961 and an area of 1T22 square miles. The portion of the 
work that is being immediately taken up will cover only an area of 8 
square miles and will cost Ks 46'60 lakhs. A sum of Bs. 9’08 lakhs 
was spent till the end of 1104. The expenditure has been incurred 
mostly on the purchase of the pipes required for the main gravitation 
line from Aruvikara to Vellayambalam and for the payment of compen¬ 
sation for lands acquired. The Water Works Engineer hopes to com¬ 
plete the work by the end of 1107 M. E. 

Railway Extension. 

21. The extension of the railway from Chackai to Tampanur in the 
heart of the town is estimated to cost Bs. 18’82 lakhs. The expenditure 
during 1104 was Bs. 5’85 lakhs and the total amount spent up to the 
end of that year Bs. 7'55 lakhs. Pair progress has been made in the con¬ 
struction of the Central Station and of the bridges and it is anticipated 
by the Bailway Engineer that the work will be completed by the end of 
1930 and that the first train may be expected to run before we meet 
again next year. 

Electric Supply Schemes. 

22. One of the most successful capital undertakings financed by the 
Government in recent years is the Trivandrum Electric Supply Scheme 
which has now been in operation for just over a year, the Power House 
having been opened informally on the evening of the 25th February 
1929, In less than a fortnight thereafter, 541 street lights and 2 con¬ 
sumers were connected up, the supply of current being then confined to 
the first six hours of the night. From the middle of Edavam 1104, all- 
night supply was arranged; and from the beginning of 1105, the full 
twenty-four hours’ supply commenced. By the end of Makaram 1105, 
there were 976 street lights, and 375 private consumers and 113 
Government institutions supplied with electric power. The total 
length of line erected is 26 miles of overhead low tension mains 
and 4£ miles of high tension underground feeders. There are 
three generating sets installed in the Power House. An additional 
generating set to meet the increasing demand from private consumers 
will be added to the existing plant soon, The total outlay on the 
seheme, including land compensation, was Bs. 4’41 lakhs till the end of 
Makaram 1105. In schemes of this nature, the working results for the 
first year will seldom be remunerative owing to the limited demand for 
power; but it may interest you to hear that the financial results of the 
first six months indicate a net return sufficient to cover depreciation 
and interest on the capital investment—the accounts being kept as in 
an ordinary commercial concern—and that the net profits would accrue 
to the general revenues. Other'towns have not been slow to take up 
the idea. A license has been granted to a private agency in Kottayam 
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at the instance of the Municipal Council which proposes to introduce 
electric lighting of the streets; and the Alleppey Council too is con¬ 
templating an electric supply scheme. 

Neendakara Bridge. 

23. As a first step in connecting Trivandrum with Cochin by a 
land route, the Quilon-Alleppey road was made and this was followed 
by the Alleppey-Arur road. The road lies across the bar at Neenda* 
kara and this has now to be crossed in a junghar. This is at all times 
slow work and in certain parts of the year attended with risk. The 
Government therefore decided to construct a bridge across the bar and 
the work which was started in August 1928 has been almost completed. 
It is expected that the bridge can be opened for traffic within the next 
month. With this, the road from Trivandrum to the Travancore 
frontier at Arur will be continuous but for a junghar crossing at Totta- 
pally and Government propose to take up immediately the question of 
constructing a bridge there. 

Forests. 

24. There was a decrease of l - 2 square miles in the total area of the 
State reserved forests due mainly to the disafforestation, for purposes of 
assignment, of 1,155 acres from two reserves, More than one million 
and a quarter cubic feet of timber was extracted from the forests and 
sold for Es. 14/58 lakhs, which was an increase of nearly Es. 60,000 
over the corresponding figure for the previous year. There was a slight 
fall in the net revenue of the department due mainly to the larger re¬ 
funds of Hidivila. The work of artificial regeneration of timber areas 
in the forests was also being carefully attended to and a fresh extent of 
575'64 acres was leased out during the year under the Tanngya system 
for planting teak. There has been some complaint that the free-pass 
rules as they are now worked • cause hardship to the people. At the 

last budget session of the Legislative Council, it was 
Free-pass Buies, suggested that the rules may be confined in their 
operation to areas which, on account of their proxi¬ 
mity to Government forests, require to be specially watched for the 
conservation of Government timber. Accordingly the Government 
have appointed a mixed committee of officials and non-officials to de¬ 
marcate the area that may, without danger to Government timber, be 
excluded from the operation of the free-pass rules. 

Salt. 

25. Arrangements were made from the beginning of 1104 with a 
View to popularise home salt and to enable the licensees of the factories 
working under the modified excise system to dispose of their share of 
the salt more easily. The licensees had till then to pay the duty before 
removing the salt from the factories for sale and this together with the 
cost of transport to the centres of sale meant the investment of large 
capital. Pre-payment of duty has now been dispensed with and 
licensees are permitted to remove the salt under bond to the Govern¬ 
ment depots at Trivandrum, Quilon and Alleppey on deposit of a com- 



Excise, 

26* In accordance with the avowed policy of Government to pro¬ 
mote temperance, advantage was taken o£ the opportunity afforded by 
the renewal of the biennial abkari contracts from the begin¬ 
ning of 1104 to reduce the number of country liquor (toddy and 
arrack) shops from 1,882 to 1,744 or by nearly five per cent. 
The rates of tree tax for cocoanut and palmyra were en¬ 
hanced throughout the State and that for ciioondapima in the pahuihies 
on the Cochin frontier. The rates of duty on jaggery arrack and co¬ 
coanut toddy arrack were also enchanced. The price of ganja issued from 
treasuries to independent shop-keepers was raised from Bh.Its.27-8 annas 
to Bb.Es.30 per seer from tho 1st April 1929. The system of local option 
was introduced experimentally m the Changanacherry Municipality in 
1104. About 90 per cent, of the Municipal voters declared themselves 
in favour of the closing of liquor shops in the town. 

J omI Option, Government accepted the decision of this large ma¬ 
jority and ordered the shops to be closed tentatively, 
till the end of 1105. In order to afford greater facility for carrying 
out the spirit of this act of abstention on the part of the people 
the Government of its own accord ordered the only foreign liquor shop 
in the town also to be closed and reduced to two drams the quantity 
of arrack that could be possessed or transported without a license. Tho 
experiment is being watched with great interest, 

Public Health. 

27. Since , tho close of 1104, two new dispensaries and six new 
conservancy stations have been established. The outstanding feature, 
however, of public health activities in the State during the year was 
the adoption of a programme of public health work for the year 1105 
presented by l)r. Jacocks, the representative of the (Rockefeller Found¬ 
ation. After a preliminary study of the local conditions, Dr. Jacocks 
prepared a comprehensive scheme of public health work as well as a 
modest programme of work to be carried out during the current year. 
This programme has been sanctioned and the work commenced. It 
comprises the survey of hookworm and malaria, entomological research 
on malaria, filariasis and plague, public health education and pro¬ 
paganda, maternity and child welfare, and the organisation ■ of health 
units. The last two items are to be tried experimentally and their 
continuance and extension will depend upon the successful results 
of their practical working and the extent of the funds that could be 
made available m future years. Mr. M. K. Gopala Pillai, Superinten¬ 
dent, Vaccine Depot, and Mr. N. Krishnan Tampi. Health Officer under 
the Tuvandrum Municipal Council, have been deputed to America for 
special training m public health for one year, the former on a fellow- 



ship of the Foundation and the latter at the cost of the Government. 
The question of the organisation of a Public Health Department will be 
taken up on the return of the two candidates after training. In the 
meantime, the public should whole-heartedly co-operate with the staff 
engaged in the new activities. I am sure that I may on your behalf 
promise such co-operation and I take this opportunity of publicly thank¬ 
ing the Foundation and its local representative for their good offices in 
this matter. 

Education. 

28. Steady progress was maintained during the year in education. 
The total strength in English schools rose by 4'5 per cent, and that in 
the vernacular schools by 5 per cent. The University Inspection Com¬ 
mittee visited Travaiicore during the year. The full report of their 
inspection has just been issued. The Women’s College was affiliated 
for the B. A. Degree course in Mathematics, and the Junior B. A. class 
in that branch was opend from the begining of the current academic 
year. The College Iras also been affiliated for the Intermediate course 
in Indian Music and a lady graduate is now under training in the 
Annamalai University for appointment as Lecturer in that subject. 
Two European ladies, with English University qualifications, were 
appointed to the College, Miss Grose as Principal and Professor of 
English and Miss Ouwerkirk as Professor of History. Two graduates 
were selected and sent for-training in the Y. M. C. A. School of Physi¬ 
cal Culture at Madras with a view to their being eventually appointed 
as Physical Instructors in the Colleges of Arts and Science. 

Revision of Pay of Vernacular School Teachers. 

29. In 1104 the Government sanctioned a revision of the pay of the 
teachers in vernacular schools. The revision is based on the recom¬ 
mendations of a committee appointed in 1926 in pursuance of a re¬ 
solution of the Legislative Council. A special staff is engaged in 
working out the details .of the revision which is to be given 
effect to retrospectively from the 1st Cliingom 1104. The principles 
underlying the revision of pay may be briefly stated. The higher rates 
of pay' given to women teachers from 1912 have been discontinued, as 
there is at present no lack of qualified women candidates, the higher- 
salaries now held by them being, however, secured to them by means of 
personal scales. Time-scales of pay have been introduced in respect of 
most appointments. A uniform scale of Us. 15-1/2-18 is adopted for 
the lowest grade teachers, and heads of institutions are to be given 
somewhat higher scales. The emoluments of teachers of special 
subjects, viz., Munshies, Bhagavatars, Sewing mistresses, Drill masters 
and Drawing instructors, have been raised and standardised. The 
revision benefits the teachers of Middle Schools as well. Side by side 
with the increases granted to the teachers employed in departmental 
schools, the rates of grant for those in private schools have also been 
enhanced. This general increase of salaries will, it is hoped, not only 
conduce to greater contentment but also tend to promote efficiency. 
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Anciial Department, 

30 . During the year, 17 new Anchal Offices and 19 new letter boxes 
were established, thus substantially adding to the convenience of the 
public. Of the 287 Anchal Offices working at the end of 1104, 182 
were departmental offices, and of them 101 were doing savings bank 
work. The pay of the executive and ministerial staff of the department 
was revised. By the revision, the Anchal masters and clerks have 
been included in the same cadre and the pay of the lowest grade has 
been raised, with effect from the beginning of 1105, from its. 15 to 
Bs. 20, The pay of office peons has been assimilated to that of other 
peons and the pay of the masters in non-departmental Anchal Offices 
has been increased from Bs. 7 to 10, By provincialising the staff of 
clerks and masters, the Anchal Superintendent has been enabled to 
aviod frequent transfers and also to afford temporary relief to offices 
where there may he seasonal pressure of work. 

Registration Department. 

31. Sanction has recently been accorded to a scheme for the revision 
of pay of the clerical staff of Sub-Begistrars’ Offices. The pay of the 
clerks has been raised and the entire staff has been provincialised 
with a view to enable the Director to make adjustments to cope with 
pressure of work in individual offices. The lowest pay has been raised 
from Bs. 15 toBs. 20, a uniform'time-scale granted to head clerks, and 
the entire clerical staff divided into five grades. The revision has 
come into effect from the 1st Makaram 1105. 

Women and the Public Service. 

32. For a long time now women have been employed in the 
Medical and Education Departments. In recent years there has been 
a demand that qualified women should ibe employed in other depart¬ 
ments as well. A'resolution moved at a recent meeting of the Legis¬ 
lative Council that women should be more freely recruited into the 
public service, was withdrawn on a favourable assurance given by the 
Government. I am glad to be able to say that something has been 
done to redeem the pledge by the appointment of women as clerks .and 
typists in the Anchal Department, the High Court, the Office of the 
Land Eevenue Commissioner, the Account Office and the Secretariat. 
It is, one might say, obviously, quite in the fitness of things that this 
expansion of the scope of women’s work in the public service should 
come while the country is being ruled by Her Highness the Maha Bani 
Begent. 

Conclusion. 

33. I have endeavoured in this opening address to give you a brief 
review of the chief activities of the State during the past eighteen 
months. It will, I believe, have made manifest the earnest desire of 
the Government to improve the efficiency of the administration and to 
advance the welfare of the country. The objects of the Government, 
however, require for their attainment the hearty co-operation of the 
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people. I am confident that that co-operation Government will always 
have from yon. May I, however, avail myself of this occasion to im, 
press upon the public through its representatives assembled here the 
need for criticism to be well-informed and fair-minded if it should be 
helpful and the immediate duty that lies upon all Travaneoreans of 
sinking communal differences in a united effort to retain for our country 
her rightful place in the front rank of progressive Indian States. Under 
the benign rule of Her Highness the Maha Bani fiegent who is guided 
in all her actions by the single aim of advancing the interest of her 
people, the country has made remarkable progress in many directions 
and we may rest assured that it will continue to do so. Her Highness’s 
confidence and constant guidance have been the mainstay of her 
Dewans in their work of carrying out Her Highness’s aim. Let us 
then in a spirit of loving reverence offer to Her Highness our humble 
tribute of loyalty and gratitude. 


The Dewan then announced that V. P. Madhava Bao Esq., c. i. e., 
Sir M. Krishnan Nayar and Dewan Bahadur T. Raghaviah Esq., c. s. i., 
former Dewans of Travancore, had sent their greetings to the Assembly. 

The Assembly adjourned at 12-45 p. m. to meet again at 11-30 A. is.

THE SECOND DAY. 


Wednesday, the 5th March 1930. 


The Assembly met again in the Victoria Jubilee Town Hall at 
11-30 of the clock, the Dev»an presiding. 

DEWAN: Gentlemen, before we begin the work for the day, 
I would draw your attention to a rule allotting the time for each repre¬ 
sentation as fifteen minutes- It is not a new rule, I am mentioning this 
for the benefit of those among you who might be now members of the 
Assembly. You will all agree that that is a desirable rule to be 
observed ; because there are so many of you who have come from differ¬ 
ent parts of the country at very great inconvenience to yourselves and 
at very great sacrifice, perhaps, of your buiness interests, each one would 
be waiting to finish his representation as early as possible. I would, 
therefore, suggest, at the very beginning, that members making repre¬ 
sentations should, as far as possible, observe the rule. 

The procedure we shall follow is this. The Chief Secretary will 
call out the name of a member and that member will then please make 
his representation. 


The consideration of the subjects according to the list distributed 
among the members on the previous day was then taken up. 

I. Finance. 

Mb. K. RAMAN PILLAI (Quilon taluk, Group II) requested the 
Dewan to convey to Her Highness the Maha Rani Regent the congra¬ 
tulations of the Assembly on the conferment of the title of C. I. on Her 
Highness by His Majesty the King Emperor and also their gratification 
in entertaining Their Excellencies the Viceroy and Lady Irwin during 
their recent visit to Travancore. He also expressed his sense of 
pleasure in being able to make his representation before a Travancorean 
Dewan. 

Passing on to his subject, he first spoke about the delay in filling up 
vacancies in the several departments and in deciding administrative 
questions and the consequent hardship and difficulties the people were 
put to. As an instance in point, he referred to the belated appointment 
of the Stationary Magistrate at Quilon. 

The opening Address of the Dewan did not make mention of several 
important subjects such as the reform of the Sri Mulam Popular As¬ 
sembly, the creation of an Executive Council, the change of the existing 
system of education, revision of the terms of the Inteiportal Trade 
Convention and economic development. The State was having a sur¬ 
plus budget year by year. A mere surplus and its investment in foreign 



banks at low rates of interest was not a desirable thing. The surplus 
should be utilised for improving the economic condition of the people; and 
if ways could be devised for that purpose, the tax on lands should be 
reduced. 

With a view to promote temperance, the Government were pursu¬ 
ing a policy of reducing the number of liquor shops year by year. Side 
by side with this, the growth of illicit shops should be put down with a 
stern hand, if the policy should be effective. 

Other suggestions made by the member were the following : — 

(1) Abolition of toll on vehicles and levy of duty on petrol con¬ 
sumption as in British India ; 

(2) revision of the terms of the Interportal Trade Convention ; 

(3) the desirability of taking up the Quilon-Trivandrum railway 
under Government management; 

(4) establishment of land mortgage banks; 

(5) re-organisation of the Agricultural and Industries Depart¬ 
ments ; 

(G) adoption of measures for improving agricultural live-stock 
and preventing their slaughter ; 

(7) finding out remedies for, unemployment; 

(81 reform of the existing system of education ; 

(9) prohibition of the use of liquor and other intoxicating sub¬ 
stances ; 

(10) appointment of a committee to enquire into the causes of 
the liquidation of companies and chitties ; 

(11) development of cottage and factory industries ; 

(12) adoption of measures for putting down corruption in the 
public service and for reducing the expenditure on salaries; 

(13) reform of the Sri Mulam Popular Assembly; 

(14) creation of an Executive Council; and 

(15) need for introducing responsible Government. . 

DEWAN’S BEPLY: Mr. Baman Pillai, I shall with the greatest 

pleasure convey, to Her Highness the Maha Bani Begent, the congra¬ 
tulations of this Assembly which you, on their behalf, requested me to 
convey to Her Highness. I shall also be glad to convey to HerlHighness 
your assurance of the pleasure which tie people of Travancore have 
had in entertaining His Excellency the Viceroy and H. E. Lady Irwin 
during their recent visit to Travancore. I also thank you for the ap¬ 
preciative words in which you referred to my appointment as Dewan of 
this State. 

With reference to the specific representations that you made, I 
must say, in the first place, that the fact that no mention was made of a 
particular subject in my Address to the Assembly yesterday does not 
show that that subject is not engaging the .attention of Government. 
As I said in that Address, I have made mention in it of only accomplished 
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faets, either measures that have been taken in 1104, or measures that 
have been adopted till now in 1105. I may assure you that the list of 
subjects mentioned in my Address is not an exhaustive list of the 
subjects engaging the attention of Government. 

Then, you said that there is delay in certain matters, I do not 
know myself that there is any reason to say that there is more delay 
now than there was before, or that all those subjects, in which you 
might find some delay in disposal, are subjects that arose recently. 
Unfortunately, it cannot be denied that there has been delay in certain 
matters. Before you say that the delay in a particular case is a fault, 
you have to see rd’at the subject is. In certain matters, it may be 
necessary for Government to act with great circumspection and that 
might take some time, There may be other cases where there has been 
delay due to certain circumstances which at the time could not he 
avoided, You may rest assured that, so far as I am concerned, I am 
doing my best and shall continue to do my best to see that matters 
arising in the course of my administration are disposed of as early as 
possible. 

You have referred in your representation to several important 
matters which have to be carefully considered by the Government and 
in which steps for improvement will have to be taken by the Govern¬ 
ment, I may assure you that your suggestions in those matters will 
be carefully noted and made use of whenever occasion arises. 

You then spoke about the surpluses in the Budget. A study of the 
budget of this year or of the previous years will show that the policy of 
the Government is not to pile up surpluses, after starving useful depart¬ 
ments of public work. You would find that the development 
departments are getting, from year to year, larger and larger amounts 
for their development and improvement. 

With regard to the Excise Department, you said that the steps 
that the Government have been taking till now have not been effective 
enough to bring down the consumption of liquor and to promote temper¬ 
ance. I cannot say that I agree with you fully ; because, for one thing, 
there is successive reduction year after year in the number of shops. 
You might have noted from the Address that X read yesterday that such 
reduction during the last year was about five per cent. 

MtSMBER; But consumption has increased. 

DEWAN : That is only one aspect of the question. When we 
deal with the large question of temperance, we should not'confine our at¬ 
tention to ODe aspect alone. We have to view it in a comprehensive 
way. If you do that, you will find that the Government are taking 
steps gradually to reduce the use of liquor and to promote temperance 
and you may rest assured that they will continue to do so. 

With regard to the various other suggestions that you made in, 
your representation, Mr. Raman Pillai, they will all be given the jjbest 
consideration by Government. 
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2. Reduction of tie excess tax unlawfully levied on wet lands in 
Nanjinad. 

Mb, IK A VI PILLAI CHINN ATAMBIA PILLAI (Tooala taluk) 
said the subject he was going to represent had been urged upon the 
Government at previous sessions. All along the Government 
had been collecting more than what was due from the ryots. 
Prior to the last settlement one Nanjinad kotta was equivalent to 9 paras 
and 3 5/8 edangalies and one para was equal to 640 cubic inches. At 
the settlement the standard capacity of the para was made equal to 800 
cubic inches, but instead of standardising the kotta measure also on 
that basis, it was made equal to 8 paras and 6J- edangalies, while mathe¬ 
matically a kotia should be equal to only 7 paras. Taking the ground 
measure also, one para of seed-sowing land was equal to 3 marakkals or 
14 cents of land. Twenty-one marakkals of seed-sowing land was thus 
equal to 7 paras of -seed-sowing land. 

The commutation was also made on a wrong basis. One-half the tax 
due on par,darapatiam lands was collected at the commutation rate of 6 
chs. per of paddy, while the remaining half w.as recovered at II ehs. 
per para. For calculating the tax due at the former rate, the kotta was 
taken to be equivalent to 9 paras and 3 5/8 edangalis and the remaining 
tax was recovered taking the kotta to be equivalent to 8 paras and 6J 
edangalies while in each case the kotta should be. taken to be equivalent 
to 7 paras. The excess tax recovered on the basis of these calculations 
was Bs. 5-15 chs.-15 c. in the case of one acre of first class wet lands. 

In the case of Sripandarava'ka lands, three-fourths of the tax dne 
was collected in kind and the rest in money. Here also the lolta was 
taken to be equivalent to 8 paras and 6£ edangalis instead of 7 paras as 
already stated. 

The member therefore prayed that the Nanjinad kotta be made 
equivalent to 7 paras and that the excess tax recovered from the ryots 
on the basis of other calculations he refunded to them. He also prayed 
that the tax payable in kind on Sripcmdaravaka lands be commuted into ■ 
money. 

DE WAN’S REPLY: Mr. Ghinnatambia Pillai, as you have said, 
this is not a new subject either to the Assembly or to the Government. 
You yourself made a similar representation at the last session of the 
Assembly and I may refer you to the reply that was then given to you 
by the President. You seem to think that it has been proved that the 
Nanjinad kotta is in capacity equivalent only to 7 paras. I cannot say 
that you have succeeded in proving that. The present commuta¬ 
tion rate, i■ e., that a kotta, is equivalent to 8 5/8 paras, was arrived at 
by the Government after a very elaborate local enquiry in the course of 
which the various local measures in use in Nanjinad and the standard 
para were compared, and as the result of that enquiry it was that the 
Nanjinad kotta was taken in capacity to be equivalent to 8 paras and 
odd. I do not think that any statement that you make here, however 



strong might be .the words in which the statement is coached, would by 
itself be enough to take away the effects of the elaborate enquiry the 
result of which is the commutation rate now prevalent. - As was said at 
the last meeting in reply to your representation, all these matters will 
be considered at the next settlement. 

MEMBER: May I have a reply on the other points I dealt with 
in my representation, as, for instance, the commutation cf tax on Sri- 
paiularavaka lands ? 

DEWAN : As regards the commutation of paddy tax on Sri- 
pandaravahn lands into money, that is a very difficult question, because 
Sripawlaravakn lands are very different in their nature from Govern¬ 
ment or Pandaravaka lands. The question of interfering with the tax 
on Sripandaravaka lands is one beset with great difficulties, and as 
was said in reply to a representation made at a previous session of the 
Assembly, that is a matter which the Government cannot take up now. 

MEMBER : I note, Sir, that the difficulties of the Government 
in commuting the tax exist since the Government are only trustees in 
respect of Sripandaravaka lands. But when one-fourth of the tax is 
recovered in money, may I know, Sir, whether the whole tax cannot 
be ordered to be paid in money ? 

DEWAN : As I said, Government cannot interfere in the matter 


3, Desirability of reducing the water-cess imposed on lands com¬ 
manded by the Kodayar Project. 

Mb. 8UBBAHMANIA P1LLAI MATE VAN PILLA1 {Ilalkulan 
taluk, Group II) said that Edanad and Nanjinad were places subject to 
the heaviest land assessment in the Madras Presidency. While the rate 
of assessment in the latter place was Rs. 1-14 as. and Rs. 2-2 per 
acre, the average assessment was Es. 14-0-2 in Edanad and Rs. 24 
14 chs. 7 c. in Nanjinad .and it was noteworthy that 55 per cent, of the 
total area of wet lands in Nanjinad and 22 per cent, in Edanadlbore an 
assessment of over Rs. 20 per acre. The rates were high even when 
compared to the rates prevalent in North Travancore. As was rightly 
observed by the Hon’ble Mr. Rama .Aiyanga'r, a former Dewan, the 
margin of profit of even the most industrious ryot was very small, not¬ 
withstanding the fact that there was a good system of irrigation. He 
could not accumulate capital. That was chiefly due to over assessment. 
In early days such high assessment would have been justifiable because 
the chief source of income to the Government was land revenue, besides 
customs, saltand tobacco revenue and because the demands on Govern¬ 
ment revenue were many. But as years went by, the sources of income had 
increased and the finances had been improved substantially by the in¬ 
creased revenue under stamps, registration, income-tax, judicial depart¬ 
ment, etc. The land tax should have been reduced proportionately 
when there were other sources of income. 
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Oven ancl above the high rate of assessment, the wot lands m 
Nanjinad and Edanad were also subject to the payment of water cess at 
the rate of Rs. 7 per acre on dry lands converted into wet and Be. 1 per 
acre on other wet lands. The difficulties the ryots holding the converted 
lands were subject to were many. The lands required more water due 
to the nature of the soil than other lands and the cost of labour was 
high The supply of water was belated and often inadequate. 
In spite of the above difficulties and in spite of the consequent poor 
yield, the full cess due was being recovered. 

Agriculture was the mainstay of .the people and paddy their 
staple food; consequently a capital outlay tor the development of paddy 
cultivation should not be viewed on a commercial basis. If interest 
be left out of account, it could easily be proved that the major portion 
of the capital outlay on the Kodayar Project had been recouped by 
sale of tank beds and other proamb.kes, water cess etc. In the 
circumstances, the water cess should be abolished altogether or at least 
reduced considerably. 

DEWAN’S REPLY : Mr. Matevan Pillai, I think you dealt with 
two subjects in your •representation. The first was with regard to the 


•representation. The first was with regard to the 
1 incidence of taxation in Nanjinad and the second 
le water cess imposed on lands • commanded by the 


was with regard to the water cess imposed on lands • commanded oy ime 
Kodayar Project. 

As regards the first, it seems to me that it is not possible - to have 
a uniform rate of taxation for any large extent of territory, lhe nature 
of the soil is likely to vary in different parts of a large extent of land and 
the yield from the land also will differ. When, as is the case m I-ravan- 
core the'amount of tax lev ied, on a particular piece of we* land toi 
instance, depends upon the total yield, it.is obvious-y impossible to have 
the same rate of tax levied from all the lands in a particular locality. 
Inequalities are therefore inevitable. lour statement that, when 
compared with North Travancore, the tax that wet lands have to pay 
in Naniinad is higher may be true; but as I said, the amount of the 
tax depends upon the nature of the land and that the ig 

gets out of the land, and it is a well-known tact that, m Nanjinad, 
yield more than m North Travancore. Naturally you cannot expect 
the tax in Nanjinad to be as low as perhaps it is m North Travan 

°° re On the second subject dealt with by you, ««., the water e^s I 

do not think it is at all right to say that the large amount of money 
the Government had to spend on the Kodayar Project, they have 
recouped You said, if Government does not calculate any mteiest on 
th.e°amnunt spent, then Government would be seen to ^ave repaid 
itself a large part of the amount. That is not now the calculation is 
made You seem to think that any amount of tax that is realised 
, every year must go towards the reduction of the capital investment 
upon the KodayahProject. That is not the way m which m cases where. 
We have made a capital investment, we calcinate the return trom the 
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investment. Wo have to take into consideration the interest on the 
investment. The rate of interest might be low but a reasonable rate 
of interest has to be calculated. Your suggestions will, however, be noted 
and carefully considered. 

4. Certain defects in the administration of the Land Revenue 
Department. 

MB. N. KOCHUPILIjAI KAIMAL {Short,Mai taluk, group II) 
expressed the sentiments of loyalty and love which the people of his taluk 
bore to Her Highness the Maha Rani Regent and to his Highness the 
Maha Raja and requested the Dewan to convey the same to their 
Highnesses. 

Passing on to his subject, the member isaid that, judged from 
tl e point of revenue, the Land Revenue Department was the chief 
department of the State. The unit of land revenue administration 
was the pakuthi and therefore the stability of administration of the 
department depended upon the proper working of the Pakuthi officers. 
The condition of the Pakuthi Cutcherries was deplorable. Cutcherry 
buildings were unsafe to keep records and money in, insanitary and ill- 
ventilated and lacked office equipments. Any amount of money 
spent for their betterment would not ba too much. It was therefore 
absolutely necessary to provide good and suitable buildings for Paknthy 
Cutcherries. The Pakuthi offices should also be provided with the 
requisite articles of stationery, 

The member’s next suggestion was that tax receipts should specify 
the survey numbers in respect of which the tax was recovered. That would 
enable the officers to know the lands on which tax was still due and 
also the names of the occupants. The accounts also would be'clearer." 

The practice of recovering the tax due on a land from its 
pattadar should be modified and'tax should be recovered from the men 
in possession. Farther the land on which the tax is due should be 
proceeded against first. For the tax due from the men in possession, 
the pattadar's other property should not be attached and sold. As 
matters stood, the pattadar was put to needless hardship and loss for - 
the default made by the persons in possession. 

Many vagaries were practised in respect of attachment and sale of 
immovable property for arrears of revenue. It was not uncommon for 
persons in possession of lands to collude with the Proverthikars and 
defeat the pattadars. With a view to put an end to those vagaries, it 
should be ruled that the notice of sale should be served on the 
pattadar or his heirs. Publication in the Gazette was not sufficient. 
For small amounts of tax large extents of land should not be. 

attached. 

It was inequitable to recover a fee of Re. 1 on account of tom-tom 
charges. In civil courts, only a sum oflGchs, was being recovered to 
cover such charges on four occasions. The fee should therefore ba 
reduced to 4 or 5 chs. 




DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr. Kochu Pillai Kaimal, I shall very 
gladly convey, to Her Highness the Maha Rani Regent and to Hi's 
Highness the Maha Raja, the sincere expressions of loyalty and love 
with which you prefaced your representation. 

Your first point is with regard to the Pakuthi Cutcherries. It may 
be that some of the buildings in which these Pakuthi Cutcherries are 
now held are in no way magnificent or artistic buildings. The 
difficulty in the case of the Land Revenue Department, in many 
places, is to get good buildings on rent for housing the Pakuthi Cut- 
cherries, Where they get good buildings, the department rents them. 
In other places, where only more or lessricketty buildings are available, 
the department has to be satisfied with such buildings. It is the policy 
of Government to have Government buildings in all localities for 
Pakuthi Cutcherries ; and, tentatively it has been laid down that every 
year five Pakuthi Cutcherries should be constructed; so that, in 
course of time, you may rest assured, all Pakuthi Cutcherries wili be 
housed in Government buildings. 

The second point that you mentioned was that, in the tax receipts 
at present given to pattadars the survey numbers for which taxes 
are paid are not mentioned. As you yourself know and have stated, 
it is more or less well understood that the survey numbers also 
should be entered in the tax receipts. But you say that that is not 
being insisted upon now. From the. beginning of next year, that is 1106, 
new duplicate forms of tax receipts are to be supplied to the Proverthi- 
cars and to the Pakuthi Cutcherries. These new forms would have a 
separate column for survey numbers. It is to be trusted, therefore, 
that hereafter, the survey numbers would be entered in the tax re¬ 
ceipts. That, I suppose, would obviate the difficulty that you have re¬ 
presented before me now. 

You then suggested that the tax must be realised not from the 
pittadar but from whoever happens to be in possession. I may tell you 
that that is a proposition which I find very difficult on behalf of Gov¬ 
ernment to accept. A person in occupation may have varying degrees 
of possessory rights over the property from those of a mortgagee to 
those of a lessee or even a licensee. It will be very, difficult for the 
Land Revenue Department to go after the lessee or the licensee and 
try to realise the tax from him. You suggest that for the tax due the 
pattadar's property should be proceeded against last. As you yourself 
ma?/ know, so far as Government tax is concerned, it may be said to he 
Government property as well because Government tax is a first 
charge on the property. So the Government have as much right to 
proceed against the land, for their tax as you have to enjoy it. Even 
now, as you yourself have said, there is no prohibition against the tax 
being paid by the party in possession of the property. It is for the 
owner , of the' property, when he hands over the possession to somebody 
else, to make sure that the person who is to be put in possession would 




loss that the owner might be put to by such default in the payment of 
the tax. It is not possible, as you know, for the land of a man to be 
sold in revenue auction behind his baok and without his knowledge; 
because, without notice to the pattaiar at the several stages, the revenue 
auction sale cannot take place and, if it does take place at all, without 
such notice as the Regulation and the Rules prescribe, it is very easy to 
have that auction sale set aside. 

Your last point was that, in the case of revenue auctions of im¬ 
movable property, the iom-toni charges come to one rupee. I think 
that is a mistake. Tout* tom charges are 14 chs. as a rule; but in 
difficult localities, for instance in the hills, the High Ranges and other- 
places, the charges are 21 chs.. 

5. Registry of Cardamom lands. 

Mb- H. 0. L. MARIKAR (Deaicolcvn taluk) expressed the senti¬ 
ments of loyalty and gratitude which the people of his constituency 
cherished towards Her Highness the Maha Rani Regent for the several 
beneficial acts done during Her Highness’ rule, particularly the opening 
of the Neriamangalam-Pallivasal road, whichjs specially beneficial 
to the inhabitants of the High Range. 

Passing on to his subject, the member said that the order passed in 
1096 prohibiting future registry of lands in the Cardamom Hills Reserve 
adversely affected the Travancorean planter. Before the issue of that 
order, the British Indian ryots had secured for themselves large extents 
of cardamom. lands in Travancore, By the time the Travancorean 
planter began to realise the benefits and advantages of cardamom culti¬ 
vation, the prohibition order was passed. When the same subject was 
pressed at the previous session of the Assembly by the member for the 
Devicolam taluk, he was told in reply that there was no prohibition but 
only a temporary cessation pending completion of the Neriamangalam- 
Pallivasal road. As the road was nearing completion and as there were 
many Travancoreans willing to take up cardamom lands, the member 
requested that the prohibition order be cancelled and lands registered 
in the names of subjects of the State at the minimum rate of taravila. 

He was given to understand that the Cardamom Rules were under¬ 
going revision. He requested that the revision might be effected as 
early as possible and suggested the desirahlity of confining future regis¬ 
try of cardamom lands to bona file subjects of the State. . 

Lastly, the dual control exercised by the Land Revenue and 
Forest Departments over the Cardamom Hills Reserve should he 
abolished and the control should be vested in the one or the other depart¬ 
ment, preferably the Land Revenue Department. 

DEWAN’S REPLY : Mr. Marikar, I shall, with great pleasure, 
convey, to Her Highness the Maha Rani Regent, your expressions of 
loyalty and of respectful recognition of the benefits that have been con¬ 
ferred upon the people of the State during Her Highness’ rule. 




With regard to the Cardamom Rules, you may rest assured that 
Government will always bear in mind the interests of the Travaneorean 
planter. In fact, one of the reasons which induced Government to pass the 
prohibition order in 1096 was itself their solieitude for the Travaneorean 
planter. After the completion of the Neriamangalam-Pallivasal road, 
when that part of the country is opened up , Government will consider 
the desirability of relaxing the order of 1096. 

You referred to the dual control over these lands now exercised by 
the Land Revenue Department and the Forest Department. In the 
nature of the tenure that is created in favour of the cardamom planters, 
it seems to me that it is inevitable that both the Land Revenue Depart¬ 
ment and the Forest Department should have control over these lands. 
As a matter of fact, the control of the Forest Department is reduced to 
a minimum. So far as the trees are concerned, you know they remain 
the property of the Government and it is the province of the Forest 
Department to conserve the interests of Government in timber. The 
control of the Forest Department over cardamom lands is only for the 
benefit of that conservation of Government rights over timber. As the 
position is at present, it is not possible for the Government to take 
away the little control that the Forest Department has over these lands ; 
and for the present, therefore, this dual control, as you call it, has to be 
maintained. ■ 

MEMBER: But cannot the whole control over these lands be 
vested in one department ? 

DEW AN: Revenue matters cannot be handed over to the Forest 
Department and therefore it is that the control of the Forest Depart¬ 
ment is reduced to the absolute minimum. I do not think this 
restricted control which the Forest Department has is causing real 
hardship. 

MEMBER: It does. There are difficulties in regard to felling 
timber. 

DEW AN: Your difficulty with regard to the felling of trees does 
not affect the control vested in the Forest Department, because it is the 
Land Revenue Department which allows the felling of trees. The 
Forest Department is only concerned with the transport of timber and 
that is a right which cannot be taken away from the Forest 
Department. 

6. Grievances of the ryots in respect of the present mode of re¬ 
alisation of land revenue and some suggestions for redressing 

Mb. A, K. GOVINDA DAS ( Nominated ) thanked the Government 
for nominating men of status of his community to the Assembly and 
also conveyed the assurance of loyalty of members of his community to 
Her Highness the M'aha Rani Regent and to His Highness the Maha 
Raja. 

Speaking on his subject, the member first referred to the vagaries 
practised,!^ the pakuthi subordinates in recovering arrears of land re¬ 
venue. Demand notices were unnecessarily issued but not properly 
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served on the right persons. More than one notice was issued in some 
cases. The demand notice fee recovered was considerable and in some 
cases much more than the tax due. There was no uniformity in 
recovering tom-tom charges. While under the rules the fee to be 
paid was only 14 chs., it was not uncommon for proverthioars to 
recover l\e. 1 or even Rs. 2 as they chose. Movables were attached 
without notice and large sums were reeoevred as cost of attachment 
and other incidental charges. Similarly large extents of immovable 
property were attached and sold for small amounts of arrears. Sometimes 
the property of one person was attached and sold for the tax due from 
another All these were due to the defective system of accounts in the 
Pakutliy cut-cherries and the delay in the disposal of pokk-uvaravu 
cases, issue of pattas and making the Tandaper accounts up to date. 
The low pay of the subordinates was also a contributory cause. With 
a view to remove the hardships caused on the above account, the 
member suggested the following remedial measures :— 

fl) one or two able officers of the Land Revenue Department 
should be deputed to study the land revenue system in British India 
and make suggestions to improve the administration of the department; 

(2) graduates belonging to well-to-do families should be appoint¬ 
ed as Prouerthikars and the existing Prouerthikars should be appointed 
as Pak-uthi accountants; 

(3) the demand notice fee should be reduced to one chackram; 

(4) sale of immovable properties should be conducted only after 
service of notices • 

(61 the procedure followed in civil courts for the sale of im¬ 
movable properties should be adopted by the Land Revenue Depart¬ 
ment ; 

(6) monthly returns of disposal of pokku-varavu cases should be 
obtained from the -Pro verthika-rs ; and 

(7) a Pokkmaram special officer should be appointed with 
jurisdiction over the whole State to attend to the speedy disposal of cases. 

DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr. Govinda Das. I shall be very glad to 
convey your assurance of loyalty to , Her Highness the Maha Rani 
Regent and to His Highness the Maha Raja. 

your main complaint is that pokkmaram, cases are not being dis¬ 
posed of soon, and that consequently members of tarwads who -become 
divided find themselves constrained to pay taxes which are due from 
other divided members of the iarwad. I know that the Land Revenue 
Commissioner is very strict in the matter of the speedy disposal of 
pokkuvaravu cases by his subordinates. As a matter of fact, the statistics 
for last year, that is 1104, show that more than 92 per cent, of the appli¬ 
cations for pokkuvaravu in that year were disposed of before the end of 
the year. I can understand that in some cases there is some difficulty ; 
that is, in cases'where partition is said to have been effected by a few 
members of the tar wad.- In regard to such cases, the question whether 
such partition is valid, whether it will bind all the members of the

tarwad is a legal question which has been referred to Government by 
the Land Revenue Commissioner. The question is under the considera¬ 
tion of the Government and I expect to pass some definite orders in the 
matter before long. 

You then complain that, in some cases, though under the rules only 
14 chs. could be realised by th epakuthi authorities as tom-tom fees, they 
realise one rupee .and two rupees as they choose. That is a vague allega¬ 
tion upon which Government can do nothing. If you bring to the 
notice of the Land Revenue Commissioner any specific instance of such 
unauthorised realisation of excessive tom-tom fees, he would certainly 
take serious notice of it and hold an enquiry; and if he finds any person 
guilty, he would deal with him very severely. 

You also said that, instead of one notice, sometimes two notices are 
sent. If, as a matter of fact, there is any case in which two or more 
notices have been issued, it must be easy to prove it: and if any such 
case is brought to the notice of the Land Revenue Commissioner, he 
would take serious notice of it. 

Your other suggestions will be carefully noted by Government. 

7- Grant of further concessions to Pulayas in the matter of grant¬ 
ing lands for their habitation. 

Mb. AYYAN KALI {Nominated) while thanking the Government 
for the several concessions granted to the Pulayas in the matter of 
registry of lands said that the community had still some grievances to be 
redressed. Lands earmarked for . registry in the names of depressed 
classes were often occupied by members of. other communities, with the 
result that the occupied lands had to be registered in the names of the 
latter. Even in respect of lands already registered under the concession¬ 
al terms, the rich and influential people of other communities set up 
claims and dragged the depressed classes'to unnecessary litigation. He 
therefore requested that orders might be issued prohibiting occupation of 
lands earmarked for registry to depressed classes and of lands already 
registered in their names by members of other communities. 

Before the passing of the existing Puduval Rules, survey charges in 
respect of lands registered to depressed classes used to be remitted. But 
under those rules, such charges were being recovered. He requested that 
the old concession might be revived. 

Much difficulty was being experienced by the depressed classes in 
getting agricultural loans, Orders should therefore be issued to grant 
loans to them on the security of the lands granted on. concessional 
terms. Further, when concessional registries were ordered, a loan of at 
jeast Rs. 30 should also be issued in each case. 

Whenever litigation was launched against depressed classes by others 
in respect of lands registered on concessional terms, no court fees should 
be recovered from the former, 




Lastly, it would appear that it had been decided that the lands com¬ 
prised in "survey numbers 327/1 and 320/1 of the Takazhi Paleuthi, 
occupied by members of the Pulaya community, should be sold in 
auction. As such a course would be prejudicial to the occupants, the 
decision should be cancelled and the lands registered on concessional 
terms.to the Pulaya occupants. 

In conclusion, the member also prayed for the appointment of a full¬ 
time Protector of the Depressed Glasses. 

DEWAN’S REPLY : Mr. Ayyan Kali, I am very glad to see that 
you recognise that the Government have done a great deal for the 
so-called depressed classes. In .the matter of the assignment of lands, 
Government have reserved a large extent of land for registry in favour 
of the members,of those classes. They have also granted several im¬ 
portant concessions to members of these classes when lands are registered 
in their favour.., One of your complaints was that, after such registry, 
other people enter upon yohr land and that consequently you have some¬ 
times to conduct litigation. You suggest that the Government should 
pass a rule that no person should enter upon the land which has been 
registered in the name of a member of the depressed classes. Ido not 
think that is a matter which can so easily be done.' Any person who 
enters upon a land which has already been registered would he basing 
his 1 ‘Case not upon Government registry or grant but upon hi’s independ¬ 
ent right; and the Government cannot, by any executive order, direct that 
a person should not exercise his alleged rights which he holds indepsnd- 
ent of the Government. It is impossible, it seems to me, , .in .these 
circumstances, to prohibit by a G..O. all,litigation relating to these lands. 
If there are cases where puduval lands which have, been registered in 
favour of the members of the depressed classes have been to the posses¬ 
sion of ■ other people, who do not set up any ind ependent claim, but who 
merely purport to be in possession of the lands. a,&JPuduvcd lands, and if 
such cases are brought to notice, the Land. Revenue Commissioner will 
see that the lands are given to the persons in whose names the registry 
is effected. This -is the utmost that the Government can do in that 
matter. 

The last thing you mentioned in your representation was that lands 
which have been occupied and improved upon by members of the 
depressed classes have now been ordered to be sold in auction instead of 
being registered in the names of the occupants. If the complaint relates 
to any portion of the lands reserved for registry to depressed classes, then 
certainly the Land Revenue Commissioner will look into the matter 
and see that the land is not auctioned. But if it relates to lands not 
included.in the reserved area, then .a member of the depressed classes 
has In regard to that land to take the same position as any other subject 
of the State.

DEW AN : As regards your point about loans, I do not see there is 
any difficulty even now for you to get loans under the Agricultural 
Loans Regulation and Rules. Once the land is registered in your name, 
it becomes your land, and you can offer that as security for the loan that 
you want to take.

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DEWAN : The point that you have now raised regarding the 
provision restricting alienation does not seem to apply to involuntary 
alienations, that is to say, to sales in court auction. However, I will 
consider the point. 

8. Assignment of lands to landless Hindu Pulayas. 

MR. DAIVATTAN KUNJAN ( Nominated ) requested that the 

fojlowing landsmight.be registered in the names of Hindu Pulayas: 

(1) An extent of ,1’96 acres of land comprised in Survey No. 
87/9 B/l of the Vadakkekara pakuthi, Tiruvalla taluk. It was for a 
very long time in the occupation of the Pulayas and was originally known 
as Pulakunnji. At the last settlement, it was treated as poramboke and 
since ,then it was known as Pulikunnu. The revenue authorities were 
taking steps under the Land Conservancy Regulation. It would be very 
hard if they were evicted as they would be rendered homeless! Further 
proceedings should he stopped pending a local inspection by the Dewan 
with,a view to. decide whether eviction was really necessary. 

(2) 25 and odd acres of land comprised ins Survey Nos. 80/1, 73/1, 
74/1, 651/5 and 1/2 of the Ala pakuthi, Tiruvalla, taluk. Proceedings 
were in progress for registering the lands in the names of Pulayas; 
hut others were trying to get the .lands.for themselves. 

(3) 90 acres of land .comprised in Survey Nos. 150/1, 165/1,254/1 
and 540/1 of the Kumbazha pakuthi, Pattanamtitta taluk. The land 
was ear-marked for registry in the names of Pulayas. But although many 
of them applied for its registry, no steps were taken on the applications. 

The member also prayed that, for the communal purposes of the 
Pnlaya inhabitants of Central Travaneore, an extent of 300 acres from 
Survey $fo. 177/1 of the Ranni pakuthi, 300 acres from the Maniraala 
pakuthi and 300 acres from the Peermade pakuthi might be registered 
in their names. 

DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr, Daivattan Kunjan, your representa¬ 
tions ware made with special reference to particular survey numbers. 
1 cannot now give .you any answer with regard to the position of 
t each of these survey numbers or the possibility or otherwise of regis- 
. taring those particular survey numbers to .members of your community. 
But one thing I can tell, you, and that is that lands which are in 
/the occupation of rnerobets of the . depressed classes will, according to 
-the policy ofthu,Gov, eminent, he as far as possible registeredto them. 



But recently, it has become more or less 3 rule for members of the 
depressed classes to enter upon lands which are reserved for public or- 
communal purposes; and when the authorities try to evict them from 
such lands, they raise the cry that they are driven out of their homes. 
That, I must say, is not a proper line of conduct for the members of the 
depressed classes to take. They know that the Government always treat 
their applications for registry of lands with the greatest consideration and 
sympathy. They ought therefore to be very careful that they do not 
create difficulties for the Government by entering upon lands which 
cannot be registered as being reserved for public purposes. I would 
therefore request members of the depressed classes not to take that 
course. There are lands which are set apart for registry. There is 
nothing standing in the way of members of the depressed classes 
occupying those lands. But they should be careful not to encroach upon 
lands reserved for public purposes. 

That leads me to one of your other points that, if a member of the 
depressed classes enters upon porambolce lands or lands in the Reserved 
Forest, he is punished. I may tell you that that is the law which ap¬ 
plies not only to members of the depressed classes but to all. Any one 
who enters upon poramboke land or Reserved Forest without permission 
is punished whether he is a member of the depressed classes or not. 
It is impossible, having regard to the interests of the community and the 
State as a whole, to relax the application of the-Poramboke Regulation 
in favour of the depressed class people, especially when we find that 
members of the depressed classes are trying to enter upon lands reser¬ 
ved for public purposes. Subject to that limitation, I may assure you 
that the Government have the greatest sympathy for the aspirations of 
members of the depressed classes to have house-sites and to have lands 
to cultivate. As far as possible, Government have been trying to give 
them such lands and Government will in the .future also consider appli¬ 
cations for the registry of such lands with the greatest sympathy. 

9. Registry of lands to depressed classes. 

Mb. BARADI ABRAHAM ISAAC {Nominated) thanked the 
■ Government for the many concessions granted to the Gheramar com¬ 
munity especially in the matter of registry of lands. But they had 
still some difficulties in getting registry of land under the concessional 
terms sanctioned by .the Government. In the first place, the lands ear¬ 
marked for assignment to depressed classes were rocky and barren 
and unfit for any kind of cultivation. The selection of lands was done 
by the Revenue authorities -without local inspection. It was a pity 
to see that, adjacent to the earmarked lands, there were other fertile 
tarisu lands available for registry. It was not uncommon that, 

. whenever lands were occupied and improved, the occupants, were 
evicted and the lands sold in auction or registered under the ordinary 
’ provisions of the Puduvttl Rules on recovery of taravila and other dues. 
In the taluks of Neyyattinkara, Nedumangad, Pattanamtitta, Muvattu- 
, puzha and Todupuzha, the lands assigned to depressed classes were 
mostly unfit fariany kind of cultivation. The- proper course to 
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improve this state of affairs lay in the appointment at an early date of a 
Protector of the Depressed Classes who would be able to select and 
eirmark useful lands for purposes of assignment to depressed classes. 
The Government were already contemplating the appointment of an 
officer. 

There were extensive lands of the kcmiapttu tenure in the Vilavan- 
kod, Neyyattinkara, Nedumangad, Muvattupuzha, Todupzha, Peermade 
and Devicolam taluks. The hanies had alienated large portions of these 
ands.. Further, they were also eligible for concessional registry of 
lands under the Puduval Buies. In the circumstances, it was unneces¬ 
sary to reserve large areas for their exclusive use. Orders might there¬ 
fore he passed to make those lands available for assignment to depressed 

The swampy areas disafforested from the reserves should also be 
reserved for registry to depressed classes and not assigned away to co¬ 
operative societies and syndicates. In Nurvakad and Karikattur in 
■ the Pattanamtitta .taluk, there were lands available for registry. An ex¬ 
tent of 3 acres each in these places should be assigned to the depressed 
classes under concessional terms. 

In the Purakkad and Takazhi pakuthies of the Ambalapuzha taluk, 
several pieces of land had been occupied by members of depressed 
classes and applications made for their registry# Although the Land 
Revenue Commissioner had informed the applicants that the lands 
would be assigned to them on concessional terms, no further steps had 
been taken. The registry proceedings should be expedited. 

Large extents of land had been reserved as grazing blocks in 
many taluks. Members of the depressed classes had occupied portions 
of those lands. As far as possible, such lands should be assigned to 
them. The member also brought to the notice of the Assembly that, 
during the floods of 1099 and 1104, several members of the depressed 
classes occupied portions of the grazing blocks in Kuriehi, Manehadikara 
and other places in the Changanachery taluk. The Government had 
ordered the registry of a total extent of 150 acres of land in those places. 
Bu the tlocal people were harassing them and taking steps to drive them 
away. These attempts should be prevented and all available lands 
should be assigned to the depressed classes.. 

DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr. Isaac, your chief complaint is that, of 
the lands reserved for registry to members of the depressed classes, a 
large proportion is land not fit foi' cultivation. This is not a new com¬ 
plaint. This complaint has been made many times in past years. And 
Government have already, decided that these lands, which have now 
been reserved, should be examined by the officers of the Land Revenue 
Department in company with the Protector of the Depressed Classes and 
the representatives of the depressed classes, so that lands which are 
really unfit for cultivation may, wherever possible, be substituted by 
lands fit for cultivation. This joint inspection has already taken place 
in one taluk. And Government are issuing orders that the joint inspec¬ 
tion in the other taluks should be made without delay. When that 
b»s been done, that complaint of yours would have been redressed.. 
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Your second request was that some land in Nurvakad must he re¬ 
served for registry in favour of members of the depressed classes. I 
cannot say anything definite about that now. .But the request will, 
however, be considered by Government. 

Another point was that some land in Ambalapuzha had been ap¬ 
plied for by members of the depressed classes and that the Land Revenue 
Commissioner had given them an endorsement that the land applied 
for would be registered in their favour on concessional terms. .Your 
■ complaint is that 'the, order, has not so far been carried out. I am sure 
the Land Revenue Commissioner will look into the matter and see that 
any order that he has passed is carried out by his subordinates. 

Your last request was that a full-time Protector of the Depressed 
Classes should be appointed. As you yourself said in the course of 
your representation, that is a matter which is engaging the attention 
of Government and I may assure you that it will not be lost sight of. 

10. Removal of hardships experienced by the Kuravas in getting 
puduval and poramboke lands registered in their names and the grant 
of certain concessions in the matter of registering puduval lands. 

Mr. NARAYANAN RAMAN ( Nominated) represented that the 
Kurava community was not granted the same concessions or privileges 
Which other depressed class communities ■ enjoyed in the matter of 
of registry • .pwduixiZ lands. The Kuravas were being evicted from the 
lands occupied and improved by them. The member’s first request 
was that the Kuravas should be exempted from the operation of the 
Poramboke Regulation till each Kurava family got an extent of 3.acres 
registered in its name. 

An extent of about 19 acres from Survey No. 1/859 of the Kunnattur 
pakutid hsA been occupied by Kuravas and improved by them. But 
it was very hard that proceedings were started against them on the 
ground that the lands were grazing blocks. The lands should be re¬ 
gistered in the names of the occupants. 

The following lands were set • apart for registry in the-names, of 
• Kuravas' and'the registry proceedings should he completed without 
delay:— 

(ij 9 acres from Survey No. 185/1 in the PoruVazhi pakuthi-; 

(ii) 15 acres from Survey No, 158/1 of the Kunnatttur pakuthi; 

(iii) 25 acres from Survey No. 414/1 of the Pallikkal pakuthi; 

(iv) 15'29 acres from Survey No, 1.85/1 - and 27'49 acres from 
Survey:No; 282/Lof the Adur pakuthi;, 

(v) 2-66 acre from.Survey No. 457/1, 19‘38 acre,from Survey No.- 
. 193/1 and 62'51 acres from Survey No. : 783/1 of the Enadimangalam 

pakuthi; and 

(vi) 4’85 acres from Survey No. 33/1- and 40'20 acres from 
Survey NO. 56/1 of the KodumoU. pakuthi. 

Orders ahould also be issued to the revenue authorities not to sell in 
auction or register in the names .of-others lands applied for by the 
Kuravas in other parts of the State. 
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The member was touring the country and forming associations 
in several parts with a view to the uplift of the Kurava community. 
He requested the Government to render them all help. 

DEYVAN’S REPLY: Mr. Narayanan Raman,- you say that 
your community has not been granted the same privileges or conces. 
sions as other depressed class communites enjoy. I do not think that 
you are quite right because, even in the matter of land assignment, in 
1104, nearly 100 acres of land were registered in favour of members of 
your community, and in the pervious years altogether more than 300 
acres of land had been thus registered. All the same, Government are 
prepared to view sympathetically applications from members of your 
community as in the case of applications from other depressed class 
communities. 

You say that there are lands which are reserved for registry for 
members of your community and you request that orders might be 
passed for their registry soon. If the lands have been reserved, the next 
step-should come from you, that is to say, you should apply for the regis¬ 
try of those lands. 

I was very glad to hear from you that you have been touring' the 
country and have been trying to form associations of members of your 
community. If such associations are formed, I can assure you that 
Government will render all help that they can render for the improve¬ 
ment of those associations. If you meant that you are trying to form 
co-operative societies, I am sure the Registrar of Go-operative Societies 
will render you all possible advice and assistance. 

You referred to certain specific survey numbers and requested that 
Government might pass orders that these survey numbers might be 
reserved for your community. It is not possible for me to say anything 
definite. I can only say that, if you apply for lands and if they are 
available for registry, your applications will be treated with all the 
consideration and sympathy that, as coming from members of the 
depressed classes, they deserve at the hands of the Government, 

11. Income Tax. 

Mb. E. T. G. RARE (South Travaneore Planters' Association ) 
represented the need for publishing, in the form of a hand- book, the 
Income Tax Regulation and the new rules, etc , issued thereunder in¬ 
cluding the amendments, if any, thereto. He said that the book, which 
was promised some-time back,, would help very much in eliminating' 
much of the confusion and doubt arising in respect of the assessment 
of the income of sterling companies and also of the pay of European 
employees thereof on leave. A handbook of the kind desired had already 
been published in British India and was found to be very useful. 

Another request of the member was that, in the matter of assessing 
companies to income tax, the assessee should be furnished with a copy 
of the collector’s order of assessment at the time of issue of the de¬ 
mand notice 

.6 
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DfiWAN’S REPLY : With regard to the first point that you 
raised, Hr. Pair, viz., the preparation of a manual, I may inform you 
that the Income Tax Commissioner has already recommended the 
preparation of the manual. The matter is under the consideration of 
the Government and they are taking their Law Officer’s opinion. 

"With regard to the second point, that the order of assessment should 
accompany the demand notice, I understand from the Income Tax 
Commissioner that there may be some difficulty in doing it. But he 
has promised to consider the matter and to suggest such remedies as 
may reasonably be expected from Government. 

MEMBER : Thank yon very much, Sir. 

12. The arrack shop at Fairfield. 

Me. A. R. Sr. GEORGE (Central Trammore Planters' Associ- 
ation) said that the arrack shop at Fairfield was situated in the midst 
of many estates and in front of the local Post Office. The existence 
of the shop was rapidly demoralising the labourers of those estates, 
as the labourers had no self-control to resist the temptation to drink. 
Before opening the shop, the Tahsildar consulted the Superintendents of 
the Bonami, Fairfield and Twyford estates. All of them objected to 
the opening of the shop and said that the requirements of the coolies as 
regards arrack could be met by the shop at Arudai, 6 miles away from 
Fairfield. But no notice was taken of that objection. The license for 
the shop would expire by the close of the year 1105 and the member 
requested that the license might not be renewed. His association did 
not want another site to be chosen but had, however, no objection to 
the shop, being removed to Peruvantanam where it was before. 

‘ DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr. St. George, in regard to the first 
point that you have raised, I have no difficulty in giving you an as¬ 
surance, viz., that, at the reauction of the shop, it will not . be allowed 
to be located at the present site. Government have decided to shift 
the shop from the present site, especially because it is by the side of 
the Post Office and on a much frequented road. 

In regard to the second point that you raised, I do not think it is 
possible for me now to say that no country arrack shop would be located 
anywhere in the whole district. But any site that will be selected will 
be selected with your approval. 

13. Hardships resulting from the high duty on copra and a plea for 
thefr mitigation. 

Mb. 0. JOHN ABRAHAM (Trading Glasses, Kottayam) urged 
the need for reducing the duty on copra so that the export of that 
commodity might increase. The enhancement of the duty might have 
been made probably with a view to protect the oil-mill industry of the 
State and to enable the mill-owners to purchase the required quantity 
of raw material. But it was the duty of the Government to look to 
the welfare of the ryots also. The enhancement of the duty 
had brought about a fall in the price of cocoanuts and adversely 
affected the economic condition of the ryots, The membei- also urged 
the need for equalising, as far as possible* the tariff and market value 



of copra. The Government too had felt the need for this on a former 
occasion when the tariff value of the article was reduced from Ke.22J 
to Bs. 18 per cwt. The tariff value should be reduced still further 
in pursuance of that policy. The existing duty on copra was the 
highest rate leviable according to the terms of the Interportal Trade 
Convention. That was a serious handicap to the export of that ar¬ 
ticle and the chief cause for the fall in the price thereof. In the 
interests of the people at large, the duty should be reduced and their 
economic condition materially increased. 

DEWAN’S BEPLY.—-Mr. John Abraham, in regard to the last 
sentence in your representation, I have to say that Government will 
consider your representation and the request you have made. You will 
appreciate that a question of tariffs is not a simple one. You said in the 
beginning of your representation that Government increased the tariff 
value on. copra in order to encourage one of the key industries of the 
State viz., the oil-mill industry though towards the close you stated 
that Government should not on any consideration of profit to itself 
neglect to interfere in this matter, so that you yourself concede that it 
is not the desire to make profit that induced the Government to raise 
the tariff rate. In every question of tariff, there are several considera¬ 
tions which have to be weighed and soma of them you will find pulling 
in opposite directions. There is the interest of the ryot who has to sell 
his copra ; on the other hand, there is the interest of the oil-mill owner 
whose industry deserves encouragement at the hands of the Govern¬ 
ment. All these considerations have to be weighed by the Government 
before they can take a final step. Therefore all that I can say is that 
Government are also aware of the difficulties which the ryots are Under¬ 
going on account of the fall in the price of copra. You may remember 
that I have referred to this question in my Address. I can only say 
now that Government are prepared to consider any suggestion that 
comes from the people that would be helpful in removing the difficul¬ 
ties that cultivators are labouring under. But I cannot give you an 
off-hand reply on this question of tariff. 

14. Disafforestation of lands. 

Mb. N. TOMMAN JOSEPH (Todupuzha taluk) said that Travancore 
was primarily an agricultural country. With the growth of population, 
the import of rice and paddy was also rapidly rising. While in 1066 
M. E., the value of paddy and rice imported was 17£ chs. per' head of 
population, in 1103 it had risen to Bs- 7. To balance the import of this 
large quantity of food-stuffs, Travancore had only ginger, cocoanut, pepper 
and cardamoms to be exported, in the interests of the economic, condi¬ 
tion of the people, it was necessary to maintain the balance of trade in 
favour of the State. In spite of the best efforts and advice of the Agri- 
cultural Department, the yield of lands had not materially increased. 
It was therefore absolutely necessary to make more and more lands 
available for cultivation to meet the agricultural needs of the ever, 
increasing population. It was also essential to provide the landless 



people with house-sites. At the time of constituting the reserves, 
the boundaries were fixed so as to include within them dry lands 
to the great disadvantage of the agriculturists. Without an adequate 
extent of dry lands, it was not possible to carry on peaceful cultivation 
and prevent the inroads of wild animals. The boundaries should there¬ 
fore be refixed so as to leave a margin of at least half a furlong around 
the above-said registered enclosures. There were also other occupied dry 
lands within the notified boundaries of the reserves. Pending final 
notification of the reserves, the occupants of those lands were asked 
to take up leases of such lands on the express undertaking that no 
permanent improvements would be made, while as a matter of fact 
those lands already contained substantial improvements. Such lands 
should to registered in the names of occupants. 

The Kanni Elam tract situated in the Karimannuv and Karikod 
pakuthies, has not been leased out to applicants. No harm could be 
done to the forest trees by the lessees as shade trees were necessary for 
cardamom cultivation. The land should therefore be leased to the 
applicants without delay. Lastly, lands for house-sites and 
digging tranches for the prevention of the inroads of wild animals should 
also be granted to the agriculturists so that they might successfully 
carry on their cultivation. 

There were extensive areas within reserved forests which could be 
made available for the above purposes, The Government should there¬ 
fore adopt a policy of disafforesting all lands fit for cultivation. Objection 
on the ground that forests should be preserved for purpose of rainfall 
could not prevail, because there were differences of opinion among the 
scientists on the point, The lands would bring in large ■ revenue to 
the Government in the shape £of taravila, tadivila, etc., instead'of the 
small profit from forest produce. 

An extent of 1,200 acres of land, situated north of the Kaliyar Estate 
and comprised in Survey Nos. 1471/1, 1463/1, 1459/1 and 1478/1 of 
the Todupuzha reserve, was suitable for paddy cultivation. Formerly 
virippu. cultivation was being carried on on this area. It was also 
adjacent to inhabited places. It should be disafforested and brought 
under registry one-half by auction and the rest without auction in the 
names of poor people. 

There were certain ayaaut wet lands within the Todupuzha reserve. 
Those lands and the surrounding dry lands were formerly under the 
occupation of the registry holders. 

DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr. Tomman Joseph, your first request is 
that more lands must be thrown out of reserved forests for the purpose, 
of cultivation. You know that it is the policy of the Government .also 
to throw out of the reserves swampy areas and other lands fit for culti¬ 
vation as far as that can be done without detriment to-the forest policy 
of the Government. It is not yet time, as you yourself admit, to say 
definitely that the preservation of forests has nothing to do with the, 
seasonal conditions of the country. You yourself concede that there is 




difference of opinion among experts as to whether the preservation of 
forests is necessary for the continuance of the rainfall which a country 
is getting. We cannot therefore say that forests are maintained merely 
for the purpose of the profit that is made by the sale of forest produce. 
As far as possible, Government are ready to throw out cultivable lands 
which are included in the reserves, so far as that can be clone, as I said, 
without detriment to the forests. 

In the second place, you said that for lands which are in occupation 
and under cultivation within the reserved forests there is not a sufficient 
margin of land left around. I understand that, as a matter of fact, 
there is a Government order which says that, for every plot of wet land 
inside the reserves, which is registered, an extent of one-fourth of that 
area must be left as margin surrounding it for the convenience of culti¬ 
vation. I also understand that, during the local inspection, which you 
yourself referred to, it was found that, in the sale of the particular land, 
the margin that has been left was sufficient for the convenience of the 
cultivator. If there are any particular plots where a sufficient margin of 
land has not been left for the benefit of the cultivator and if such cases 
are brought to the notice of the Conservator of Forests or of the Gov¬ 
ernment, the matter will be considered. 

You referred to the disafforestation of four particular survey num¬ 
bers in the Todupuzha reserve. I find that this subject was brought up 
on a previous occasion and that the reply then given was that, in two of 
these survey numbers, vtz., 1478/1 and 1459/1, some extent of land had 
already been disafforested, and that, with regard to the other two survey 
numbers, viz., 1463/1 and 1471/1, they comprised some of the best forests 
of'the Todupuzha /Reserve and that therefore Government could not 
throw open that land for cultivation. 

Your next point was about the Kanni Elam tract, that is, lands 
which were at one time cardamom estates but which have subsequently 
been abandoned. The policy of Government is to grant leases of 
these lands. The Conservator of Forests will render all help to those 
who take leases of these lands. 

The last point that you mentioned is about house-sites, trenches, 
etc. That will he considered. 

15. The inadequacy of the inducement offered by the Government 
for the destruction of proscribed rogue elephants. 

Mb. ALBEBT J. WEIGHT (Kanan Devan Planters' Association ) 
referred to the decision of the Government to the effect that a person 
who shoots a wild rogue elephant should not consider himself entitled 
to the tusks of the animal shot and said that the monetary reward of 
Es. 50 offered instead was quite inadequate. The planting community 
did not take up the matter from a mercenary point of view ; hut the only 
inducement that would tempt them to pursue the game of a rogue 
elephant was the tusk's which they could keep as a trophy. Shooting a 
proscribed rogue elephant was very expensive, An elephant travels 
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far and at times very fast. Before it is shot, it has to be identified and 
located and after destruction its tusks had to be handed over to the near¬ 
est Police Station or Forest Range Office. All these entailed huge ex¬ 
penditure. Far from advocating a monetary reward or presenting the 
case from a commercial standpoint, the member suggested the desirability 
of making the reward adequate if the alternative of permitting the 
person who shot the animal to retain its tusks could not be considered, 
He pointed out in this connection that the Government had ottered m 
1911 a reward of Rs. 200 for the capture of a wild elephant, which is 

much less risky than shooting a proscribed rogue elephant. 

PEW AN’S REPLY:- Mr. Wright, lam glad that you have said 
that you are not looking at this question from a mercenary pointofvmw- 
I can assure you that, when Government offered a reward of Rs. oU, 
that was not in any way meant for you or for any members of vour 
Association. Government trusted that a European planter who could 
destroy a rogue elephant would be prepared to do it more for the sport 
that it affords than for any material profit. In Tra.vancore especially, 
it is not easy to have elephant shooting, because you cannot shoot 
an elephant without special permission. In these circumstances, 
Government think that it will be considered a kind of privilege to be 
allowed to shoot an elephant. They never had the idea that an offer 
of Rs. 50 would tempt you or any member of your Association to take 
up the pursuit of a rogue elephant, if otherwise and on considerations 
of sport you were not prepared to do it. This offer was to induce some 
officers of the Forest Department—the Rangers and the Deputy 
Rangers who might be shikaris— to go out shooting; and to such men 
an offer of Rs. 50 is a valuable one. At the same time, as you said, 
Government are aware that these rogue elephants, are sometimes very 
dangerous and kill human beings; and your suggestion regarding the 
reconsideration of the amount offered as reward, will be taken up by 
Government; but I do not think that Government can reconsider their 
decision that a person who shoots a rogue elephant should not consider 
himself entitled to the tusks. 

16. Hardships caused to under-trial prisioners and suggestions for 
remedying the same by the introduction of sub-jail system prevalent 
in British India. 


Mb. L. ADIYARAHA AIYAR (Shencotta taluk ) said that the 
subject had been pressed at two previous sessions of the Assembly but 
nothing favourable was done. Hence the need for its repetition. The 
following were the chief hardships the under-trial prisoners were 
subject to:— 

(i) When any person is arrested by the Police for any cognisable 
offence, he is remanded to custody under the orders of a Magistrate, 
without - hearing him or giving him an opportunity to engage a vakil. 
Instances were not also Wanting where the prisoners were not allowed 
to talk to their vakils or even sign vakkalats although the law allowed it. 

; (ii) Applications for bail were generally discountenanced by the 
Police and >the Magistrates. 



(iii) Under-trial prisoners were asked to do menial labour, such As 
watering gardens in the Police Stations, etc. 

(iv) The accuseds under Police custody were subjected to force 
lor extorting confession or money and bringing them to disgrace. No 
evidence could be adduced to bring the offenders to book. 

(v) False complaints against innocent persons by their enemies 
were not uncommon. On account of the ill-treatment of the Police, the 
accused in such cases prefer not to contest them, 

(vi) No distinction was made between the under-trial and con¬ 
victed prisoners. The former were not allowed to shave or have meals 
in-time. The batta of 7 chs. was hardly sufficient even for one meal. 

Strictly speaking, the Police were taking the law into their hands 
with impunity and their actions were often not taken notice of, even if 
the violence to which the under-trial prisoners were subjected to resulted 
in loss of life. 

The remedy for these evils lay in the introduction of the sub-jail 
system prevalent in British India. The Prisons Regulation was 
practically a dead letter. Steps should be taken to give proper effect to 
the Regulation. Sub-jails should be established and placed under the 
control of the trial Magistrates who should be made responsible for the 
the personal safety of the prisoners. The Police should be entrusted 
only with the duty of guarding the prisoners and taking them to and 
from courts. The District Magistrate should be authorised to nominate 
3 or more non-official gentlemen to visit the sub-jails and note their 
remarks in a diary kept for the purpose. As an experimental measure, 
a sub-jail might be opened at Shencotta using for the purpose one of 
the rooms of the Police lock-up and posting the warder attached to the 
First Class Magistrate’s court in charge of it. At the last session 
when the same subject was pressed, the member was told that 
the question was under the consideration of the Police Commissioner. 
Instead of entrusting the work to a single officer and that to the Police 
Commissioner who w'ould be inclined to look to the interests of the 
Police only, it would be desirable to constitute a jail committee to 
enquire into the existing condition of mofussil jails and draft rules 
under the Prisons Regulation with a view to introduce sub-jail system 
throughout the State. 

DEW AN’S REPLY Mr. Adivaraha Aiyar, the complaint that 
you have now made has been made in previous years, and as a result, 
provision has been made in the budgets both of last year and of this 
year for ameliorating the condition of under-trial prisoners. But it has 
so happened that the amount set apart for that purpose has not been 
fully utilised during the previous year and not adequately utilised till 
now in the present year. One reason for this might be that there is no 
definite scale of-diet fixed for under-trial prisoners. But Government 
are taking immediate steps to have that defect remedied, and I trust 
that before long the condition of under-trial prisoners will be very much 
better. 
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With regard to the remedy that you suggest, «**., the opening of 
sub-jails, as was stated in this Assembly last year, the matter has been 
under the consideration of the Commissioner of Police. He has now 
sent up a recommendation, and Government hope to deal with it ere 
long: ! 

I must strongly deprecate one statement in your representation 
about the Police, and that is that the Commissioner of Police, when 
such a matter is referred to him, will only consider the interests of the 
Police. Well, the interests of the Police are really in no way 
different from the interests of the people, though there may be 
bad Police officers whose interests are not identical with the interests of 
the people. In the case of the Commissioner of Police, the result of the 
reference itself shows that your fears are quite groundless. 

17. Appointment of an Honorary Magistrate at Mundakayam under 
the Rubber Thefts Prevention Regulation, IX of 1087- 

Mb. COGHLAN (Mundakayam Planters' Association ) said that the 
question had already been considered by the Government. They had felt 
that the appointment of an Honorary Magistrate in the Mundakayam 
District with powers to issue warrants of arrest and search warrants 
against offenders under the blubber Thefts Preyention Regulation would 
facilitate the work of the Police and operate as an additional safeguard 
for the prompt prevention of such offences. The Government therefore 
decided to appoint one in consultation with the Commissioner, Devi- 
colam, and the Mundakayam Planters’ Association and even names were 
suggested for purposes of selection. It would appear that subsequently 
it was found that there were other obstacles which had to be overcome 
before the appointment could be effected and the matter was under the 
consideration of the Law Officers. The member enquired what further 
progress had been made in the affair and when the final decision might be 
expected. He pointed out that, with a possible early recovery of the 
rubber market, the immediate appointment of an Honorary Magistrate 
would be beneficial to the interests of both the European and the Indian 

DEWAN’S REPLYMr. Coghlan, I am glad that I am able to 
give you a definite reply. You want to know what progress has been 
made in the steps which Government said they were taking' in regard to 
the appointment of an Honorary Magistrate at Mundakayam. It has 
now been found that there is no way of surmounting the obstacles by 
the appointment of an Honorary Magistrate. The Law Officers are of 
the opinion that such a person will not be able to take action under the 
Rubber: Thefts Prevention Regulation. Government are therefore con¬ 
templating the appointment of a Bench of Magistrates, which Bench 
will be able to take action under that Regulation and do what you ex¬ 
pect an Honorary Magistrate to do under the Regulation. 

18. Exemption from stamp duty of applications for return of account 
books produced in courts by merchants and the need for obtaining ac¬ 
knowledgments of receipt on the copies. 

Me. JACOB HUSSAIN SAIT (Trading Glasses, Rayankulam) 

said that the account books produced by merchants in courts were aot 





promptly returned and consequently they were put to much hardship 
and inconvenience. Formerly when original account books produced 
in courts were returned, acknowledgments of receipt used to be obtained 
on the reverse side of copies. This system was very convenient to 
the merchants. But this was changed and the existing rule was to 
apply for copies of accounts on stamped applications. The books were 
returned only after formal orders were passed on the applications. This 
rale was causing delay in the return of books. It should be changed 
and the old rule adopted.

Even formerly the account books were not returned without an 
order of court. Formerly a memo would have been sufficient; now a 
formal application is neeessary. That is all the difference. The question 
whether there is abnormal delay in returning the books will be referred 
to the High Court and on receipt of their reply, necessary action will 
be taken. 

19. Difficulties experienced by the public in civil courts. 

Mr. R. BHAG-AVATHIPERUMAL CHETTIYAR (Trading 
classes, Kottar) made the following suggestions in regard to the 
better working of the civil courts:— 

(1) More cases than could be taken up and finished on any. one 
day were posted for that day and consequently many of them had to be 
adjourned. It shou’d be ruled that only as many cases as could be 
finished should be posted on any day. 

(2) All the witnesses summoned on a day were not examined on 
that day and the examination in respect of many of them was postponed. 
The statements of all witnesses summoned should be obtained on the 
day on which they were summoned. Their attendance should taken be¬ 
fore the court assembled and their batta paid before.'they were examined. 

(3) Stringent orders should be issued for writing up the decrees 
of cases within 20 days after their decision. 

(4) Within 3 days after decision of a case, the judgment should 
be handed over to the copyists’ section and the records of the case to the 
records section. Orders should also be issued promptly to hand over, 
to the records section all original documents and account books pro¬ 
duced by parties. 

(5) The diaries of daily out-turn of each clerk should be checked 
at the end of every week by the head ministerial officer of the court 
and submitted for the orders of the presiding officer. The strict carry¬ 
ing out of this arrangement should also be scrutinised at the .time of 
inspection of the court. 
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(6) Applications for execution of decrees, such as attachment of 
property, and issue of warrants, should be promptly attended to and the 
processes properly served, Information regarding the orders passed on 
such application should be given to the plaintiff the day after the pres¬ 
entation of the application. 

(7) Claims to property attached under execution should be 
disposed of within a period of six months at the most. The delay in 
this respect resulted in great loss to the parties. 

(8) The service of processes should be attested by the local 
prorerthikar or other persons of status. 

(9) The rule that not less than 175 words should be written on 
a sheet of copying paper should be enforced and arrangements made for 
the proper counting of words. 

(10) The excess number of copying sheets produced by appli¬ 
cants for copies of records should be returned in the presence of the 
head ministerial officer and acknowledgements taken. The number 
of sheets produced and the number returned should also be entered 
at the foot of each copy, 

(11) Copies of records should be granted within 3 days of the 
production of copying sheets and the grant of copies should be in strict 
accordance with the order of producing copying sheets. 

(lvs) Documents produced as exhibits in each case should be 
returned within 2 clays of application provided the period of appeal has 
expired. 

(13) Account books produced by merchants should be promptly 
examined and returned. Ordinarily they should not be detained in 
courts. Only portions of the books relevant to the cases concerned 
should be examined. Other pages should not be looked into as they 
might contain information that should not be published. If for any 
reason the account books had to be retained in courts, they should be 
kept under seal which should be broken only in the presence of the 
owner or his vakil. 

(14) Documents and pro-notes produced in courts should be kept 
under proper custody. 

(15) Chalans should be issued promptly on application for de¬ 
positing decree amounts. The amounts should be noted on the back of 
the chalans. On deposit of the amounts the parties concerned should 
be given prompt notice. When parties applied for return of- decree 
amounts the amount deposited should first be intimated to them and 
then alone the statement for return of amounts should be called for 
from the applicants. 

(16) If application is made for the transfer of a case from the 
file of one court to that of another, the transfer should be made within 
2 days from the date of application. 

(17) Daily and monthly work diaries should, be checked, by the 
esiding officers and submitted to the superior courts where they- 

!:&•;. id be subjected to scrutiny. - 
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(18) Disposals should be entered in the file book then and there. 
A Register should be opened wherein the dates on which the decree 
clerk handed over the case to the file clerk, date of return after 
entry in the file register and the date of handing over the records to 
the Becords Section should be noted. 

(IS) In the case of applications for adjournment, it is enough 
if affidavits alone are insisted on as of old. 

(20) Cases pending for more than two years should be dis-' 
posed of without further delay. It should also be ruled, that, in future, 
no case should be kept pending for more than 3 years. 

(21) In giving promotion to Judges and Munsiffs, the quantity 
and quality of work turned out by them should bo taken into account. 
Promotion should not be given merely on the basis of service. 

(22) Judgments should be pronounced within one week after 
the final hearing. Cases of delay over this period should he entered in 
the quarterly statements. 

(23) When judgment-debtors arrested on warrants escape 
from custody, they should be promptly prosecuted. The peons from 
whose custody they escaped should also be severely dealt with in case 
of remissness of duty. Orders should also be issued to the Magistrates 
to see that the punishments awarded are deterrent. 

(24) The rate of interest on amounts for the recovery of 
which suits are filed should be fixed at 12 per cent, per annum during 
pendency of suits, and at the same rate after decree. This would go a 
long way in preventing unduly long pendency and in promoting 
promptitude in execution of decrees., 

(25) Undisbursed batta and unexpended process fees exceeding 
one rupee should be returned to the parties on a specified day of the 
week, of which previous notice should be given. Similarly, undisputed 
amounts deposited in courts should be paid to the parties concerned 
after notice. If the parties fail to appear on the specified dates, the 
amounts should be forfeited to the Government. 

(26) The rule insisting on the production of copies of chitta 
tod Tunclajier accounts from the Taluk Office in cases of applications 
for attachment of property should be cancelled. If recessary, it would 
be enough if copies attested by Proverthican are produced. 

(27) The District Courts should be empowered to dispose of 
rimfl.ll cause suits of the value of above Bs. 100 and below Bs. 500 
arising in respect of property within the towns in which the courts are 
situate. This arrangement would afford some relief to the Munsiffs 
of these towns. 

(28) Munsiffs in the above-said towns should be empowered 
to dispose of insolvency petitions involving Bs. 2,000 or less. 

(29) Whenever petty deposits like witness batta, commission 
fees, etc., are furnished, receipts should. be granted from the courts. 
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DEW AN’S BEPLY: Mr. Bhagavathiperumal Chettiyar, may I 
request you to hand over your representation to ths Chief Secretary ? 
I do not know if the reporter has been able to take full shorthand 
notes of it. 

Your representation contains many valuable suggestions; in one 
sense; I may say, too many for me to reply to theru at once. Most of 
them are suggestions which will have to be considered by the officer 
who is going to be shortly appointed for investigating the delays in the 
disposal of cases. The others will be referred to the High Court and 
disposed of upon the. remarks that the High Court may send up to 
Government. 


20. Establishment of a Magistrate’s Court at Tiruvalla, 

Mb. K. V. SBIDHABAN MOOSSATU (Municipal Council^ Tim- 
valla ) urged the need for a Magistrate’s Court at Tiruvalla. Till the 
year 1098, there was a Magistrate’s Court there. When the proposed 
abolition of that court was notified for public criticism, the local in¬ 
habitants strongly objected to the proposal in vain. Ever since the 
subject was being pressed at the Assembly, but no definite orders were 
passed by the Government sanctioning the prayer although the 
need for it was long felt by them. The member wished to know 
definitely whether a court at Tiruvalla would be sanctioned or not, so 
that the'matter might be set at rest. He, however, pointed out that 
the people of Tiruvalla taluk were put to much hardship and loss in 
having to go to Chengannur, 30 miles away, .in connection with magis* 
terial cases. He therefore again pressed the need for a Second 
- Class Magistrate’s Court at Tiruvalla. 

DEWAN’S BEPLY :• Mr. Sridharan-Moossatu, I am sorry I am 
not in a position just now to give any such definite assurance as you 
have asked me to give. I will do the next best thing, I will tell you 
that this question of a Magistrate’s Court at Tiruvalla, along with the 
wider question of the readjustment of the jurisdiction of the Magistrates 
in the Quilon Division, is engaging the attention of the Government; 
and if that too does not satisfy you,! may go further and say that you 
may expect definite orders in..the matter before long. 

21. Administrat on of Civil and Criminal Justice- 

Mb. NABAYANABU KBISHNABU (Jennies, Trivandrum Divi¬ 
sion, Group IT)“made the following suggestions for removing the.hardships 
caused to the public on account of the working of the civil courts .;— 

(1) Unregistered documents produced in. courts were sometimes 
lost or tampered with. It should therefore be ruled that it would be 
enough if copies of documents be produced and that the originals should 
be produced only when necessary. 

(2) . Details ..regarding the remittance of court fees, etc, along with 
the plaint should be aitested by the Head. Clerk. This would facilitate the 
preparation of decree after the disposal of the suit. 
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(3) The rale requiring the Sub-Registrar's certificate so as to 
issue notice to jenmies when jenmam lands are brought to auction should 
be cancelled. 

(4) A small stamp fee should be levied on certificates produced . 
by Vakils in regard to the receipt of vakils’ fee. It sometimes happens 
that the. certificates are lost. 

fS) Decrees should be prepared in terms of the judgments. If, 
due to any variation, the parties are put to loss, that loss should be re¬ 
couped from the officer who signed the decree. 

(6) Amins who do not carry out eviction orders in accordance 
with the decree should be summarily dealt with. 

(7) The Vakils should be asked to.give receipts for .the fees that 
they received from parties. Their accounts should be examined every 
month by the Munsiffs and also by the inspecting Judge.' 

(8) Notices should be published every month showing the amount 
of unspent process fees and the names of parties to whom they are 
due. 

(9) The amounts deposited in courts should be given only on.pro¬ 
duction of receipts from the parties to whom they are due. 

(10) A small stamp fee should be levied on applications presented 
for striking cases off the file. This will prevent loss of such .applications 
and recovery of unnecessary execution fees from parties. 

(11) Certain judgments are pronounced disregarding the'principles 
enunciated in decided cases and clear provisions of law. This should be 
prevented. 

' (12) The rule regarding the recovery of all process fees in a 

lump should be amended so far as suits relating to immovable properties 
are concerned and it should be laid down that it would be enough if 
such fees in respect of these properties are recovered from time to 
time. 

(13) Munsiffs should be encouraged by giving them . such 
promotions as they are eligible for. New recriutment of Judges over the 
heads of experienced Munsiffs had a demoralising effect on the latter* 

(14) The Government did not insist on ascertaining the age 
of an officer at the time of his initial appointment. Instances were not 
wanting where the official age of an officer was far less than his real age. 
Arrangements should ; therefore be made for correctly verifying the 
age of an officer before he is appointed; and if any mistake be proved, 
the officer concerned should be severely dealt with. 

(15) The Government should take prompt steps for prosecuting 
persons who disobeyed orders of civil courts in regard to the arrest of 
debtors, attachment of properties, etc., jand caused bodily hurt to the 
officers" authorised to execute such orders. If this was not possible, 
the Munsiffs should be invested with second class Magisterial powers 
to deal with such offenders.

Thursday, the 6th March, 1930. 

The Assembly met again at 11-30 A. M. on the 6th March, 1930, 
the Dewan presiding. 

22. Judicial Administration. 

Mb, S. M. SUBRAHMANYAM ( Nominated ) first spoke about 
the delay in the disposal of suits in civil courts. He said that the chief 
causes of delay were the following and suggested measures to avoid the 

(1) Improper service of processes which led to ex parte decisions 
and re-enquiry. Proper service of processes on the persons concerned 
should be insisted on in all cases, 

(2) Parties also evaded service of summonses deliberately with a 
view to prolong the duration of suits. They often waited till the decrees 
were ready for execution and then applied for re-enquiry. In such 
cases, the parties should be asked to deposit the decree amounts before 
fresh enquiry was allowed. 

(3) . ■ Delay in framing issues was very common. This could be 
avoided if it be ruled that issues should be framed within 16 days after 
filing the written statements and that with, the knowledge of both the 
parties. 

(4) Witnesses were not examined on the days on which they 
were summoned. Cases were unnecessarily adjourned causing loss 
and inconvenience to both parties. Even after examination of 
witnesses, there was delay in hearing and pronouncing judgments. The 
High Court should be asked to issue orders to finish small cause eases 
within 6 months, civil cases within 2 years and appeal eases within one 
year. It should also be ruled that judgments should be pronounced 
within one week after the final hearing. 

(6) Decrees were not prepared even after 3 or 4 months after 
judgments were delivered. Stringent orders should therefore he issued 
for issuing the decrees on application within 3 weeks after the date of 
the judgment. 

The following' points relating to delay in the execution of decrees 
were then dealt with :— 

• (1) Applications for execution of decrees were not promptly dis¬ 

posed of. Before orders could be passed on such applications, the 
judgment debtors disposed of their property and evaded arrest on 
warrant by hiding themselves till the period of the warrant expired. 
That should be prevented and the practice obtaining in British India 
and Cochin, of treating such applications as emergent when double .the 
usual process fees were deposited, should be adopted in Travaucore 



(2) Reports about escape of arrested judgment debtors were not 
dealt with promptly and seriously. Stringent orders should be issued 
to deal with such reports promptly and to prosecute the. persons 
responsible for the escape. 

(3) In the case of sales in auction of immovable property, if the 
date of final auction unexpectedly happened to be a holiday, the whole 
auction proceedings had to be gone through de novo. This caused loss 
and inconvenience to parties, it should therefore be ruled that, in 
such cases, the auction should be conducted on the next working day 
without further notice, 

(4) When judgment debtors were arrested on" warrants, they 
were easily let on bail, provided they expressed their intention to 
present insolvency petitions. If the security offered happened to be 
worthless, the judgment creditors were subject to considerable loss and 
hardship. This rule should therefore be abrogated. 

(5) As all the civil courts were over worked, they could hardly 
find sufficient time to devote to execution wort, with the result that the 
judgment debtors arrested on warrant could not obtain relief in time 
and their properties could not be properly disposed of. 

All the above-said delays could be avoided if separate execution 
courts were opened and the member requested that his suggestion 
might be seriously considered by the Government. 

According to the Civil Procedure Code Amendment Regulation of 
1101, the interest allowable on debts was 12 per cent, per annum during 
the pendency of suits and 9 per cent, per annum after decree. That 
amendment had not been brought into effect in all courts.’ Orders 
should be issued to give effect to it immediately. Again the courts 
Were not allowing the interest agreed to by the parties. That defect 
should also be remedied. 

The Panchayat Court Regulation required amendment in the 
following respects:— 

(1) The monetary jurisdiction qf Panchayat Courts should be 
raised to Rs. 100 so as to afford relief to the local Munsiffs. 

(2) The Panchayat Court, judges 'should have power to issue 
warrants. If the power could not be granted, the Munsiffs’ courts 
to which such cases were. transferred should be asked to issue 
warrants without fresh processes, 

(3) The Panchayat Court judges should be empowered to 
award vakils’ fee also in their judgments. 

The member also suggested that the Panchayat Courts should be 
periodically inspected by the High Court Judges. 

The Nagercoi! Village Panchayat and Bench Magistrate’s Courts 
were held in the upstair rooms-of the local Stationary Magistrate’s 
Court building. There was hardly room in that building: for holding the 
courts, for keeping the records and for the parties to assemble. The' 
court, should therefore be removed to another building to be newly 




put up in the premises of the local Munsiffs] Court, If that was not 
feasible, it[might be'removed, to'the downstair [rooms of the local 
Municipal Office buildings. 

About 10 years ago, there were First Class Magistrates’ Courts at 
Nagercoil and Edalakudi and a Second Class Magistrate’s court at 
Bhutapandi to serve the needs of the Agastisvavam and Tovala taluks. 
Subsequently, those courts were abolished and in their place a Second 
Class Magistrate’s Court alone was opened at Nagercoil. That was 
a source of great inconvenience to the people of those taluks as they had 
now to go to Padmanabhapuram in connection with first class magis¬ 
terial cases. A First Class 'Magistrate’s Court at Nagercoil should be 
opened at an early date. It was an important town with a District and 
Sessions court, a College and other institutions. 

Lastly, the member urged the need for bringing into operation the 
Village Panchayat Regulation which was passed about 6 years ago.

[The first four points have to be enquired into by the'Law’s Delays 
Officer. The other points will he enquired into by the High Court, 

As regards the Village Panchayat Regulation, the Government 
propose to bring its provisions into operation at an early, date. But it 
is doubtful whether its operation can be usefully extended throughout 
the State. 

The remaining points will be referred to the High Court.] 

23. Need for a Regulation thoroughly revising the Jenmi and 
Kudiyan Regulation, V of 1071. 

Mb. C. V. AIPORAH ( Vaiham taluk) said that the subject he 
was going to represent was an old one which had been pressed at 
several sessions of the Assembly. The operation of the Jeumi and 
Kudiyan Regulation, V of 1071, affected a large number of the subjects 
of the. State as they came under the category of hudiyans. He empha¬ 
sised the need for a thoroughly revised Regulation in place of. the ex¬ 
isting ‘one which was defective in several [ways, particularly in the 
directions indicated below:— 
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(1) . There was no uniformity in the payment of jenmibhogam to 
the jenmies under the Regulation, those dues being payable according to 
past usage and custom. It was an easy matter for an influential 
jenmi to obtain a judgment most favourable to him, in collusion with 
his dependent kudiyans. Judgments of the kind acted as precedents and 
adversely affected the interests of kudiyans. It was therefore absolutely 
naoessary to specify the jenmi’s dues by an act of legislature. 

(2) . As in the case of pandarapattom lands, the jenmi could 
demand from his kudiyanl only the pattam due on the jetmorn lands 
less the ubhayam palisa. “This alone could be made legally enforceable. 
The pattam itself should be increased only on the basis of the Govern¬ 
ment assessment levied on the lands. 

(3) Renewal fees were an unnecessary item of expenditure to 
the kudiyans. Besides the actual amount payable under that head to 
the jenmies, their Kariyastans were also illegally exacting other amounts 
from the kudiyans, without which no kanam deed could be easily re¬ 
newed. Further, there was no uniformity in regard to the rates of re¬ 
newal fees. In the Vaikam taluk alone, they ranged from 5 to 27 per¬ 
cent. of the kanam amount. Renewal fees should be abolished or at least 
made uniform. 

(4) . In regard to timber trees, the kudiyans should have th6 ab¬ 
solute right over such of the trees as had not been included in the kanam 
deed. In the amending bill, it was proposed to give such right to the 
kucUyar.s oniy in respect of trees less than 36" in girth. As a matter 
of fact only trees above that girth were really of any use. It was 
unjust to deny such right to the kudiyans and allow a portion of the 
value of such trees to the jenmies. As in the case of trees on Govern¬ 
ment lands (excepting royal trees), the kudiyans should have the full 
right over trees on jenmam lands, 

(5) . When ever lands were acquired by the Government, the jenmi 
should have claim only to such portion of the compensation as would be 
sufficient to yield interest equal to the amount of jenmibhogam at the' 
rate of 6 per cent, per annum. 

(6) . The kudiyans should be given the right of apportioning, the 
rents and other dues whenever jenmom lands demised on kanam were 
partitioned or alienated in' portions. . 

(7) . When buildings were put up 'by the kudiyans on jenmam 
lands, the jenmi should have no right to its rental value. 

(8) , Uniform commutation rates should be fixed for articles 
payable in kind as rent or other dues to the jenmi, 

(9) . The interest on jenmibhogam should not exceed 6 per cent, 
per annum. 

. (10). When jenmam lands were purchased on attiper'.jby the kudi- 
yans, the lands should not be subjected to karampathippu , Only the 
rate of tax till then payable should continue to be recovered. 

(11). Under the existing Regulation, continuous possession for 25 
years or more of my jenmam land by a kudiyan gives the latter the. right ; 
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of occupancy. But nowhere was the term “continuous” defined. It was 
therefore necessary to make it definite that possession in whatever 
capacity for 25 years or more was sufficient to give the right of occu¬ 
pancy to the occupant. 

(12) . In certain kanam deeds, pandarapattam lands were also 
included. Those lands should not be classified as jenmivaka and on no 
account should the kudiytm be evicted therefrom. 

(13) . The rent due on jenmam lands should be fixed on the basis 
of actual area according to survey numbers whatever might be the area 
or boundaries mentioned in the kanam deeds, 

(14) . The jenmies’ dues payable in paddy should be fixed in terms 
of the standard para measure. 

(15) . The kudiyans should have the right of having the rent 
reduced, if there had been any mistake in assessing it. 

Before the]amendment bill was passed into law, it should be referred 
to a committee consisting of five members of the Sri Mulam Popular 
Assembly.

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[The defects pointed out in the existing law relating to Jenndes and 
Kvdiyans have to he removed by theJenmi Kudiyan Bill now before the 
Legislative Council which contains provisions relating to jenmibJiogam, 
pohchezhuttu, commutation into money of payment in kind, etc. The 
Select Committee appointed by the Council will be asked to consider 
the points mentioned. 

It is not possible to appoint members of the Sri Mula-n 
Popular Assembly on the Select Committee. But it is open to any one 
to place any suggestions before the Committee either through petitions 
or in person. Such suggestion's will surely be considered by the Com¬ 
mittee the members of which are also representatives of the people. 
The points now urged will be referred to the Committee for consider¬ 
ation in shaping the final bill.J 

24. Adoption of measures for the prevention of the manufacture 
and sale of spurious and adulterated tea. 

Mb. ALBERT J. WRIGHT (Kanan Devan Planters’ Association) 
said that the subject had been pressed at the 25th session of the 
Assembly, and that the Honorary Secretary of the Travancore Co nbined 
Planters’ Association had furnished the Government with information 
regarding the standards of analysis set up by other Governments in 
India for determining genuine and adulterated or spurious tea. But it 
was disappointing to note that the evil of making spurious tea was 
going on unchecked. In reply to the representation made in the 
previous year, it was stated that a bill for the prevention of tea adulter¬ 
ation was being drafted. The member requested that the matter might 
be taken up for consideration at a very early date, especially when the 
price of tea had fallen leaving only a small margin of profit to 
the tea producer in the State. In conclusion, the member requested 
that no further time should be lost in dealing with this most precious 
trade and in affording to the tea producing industry in the State the 
protection that it justly deserved. 

DEWAN’S REPLY:—Mr. Wright, since you brought up this 
subject in the Assembly last year and since the reply given then to the 
effect that some action would be taken on your representation, 'some- - 
thing has been done. A bill, relating to the prevention of manufacture 
and sale of spurious and adulterated food products, has already been 
drafted by the Law Officer to Government and will shortly be 
introduced in the Legislative Council. Besides that, another bill known 
as the Merchandise Marks Bill has also been drafted, which has some 
effect on tea. These bills-have been drafted by the Law-Officer of the 
State, and after the Government consider them, they will have to be 
introduced into the LegislativeCouneil and passed. I said all this to show 
that Government have not forgotten what they said at the last Assembly. 
They have been at work and the matter has advanced a few stages, so 
that, we may hope, before long, a bill relating to your subject will be 
brought before the Legislative Council at the earliest opportunity and 
your grievances redressed. 
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25. The unsatisfactory state of the electoral rolls of the commerce 
constituency of the Legislative Council, the causes that led to such a 
condition and suggestions for remedying the same. 

Mb. M. L. JANARDANA.N PILLAI (Trading Chutes, Allc^ey) 
said that under the existing Legislative Council Electoral Rules, the 
qualification for an elector "of the commerce constituency was a gross 
income of Rs. 1,000. There were no data for ascertaining the income 
of a trader whose income was less than Rs. 2,000. The result was 
that the electoral rolls of the past three general elections were in¬ 
accurate and names of unqualified persons had been freely included. The 
revising authorities could omit the names of unqualified persons only 
on receipt of objections. As the commerce constituency spread over 
a largo area, it Was not an easy matter to prefer objections to each 
revising authority. That the rolls were inaccurate had been admitted 
by the Government also. The fact had been brought to the notice of 
the Special Electoral Rolls Officer in connection with the elections held 
in 1103 and the Dewan Peishkar, Quilon. Both the officers after local 
enquiry caused the elimination of a number of names from the rolls for 
the Tiruvalla taluk. About 400 claim applications were made to the 
revising authority for the Tiruvalla taluk: for inclusion of the names 
of the applicants in the electoral rolls for 1103. But only 3 or 4 were 
admitted. When the Income Tax authorities served ‘D’ form notices 
on those persons, it came to light that many applications were inspired, 
and some were pseudonymous. All difficulties would be obviated if 
the Electoral Rules were amended and the qualification for a voter for 
the commerce constituency were fixed as payment of income tax during 
the previous year. The'-'electoral rolls could then be easily prepared 
with reference to the assessment register. 

DEWAN’S REPLY; - Mr. Janardanan Pillai, I should like first to 
thank you for your lucid and helpful representation. The Government are 
also aware-.of the difficulties that exist in the working of the present 
rules, in getting a correct list of voters. I can only say that the question 
of modifying the rule so as to make it properly workable is under the 
earnest consideration of Government. 

Your suggestion that the right of voting might be confined to those 
who pay income tax, i. &. who have an annual income of Rs. 2,000 
and above, will be carefully considered while amending the rules. 

26. Amendment of the Jenmi and Kudiyan Regulation. 

Mb, PARAMRSVARAN TUPPAN KAMPUTIBI (Jenmies, 
Kottayam Division) spoke about the need for amending the existing 
Jenmi and Kudiyan Regulation. He said that the proposed amend¬ 
ment purported to take away the rights and privileges conferred on the 
Jen-inies by Regulation V of 1071 and the Proclamation of 1042 and give 
them to the Kudiyans . The bill should not therefore be considered in 
its existing, form. The bill was drafted on the basis of the resolutions 
passed at the Round Table Conference held under the auspices of the 
Government. Those resolutions were favourable to the Kudiyans alone 





and not to the Jenmies. The prayers of the latter made from time to time 
were ignored by the Government, while the Eudiyansigot more than 
what they wanted. The attempts of the Government in the past had 
been to take aw'ay the rights and privileges of the Jenmies one by one 
and grant them to the Kudiyans. The proposed bill also purported to 
take away what little remained with the Jenmies , in disregard of all 
agreements entered into between the Jenmies and the Kudiyans. The 
Jenmies had thus been put to much hardship and loss and if the 
Government could not grant the Jenmies their legitimate rights the 
alternative course would be to acquire all the Jcnmam lands and give 
them to the Kudiyans. The member therefore prayed that the Jemni 
and .Kudiyan .Regulation should be so amended as not to impair the 
rights of the Jenmies conferred on them by the Proclamation of 1042, 
the Jenmi and Kudiyan Regulation, V of 1071, and also the rights 
reserved by mutual agreement. If, however, within a period of 3 years 
after a Kanam demise, a Kudiyan wanted to relinquish his holding or a 
Jenmi wanted to resume his land, he might be premitted to do so on 
payment of the dues to the other. The dues payable by a Jenmi 
in such cases should be the Kanam amount and one-fourth of the value of 
improvements while those payable by a Kudiyan should be the arrears 
of Jenmikaram and three-fourths of the value of improvements less the 
Kanam amount.

[The member was referred to the earlier reply given fto another 
member and told that the Select Committee of the Legislative Council 
would consider the suggestions also before arriving at a final decision. 

The Bound Table Conference was composed of representatives of 
both the Jenmies and Kudiyans. If both the parties clung to their 
existing rights and privileges and held that those rights and privileges 
should not be impaired, no change could be made in the existing law. 
The representatives at the conference after long deliberation proposed 
certain amendments to Begulation V of 1071, keeping always in view 
that, as far as possible, the rights of both the parties should be unim¬ 
paired. The Government thought that the conclusions arrived at by the 
conference would be beneficial to both parties and they accordingly 
introduced an amendment bill in the Council and referred it to a Select 
Committee. What remained now to be done was this. Both the parties 
should see that, as far as possible, their rights are not encroached npon 
by the other and that both should be benefited more by the amendment 
bill by a generous gesture to give and take.] 

27. Introduction of legislation relating to the marriage of, and suc¬ 
cession and inheritance among, Pulayas. 

Mb. DAIVATHAN KUNJAN (Nominated) spoke about the need 
for legislation relating to marriage, inheritance and succession in 
the Pulaya community. Owing to the absence of legislation relating 
to succession and inheritance among them, there was unnecessary litiga¬ 
tion in regard to the holding of land by the Pulayas and consequently 
they were not able to reap the full benefit of the concessional registry 
of lands sanctioned by the Government. There was also no uniformity 
in court decisions. While some courts held that Pulayas were makka- 
ttayis, others ruled that they were marumakkattayis. The member’s 
view was that the Pulayas were makkattayis from very early days and 
the proposed legislation should be to that effect. 

In regard to marriages also, the absence of a legislative measure 
was a serious handicap. A Pulaya could not take legal action against 
another who had committed adultery with his wife or even remarried 
her without his consent, because there was rib law validating a marriage 
among the Pulayas. A law in this respect was absolutely necessary 
With a view to promote orderly and settled life among the Pulayas. 
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There was no Pulaya member in the Legislative Council who 
could bring forward bills to the above effect. The member therefore 
reiterated his prayer at the previous session for the nomination of a 
Pulaya member to the Legislative Council. 

His nest request was for the nomination of Pulaya members 
from North and Central Travancore to the Sri Mulam Popular Assembly 
every year. 

There were in the Pulaya community members who were 
qualified for admission to the public service. Orders should be issued to 
heads of departments to entertain such men in service. Stipends 
should be given to Pulaya pupils studying in the Sanskrit and English 
schools, especially to those studying in the Pourasthyakalasala Sanskrit 
School at Pnllad.

[The Government have made certain enquiries on the subject of. 
promulgation of a law regulating the marriage of and. inheritance! and 
succession among Pulayas. The enquiries do not show that the 
majority of the community are in favour of such legislation. The. 
Government will, however,(consider the question again and, if they are 
convinced of the necessity of such legislation, arrange for the introduc¬ 
tion of a bill for the purpose into the Legislative Council. 

As regards education, Government have been granting several con¬ 
cessions to pupils belonging- to the depressed classes. The request for 
the grant of further concessions will be referred to the Director of 
Public Instruction and on receipt of his reply the matter will be con¬ 
sidered by the Government.] 
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28- The need for appointing an expert to discover a proper remedy 
for the cocoanut palm disease which is rapidly spreading in the Kartiga. 
palii taluk. 

Mb. kanakku madhavan pillai naeayana pillai 

(Kartikajialli taluk) said that many cocoanut trees in the Kartikapalli 
taluk had decayed owing to the plant pest and in the case of many trees 
the yield had been considerably reduced. Consequently 95 per cent, of 
the men who were dependent on cocoanut trees were driven to abject 
penury. The Director of Agriculture and his staff were not able to 
improve this state of affairs by finding out ways for combating the 
plant disease. It was therefore highly necessary for the Government to 
get down an expert who would be able to find out a cure for the evil. 
Any amount spent on that account would not be a loss as it would mat¬ 
erially improve the position of- the ryot. 

DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr. Narayana Pillai, I understand that 
there are several forms of cocoanut disease and our Agricultural Depart¬ 
ment has, by investigations in the past, discovered the root cause of all 
those diseases except the root disease. Perhaps you will say, it is the 
root disease that, is causing havoc, That is really a disease which is 
found to be causing loss not only in Travaneore but in other countries 
such as Ceylon and Java, where cocoanut palms exist. In those coun¬ 
tries also, as here, the departments concerned are trying their best to 
find out the cause and some remedies for curing it. They too, it is 
known, have not yet succeeded in finding out either the cause or the 
remedy. However, in order to supplement what the department is 
doing, there is a proposal under the consideration of Government, for 
sending the departmental Mycologist to Ceylon, to find out what that 
Government is doing, so that, if any new lines of investigation are 
found to be followed there, they might be utilised here to supplement 
our investigations. I do not think there is any great use in going to 
the very heavy expense of Bs. 3,000 or Es. 4,000 a month mainly for the 
purpose of getting an expert here, because other rich Governments like 
Ceylon are doing it and the result of their work will be available to us 

Let us hope that scientific investigation will be able to find out 
this enemy of the cocoanut palm and a means of destroying it. The 
Government and the Agricultural Department are, as you yourself said, 
doing all that is possible in this direction. Now the AgricuLural Direc- 
tor'tells me that, even in the case of the diseases for which remedies 
have been discovered, unless there is the hearty co-operation of the 
people and the department, and unless the remedy suggested by the 
department is applied by the people, the diseases cannot be successfully 
combated. 

29. The Travaneore Government and Co-operative Societies. 

Mr. 'KRISHNAN UNNITHAN KESAVAN UNNITHAN 
(Kunnathur taluk) spoke about the working of the Co-operative Socie¬ 
ties, Regulation. He said that it was gratifying that the Dewan had

much sympathy with the co-operative societies as evidenced by his 
taking part in the Co-operative Conference held at Quilon, and the Co- 
operator’s Day held at the capital. The co-operative movement had 
been in existence for the past 14 years and the time had come to en¬ 
quire into the working of the Regulation and see whether any change 
was necessary ot not. A committee with a non-official majority should 
therefore be appointed to enquire into the working of the co-operative 
societies. 

A land mortgage bank should be established in Travancore, That 
question had been under the consideration of the Government for about 
three years and should be decided without further delay. 

A suitable grant should be sanctioned for the Co-operative Insti¬ 
tute No. 777 run purely by non-official gentlemen. 

Non-official gentlemen working for the advancement of co-opera¬ 
tive activities should be adequately encouraged by the Government. 
In British India, they wero given travelling allowance and a peon each. 
In Travancore also they were formerly given travelling allowance, but 
subsequently it was stopped. The member prayed that honorary or¬ 
ganisers of co-operative societies should be given travelling allowance 
and a peon each as in British India. 

The security deposits furnished by Government officials and con¬ 
tractors should be deposited in the Central Co-operative Bank and other 
co-operative banks. This arrangement would ensure a higher rate of 
interest to the. depositor and more money for the agriculturists to bor¬ 
row at small rates of interest. 

The Government were not showing much sympathy towards the 
officers of the Co-operative Department. The present Registrar would 
have occupied higher positions if he had not been posted to the Co¬ 
operative Department. In British India, a senior Collector was being 
appointed as Begistrar of Co-operative Societies. The pay of the Regis¬ 
trar should therefore bo raised to that of the senior Dewan Peishkar, 
An Assistant Registrar should be appointed in each Revenue Division 
and the number of Inspectors increased and their pay enhanced. 

The resolutions passed at the Co-operative Conference held at 
Quilon should be sympathetically considered by the Government. 

Lastly, the member spoke about the attitude of the Director of 
Public Instruction towards co-operative movement in the State. The 
Director had issued a circular prohibiting the use of school buildings for 
any purpose other than educational. School masters doing co-operative 
work had been transferred from the spheres of their activities. He 
had ordered that letters addressed to the Education Department by 
teachers on co-operative matters should be ignored unless received 
through the Begistrar of Co-operative Societies. Further no teacher 
could take pari; in co-operative activities without the permission of the 
Director of Public Instruction. The member requested that the cir¬ 
cular to this effect should be ordered to’be withdrawn.

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[The two points referred to, «*?., the establishment of a land mort¬ 
gage bank and the deposit of Government money in co-operative banks 
come within the purview of the Banking Enquiry Committee recently 
constituted. Those points will be considered on receipt of the Com- ■ 
mittee’s report. 

The suggestions about the encouragement of co-operative move¬ 
ment by enhancing the pay of the Inspectors and by granting' travelling 
allowance to the honorary workers will also be considered. 

A report has been received from the Registrar of Co-operative 
Societies about' the obstacles placed in the way of the officers of the 
Education Department taking part in co-operative activities. It fo¬ 
under the consideration of the Government.] 

30. Suggestions for the advancement of co-operative 
movement in the State. 

Mb. P. KUMARA PILLAI (Municipal Council, Alwayc) said 
that within the short period of working of the Co-operative Societies 
Regulation the co-operative movement had gained wide popularity with 
the result that there were about 1,800 societies with over 2,00,000 
members and a working capital of Rs. 58 lakhs. With the rapid de¬ 
velopment of the co-operative movement, the work in the department 
had considerably increased and become too much for a single officer to 
cope with. Consequently the audit reports for the previous co-operative 
year were published only 9 months after its close. This delay was 
anything but conducive to the working of societies. With a View to 
cope with the increased work, it was highly necessary to appoint three 
Assistant Registrars. 

The existing inspectoral staff of 20 Inspectors was quite inadequate 
to supervise the working of 1,800 societies distributed over 30 taluks, 
Of them, one Inspector was deputed solely for work in the Central Co¬ 
operative Bank, Trivandrum. In British India, there was on an average 
an Inspector for supervising the work of 25 societies besides a separate 
staff for auditing their accounts. There were also union societies, su¬ 
pervisors, organisers, etc., to help the Inspectors. But in Travancore 
the Inspectors had to do all the work connected with the societies, and 
one Inspector had in some places more thaD 100 societies. For 7 
months every year he had to do audit work alone. There was 
hardly any time to attend to other items of work. The liquidation 
of many societies was due to improper working due to lack of su¬ 
pervision. The number of Inspectors should be increased to improve 
such a state of affairs and there should be at least one Inspector for 
each taluk. The maximum number of societies under the control of 
each Inspector should also be specified. 

' The number of cases filed by the societies was increasing rapidly 
and the recovery of amounts according to the decisions in those cases 
took a iong time. To avoid such delay, the Registrar of Co-operative 
Societies should be invested with the powers of a Dewan Peishkar and 
the Inspectors with those of Tahsildars under the Revenue 'Recovery. 
Regulation. That would ensure the speedy recovery of the dues. 
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Lastly, the member pressed the need for the establishment of 
land mortgage banks with a view to improve the economic condition of 
the ryots. 

DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr. Kuroara Pillai, in your representation 
you first made suggestions with regard to the expansion of the co-oper¬ 
ative department. The Government will carefully consider all those 
suggestions. 

Secondly, you advocated the immediate establishment of land 
mortgage banks. I would only repeat to you what my predecessor has 
said and that is, Government will consider that question earnestly. 

Then with regard to the suggestion that there is some difficulty 
felt now in executing awards, it must be due to the circumstance that 
the relevant provision of the Regulation now in force is not being put 
into operation. There is a provision in the Regulation which enables 
the award to be transferred immediately to Dewan 1‘eisbkars so that 
they may take action tinder the Revenue Recovery Regulation. If that 
rule is properly availed of, the difficulties you referred to can he 
remedied. 

Government do not think that there is any need, to follow your 
suggestion to give the Co-operative Registrar and his subordinates 
powers under the Revenue'Recovery Regulation. They can only ask 
the Peishkars to expedite the proceedings under the Revenue Recovery 
Regulation. 


31. Co-operative work among the depressed classes- 

Mr. V. JOHN (Noi/dnated) said that in South Travancore there 
were about 300 villages of depressed classes, bnt.it was deplorable to see 
that there were only 9 co-operative societies there—S in Nanjinad and 
1 in Edanad, The fewness in the number of societies was due to the 
fact that most of the depressed class people wore illiterate and ignor¬ 
ant of the benefits of co-operation. Being poor they were also not 
able to be punctual in monetary transactions with co-operative societies. 
The Unions and the-Inspectors had hardly the time to devote for doing 
propaganda work by preaching co-operative principles. Their acti¬ 
vities were confined to the working of the existing societies. The 
honorary organisers had no interest or enthusiasm in co-operative 
work, because they were not adequately encouraged, Payment of 
travelling allowance to them would create some enthusiasm in them 
and thereby promote the well-being of the existing societies and also 
the registration of new societies among depressed classes- 

In every co-operative society, able and experienced members for 
the proper carrying on of its working were necessary. Only such 
members could be put on the managing committee. They should 
also know the rules., and bye-laws of each society, the methods of 
convening meetings and carrying on correspondence, the maintenance 
of the several books and registers and the preparation of the. necessary 



returns. For initiating the members of societies in all such items of 
work, a Group Secretary was absolutely necessary and the member 
urged the appointment of one for South Travancore. 

The Group Secretary could not devote all his time to the working 
of any particular society. For the well-being of any society, the presi¬ 
dent,the secretary and the members of the managing committee should 
also actively work and support the Group Secretary i n his activities. 
With a view to encourage the office-bearers, a small grant should 
be awarded to each. It would be enough to award it till each so¬ 
ciety was able to set apart a portion of its profits for meeting the ex¬ 
penditure on account of the pay of staff and bonus to office-bearers. In 
the interests of the depressed classes, such grants were absolutely 
necessary. 

Lastly, the member suggested the desirability of issuing agricul¬ 
tural loans through co-operative societies. He also requested that the 
loans issued to societies of depressed classes should : be without in¬ 
terest. One main advantage of his proposal was that the repayment 
of the loan was secure inasmuch as the working of the societies was 
subjected to periodical inspection by Government officers. 

DEW AN’S REPLY : Mr. John, I am very sorry to learn from 
your statement that, in the two taluks, the number of co-operative 
societies among depressed classes is so small. I asked the Registrar of 
Co-operative Societies and ha told me that a number of new societies 
have now ’sprung >up, Government have sanctioned the appoint¬ 
ment of 5 group secretaries and they have been asked to work in certain 
circles where, on account of the large number of societies, they are 
most needed, I do not think that, having regard to the number of 
societies in Nanjinad, a group secretary is necessary there now. When 
the number of societies increases, Government will reconsider that 
question. 

Your suggestions about grants to group secretaries and issue of 
agricultural loans through co-operative societies for short periods will 
be noted. Your latter point is receiving some attention at the hands of 
the authorities concerned. Under the existing Regulation and Rules, 
you say that the depressed classes are experiencing some difficulty. 
The question of modifying the rules has been taken up by the Govern¬ 
ment and I expect that final orders will be passed on it soon. You also 
suggest that members of the depressed classes should be taught co¬ 
operative work. As a matter of fact, that is being often provided for 
by the societies themselves. In many such societies, the services of a 
person who does not belong to the depressed classes have been requi¬ 
sitioned for carrying on the work and training up one or two members 
of the societies. Your suggestion as to the way in which, propoganda work 
should be carried on will also be noted. In the meantime, the Co¬ 
operative Department will be instructed as far as possible to carry on 
intensive propoganda. 



32. Measures for the Improvement of trade In the Alleppey town. 

Me. M. L. JANARDANAN PILLAI ( Trading Glasses, Alleppey) 
urged the need for completing the following works with a view to im¬ 
prove trade facilities in Alleppey 

(1) Foot bridge connecting the northern and southern banks of the 
canal at Cliunkam. The two bridges on the eastern side should, also be 
put in order. 

(2) Provision of foot bridges across the Commercial Canal at several 
centres. 

(8) Completion of R. C. works in the above-said canal. Only a 
small portion remained to be done. The shallowness of the canal 
west of the Kothnvalchavadi bridge was a serious impediment to trade. 

(4) Improvement of the roads in the Alleppey town. The roads 
were in a bad condition and the Municipal Council had expressed their 
inability to continue the maintenance of roads. The P. W. D. should 
therefore take up the maintenance. In any case there was no justification 
in leaving them in a bad condition. 

(5) Construction of the Kothuvalchavadi bridge. It was situated 
in a busy centre and its closing for traffic for nearly 2 years had 
put the traders to serious inconvenience. The construction of the bridge 
should be put in hand without further delay. 

The member’s next prayer was for the provision of more godowns 
at Alleppey. The rice and paddy merchants did not ordinarily care to 
put up godowns of their own. In the interests of trade, it was necessary 
to attract more and more imports. The Chief Engineer had made a 
proposal to remove the local salt depot elsewhere and construct 
godowns there. The proposal should be sanctioned at an early date. 
The landing charges should be reduced. 

For the development of trade m Alleppey, through communication 
with Cochin was absolutely necessary, The provision of a junghar at 
Arur was an immediate necessity. 

The prescribed speed limit of 12 miles per hour for motor buses 
Was very low. It should be raised to 20 miles per hour so that 
Alleppey might have speedier motor connection with Quiion and the 
hinterland which provided all the articles of export. 

A source of great grievance to traders was the faulty scale main¬ 
tained in the Alleppey Customs House. There were other grievances 
to which they were put. It would be desirable to appoint a committee 
to enquire into those grievances and suggest measures for their redress. 

Another complaint was about the assessment to income tax of 
iucooies derived from business. The schedule of rates of depreciation 
•prescribed was faulty in that it did not prescribe rates for buildings, 
vehicles and other trade accessories used locally. The fates them¬ 
selves in some cases were unduly, low. The balance sheets and profit 
and loss accounts produced by merchants should be accepted by the 
income tax authorities. They were submitted with reference to the 
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ledgers and if false returns were proved to have been furnished, the 
merchants were liable to punishment. In the circumstances, the pro¬ 
duction of account books was unnecessary. If, however, they had to be 
examined, a senior officer of responsibility should be asked to examine 
them. Again in making allowances for abatement of income tax, such 
items as subscriptions to business magazines, expenditure on account of 
pansupari, rickshaw hire, repairs to carriages, cycles, etc., were dis¬ 
allowed, so also salaries paid to nephews, brothers, etc., of a makkattaya 
family who had no claim to any share in the business. Those items 
were incidental to the carrying on of >ny business and should not be 
disallowed. 

In some businesses like the pepper and coir matting trades, the 
merchants incurred loss in some years. Although the fact was known 
to the income tax officers, they assessed the merchants simply for the 
sake of revenue. That was not fair. 

The assessment in all cases should be just and fair. To seek 
redress by appeal against an assessment order was not advisable because 
of the cost involved. The assessees ware not given copies of assessment 
orders. These were absolutely necessary so that assessees might know 
how the assessed tax was arrived at. Income tax collectors should 
therefore he asked to send copies of the assessment orders along with ' 
the ‘ F ’ (demand) notices. They should also be asked to work the 
Income Tax Regulation with greater fairness to merchants and stricter 
regard to truth and actual trade conditions- That was absolutely 
necessary especially because civil courts were debarred from entertain¬ 
ing suits in respect of assessment of income tax, under Section 51 of the 
Income Tax Regulation. 

DEWAN S REPLY : Mr. Janardanan Pillai, you have dealt with 
various points. I may just say a word or two on each of the points 
you dealt with at length. As regards the construction of the Chunkam 
bridge, action is being taken and the work is being carried on. In the 
Budget for 1105, there is a provision of Es. 4,000 for the work. 

Then in regard to the provision of foot-bridges across the Com¬ 
mercial Canal, I have myself seen Alleppey, and from personal know¬ 
ledge and other information available I can say that there are a number 
of bridges over the canal comparatively at short distances. It. is doubtful 
therefore whether there is any necessity for foot-bridges across the 
canal. As a matter of fact, there is one bridge for every three furlongs. 

MEMBER: That is not correct information. 

DEWAN: At what distances then ? 

MEMBER: Some about half a mile apart. 

DEWAN: I merely said, on an average, a bridge exists for every 
three furlongs. With regard to the particular bridge mentioned by 
you, I shall refer the matter to the Chief Engineer. 

With regard to the completion of R. C. works in the remaining 
portion of the Commercial Canal, that is a matter which is receiving the 
attention of .Government. 



Then about the maintenance of roads in the Alleppey town, the 
Municipality undertook the work for a period of five years. That period 
has now elapsed. You say that Government might resume the main¬ 
tenance of roads. I do not think that it can be said, as a general rule, 
that all roads in the municipal towns should be taken over by Govern¬ 
ment and should be maintained by them. The Municipalities have a 
duty to maintain at least the secondary roads within their limits. That 
is a question which has to be taken up not in an isolated fashion but 
with regard at least to all the major municipalities in the State and the 
matter is under consideration and I shall try to see that some final 
orders are passed soon. 

In regard to the construction of the Kothuvalchavadi bridge, an 
estimate has been sanctioned and the Chief Engineer expects to take 
up that work soon. 

With regard to the provision of more godowns for Indian mer¬ 
chants, especially importers of rice and paddy, I shall consider that 
point. 

With regard to the reduction of landing charges at Alleppey, I 
may say, the charges are even now low, much lower than the rates in 
Cochin. Your suggestion for further reduction will also be considered. 

Provision of a junghar at Arur is the next point you urge. This 
matter is also under consideration. I am in correspondence with the 
officers of the Cochin Government. I expect to arrive at an agreement 
before long. 

The next point is the appointmant of a committee of officials and 
non-officials to enquire into the grievances of Indian shippers at 
Alleppey and suggesting remedial measures. This will be carefully 
gone into. 

Then you dealt with income tax. If you will kindly hand over 
your remarks about the various difficulties you mentioned, I shall refer 
them to the Income Tax Commissioner and see what can be dona. In 
regard to one of them, namely, Income Tax Officers looking into 
accounts, it seems to me that it is not possible to take away the dis¬ 
cretion from the officers concerned. Of course, the Income Tax Officers 
should not call for the accounts, unless they have reason to suspect the 
correctness of the figures. Subject to that limitation, full discretion has 
to bs vested in the officer who is to be satisfied of their correctness. 

All I can say is that the Income Tax Officers will be instructed 
not to call for accounts, except when necessary. 

The other points raised by you in that connection will be referred 
to the Income Tax Commissioner. 

33. Economic Development. 

Mr, E. C. EAPEN (Trading Glasses, Trhandm .i) said that, for the 
general benefit of the country. Government should devote attention 
to public health and the economic advancement of the people. While 
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some attention was being paid to the former, neither time nor money 
was devoted to the latter, The cry was being raised in all parts of the 
country for the improvement of its economic condition, The Govern¬ 
ment should provide sufficient funds in the budget for the purpose and, 
see that they did not lapse at the end of the year. 

The Economic Development Boat'd, which was constituted by. 
Dewan Mr. Raghaviah, did some useful work daring his time; but 
since then nothing had been done by the Board. The condition of the 
Board required that it should either be abolished or improved. There 
was an increase in the number of applicants for appointment in such 
committees. While some members were elected by the members of 
the Legislative Council, others were nominated‘by Government with¬ 
out any regard to their capacity or fitness. A seat on the. Board should 
be reserved for being filled up by a member of the Assembly. The 
member said that he did not make the suggestion out of his anxiety to 
be on the Board. It would have been better if the members of the 
Assembly were also made eligible for membership in the Banking En¬ 
quiry Committee. 

None of the departments which were primarily concerned in 
the improvement of the economic condition of the people, were working 
with enthusiasm. The head of the Department of Agriculture and 
Fisheries, who was also the Census Commissioner, could pay only 
scanty attention to the improvement of agriculture. It was high time 
to abolish the Fruit Farm at Cape Comorin, as no useful purpose was 
being served by such demonstration farms. It was not desirable to 
open the demonstration farm for rubber, as the department could not 
successfully undertake the cultivation of rubber. Government should 
encourage the discovery and adoption of more useful methods of agricul- 
ture. An enquiry should be started about the activities of the several 
experts employed in the Department of Industries, who were trained 
in foreign countries on Government scholarships. Though one of 
them was a Leather Expert, leather and leather goods were being im¬ 
ported in large quantities. Insufficient attention to real economic 
needs caused the diversion of the country’s wealth to other places. 
Government should convene a conference of peoples’ representatives 
and devise ways and means for putting an end to the drain. 

Government were not encouraging indigenous banks which were 
an indispensable aid to industries, trade and agriculture. The funds, 
which were invested in the Imperial Bank of India, could more profit¬ 
ably be lent by Government to local banks and to the persons engaged 
in trade and industry. If the Government would thoughtfully and 
sympathetically tackle the economic problem, the quarrel over the dis¬ 
tribution of offices would disappear in course of time, 

DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr. Eapen, in your representation, there are 
very valuable suggestions for the economic advancement of the 
country. Government will carefully note them. 
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You say that all the development departments of the State require 
to be strengthened. No one is more aware of that than the Government 
themselves. But it may not be possible to do everything at once. You 
may rest assured, that Government will not forget this important aspect 
of public life. The condition of a Government is a reflection of the 
economic condition of the people. Unless we have a rich people, we 
cannot have a rich Government. I do not intend to deal specifically 
with each of your suggestions; but I may say, all your valuable 
suggestions will receive the earnest consideration of Government. 

In regard to the Leather Expert, you said that his services have 
not been properly utilised by Government. Your information on that 
point is not quite up-to-date, This year, Government have resolved to 
ask the Leather Expert to supply a large proportion of the leather 
required by the Stationery Department. I am saying this merely to 
show that Government are not unaware of the position you point out. 

With regard to committees and the appointment of members of the 
committees, from my experience during the last eight months I can fully 
endorse your statement that, you do not go about trying to get 
nominated. You have not seen me at all in private after I became the 
Dewail. It seems to me however rather uncharitable on your part to 
say that the members of the Legislative Council who are on committees 
and other nominated members of such committees are people who go 
about asking for those places. I may tell you that Government always 
try to get, as members of a committee, people who will be helpful in the 
matter of the work that the committee is entrusted with. There may 
be several people who are well qualified for the work. But you'will be 
the first to admit that all of them cannot be nominated to the committees, 
as committees are limited bodies. 

Then you referred to what I said in my address about banks. I 
' have said that' there is a complaint in respect of banks, that our agricul- 
■ ture and industries are not adequately helped'by them. For one thing, 
there is this cry about land mortgage banks. That is a complaint that 
agriculturists are not getting sufficient help from banks. I was not 
finding fault with the bank’s or saying that they are not doing their work 
properly. I was merely stating the fact that there are complaints and 
that the Banking Enquiry Committee will enquire into this question. 
Yon seem to have misunderstood my statement. I trust that what I 
have said will make the position clear. 

Once more, I may say, that your valuable suggestions will be 
carefully considered. 

34. Need for affording facilities for the development of commerce 
, and industries in the State. 

Mb. P. M. ABEAHAM (Municipal Council, Mavdikara) first 
referred to the economic depression of the people of the State. Agricul¬ 
ture was the mainstay of the people of Travancore. Owing to the fall 
in the.prices of indigenous products and the poor yield of lands, the 
average income of an agriculturist had been very much lowered. The 





population was increasing by rapid bounds but the foodstuffs produced 
were inadequate to meet local demands. Consequently people were' 
dependent on foreigners for their daily wants. This state of affairs 
should be remedied and the economic condition of the people should be 
improved. The following suggestions were made by the member with 
a view to achieve this object: — 

(1) The area under paddy should be increased in order that the 
import of that commodity might be reduced. Scientific cultivation 
should be popularised so that the yield might be increased. Swampy 
areas.within reserved areas and backwaters, excluding portions required 
for waterways, should be made available for registry. The extent of 
lands already disafforested was not adequate.. 

(2) Greater attention should be paid to the improvement of irriga- 
tional facilities in the State. Although there was a proposal to appoint 
an Irrigation Engineer, it had not materialised. 

(3) Production of articles which could be produced in Travancore, 
should be encouraged. Tobacco could be cultivated in Travancore ; but 
owing to the embargo placed on its cultivation, a large amount was being 
annually drained away. 

(4) There was no proper inducement for the cultivation of tapioca 
because there was no proper market for it. The article could be easily 
produced in large quantities, provided there was a proper market. There 
was ample scope for exporting the article, if it could be dried and 
preserved by factory processes. The Agricultural and the Industries 
Department should co-operate in the matter and find out ways and 
means for developing the industry. 

(5) The prices of rubber, pepper, copra and coir were going down. 
The fall was not due to over-production but due to want of scientific know¬ 
ledge among the people to find out proper markets at the proper time. 
The defect could be remedied if trade agents were appointed at New York, 
in Canada and other places. The agents could see to the export and 
import of articles in the most advantageous way. 

(6) The ports of Travancore, viz., Alleppey, Quilon, Trivandrum and 
Colachel, should be improved by executing the necessary works. The 
development of the ports would add to the trade facilities in the 
State. 

(7) A Central Bank with branches in all important places should 
be opened by the Government with a view to afford help to tire general 
public in their business transactions. The rate of interest in the bank 
should be lower than that levied in any other bank in the State. The 
State-Aided Bank was not serving the needs of the general public 
and hence his suggestion. The member hoped that the Banking 
Enquiry Committee would go into the question. 

DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr. Abraham, yon have more or less 
correctly catalogued some of the advantages derived by us and also 
enumerated some hardships suffered by commercial men. One of the 
most, important, among them is the fall in the price of indigenous 



products. That is a fact. Nobody can dispute it. But I doubt whether 
your theories as to the causation of this phenomenon or the remedies 
that you suggest for its removal could be universally accepted without 
demur. You say that it is ipso facto a disadvantage that any portion 
of the food materials of a country should have to be imported. As a 
general proposition, nobody can easily grant that. No country in the 
world can or does live in this century in absolute isolation from other 
countries. Every country will have to depend on other countries for 
something or other. Articles produced by one country will have to be 
given in exchange for other products. 

You said something about disafforestation of lands for cultivation. 
I have explained the policy of Government in that matter in reply to 
a member yesterday and I have nothing to add. 

With regard to minor irrigation, Government are appointing a 
committee according to the wishes of the people for investigating the 
ways and means of improvement. 

Then with regard to tapioca, that is a very difficult problem just 
now. As a matter of fact, the price is so low that it is not at all pro¬ 
fitable to the cultivator. I am at one with you in suggesting that it 
would be an advantage to have factories which would turn raw tapioca 
into a form in which it can be preserved for a long time. If leaders 
like you will come forward with practical schemes for working out that 
idea, I may assure you that Government will help you. 

Your suggestion about the appointment of Trade Agents is noted. 

35. Encouragement of the industrial development of the Parur 
taluk by Government grants. 

MR. T. K, VASU MENON (Municipal Council, Parur) said that 
Parur was industrially one of the most backward taluks in the State. 
Cocoanut, sugar-cane, weaving and tile and earthenware industries 
could easily be developed in that taluk. The chief reasons why those 
industries had not been developed was the lack of technical education and 
want of capital among the people. Little or no education on industrial 
matters was imparted in schools. 

With the growth of population and the steady increase in the num¬ 
ber of educationally qualified men, the evil of unemployment was becom¬ 
ing greater and greater. The extent of arable land being limited, the 
occupation of farming could liot keep many employed. The only way 
of solving the problem of unemployment was the development of indus¬ 
tries. The first step in that direction was the opening of technical 
schools to impart instruction in weaving, coir-mat making and other cot¬ 
tage industries. Another step was the starting of industrial concerns by 
the Government. Sugar-cane industry could profitably be started in the 
Parur taiuk. In the year 1104, the quantity of sugar-cane produced 
was sufficient to keep about 100 local mills engaged for about 3 or 4 
months. Bub the people could not find markets for the molasses 
manufactured. The poor ryots could not start such concerns for want 
of capital while the rich were reluctant. The people could there¬ 
fore fall back on Government alone. They should therefore start 
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industrial concerns in sugar-cane, coir, earthenware, etc,, provide the 
necessary capital and appoint experts to ran and supervise their work. 
In conclusion, the member requested that an industrial school might 
be opened immediately in the Parur taluk and that steps should be 
taken, to start one or other industrial concern there at an early date. 

D-SWAbTS BEPLY: Mr. Vasu Menon, the evil you have 
pointed out is real and the general remedy for it is easily prescribed. 
The evil is that there is unemployment among the middle classes, edu¬ 
cated youths, and the remedy has been suggested times out of number. 
By starting industries, there will be a gradual absorption of unemployed 
educated young men, 

The evil is one that is not confined to Travancore ; but you find 
it all over India and various Governments and other bodies are trying 
.to solve the problem of unemployment. We have been trying to see 
how industries could be either started or encouraged. I do not think, 
as yet, any Government has succeeded in creating sufficient industrial 
concerns to absorb all the unemployed. 

You say that in Parur especially there are facilities for starting 
coir-matting industry, sugar industry and the manufacture of tiles- So 
far as coir-matting is concerned, it is an industry that is well-known 
in Travancore. If you go to Alleppey, you will find that this is one of 
the most important industries carried on there for a very long time. 
It is not a kind of industry which requires special encouragement 
from Government. So also in the case of tile manufacture. Go to 
Quilon and see the works there. These are not the lines on, which 
special technical instruction at the expense of Government is .needed 
in Travancore. In regard to sugar, I may tell you that the condition 
of sugar at the present time in the market is not at all encouraging. 
Government have one sugar concern on their hands. Bor the present, 
they are satisfied with it and they do not want to take up any more. 

You say that there is want of capital and that that is one of'the-rea¬ 
sons for industries not being started in sufficient numbers. That is not 
a new theory and the way m which that difficulty might be overcome is 
by the formation of Joint Stock Companies, where a combination of 
individuals will ibe able to finance a big industry. What is done in 
other countries is that a number of people who can contribute even 
small amounts form a Joint Stock Company and with the money thus 
collected set up an industry. I do not want to discourage your en¬ 
thusiasm for starting new industries nor do I say that Government are 
not going to help any industry useful to the State being set up. I 
merely wish you to understand that all industries cannot be started 
solely with Government money. 

Your suggestion for starting an industrial school at Parur is noted. 

36. The Public works Department and suggestions for making lt 
more useful to the public. 

Mb. 0. P. PADMANABHA PILLAI (Shsrtailr.i Talulc, GroupI) 
gave expression to the feelings of loyalty to the Ruling Family and of 
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oy on the conferment of the title of 0. I. on Her Highness the Maha 
Bani Keg'ent and requested, the Dewan to convey the same to Her 
Highness. 

Passing on to his-subject, the member said that, in the matter of 
communications and other public works, the Shertallai taluk had been 
ignored for a very long time although it stood foremost in revenue 
and population. In the year 110-1, a large amount was spent on public 
works in the State ; but it was regrettable that the works were confined 
to certain selected places. In the Capital, for instance, a large expendi¬ 
ture was incurved on the electric and water supply schemes and the 
railway extension. The member said that the expenditure on them 
should not be met from the general revenues but from funds raised 
by loans repayable from the income derived from those schemes. 

The member next referred to the need for completing the Allcppey 
Shertallai canal. For a very long time the Government were vaci¬ 
llating whether a road or a canal was necessary. One administration 
decided in favour of a canal while the next was in favour of a road. 
The third was in favour of a canal and the next in favour of a road 
again. It was now the time for a canal and thei efore the canal should 
be taken up and finished. 

The public works undertaken by the Public Works Department 
were not executed promptly and in time. Works benefiting the people 
at large were not attended to then and there. There was no proper 
control over the work done by the Maistries. The coolies paid from the 
public revenues were very often employed for private purposes. That 
was one of the chief reasons why execution of works was delayed. Every 
year large amounts provided in the budget lapsed. That was chiefly due 
to the incapacity of officers to finish the sanctioned items of work 
within the prescribed time. All those evils would be removed if Taluk 
Boards were constituted with power to recommend works that were 
necessary in each taluk and fix their order of urgency. 

No fixed policy was pursued by the Public work Department m 
l-egard to the giving of contracts. A fixed policy should be laid down 
and contractors who were finishing the works satisfactorily and in 
. time should be encouraged. 

The P. W. Department was over-manned. As in the case of 
the Bevenua Department, 4 District Officers (Executive Engineers) 
were sufficient. The places of the remaining Executive Engineers 
should be abolished. The practice of appointing special officers for 
particular works should also be stopped. The savings effected might 
be more advantageously utilised for other purposes by the Department. 

There was ho fixed principle in allotting funds for public works in 
each taluk. Except in the case of the important towns in the State, the 
allotment of funds should be on the basis of population of each taluk or 
of the revenue derived therefrom.' 

In conclusion, the member prayed that the Chief Engineer might be 
asked to visit the Shertallai taluk very often as suah visits would be 
helpful in improving the means of communication in the taluk. 
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DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr. Padmanabha Pillai, I shall bo glad 
to convey your expressions of loyalty and devotion to Her Highness the 
Maha Rani Regent. 

In regard to the complaint that your taluk was ignored by the 
Government and the P. W. D. some years ago that may have been true. 
But you repeat the same thing' now and I am constrained to note that, 
I can only characterise this as showing an amount of ingratitude. I 
am sure, you will be the first person to concede that, in recent years, in 
spite of neglect in former years, your taluk, Shertallai, has become a 
favoured taluk. That does not mean that all the roads and bridges in 
your taluk that you may possibly want have been made. But in recent 
years, your taluk has not by any means been ignored by the Govern¬ 
ment or the P. W. D. You refer to the canal between Alleppey and 
Shertallai. You may remember, from the very beginning there were two 
alternative schemes —one a canal and the other a road. At one time, 
the authorities were in favour of a canal, at another, in favour of a road. 
The last administration decided that there shall be a road. I do not 
know if, having got the road, you can legitimately call upon me to 
declare in favour of a canal. Speaking from information that I have 
been able to gather and from the opinion of people who know about it, 
I can say that there is now no necessity for a canal. 

In regard to allotment of funds in the budget, you say that it must 
be either according to the total revenue collected from the taluk or 
according to population in the taluk. I cannot agree with you on this 
point. It would be like the conduct of a kavanavan dealing with his 
seshakars some of whom may not be able to earn sufficient money for 
their maintenance. The haranavcm should see that the income is divided 
between his seshakars not equally but equitably. The Government too 
have to see what the urgent needs of the various taluks are. Here¬ 
after you may fight out your road and bridge problems in the Road 
Boards. You have a District Board and a Central Board. On what 
principle the allotments are to be distributed will be left in a large mea¬ 
sure to the people and the District Boards. 

You say that some amounts are allowed to lapse every year. That 
might be due to various causes. The allotments are made in antici¬ 
pation of sanction to works or estimates. It sometimes happens that 
the estimates require alteration. In some other cases, the work could 
not be completed in the year. 

You also soy that there are too many officers in the P. W. 
Department and consider that as one of the reasons why works are not 
done regularly. I must take the liberty of. correcting you there. As a 
matter of fact, the ratio of the amount spent on establishment to the 
total amount spent by the department is very low. Compared to 
Other parts of India, ours is the smallest percentage. Take Madras; 
the cost of the establishment there is about double of that here. In 
Mysore, it is more or less the same. As a matter of fact, the real com¬ 
plaint is that We have not sufficient officers to carry out the growing 
work of the P. W. D. in recent years. If you compare the allotment 




of the last year with that of 15 years ago, yon will find that the total 
amount has doubled, but the establishment has not increased to any¬ 
thing like that and the consequence is that the establishment consumes 
only about 12 per cent, of the total allotment. 

You said that the department should give contracts and encourage 
contractors, as far as possible, who have sufficient experience. I believe 
that is what the department is actually doing now. I have found 
several recommendations from the Chief Engineer in favour of con¬ 
tractors who have done work successfully before. That is one of the 
reasons kept in view by the department in selecting contractors for 
work. 

AH the other points raised in your representation are noted fo* 
consideration, 

37. Certain needs of the eastern pakuthies of Changanachery 
taluk. 

Mb. NAINA.N SOUBIYAR (Changanachery taluk, Group I) spoke 
about certain urgent needs of the Changamcherry taluk. The first 
and chief of these was the widening and deepening of the canals running 
through the v-irippu and mmdakm paddy fields. An estimate had 
been sanctioned for improving a length of four- miles of the todu 
starting from Nalunakkal. The work should be put in hand soon and 
the other canals running through the above-said paddy lands should 
also be taken up in quick succession. Owing to the neglected con¬ 
dition of the canals and frequent breaches, the paddy lands were silted 
up and rendered unfit for cultivation. 

: The need for completing the Chalakkal to Hu had been urged on 
the Government on more occasions than one. The Oevvan also had 
realised the need on his local inspection. The only difficulty in carry¬ 
ing out the work was the blasting of a rock lying along* the course of 
the canal. The high cost of the work should not be considered as suffi¬ 
cient reason for stopping it, as the canal would benefit a large number of 
ryots from whom a water cess might be recovered. Further, there was 
great demand for rubble and therefore the people themselvc s would be 
prepared to have the rock blasted at their cost, provided they were 
allowed to take the rubble free. 

Other needs of the taluk were the following :— 

(1) Completion of the Alleppey-Changanachery canal. 

(2) Conversion of the Perampankadchia —Tottakad village road intc 
a public road and provision of a bridge at Kadanchirapadam and a 
culvert at Valiavayalpadam. 

■ (8) Metalling of the Kanjirapalli-Manimala road and construction 
of a bridge across the Muiapiakkai todu. 

(4) Improvement of the Kanjirapalli-Mundakayam road, 

(5) Improvement of the Kanjirapalli-Erumeli road and coastructtoG 
of a bridge across the Manimala river. 
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planted with cocoanuts. The remaining distance of 1| miles need alone 
he finished hy the Government, by acquiring one chain width of land 
from the adjoining punja lands. If however the Government considered 
the cost of reclamation to be excessive, the lands so acquired might be 
registered to private individuals at the rate of 10 cents each, subject to the 
condition that they would reclaim a portion of it at their own cost and 
leave a road 12 feet wide for public use. If applicants did not come 
forward to take up lands on the above condition, there were a few land¬ 
lords of the taluk who were prepared to do so. 

The next request of the member was for the extension of the 
Kurichi-Nilamperur ryots’ road to the centre of the Chennankari pakuthi 
along the banks of the canal. The pakuthies of Kurichi and Nilam- 
perur were connected with the M. C. road by the above said ryots’ road. 
There were other places in the interior which suffered from want of 
communication. These were Cliennankari, Valadi, Era and Narakatra. 
If the above-said ryots’ road be extended along the banks of the Van- 
kulammurtu iodn, the places mentioned would be connected with the 
M. C. road. The length of the extension would only be half a mile and 
a scheme similar to the one suggested for the road mentioned first 
might be adopted in respect of the road also. 

DEWAN’S REPLY : Mr. Thomas Vazhayil, you dealt in your 
representation with two matters. One is the opening of a road on one 
of the banks of the canal from the Kavalikara cross to the Ividangara 
light-house. ' This point has not yet been investigated by the P. W. D 
I shall ask the: Chief Engineer to examine it and after investigation, we 
can consider whether there is any necessity for the road. 

In regard to your second point, that can only be considered after 
the road itself is decided on. 

39. Public Works in the Muvattupuzha taluk. 

BEV. PAPULOSE SCAEIA KATHANAE ( Muvallujmzha taluk ) 
said that Muvattupuzha taluk was backward in point of means of com¬ 
munication although, judged from population and revenue, it was one of the 
important taluks of the State. Unlike other taluks, Muvattupuzha had no 
facilities of water communication. The total length of roads in the taluk 
was only 153 miles. But if portions of the High P»ange roads running 
through the uninhabited portions of the taluk were excluded, the length 
---would be much less. Want of means of communication had been 
brought to the notice of the Government through memorials, representa¬ 
tions at the Assembly and discussions in the Legislative Council. As a 
result, Government had sanctioned some public works and provided 
funds in the Budget, But it was regrettable to find that many of the 
sanctioned roads were not taken in hand and some roads were left incom¬ 
plete allowing the budget provisions to lapse. The following incomplete 
works should therefore he completed without further delay s— 

(1) the Varapatti-Pottanikad-Nediivakad road ; 

$) the Trikkariyur-Vettilapara-Periyar road : 




(3) the Kotaman (alam-Nadukani -Peruvinnur road ; 

(4) the road from Ivuzhikandam on the Muvatfcupuzha-Kota- 
. mangalam road via Peruvinnur ; and 

(5) The Kaliyar bridge. 

.The following works should be sanctioned and taken up soon: - 

(1) Construction of a road from the 8th mile of the P. K. road 
to the Kott.apadi market and its extension up to the Kurilpparnpadi- 
Kuttikkal road. 

(2) Making fit for cart traffic the ryots’ road from Erappunkal 
bridge to the Kilikutti and extending it to meet the Trikkariyur-Vetti- 
lappara road and thence to Bhutattaokotta. 

(3) Opening a branch road from Pindimana to meet the Trikka- 
riyur-village road. 

(4) Opening a road from the 4th mile of the Kotawang alam- 
Neriamangalam road, where the Pareekanni road takes off, to meet the 
Palamattam road via Peruvinnur. 

(5) Opening a road from the 4th mile of the Ivotaraangaiam- 
Neriamangalam road to meet the Neduvakad road vi-t Paingattur market 
and thence to meet the Kalavur road in the Todupuzha taluk. 

(6) Opening a road from the 6th mile of the Muvattnpuzha- 
Kotamangalam road to meet the Kotamangalam-Vazhakulam road and 
another road starting from the same place and meeting the Mulavur 

(7) Conversion of the. Trikkariyur-Muvattupuzha village road 
into a cart road. 

(8) Opening a road from the Kotamangalam market, to meet 
the Mulavur road. 

(9) Conversion of the pathway from the Bamamangalam road to 
the Bamamangalam market into a cart road . 

(10) Conversion of the street poramboke of the Kotamangalam 
angadi into a cart road and its extension to meet the adjoining public 

(11) Opening a road to connect the road near the MatirapalU 
mosque with the Varapat'fi road. 

(12) Opening a road starting from the road near the Kozhipilli 
Roman Catholic Church and meeting the Pallarimangalam market. 

(13) Construction of a bridge at Kuzhikandam Iiadavu on the 
Muvattupuzha—Kotamangalam road. 

(14) Making the three branches of the Muvattupuzha river 
navigable according to the Inland Navigation Scheme. 

(15) Const ruction of a dam across the canal near the Erappun* 

’ kal bridge with a view to afford irrigation facilities. 

Lastly, the member requested that like the Trivandrum District 
Road Board, the Alwaye District Board and the Central Road Board 
should have a non-official majority. The Road Board scheme should be 
brought into effect only after inviting the views of the Sri Mulam 
Popular Assembly and the Legislative Council.

[The Dewan referred at first to the truth of the proverb that 
‘ practice makes perfect ” in the matter of speaking loud. 

Passing on to the subject matter of the representation, it was 
pointed out that most of the points related to means of communication. 
They had therefore to be decided by the Road Board. Which roads, 
canals and bridges are necessary in a taluk ; which of them have to be 
taken up first; these and other allied matters have to be decided by 
that Board. The grievance about the official majority in the Board 
was not well founded. In any taluk there is not likely to be any differ¬ 
ence of opinion between the officers and the people so far as the im¬ 
provement of the means of communication is concerned. The officers 
on the Board have no power either to include or exclude a road in a 
district, since the power of distribution of budget allotments among the 
several districts rests with the Government. When the people of a taluk 
want a particular road, there is no reason why the Tahsildar should say 
it is not necessary. The chief object of having officers on the Boards is 
that they have greater facilities of being acquainted with local needs. 
Farther the officers know better about departmental affairs than an 
ordinary outsider ; whether the estimate for a road has been prepared ; 
at what stage the construction of a road is; these and. other matters are 
known better to the officers than to the non-official gentlemen. The 
. officers will thus be of great help to the boards in transacting their 
business. In the case of'the Road Board, there is* no vital difference 
between the official and the non-official. How much money has to be 
spent and that in what ways; whether a road or a canal is first neces¬ 
sary ; these are questions in which there can ordinarily be no difference 
of opinion between the officers and the people. 

Some, of the roads mentioned have been sanctioned and on some 
others work has been started. The work in respect of the latter will be 
expedited. 

The remaining points will be referred to the Road Board, 

The member referred specifically to the dam near the Erappunkal 
bridge and to the bridge at Kaliyar, The Dewan replied that the first 
would come within the purview of the Road Board, that in regard to 
the other the investigation had not been completed and that the Chief 
Engineer would be asked about it]. 
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40. Abolition oi toll-gates. 

Mb. LUKOSE LUK03E (Kunnatnad taluk, Group I) spoke 
about the need for the abolition of toll-gates. He said that the subject 
had been discussed at length in Legislative Council and a resolution re¬ 
commending the abolition of tolls passed. But the resolution had not 
been given effect to. At the time tolls were first levied, there was no 
Legislative Council with a non-official majority to protest. There was 
no special reason to tax the people with that burden especially when 
there was a surplus budget. The only excuse for the levy was the 
cost involved in frequently repairing roads. A toll was an impediment to 
traffic and a bar to the free use of public roads. Roads were intended 
for the use of the people and to restrict their use in particular ways was 
not fair. A person walking along a road need not pay toll but when 
that person used a vehicle, it was subject to the levy of toll. That was not 
just. All roads were intended for the free use of the people in whatever 
way they lived. Persons who used vehicles also paid land tax as 
much as pedestrians and even more. They had therefore the right to 
use the roads more than other p-.ople. Further the bullock, carts and 
waggons spoiled the roads to a greater extent than motor buses and 
cars.. The latter had afforded added facilities for transport and travel. 
Besides being useful to the public in general, they also to a certain 
extent solved the problem of unemployment in employing many persons 
as drivers, conductors, etc. Apart from tolls, a large amount was being 
recovered from the employee? on account of license fees and also from 
the owners in the shape of income tax. In view of the above facts, it was 
high time that the levy of toll was stopped. In British India the subject 
was being seriously considered. The Travaneore Government also 
should take up the question without further delay. 

The rates of toll levied in Travaneore were much higher than 
those levied in British India or Cochin. There was also no principle 
in locating toll-gates. While in some places they were 10 or 12 nr'es 
apart, in others they are 40 or 50 miles apart. There was also no uni¬ 
formity in levying tolls by Municipal Councils. Some levied tolls, but 
others did not. 

In conclusion, the member once more prayed Jloi^the abolition of 
the levy of toll. 

DEWAN’S REPLY : Mr. Lukose, as you yourself said, this is 
not a new subject to Government. This was discussed thereadbare in 
the Legislative Council, so that no reply is necessary for you now. All 
your suggestions will be duly noted for careful consideration. 

The Assembly adjourned at 5-5 p. M. to meet again at 11-30 a, m 
the next day.

The Assembly met again at 11-30 A. M. on the 7th March 1930. 
the Dewn presiding. 

41, Necessity for a separate staff co-ordinated with the Agricultural 

Department to deal with, develop and extend irrigation works 
in the State. 

Mb. P. K. MATTHEW ( Kunnatnad taluk, Group II) said that 
agriculture had been the main occupation of the people of the state for 
ages but lately the tendency of modern educated youths to leave agri¬ 
culture to the poor, the ignorant and the unintelligent was slowly 
dragging the State, to a financial calamity of which the discontent on 
account of unemployment was only a fore-taste. It was therefore highly 
imperative to develop the agricultural resources of the State. The 
Agricultural Department had not done much in that direction. Scattered 
throughout the State there were a large number of tanks, chiras, 
channels and todus which were of the utmost importance and utility to the 
agriculturists in times past, but which, owing to utter neglect in their 
proper maintenance, had become unfit to serve their purpose. The 
main reason was the want of a proper agency to attend to their 
maintenance. It was too much to expect the poor adjoining land-owners 
to be vigilant. In course of time, such neglected tanks, etc, were 
applied for by, and registered in the names of, interested people, 
despite the protests of the general public and in utter disregard 
of their usefulness for agricultural purposes. There were instances 
in which punja lands were converted into -mundakan landsowing to the 
assignment or silting up of irrigation channels. The proceedings taken 
against the occupants were not effective. Even if the occupants were 
evicted, the channels or tanks, as the case may be, were not restored to 
their original condition. No doubt, the Government were aware of the 
evils and as a result had appointed a Section Officer in each P. W. Sub- 
Division to be in charge of irrigation works. But the arrangement was 
defective in the following respects, viz .:— 

(1) A Section Officer could - not realise the importance of the work. 

(2) The Executive Engineer who should control the Section 
Officer had not got adequate time to attend to the work in addition 
to his regular work relating to building's and communications. That 
was one of the main reasons why the sanctioned amounts for improve¬ 
ments of irrigation works were not wholly spent. 

(3) Irrigation work in the whole State could' not he dealt with in 
a comprehensive way under the present arrangement. 

With view to remove the above defects, the member made the 
following suggestions: — 

(1) A separate department should be organised for controlling 




irrigation works in the whole State and placed under an officer of the 
status of an Executive Engineer. 

(2) A considerable portion of the annua! budget allotments for 
the Public Works Department should be diverted for improvement of 
irrigation works. 

(3) The department dealing with irrigation works should be 
co-ordinated with the Agricultural Department. 

Under a carefully-planned irrigation system, the agriculture of the 
State should never suffer on account of either scanty or heavy rainfall. 
The committee that was in contemplation should have on it members who 
possessed an intimate knowledge of the country and its imgational needs. 

DEWAN’S REPLY : Mr. Matthew, in the first part of your re¬ 
presentation you have delineated certain evils which have been appreci¬ 
ated by the Government too, and, as a result of that appreciation, 
Government are immediately appointing a committee which will in¬ 
vestigate the whole question. As you say, the evil is not likely to be com¬ 
pletely eradicated by any such action alone, because no national industry 
can properly develop unless it has the advantage of engaging the intel¬ 
ligence of the country in it. As you said, agriculture has now been 
relegated mostly as a profession fit only for those who have not been 
educated on modern lines. Persons who have had modern high school 
or collegiate education consider themselves superior to the practice of 
agriculture. As long as that mentality continues among our educated 
people, it is not likely that any attempts made by the Government to 
improve imgational facilities would, by themselves, be sufficient to 
advance the interests of agriculture. It is hoped that before long the 
young educated people of our country will appreciate the folly of the 
idea that agriculture is beneath their dignity. They will appreciate, let 
us trust, that there is no profession nobler than that of creating food 
for the people of the country. Once the dignity of agriculture is under¬ 
stood by our educated people, I believe that the bad days of agricul¬ 
ture will end and agriculture will advance until the paddy lands culti¬ 
vated in Travancore will be more than sufficient to meet the food needs 
of the country. 

I shall be glad to send your suggestions to the Irrigation Committee, 
if you will hand over your representation to the Chief Secretary. 

42. The Cheruvalii-Veilanadi road. 

Mb. M. R. COGHLAN (Mundakayam Planters Association) said 
that it was hardly necessary for him to reiterate the reasons why the 
construction of the road was essential in the planting district as they had 
already been explained on previous occasions. When, two years before, 
the same subject was pressed at the Assembly, the then Dewan said 
that an estimate had been called for and that, as soon as it was ready, 
the matter would he taken up. In December 1929, the Planters' 
Association was also informed that the investigation had been completed, 
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The member therefore enquired whether the preparation of the estimate 
for the road was complete and when the construction of the road would 
commence. 

DEW AN’S REPLY: Mr. Coghlan, the estimate has been pre¬ 
pared and is being sent from the Chief Engineer’s office and will come , 
up for consideration to Government soon. The work on this road has 
not bean begun yet, as the estimate itself has not been sanctioned. 
When the estimate is ready, it vi ill be sent to the Road Board which 
will have to decide when this road will have to be taken up, whether 
it can be taken up next year. If the Road Board will recommend it to 
be taken up immediately, I shall be very glad to have it taken up. We 
cannot say that the estimate is quite ready, because it is being examined 
in the Chief Engineer’s Office. I hope before long the estimate will be 
passed and then it will be referred to the Road Board. 

43. Improvement of certain ferries and roads. 

Me. E. T.C. FARR (South Travancore Planters' Association ) said 
that the condition of the three river crossings on the Konni-Lahai road 
was far from satisfactory and at certain seasons of the year they were 
well-nigh impassable and often dangerous. The causeway put up at the 
first place, vis., the Konni-Pattanamtitta crossing, had proved to be an 
utter failure. He therefore suggested that concrete approaches of 50 
yards in length should be made on both sides of the river. In the 
Vadasserikara crossing also, solid concrete approaches rising from the 
bed of the river to 50 yards up the road on each side should be put up. 
The third crossing at the Lahai (elephant, cage) also would become im¬ 
passable during the rains, unless the existing platforms were improved. 

The member next referred to the deplorable state of the cart road 
between Nagercoil and Tadikarankonam, Due to the constant transport 
of timber, the road had become thoroughly unfit for motor traffic. The 
Masupatty bridge suffered by the floods of 1099 and had not been 
repaired since then. The Ashamboo and Balamore Estates were there¬ 
fore completely cut off from the main roads. It would appear that the 
Government were not willing to reconstruct the bridge. In that case, 
a new cart road might be opened via Parmanai, Kulasekharam, etc. to 
Nagercoil. 

Lastly, the member requested that the interests of his Association 
might be represented on the Trivandrum, Quilon and Nagercoil District 
Road Boards newly formed. 

DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr. Farr, as regards the crossings that 
you mention, the Chief Engineer states that their improvement has 
already been sanctioned, and that those works have already been taken 
in hand and will be completed soon. 

With regard to the second point, I understand that the road up; 
to the 11th mile, i.e. miles 1 to 11, is in a fairly good condition and 
that the 12th mile is being metalled. Estimates are pending with 
regard to miles 13 to 15. The question of taking up the 15th and 16th 
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miles is under consideration. With regard to the rest of the road, I 
understand from the Chief Engineer that it is in a fairly good con¬ 
dition. 

As regards the bridge, I do not think it is right to say that the 
Government have given up the idea of improving the bridge. The 
intention is to refer that matter to the Boad Board. 

MEMBER; My Association have quite recently asked me to re¬ 
present that their interests may be safeguarded on the Boad Board by 
the representation of one of their members on the Nagercoil and Quilon 
District Boards. We have no representation now. 

DEWAN : I shall consider that question. 

MEMBER : Thank you very much. 

44 . Glenmary and Church-Hill Grant-in-aid roads. 

Mb. A. R. ST. GEORGE (Centia> Traoancore Planters’ Associa¬ 
tion) said that, when at the previous session of the Assembly he request¬ 
ed the Government to take up the maintenance of the roads, he was told 
in reply that the question would be left to the Boad Board for decision. 
Now that the Boad Boards were formed, he requested that the matter 
might be referred to the Devicolam District Road Board so that they might 
advise the Government to take up the roads from the beginning of 
1106. He said that in that Board his Association was not represented. 
Formerly the roads in question were known as “Planters’ roads” ; but 
now they Were used by the general public who however paid no contri¬ 
bution towards their upkeep. The bulk of the cost of maintenance was 
met by the estates, their share being three or four times the contribution 
paid by the Government. But latterly some estates refused to pay any 
contribution at all. He therefore requested once more that the roads 
might be taken Up for departmental maintenance from the beginning 
of: 1106. 

DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr. St. George, with regard to these roads, 
I shall send these suggestions of yours to the District Boad Board as 
soon as it begins to work. 

With regard to your grievance that there is no representative for 
the Central Travancore Planters’ Association on the Board, I find from 
the rules that there is provision for two representatives of the Planters’ 
Associations. The Associations are the Mundakayam Planters’ Associa¬ 
tion and the Kanan Devan Planters' Association. Your request is that 
your Association also should be represented. 1 will consider that and 
pass orders. 

45. Public Works in the Kayankulam Town. 

Mh. P. V. IRUPPOOTY (Municipal Council, Kayankulam) first 
Spoke about the need for converting into a public road the lane from 
the motor bus stand on the Kayankulam-Karunagapalli road to St. 
Antony’s church landing. The work was most necessary as the lane 
was a much frequented one and situated in a very important and busy 
part of the town. The Government had also felt the need for the work 
and had agreed to’sanction it if the Municipal Council would undertake 
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to meet the cost. The Council should be asked to take up the work 
without further delay. The question of opening the road should not 
be referred to the Boat! Board, because it was a work that should be 
undertaken by the Municipal Council and because the interests of the 
Council were not represented on the Koad Board. 

Another vital need of the Kayankulam town was the early construc¬ 
tion of the Iron Bridge. The construction of that bridge and of the 
Neendakara bridge was begun simultaneously; but while the latter was 
nearing completion, the work on the former had not made any progress 
at all. The absence of the bridge was a serious impediment and a source 
of inconvenience in the transport of goods by merchants. At least a 
temporary bridge should be constructed at once pending const:, action of 
the sanctioned bridge. 

The motor buses bound for Alieppey and Kottayam were run¬ 
ning along the Kayankulam bazaar road which was always congested. 
It was dangerous to the public safety and the need for opening a 
deviation road with a view to divert the bus traffic had been pressed at 
previous sessions of the Assembly. The Government had sanctioned 
the work and the estimate and plan were also ready. The work should 
be taken in hand without further delay.

[The first request is for the conversion of a lane into 8 
road. . That is a matter which has for some time been under corres¬ 
pondence between the Government and your Municipal Council. At 
one time the Council agreed to meet the whole cost of the work but 
the Council now urge that they will meet only one-half the cost and 
that the remaining half should be borne by the Government. The 
Government do not think that the lane in question should be converted 
into a road at their cost; but they have no objection to the Municipal 
Council doing so from the municipal funds. 

As for the temporary bridge, the Chief Engineer is competent to 
sanction its construction and allot funds. 

The member said that the work had not yet been begun. 

The Dewan replied that orders had been issued to erect the tem¬ 
porary bridge with the materials of . the dismantled Krishnapurajn 
bridge and that the work would be expedited. 

In regard to the motor deviation road, an estimate has been pre¬ 
pared and was under investigation. After investigation, either the 
estimate or the investigation report will be sent to the Road Board. 

The member again urged the imperative need for converting the 
lane into a road. The Dewan said that the Municipal Council would 
be informed.] 

46. Ayurveda Reforms, 

Mb. K. P._ MARTANDAN VAIDYAN ( Cb.rayinkil taluk, Group 
II) spoke about the need for reorganising the Ayurveda Department 
and making it more useful to the public. The Ayurveda system of 
treatment was growing more and more popular not only in Travancore 
but even outside. But the facilities afforded for carrying out the 
Ayurvedic system of treatment were quite inadequate. The annual 
expenditure on the Government Ayurveda Hospital and Pharmacy, 
Trivandrum, was only Ks. 6,G50, while the number of patients treated 
there was about 40,000. The attendance in the General Hospital was 
only a little over this figure ;but there waa no comparison between the 
expenditure incurred on the two institutions. There were only 8 beds 
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in the Ayurveda Hospital, while the number of beds in the General 
Hospital and other allopathic institutions was large. The expend- 
iture on the Ayurveda College was insignificant, when compeared 
to that of other educational institutions. The highest-paid officer, the 
Principal, was drawing a salary of only Es. 50 per mensem. When the 
teachers were not properly encouraged, the nature of instruction that 
they would impart could more or less be imagined. There were no 
institutions for imparting instruction in poison cure, ophthalmalogy 
and other special subjects. The Ayurveda system of treatment, if 
developed, on modern lines, could be made popular even in western 
countries where the allopathic system was now most popular. With a 
view to make the Ayurveda system of treatment more popular and to 
improve the administration of the department, the member suggested 
that the Ayurveda Department should be placed under the control of a 
board of management with the acting Director of Ayurveda as its presi¬ 
dent. The board should consist of two non-official gentlemen of the 
profession and three officials, viz., the Director of Ayurveda, the 
Principal of the Ayurveda College and an allopathic doctor. The board 
should be entrusted with the work of conducting Ayurveda examina¬ 
tions and granted the power to recognise Ayurved., institutions and to 
award grants-in-aid to Vaidyaw. Under the proper administration of the 
department by such a board, the expert vaidyans would receive adequate 
encouragement and inducement to promote the cause of Ayurveda. 
A company might be formed and steps taken to manufacture medicines 
on scientific lines and distribute the same at cheap rates to the people 
at large. The question should therefore be taken up for earnest 
consideration.

[The main theme of your representation was the reform of the 
Ayurveda Department. We may hope that before long a reform will 
take place and at that time all your valuable suggestions will be care¬ 
fully considered and made use of.] 

47. Suggestions for the improvement of Education in Travancore, 

Mb. KANAKKU MAETANDA PILLAI PAEAMESVAEAN 
PILLAI (.Chirayinliii taluk, Group I) said that the need for revising 
the system of education in t Travancore had been represented both in 
the Legislative Council and in the Sri Mulam Popular Assembly. The 
newspapers had also brought it to the notice of the Government. 



The existing system of education was purely literary and was the 
chief cause of unemployment. Economics, morals, religion, hygiene, etc,, 
had no place in the curricula of studies. The private schools were not 
properly encouraged. Vernacular education was pushed to the back¬ 
ground. Selection of text books was not satisfactory. The following 
were the suggestions made by the member for improving the system of 
education and the working of the Education Department: 

(1) The Director of Public Instruction was herd-worked and 
could not find time to the shaping of new policies on modern lines for 
the improvement of education in the State. Vernacular education 
should be controlled by a separate officer styled the Deputy Director. He 
should be thoroughly familiar with the vernacular andsnbject, if necessary, 
to take charge of the administrative supervision of the Director of Public 
Instruction. For purposes of inspection of vernacular schools, the whole 
State should be divided into 4 or 5 districts and each district placed 
under the charge of an Assistant Inspector. The Inspectors should 
be assisted by Sub-Inspectors who may be recruited from among 
Middle School Headmasters. The pay of the Deputy Director, the 
Assistant Inspector and the Sub-Inspector might be fixed at Bs. 750, 
Bs. 150 and Bs. 50 respectively. The Deputy Director might be given 
power to inspect all educational institutions except colleges. The 
places of Inspector of English Schools, Chief Inspector of Vernacular 
schools and Assistant Inspectors of English Schools should be abolished 
and in their place two Bange Inspectors should bo appointed with-power 
to inspect English, and Vernacular schools. Under the Bange Inspector, 
there must be two Assistant Inspectors and under each Assistant 
Inspector there must be eight or ten Sub-Inspectors. High Schools 
should be placed under the charge of Bange Inspectors, Middle Schools 
under Assistant Inspectors and Primary Schools under Sub-Inspectors. 

(2) The girls’schools branch should be similarly reorganised. 

(3) The selection of text books should be controlled by the 
Deputy Director. 

(4) The present system of education should be changed and inst¬ 
ruction should be imparted in technical subjects such as agriculture, com¬ 
merce and industries. Agriculture should be made compulsory in English 
and Malayalam schools and agricultural farms should be opened with a 
view to impart practical instruction in agriculture. Commerce should 
be taught in all higher classes. Facilities should also be afforded for 
teaching one or two industries suitable to each locality. The scheme 
of teaching weaving introduced in certain schools was not working 
properly due to want of cotton farms and spinning and weaving equip¬ 
ments. The system of teaching .manual training should be improved, 
Manual training should be taught in primary classes and commercial 
subjects in higher classes. 

(5) Duly qualified teachers should be appointed for teaching 
English in all Vernacular Middle Schools. 

(6) Beligious instruction should be imparted in all schools. 





(7) In girls’ schools mors prominence should be given to "music 
and sewing. Hygiene should be compulsorily taught. Facilities should 
be afforded for teaching domestic economy, first aid, nursing and 
cooking, 

(8) Separate text books should be prescribed for boys’ and 
girls’ schools. Importance should be given to historical books and 
books on moral lessons. Novels, especially romances, should be ex¬ 
cluded. The selection of text-books should he made with due care to 
the standard of each class, the purity of tire language, etc. 

(9) Greater attention should be paid to the provision of proper 
buildings for schools and their equipment, especially vernacular schools, 
Each school should have an adequate number of reference books. 

(10) Physical instruction now imparted ir, schools was not satis- 
factory. It should be improved and medical inspection conducted in all 
schools. 

(11) The pay of vernacular school teachers should still further 
be enhanced and their minimum pay fixed' at Es. 18. 

(12) .Recognised schools should be adequately encouraged. The 
grants now awarded were inadequate and the officers were unsympath¬ 
etic. Recognition should be granted if a school was well-equipped and 
well-managed. The- Director should bestow greater attention on this 
matter- The loss incurred by the managers on account of fee' con¬ 
cessions and medical inspection should be made good by-the Govern¬ 
ment. 

(13) Teachers in recognised schools should he appointed in 
Government schools when vacancies arose. The .practice of discharg¬ 
ing teachers before .the vacation and appointing fresh teachers after 
the reopening, resorted to by some managers with a view to save their 
pay for the-period of the vacation, should be stopped. 

(14) The expenditure on the Education Department wasincreas- 
ing year by year and should be controlled. Schools within municipal 
towns should be left to the management of the Municipal Councils or 
local boards .to be newly formed. More schools should he left to the 
management of private agencies. The expenditure on salaries ..should 
be reduced and unnecessary expenditure curtailed. The places of the 
Personal Assistants to the Director of Public Instruction, to .the Ins¬ 
pectors and to the Inspectress should be abolished. The pay of the latter 
officers, the Principals and Professors of Colleges and of Headmasters 
should be reduced. Their office staff also should be cut short. The 
Special Schools established in certain places should, be abolished. 

In conclusion, the member requested that a committee should be 
constituted to enqnire into the existing -system of education and sug¬ 
gest ways and means for revising it and reducing the expenditure on- the 
Education Department,

[It is not possible to give an exhaustive reply to the several obser- 
vations made by you both in regard to the Education Department and 
the system of education. It is also doubtful whether the general public 
will agree with you in most of your views. Your suggestions will, 
however, be carefully considered and the necessary action taken.] 

48. The Education Department. 

Mb. KRISHNA PILLAI MADHAVAN PILLAI {Karnnagapalli 
talulc. Group T) first spoke about certain defects in the administration 
of the Education Department. There was lack of discipline in schools 
due to lack of discipline among the officers and teaching stafi. Con¬ 
sequently there was no discipline in homes. Much time was wasted in 
unnecessary correspondence and there was inordinate delay in filling 
vacancies in the teaching staff. Teachers were relieved before the 
vacation in certain schools and reappointed only two or three months 
after the reopening. 

The member suggested ( the desirability of teaching vernacular in 
Forms V and VI as it was a compulsory subject for university courses of 
study. The control over Sanskrit schools was vested in three officers, 
which was not satisfactory. The Principal of the Sanskrit College 
should have complete control over them as of old. The powers of the 
higher officers of the department should also be defined. 

The member next advocated the need for getting down an educa¬ 
tional expert from England or America for the purpose of preparing a 
scheme for the revision of the existing system of education so as to 
make it more useful to the people. There was nobody either in the 
department or outside in Travancore who would be able to undertake 
this, work. Hence the need for getting down a foreigner. 

The scheme for the revision of salaries of vernacular school 
teachers was not free from complaint. Acting and S. P. T. Head¬ 
mistresses who were drawing higher pay as such up to the end of 
Medam 1104 were asked to refund the excess pay drawn over the pay. 
to which they were eligible under the scheme. 
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The system of prescribing' new text books every year was not satis¬ 
factory. Books once selected should be continued for three years. 
Books” rejected by the Text Book Committee should not be prescribed 
by the Government. The practice of prescribing optional text books 
should be discontinued as if was a serious handicap to pupils who 
wished to go from one school to another in the course of an academic 
year. Classical works by Ezhuttachan and Kunjan iSTanibiyar should 
be selected as text.books. The Government should be the final authority 
in the matter of prescribing text books. 

A waiting room for teachers and a waiting room, and tiffin shed 
for the use of the girl pupils should be put up in the Chavara English 
High School. A compound wall for the school was aiso absolutely 
necessary The swampy area within the school compound should be re¬ 
claimed and the adjoining Sub-Begistry Office should be removed from 
its existing site as it had been acquired for the use of the school.

[Your representation contains many important matters. You say 
that there is no proper discipline in schools and consequently the disci¬ 
pline in homes also is going down. The proper remedy according to 
■ you is to enforce discipline first among teachers and departmental 
authorities. I would state that discipline is to be taught not only in 
schools. It is therefore not right to say that, because there is no disci¬ 
pline in schools the same is wanting in homes also- To enforce disci- 



piine-ia homes is the duty o! the parents. It is (only when parents or 
guardians and teachers strive together that proper discipline and morals 
can be enforced among pupils. 

The question of revising the existing educational system is engag¬ 
ing the attention not only’of the Travancore Government but also of 
the authorities elsewhere in India. But no one has yet been able to 
suggest the lines on which the system of education has to be revised. 
Your view' that an expert from a foreign country should bo got down to 
prepare a revised scheme of education is not acceptable. Such a step is 
not going to be of much use. Other Governments which do not mind 
engaging the services of educational experts on high salaries have not 
yet been able to prepare a scheme of educational reforms. If they 
succeed in preparing sucli a scheme, we will also be benefited by that. 
That is to say, if either Bengal or Bombay, for instance, is able to pre¬ 
pare such a scheme, we can also adopt that with suitable modifications 
according to local conditions and requirements. The question of edu¬ 
cational reforms is a large one to be decided after considering its many 
aspeets. 

Your views about text books are noted ; they will be mde use of to 
the extent possible. 

About the compound wall for the Chavara School, the authorities 
say that a wall is not necessary. The Government have sanctioned 
the construction of a wall on the front side ; for the other sides, wire 
fencing will suffice. 

In regard to the refund of pay by certain head mistresses as a re¬ 
sult of the recent revision of salaries of vernacular school teachers, I 
was not able to enquire into it as you had not mentioned that in j'our 
memorandum of subjects.] 

49. Defects in the present system of education in Travancore and 
need for making it more vocational and technical. 

Me, K. I. VABGHESB MAPPILLAI (Mavelikara taluk) re¬ 
quested the Dewan to convey to Her Highness the Maha Rani Regent 
the felicitations of the people of the Mavelikara taluk on the conferment 
of the title of C. I. on Her Highness. 

Passing on to his subject, he said that Travancore stood to the fore¬ 
front in India in education—specially in female education—and in having 
the largest number of degree-holders. . But the’ educationally qualified' • 
men were fit only to hold clerical appointments or to take up the teach¬ 
ing profession. Owing to the fact that the number of places at the dis¬ 
posal of the Government was limited, the number of unemployed in the 
State was very large and further that number was growing larger 
and larger every year. The cause was the defective system of educa¬ 
tion and the reluctance of the educated people to take to agriculture. 
The prevailing system of education did not also afford scope for the 
mental and moral development of the pupils. The cost of education 
was also prohibitive. The time had come for changing that system of 
education and making it more useful to the pupils in earning their 
livelihood after finishing their education, 
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In vernacular schools, the existing method of instruction should 
be continued up to class IV. In classes V to VII, practical training 
in one or two technical subjects such as carpentry, smithery, mason¬ 
ry and in one or two cottage industries, according to local conditions, 
such as basket making, mat weaving, rattan works should be given, 
Tlie same subjects should be taught in the Preparatory Class and Forms 
I to III in English schools as well. Pupils passing out of class VII in 
vernacular schools and wishing to continue their studies in English 
Schools should be admitted in Form IV and the curricula of studies in 
English and vernacular schools should be modified so as to facilitate 
that. In.Forms IV to VI, drawing, painting, dyeing, coir weaving, 
mechanism relating to ordinary machines, etc., should be taught. But 
pupils with no taste in technical subjects but only in literary ones 
should be exempted from studying them. After passing the School Final 
Class, pupils who had taken up industrial and technical subjects 
should be given training for a period of two years in ivory works, silk 
industry, high class carving, painting, soap making, scent manufacture, 
printing, film production, book-keeping, shorthand, survey, navigation, 
scientific agriculture, etc. If education was shaped on the above lines, 
there would be less of unemployment in the State and the parents 
also would not be put to unnecessary loss on account of education of 
their children. If necessary, one or two technical colleges might.be 
opened in the State and grants awarded to private industrial schools 
DEWAN’S REPLY : Mr. Varghese Mappillai, your representa¬ 
tion shows that you have given some earnest thought to this question of 
educational reform. I am very glad to note that in your representation 
there are several practical suggestions for improvement, I may tell 
you that Government will carefully consider these suggestions and make 
use of them. 


50. Educational Reforms. 

Mb. K, M. MATHAI (Pattanamtitta Taluk) expressed the 
sense of loyalty and the gratification of the people of his taluk for 
appointing a second time a Travaneorean as Dewan. 

Passing on to his subject, he said that the need for making the 
system of education more suited to local conditions and modern require¬ 
ments had already been brought to the notice of the Government. The 
existing system of education was purely literary and was useful only in 
producing teachers and clerks. It was first introduced by the East 
India Company and was unsuited to modern requirements. He therefore 
made the following suggestions for improving that system :— 

(1) Some scheme should be evolved to give practical instruction 
to pupils in agriculture, commerce, banking, chitties, co-operation, etc., 
according to the “project method” of teaching'. Mere theoretical 
knowledge without practical training was of no avail. 

(2) The curricula of studies should be revised so as to include 
ths.ahove subjects; and if necessary, some subjects from the ,existing 
curricula should be eliminated. 
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(3) The Text Book Committee should be reconstituted so as to 
give greater representation to teachers, as they would be the best judges 
in selecting books for the several standards. 

(4) Greater importance should be given to the teaching of 
hygiene in schools. "Without proper physical development, mental 
development was useless. 

(5) The ever-increasing expenditure on education should be con¬ 
trolled. An appreciable amount’of expenditure could bo saved if primary 
schools for boys and girls and English and vernacular middle schools 
were amalgamated. 

(6) All subjects should be taught in Malayalam at least in English 
schools up to Prom. VI, if not in colleges also. 

(7) Sanskrit should be taught as a compulsory subject in all 
vernacular schools. For a proper study of the Malayalam language,"a 
knowledge of Sanskrit was indispensable. 

(8) The revision of pay of vernacular school teachers newly 
sanctioned was not satisfactory. Under the revised scheme, many un¬ 
trained teachers were eligible only for a less pay than trained 
teachers, although in service and general qualifications they were senior 
to the latter. The fact that they were not taken up for training was 
not their fault. It would be very hard if they were therefore made 
junior to others who were now eligible for a higher pay. The delay in¬ 
giving effect to the revision was great. 

(9) Graduate teachers newly appointed in vernacular schools 
should not be ranked above other teachers having experience and service. 
In giving promotions also, the claims of the latter should not be 
ignored. 

(10) Prominence should be given to the teaching of agriculture 
in schools and agricultural demonstration farms should be opened 
adjacent to vernacular middle schools with a view to impart practical 
training. 

(11) There was a decline in the number of night schools. The 
Government should take steps to increase their number and make them 
more useful to the labouring' and depressed classes. 

(12) The Provident Fund Scheme should be made compulsory in 
all schools under private management.

[I shall very gladly convey to Her Highness'the Maha Bani Regent 
and to His Highness the Maha Baja the sentiments of loyalty given ex¬ 
pression to by the member for Mavelikara taluk and yourself. 

Of the several points relating to education, I shall reply to one or 
two. Firstly, in regard to physical culture. I cannot certainly claim 
that our schools have got all the conveniences and appliances necessary 
for training in physical culture. But the facilities for that pur¬ 
pose are day by day increasing. Further, recentlj' the Government 
have deputed two graduates to Madras for training in physical culture 
in the Y. M. C. A. School of Physical Culture, Boyapetta. When they 
return after! one year’s training, it is proposed to appoint them as Physi¬ 
cal Instructors in the Science and Arts Colleges. This shows that the 
Government are aware of the need for imparting instruction in physical 
development to pupils and students and that they are affording and are 
prepared to afford all possible facilities for the purpose. 

Then in regard to the increase of pay to vernacular school 
teachers, a separate staff is working to give practical effect to the re¬ 
organisation scheme as early as possible. The staff is collecting statistics 
regarding the service, pay, et.c. of the teachers in every school with a 
view to fix their initial pay after revision. Many schools have been 
finished and the Director expects that the remaining schools will also be 
finished before the close of the current year. 

What you have stated about the decline of night schools is true. 
The Director will be asked to investigate the causes for their decline and 
suggest measures for their revival. 

The other points will be considered.] 

51. Women’s Education, 

Mr. P.Ii. MATTHEW (Eunmtnad taluk, Group II) said that the 
subject of his representation was never before discussed in the Sri 
Mulam Popular Assembly, probably because women had no voice in the 
Assembly. His first request was therefore that the Assembly Buies 
should he amended without further delay so as to remove sex dis¬ 
qualification, especially when women in the State had attained a high 
standard of education and had been given equal rights with men in the 
public service and in the Legislative Council. It should also be rioted 
that in intelligence, public spirit, high ideals and spiritual experience, 
women were in no way inferior to men and therefore it would be unfair 
to deny them any rights. 

Passing on to the subject of women’s education, the member said 
that, from the nature of the different life led by men and women, the 
education imparted to women should also be in accordance with this 
difference, and helpful to their future existence. For married women to 
which category most adult women belonged, the centre of interest was the 
home, which formed the field for the first training of men and women for 
future citizenship in the State. The course of instruction now imparted 
in girls schools was not suitable for. the purpose. Domestic science, 






nursing, hygiene,, needlework, painting, music and such other subjects 
might be advantageously added to or given great importance in the 
course of studies in girls’ schools. Although the Government had realised 
the importance of such a course of studies andopened parallel divisions in 
Forms IV to VI of the English High Schools for Girls, Trivandrum, for¬ 
giving instruction in subjects included in domestic science, it was re¬ 
grettable to note that those divisions had subsequently to,be abolished 
* on account of a general reluctance on the part ofpupils to take to the 
course. The course should not be stopped if it was really found to be 
useful to the girls, merely on the ground of reluctance on the part of 
pupils. The way to popularise it would be to give girls securing 
a diploma in that course preference over ail others in ap¬ 
pointment as teachers in vernacular schools for girls and for lower- 
classes in English schools. Such a policy would be instrumental in creat¬ 
ing a sudden change in the attitude of the pupils towards this course and 
gradually it would be considered as the most suitable course for 
women. 


There was only one departmental English High School for girls in 
the State. That and most of the private schools -were situated in towns. 
Unlike boys, girls living in places 4 or 5 miles away from schools could 
not attend such schools. That was a serious handicap to their studies. 
The only -way of removing the handicap w'as to have residential in¬ 
stitutions for girls in all the towns. But such institutions were costly 
both to the pupils and to the management so that there were only very 
few of them in existence. The rules relating to the award of grants to 
such institutions should therefore be applied leniently and sympatheti¬ 
cally with a view to advance the education of women. Eesidential 
institutions were also useful in popularising the special courses of 
study referred to above. There were only, two schools, one departmental 
and the other private, in which such courses were introduced; while in the 
departmental school the parallel divisions v ere abolished, they continued 
to be held in the private school. The reasons were the following:— 

(1) Subjects coming under domestic science were best taught in - 
an institution where teachers and pupils lived and moved together. 
The instruction was more than academic. 

(2) The exigencies of public service make permanency of staff in 
a Government school almost impossible. A definite and comprehensive 
scheme with a more or less permanent machinery to carry it out was 
among the minimum requirements for the special courses of study re¬ 
ferred 8 to above. Private residential institutions were the best agencies 
for such work’and therefore they should be encouraged by the Govern¬ 
ment. 

DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr. Matthew, I must say that I feel 
specially thankful to you for dealing with a subject about which you can 
talk from personal experience. I do not think there are many others 
in this hall who can claim that qualification. Your representation 





consists of two parts. In the first, you said that in departmental 
schools what has once been tried, and has had to be abandoned on 
account of the want of response from pupils, should be tried again with 
certain modifications. The object of instituting those new, or additional, 
courses of study is to wean girls and young women from their desire 
to enter public service and engage themselves in professions to the 
detriment perhaps of the purity and the beneficent nature of home life. 
But the method you suggest for making these courses of studies 
popular defeats the very object of that new scheme. You want evident, 
ly to wait before giving it up. As a remedy you suggest that only 
those who have passed that course should be employed as teachers in 
Government schools. Better than that, it seems to me, would be the 
example of institutions like yours at Alwayo. I am sure that all those 
who are interested in female education are watching the progress of 
that institution of yours; and when it becomes known that that 
institution serves a very useful and necessary purpose, J am sure that 
more institutions of the kind will be started. As you yourself said, that 
is a field where private enterprise has to step in, and it is not for the 
Government because, as you admit, it is impossible for the Government 
to do all that is required. When such institutions are started, you 
may rest assured that Government will consider sympathetically 
the question of helping them. 

52. Educational Improvements. 

Mb. MATEVAN PILLAI NILAKANTA PILLAI (Municipal 
Council, Colachel ) said that the existing system of education was 
responsible for tbo growth of unemployment in the State. The so- 
called educated youths were fit only for holding appointments. Their 
general physique was very poor and they were unfit to enter any 
profession which would help them to earn their livelihood. 
There was therefore imperative need for thoroughly overhauling 
the system of education and making it more useful to the public, 
The same subject was pressed at the 23rd session. The Government 
replied that a committee would be appointed to go into the 
question, But the committee had not yet come into being. The 
member requested that the question might be taken up without 
further delay and a committee of educationists constituted to enquire 
into the question and submit a report. He also made the follow¬ 
ing suggestions for improving the existing system of education : — 

(1) All subjects except English should be taught in Malayalam 
in all classes in English High Schools. 

(2) Instruction in technical subjects should be imparted to 
pupils in all English schools and in vernacular schools above class IV, 

(3) Industrial education should he started in all primary 
schools. 

(4) Greater importance should be .given to the vernaculars in 
the curricula of studies in colleges. 

(5) Industrial schools should be opend for teaching weaving, 
carpentry, smithery, soap making, match manufacture, painting, paper 
manufacture and pencil making. 
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(6) Agricultural schools should also be opened for giving 
practical instruction in agriculture. 

(V) Night schools should be opened to educate adults in the 
three Es. 

(8) The period of instruction in primary schools should be 
fixed between 8 to 10-30 a. m. and 2 to 4 p. it. every day. 

(9) The curricula of studies in primary schools should be made 

easier. 

(10) The old Ealari system should he revived for giving 
physical training to pupils. 

(11) Domestic economy and child welfare should be taught 
in girls’ schools. 

(12) Primary education should be made compulsory in the 

State. 

DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr. Matevan Pillai Nilakanta Pillai,

[Your views about the reform of the system of education are noted.] 

53. Suggestions for the improvement of the Vernacular Literature. 

Mb. P. C. PADMANABHAN TAMPI {Municipal Council, Hari- 
pad) made the following suggestions for the development of vernaculars 
in the State: 

(1) All Government correspondence except correspondence with 
outsiders should be in the vernaculars. The one serious obstacle in 
this direction was the ignorance of certain heads of departments and 
offices in the vernaculars. All officers should therefore be required to 
study the vernaculars and their knowledge tested by examinations. 

(2) A high and refined style and diction of the vernacular langu¬ 
age should be adopted in Government publications such as the Gazette, 
the Administration Report, the Proceedings of the Legislative Council 
and the Sri Mulam Popular Assembly and the Agricultural Magazine. 
The members of the Council and the Assembly should also co-operate 
with the Government in the matter. Whenever names were written 
in English, their correct spelling in the Vernacular also should be given. 
Otherwise they were misread. 

(3) Special attention should be paid to the selection of text books. 
The Government was the final authority in prescribing text¬ 
books. In British India, text books for all classes except the School 
final class were selected by the Headmasters of the schools from among 
the books approved by the Text Book Committees. In Travancore also, 
similar powers should be given to the Headmasters. Eor the Verna¬ 
cular School Leaving and Higher Examinations, the power might be 
reserved with the Government or the Director of Public Instruction. 
Membership on the Text Book Committees should not be confined to the 
officers of the Education Department. Literary men in other walks of 
life should also have chaoses of becoming members. 
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Incidentally, the member referred to the delay in the distribution 
o£ Malayalam Readers among, the Assistant Inspectors. Every 
year the books were available only 2 or 3 months after the reopening of 
the schools after the midsummer recess. The member requested that 
steps be taken to prevent such delay and also suggested the desirability 
of entrusting the sale of the Readers to private agencies. It was dero¬ 
gatory to the Government to conduct the business themselves as 
ordinary merchants. If the sale be entrusted to private agencies 
there would be a saving on account of the cost of the staff employed to 
attend to the work. 

(4) The minima of marks in English and Vernacular languages 
for purposes of entry into public service and for success in examinations 
should be raised. 

(5) A committee should be constituted for compiling a standard 
dictionary and a book on vernacular idioms and other works calculated 
to improve the vernaculars. The work of the committee would be 
lightened by the dictionaries that were being compiled by the Head 
Translator to Government and one Mr. Padmanabha Pillai of Sri. 
kantesvaram. 

(6) Knowledge of the vernaculars should be made compulsory for 
all appointments in the public service. 

(7) Grants should be awarded to libraries, reading rooms and 
other institutions intended to advance vernacular language and 
literature. 

DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr. Padmanabhan Tampi, I do not think 
that any one will disagree with your opinion that the vernaculars 
deserve all the encouragement that it is possible for the people of this 
State to give and also for the Government to give. I do not think there 
is any difference of opinion on that point. But as to how far and in 
what directions changes are to be made for that purpose is a question 
that will give rise to serious differences of opinion. You must have 
noticed, in recent years, how the Government have been trying in 
various ways to advance the interests of the vernaculars, how, in various 
du-ections, the vernaculars have, as it were, encroached .upon what was 
considered to be till recently the sphere of English. The proceedings 
of the Government in many cases are, when they are promulgated in 
English, at least translated into the vernaculars, and when they are 
published, they are published in all the three languages that is, English, 
Malayalam and Tamil. I can say that we can all hope that gradually, 
year after year, the province of vernaculars will get widened. You said 
that sometimes the writing of names of localities in Travancore in 
English characters leads to funny mistakes. I suppose almost all of us 
at one time or another have come across such mistakes. The remedy, 
however, is very easy. Whenever the name of a place, which is not fami¬ 
liar, has to be mentioned, besides writing it in English characters, I 
suppose it is very easy to write the name in the vernacular too, That 
will not be very difficult. 
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Your main theme was about Text-Book Committees. There again, 
nobody will deny the importance of the work of the Text Book Com- 
mittee, or the practical difficulties in always selecting the best books. 
You said that Text Book Committees should not be constituted merely 
of educational authorities. A little while ago, another member said that 
Text Book Committees should not be constituted of merely literary men. 
I think there is some truth in both these statements. It is necessary 
to have educational authorities on the Text Book Committees because 
it is they alone who are, as it were, in everyday contact with the intel¬ 
ligence of the children, who can really fix the standard of the text 
book for each class. An eminent -writer will perhaps be carried away 
more by his admiration of elegant language and is likely to ignore 
the standard of capacity of little children who may have to study those 
text books, It seems to me that in this too,' as in all other things, a 
golden mean is the best. And we have a committee consisting of edu¬ 
cational authorities and literary men. 

With regard to the examinations, you said that the minima of 
marks for passes in the vernaculars should be raised. I have expert 
opinion that there is no necessity for raising it. By analogy, of course, 
in an English country, the minimum for passing the English language 
should be raised. As a matter of fact, we do not find it. The expert 
opinion is that it is not necessary to raise the minima of examination 
marks in the English language. 

You then mentioned the dictionary. I did not know' that there 
was a dictionary in the making by the Head Translator. I have always 
thought that that was more a matter for literary men than for the 
Government to take up. And now I am glad to find there is a 
Dr. Johnson among us. The only thing for the Government to do is 
to render such help as it is possible and proper for them to give. That 
I am sure Government will give. 

There are a few other valuable suggestions made by you. These 
will also be carefully considered. 

54. Communications in the Peermade taluk, 

Mb. N. K. P. P. ROWTHER (Peermade taluk) said'that Peermade 
was the centre of the plauting district, besides being a sanatorium and 
summer resort. But want of communicatioios and facilities for easy 
access was a serious handicap to the planting industry such as carda¬ 
mom, rubber and tea, the demand for which was growing more and 
more year by year. The member therefore requested that the following 
works might be undertaken and finished at an early date:— 

(1) Completion of the Kumili-Devicolam road and making it fit 
for cart traffic. The work might be started at both ends of the road so 
that it might be finished quickly. Two branch roads from the trunk 
road should also be opened, one leading to Vandanmettu and the other 
to Cumbammettu. The distance between the two places would only 
be about 6 miles. 
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(2) The cardamom ryots of Peermade were living in the Cnm- 
ham valley and they had begun the construction of a road from Cum- 
bammettu to the foot of the hills, a distance of 4 miles. That road if 
completed would facilitate the transport of timber to the British 
frontier. The Government should therefore make a liberal grant for 
its construction, 

(3) Construction of a cart road from Kurnili to Ramakkal along 
the frontier connecting all the ahowheys. Such a road would be of great 
help to the Government officers in detecting and preventing smuggling 
of dutiable articles. 

(4) Extension of the Fairfield road to meet the Kumili-Devicolam 
road xia Aiyappan Koil would be a short cut from Devicolam to 
Kottayam when the Devicolam-Kumili. road was completed. 

(5) Construction of a road from Vandanmettu to Kalthotti carda¬ 
mom area and meeting the Kottayain-Kumili would be a great boon 
to the cardamom ryots. The cardamom estates in the Vandanmettu 
pulcuthi were now all scattered in the Mali, Kanavakuzhi and Kalthotti 
tavalams. If all those tavalams were connected by the proposed road i 
the cardamom ryots would be highly benefited and easy transport 
facilitated. 

(6) Construction of a road from Vandanmettu to Karimannur. 
If that road and the road to Cumbammettu now under construction by 
the planters were finished, there will te through communication between 
Todupuzha and Cumbam on the British frontier. 

(7) Construction of bridges acrose the Mali and Kanavakuzi 
rivers in the Vandanmettu palcuthi. During the rainy season, the 
rivers . were flooded and crossing was well-nigh impossible. The 
owners, of cardamom estates on the other side of the rivers and the 
coolies working in them were consequently put to much hardship. 
The bridges were therefore absolutely necessary. 

The above questions would naturally be referred to the Road Board. 
But the Board would meet only twice every year and all questions 
cannot be taken up and decided. The Board should therefore be in¬ 
structed to meet oftener. 

D EWAN'S REPLY: Mr. Rowther, I shall be very glad to con¬ 
vey to Her Highness the Maha Rani Regent the expressions of loyalty 
and rejoicing at Her Highness having secured the coveted honor of 
C. I. conferred on Her by His Majesty the King Emperor. 

Your representation mainly deals with means of communications, 
some roads and some bridges. These requisitions for roads and other 
means of. communication have hereafter to be dealt with by the Road 
Boards that have been created now and your requests will all be re¬ 
ferred to the Road Boards. As the representative of a taluk, you will 
have an opportunity of pressing these needs before the District Board. 

In regard to one or two of your specific requests, I have a. word to 
say. In regard to the second point of your representation, that is, 
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the road which is under construction by the owners of cardamom 
estates from the foot of the hill to Cumbamettu, I may tell you that 
Government are not quite satisfied that it is a road which is going to 
be useful ; and unless they are satisfied on that point, you cannot 
expect Government to make any contribution towards the expenses 
of that road. 

With regard to the road that you suggest for connecting up all 
the ehoielceys together, the Government experts are of opinion that it 
is going to be a costly concern; and, at present there is no necessity 
for such a costly road. 

Your sixth point is that the High Kange Division is, as it were, 
isolated, and that by the opening of a road like that it will be connected 
with the plains. But even as it iB, you have got a big road project 
there, that is, the Pallivasal-Neriamangalatn road which is going to 
connect Devicolam, Pallivasal, Munnar and other places with the plains. 
Until we have seeu by experience how far that road serves the needs 
of the locality, we cannot be sure that there is any necessity for further 
road construction. 

Your other suggestions will be referred to the Road Board. 

55. Means of communication in the Parur taluk, 

Mn. V, K, KUNJTJKRISHNAN VAIDYAN ( Nominated ) thanked 
the Government for nominating him to the Assembly and also expressed 
the gratification of the inhabitants of the Parur taluk for taking in 
hand the construction of the Parur bridge. But there were other 
public works which were also absolutely necessary and the following 
were the chief among them :— 

(1) Metalling the road starting from the main road on the north¬ 
ern side of the Parur Cuteherry and leading to Chennamangalam and 
the provision of two culverts. 

(2) Construction of a bridge at the northern extremity of the 
above road and provision of a ferry boat there, pending construction 
of the bridge. 

(3) Metalling the road starting from the Parur angadi and 
leading to Kuriyapalli and making it fit for cart traffic. That work had 
already been sanctioned and should be taken in hand soon. The 
bridge at Tiruppuram was in a dilapidated condition. It would be 
desirable to dismantle it and construct a new one along with the work 
on the road. 

(4) Improvement of the road leading to Chakkarakadavu and 
making it fit for cart traffic. 

(5) Deepening the Pashni todu on the eastern side of the Parur 
Cuteherry. 

(6) Construction of abridge at the Moottakunnam school landing. 

(7) Completion of the bridge at Pallikadavi’,

[Except for one or two points, all your requests have to be placed 
before the Road Board newly constituted. They will all be referred to 
the Board. 

The Pallikadavu bridge, you say, is almost completed. 

The metalling of the road to Chakkarakadavp is said to be defective, 
This point will also go to thetRoad Board. 

In regard to the Moottakunnam bridge, an estimate was sanction¬ 
ed. But as the amount was inadequate, a revised estimate has been 
submitted. It will be sorutinsed and the necessary action taken.] 

56. Reform of the Ayurveda Department and encouragement 0! 

Ezhavas. 

Me. V. K. KUNJUKRISHNAN VAIDYAN ( Nominated) sajd 
that the Ayurveda system of treatment was not giving that amount of 
medical relief which it would be possible to give. That was due to cer¬ 
tain defects which should be removed. In the first place, there was no 
proper text book on physiology. A thorough knowledge of physiology was 
an absolute necessity for a V aielyan to diagnose any disease and prescri¬ 
be the appropriate remedy. The first thing to be done was therefore to 
hj>ve a text book written in Malayalam on physiology based on the work 
of Susruta and on the works of modern English physiologists. The 
growing popularity of the Ayurveda system in Bengal was due to the 
publication of such books in Bengali by Nageudraaath Sen and others. 



A committee of expert Vaidyans should be appointed for translating 
rare and old Ayurveda works on physiology and publishing the same 
with commentaries and additions wherever necessary. 

Surgery was not being practised by Ayurveda doctors, although 
the science of Ayurveda prescribed surgical treatment also. The Govern¬ 
ment should therefore take steps to train Ayurveda Vaidyans in surgery 
also and get down the necessary instruments for the purpose. 

There was only one departmental Ayurveda hospital through¬ 
out the State and that was housed in a rented building. That fact and the 
comparatively small expenditure incurred on the institution.when compar¬ 
ed with that on the Medical Department,, showed the want of sympathy- 
on the part of the Government with the Ayurveda Department. More 
hospitals should be opened in all important taluks. In the Northern 
Division, there should be hospitals at Parur, Muvattupuzha and Alwaye. 
The grant-in-aid hospital run at Quilon should be taken over by the 
Government and housed in a Government building. Arrangements 
should also be made for the manufacture and supply of all medicines. 
Ayurveda patasalas should also be opened in the above places. 

Qualified Ezhava Vaidyans should be given preference for 
appointments. Such men might be selected from among the grant-in-aid. 
Vaidyans. 

Grants should be awarded to the expert Vaidyans who had been 
recognised by the Government, without waiting for vacancies among the 
grant-in-aid Vaidyans or depending upon the Municipalities to do so. 

Assistant Vaidyans employed by grant-in-aid Vaidyans'iox helping 
them in the collection of herbs and the preparation of medicines should 
be given a grant of Rs. 10 each per mensem. The maximum grant 
should be raised from Rs. 30 to Es. 60 and the minimum from Es. 15 to 
Es. 25. 

The salaries of officers of the Aymveda’Department should also be 
suitably enhanced. 

An Advisory Board consisting of not less than four members should 
be constituted and the Director of Ayurveda should act according to the 
recommendations of-the Board. There should be qualified Ezhava 
Vaidyans as members of the Board and all the members should be 
granted allowances for their work on the Board, 

For the next vacancy in the Ayurveda Hospital, an Ezhava grant- 
in-aid Vaidyan should be appointed. 

Lastly, the member requested that in all hospitals and chief Vaidya~ 
salas, women Vaidyans and nurses should be appointed

[Your representation contains many useful suggestions. You 
referred to the need for teaching physiology on modem lines. Even 
now there is an allopathic doctor in the Ayurveda College to teach that 
subject.

With regard to the training of Ayurveda students in surgery and 
the supply of surgical instruments to them, it is doubtful whether there 
is real need for this. In cases where surgical operations are necessary 
for patients treated by Ayurveda Vaidyans, the latter usually call in the 
aid of an allopathic surgeon for the purpose and treat the patients for 
the other diseases themselves. This arrangement is not an impossible 
one, as I myself know from my personal experience. 

You said that the Government have not got sympathy with the 
Ayurveda Department inasmuch as the Ayurveda Hospital is housed in 
a rented building. If engaging a rented building for departmental 
use shows want of sympathy, the same thing can be said cf many other 
departments as well- The office of the Excise Commissioner whose 
department brings in a large revenue is held in a rented building. 
There is absolutely no harm in holding an institution in a rented build¬ 
ing, especially in Trivandrum where many good buildings are available 
for hire. 

As regards hospitals, there is a set of rules for the conduct of 
private hospitals. Some hospitals are being conducted according to 
these rules and the Government award grants to them. 

Your suggestions relating to the reorganisation of the department, 
are noted for consideration at the time when that question is taken 
UP'] 

57, Concessions to the Arayas in the matter of education and in 
regard to entertainment in public service. 

Mb. K. C. KOCHAPP1 ARAYAN (Nominated) thanked the 
Government for nominating an Araya member to the Assembly. The 
Araya community was known by several names such as Araya, Vala 
andNulaya and they were scattered throughout the State. Their chief 
occupations were agriculture, weaving and coir industry. But the major¬ 
ity of them were uneducated and poor. Several concessions in regard 
to education had been granted by the Government to Pulayas, Parayas 
and other depressed classes and there had been appreciable educational 
progress among them. That was the result of the insistent prayers of 
the representatives of those communities in the Assembly. The Araya 
community however had no such opportunity. They were educationally 
very backward and the following concessions might be granted to 
them;— 

(1) Full fee concessions in all classes of Vernacular middle 
schools and half fee concessions in classes VIII and IX. Really poor 
pupils should be granted full foe concessions in these classes as well. 

(2) Half fee concessions should be granted in all classes of 
English schools, 

(3) The Araya candidates for the English and Vernacular School 
Leaving Examinations should be exempted from payment of examine- 
tion fees. 

(4) Due encouragement should bo given to Arayas in the public 
service. There were a'few Arayas holding acting appointments in 
certain departments. They should be confirmed and given due promo* 
tions and the Pleads of Departments should be instructed accordingly.

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[Your community deserves to be congratulated for having secured as 
their representative an old gentleman, like you for representing their 
cause. Your representation would create the impression that not having 
been represented in the Assembly your community has suffered when 
compared to other depressed communities. This i's not correct. Your 
community is included in the category of depressed classes and what¬ 
ever concessions have been granted to the depressed classes in general 
have been available to your community also. Besides, I find that your 
community was represented in this Assembly, on former occasions. 
Whether as a result of the representations of these representatives or 
others, your community has derived ail the benefits which the depressed 
classes in general have derived. The Government have granted several 
concessions to the depressed classes in the matter of education and are 
even now watching with sympathy their educational advancement. So 
far as your community is concerned, whatever can possibly be done will 
be done.] 
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58. The Travancore Municipal Regulation and suggestions for its 
better working. 

Mb. JOSHUA R. DANIEL (Municipal Comoil, Nayercoil) said 
that the Municipal Regulation was defective in several respects and the 
bye-laws passed by the various councils were neither uniform nor ex¬ 
haustive. The chief defect was the predominance of the official element 
in municipal administration. Under the Regulation, the Govern¬ 
ment had tho power to nominate a number of councillors and in 
some cases of even nominating the Presidents. The President had 
powers independent of the Council. The President or Vice-President 
could be removed at the instance of the Government, that is to say, 
they held office only during the pleasure of the Government. Disputes 
relating to elections of Presidents had to be decided by the Government 
under the Rules framed by the Government for the purpose, although 
the High Court had held that the action of the Government in passing 
the Rules was ultra vires. 

Besides the general observations made above, the member also 
pointed out certain other defects in the working of the Regulation and 
suggested measures for their removal. Firstly, there was no provision 
in the Regulation defining the qualifications of an elector. The provi¬ 
sion in Section 17 (2) and (8) regarding the residue of the term of 
office was unhappy and should be deleted. Women should be declared 
eligible to stand for election to Councils and the qualifications to 
vote should also be defined. 

The wording of Section 20 (5) relating to the adjournment of 
meetings was unhappy and in conflict with Section 25 (3). It would be 
desirable to make provision for forfeiture of membership for continuous 
absence. 

The final electoral roll was published after approval by the Revising 
Authority, a body of 3 persons including the President. There was no 
provision for appeal. A civil suit against the President would be in- 
fructuous because, before a suit was filed, 2 months’ notice was required. 
In the meantime, the election would have been held, for, under the Rules, 
the election had to be held within 25 days from the date of publication 
of the final rolls. Further, the President who prepared the list was 
also one of the judges to approve it. That was not desirable. It was 
therefore necessary to create a separate body to decide disputes relating 
to the electoral roll. 

A new provision should be added relating to the protection of Muni¬ 
cipal funds, on the lines of corresponding provision in the Madras Act, 
IV of 1919. 

Section 65 (2) relating to the penalty for failure to furnish 
information regarding liability to taxation was not clear as regards 
the basis of liability. The High Court had held that the demand 
for information in Section 83 (1) was the foundation for liability; 
while it had subsequently been held that no prosecution j lay. 



The law should be made clear. The Regulation did not provide for the 
right of suit as to the validity of any tax. The provisions of Sections 
95 and 96 for a special tribunal were not exhaustive. It could not be 
said that that tribunal had exclusive jurisdiction to try questions referr¬ 
ed to it, though there was an implied prohibition against filing a suit 
in ordinary courts. The provisions should be made clear. 

In regard to taxation of buildings, the provision in Section 3 (17) 
relating to the recovery of tax from the occupants was anomalous. The 
term occupant had not been defined. There was no provision for 
recovery of tax from the representatives of a deceased person after the 
imposition of the tax. The allowance of ono-sixth of the annual value 
for repairs to buildings was small and should be enhapced, The let¬ 
ting value of a building should be taken from month to month instead 
of year to year. The Revision of rates once in 5 years under Section 
72 (1) was a real hardship to the poor people. 

Under Section 63, the Government had the right to levy any tax 
irrespective of the wishes of the Council. The power should not be 
exercised and in every case the Council should be consulted. 

Section 68 gave the Council a sort of summary power’ as regards re¬ 
covery of tax and any defector irregularity could not invalidate any 
impost. The statutory requirements should be strictly complied 
with before any tax could be'said to have been legally imposed. 

The terms arts, professions, trades, callings, carrying on business, 
etc., should be properly defined. A tax once imposed could not be revised 
during the term, whatever might have been the cause of enhancement. 
This defect should be removed. 

In regard to the taxing of vehicles, the term “plying for hire ” was 
not defined. The Council could not take any penal action for failure to 
furnish information but may proceed under Section 98. That was 
inadequate and more effective provisions should be introduced. There 
was also no exception in favour of vehicles solely used for the con¬ 
veyance of children, 

The right of seizure, distress and sale of movables conferred on the 
Municipal Council must be strictly construed. The safeguards in the 
Regulation as regards the right of sales, etc,, must be amplified by 
rules. 

The powers conferred by Chapter VI of the Regulation and the 
procedure to be followed under that chapter were not capable of exact 
definition or limitation. But instances were not wanting where the 
power had been used in a capricious, wanton or unreasonable manner so 
as to wound the feelings of the people. Valuable buildings or pandals 
were ordered to be removed at short notice. In the interests of public 
safety, such large powers had been conferred on local authorities. But 
the proceedings should not be mere executive acts but must be convert¬ 
ed into judicial acts to be done with due care and attention after giving 
the parties notice and hearing them, 



Lastly, slaughter houses should be removed outsiae municipal 
limits. The existence of private slaughter houses haa verv otten led to 
' public disturbances because slaughter of cows was considered a sacri¬ 
lege by a large section of the people. 

DEWAN'S REPLY:—Mr. Daniel, I am glad to be able to tell 
you that the need for the amending of the Municipal Reuuiation nag 
been felt by the Government themselves. AccI thev have instructed 
the Law Member to draft an amendment bill. I shai: not attempt to 
follow the details of the discussion of the various provisions 01 tne exist¬ 
ing Municipal Regulation or their defects, but I am sure that the 
discussion contained in your representation will be ot great help to the 
Law Member in drafting the Bill. 

59. Reform of the Trivandrum Mun.c pa 1 Coun til. 

Mr. S. NATARAJA PILLAI (Municipal Council , Trivandrum) 
said that the provisions of the Municipal Regulation, V of 1095, were 
too inadequate for the Municipal Councils to carry on the duties en¬ 
trusted to them. The Regulation should therefore be amended suitably 
at an early date. 

Speaking about the Trivandrum Municipality in particular, the 
member said that the provisions of Regulation were insufficient in several 
respects. Many localities were too congested for healthy habitation. 
Many acts had to be done to minister to the growing needs of the town 
but there was no sanction therefor in the existing Regulation. There 
was no provision for the effective control of public hotels and tea-shops ; 
the sale of adulterated and impure foodstuffs could not be prevented ; the 
nuisance of smoking was another evil which could not be controlled. 
The Council had no large powers over its funds which could be spent 
only with the sanction of Government. There was no provision for the 
realisation of dues from foreign cinema and dramatic companies who 
played without license. Their performances could not be prohibited, 
although, health experts condemned them. The Council had to pay 
compensation for the lands acquired for its use but was not impleaded 
in land acquisition cases. The above were only some of the defects 
which stood in the way of the Council doing acts of public good. 

The member next spoke about the need for a non-official President 
for the Trivandrum Municipal Council. The subject had been urged on 
the attention of the Government on more occasions than one. The spirit 
underlying local-self government required an elected president. Only 
he can influence the citizens to co-operate with him in the. common 
endeavour of doing social good. Official Presidents could not command 
public support. They had also no enthusiasm for working new schemes 
of public utility but were content to see that the existing machinery was 
run. They occupied a position of vantage in that they had the support 
of the Government always and were not controlled by the Council. 
The result w'as the lack of continued policy and vigorous schemes 
for improved municipal administration. Under the existing circum¬ 
stances, the assistance of a Council was hardly necessary. An official 
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President was also an insult to the intelligence of the local citizens, 
because in effect it was presumed that the latter were unable to carry 
on municipal administration. The Government had felt the need for a 
non-official President so long ago as 1921 and agreed to give one on the 
understanding that the council would employ an executive officer lent 
by the Government under the President and removable from office only 
by Government. On another occasion, the Council was told that the right 
of electing a non-official President would be granted on condition that 
the Council agreed to appoint, as its chief Executive Officer an officer of 
the status of a Dewan Peishkar with ' control over the Municipal 
executive'and powers similar to those ol: the Commissioner of the 
Madras Corporation. The Council accepted the latter proposal but the 
Government left the matter as it was. The member requested that the 
matter should ba taken up for consideration again as a change was 
imperatively necessary. 

His next request was for the removal of the disqualification placed 
on women to become members of Municipal Council, by Section 11 of 
the Regulation. This was a blot on the statute book when women 
were granted equal rights and privileges with men everywhere else. 

Lastly he referred to the reply given by the Dewan to the represent¬ 
ative of the Trivandrum Municipal Council at the last session of the 
Assembly, about the remedying of the defects- of the Municipal Regu¬ 
lation and requested that early action might be taken in the matter. 

DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr. Nataraja Pillai, you have suggested 
an amended Regulation. As I told the member who made the repre¬ 
sentation before you, the amendment has been taken in hand, and if, 

. by such amendment, the Trivandrum Municipality will get a non-official 
President, Government will not stand in its way. 

As regards the various suggestions you made, your representation 
will be sent to the Law Member and he will consider them in drafting 
the amendments. 

60. Desirability of having an elected non-official President 
for the Attingal Municipal Council, 

Mr. S. BAMAKRISHNA AIYAR, [Municipal Council, Attingal) 
spoke about the need for having an elected non-official President ’ for 
the Attingal Municipal Council under the Municipal Regulation, The 
Council was entitled to have such a President and in iact the' fiist 
three Presidents after the promulgation of the Regulation were elected 
non-officials. But when the third President resigned his post, the 
Government appointed an official member of the Council, the Head 
Master of the local English High School as its President, in express 
violation of the provisions of the Regulation. No doubt, under the 
Regulation, the Government had power to nominate members to re¬ 
present minorities. A few places were also created to be filled ex- 
officio. The Attingal Council had an elected majority ; but bv the nomi¬ 
nation of an Official President the Government had deprived the 
Council of its legitimate right. Viewed as a contract, the Attingal 



citizens agreed to tax themselves under the Municipal Regulation on 
the understanding that the Government would give them a Council with 
an elected majority. The Government’s part of the contract was not 
fulfilled, in express contravention of the provisions of the Regulation 
and that amounted to a breach of contract. Official Presidents ap¬ 
pointed by the Government were generally outsiders who had no in¬ 
terest in local affairs. While some were inclined' to run matters 
smoothly, others set at nought the opinion of the Council. Instances 
were not wanting when the President had acted against the wishes of 
the Council and committed official vagaries, with the result that the 
Municipality suffered loss and damage. The member wished that the 
Government would consider the question again and grant the Council 
an elected non-official President. 

DEWAN’S REPLY :—Mr. Bamakrishna Aiyar, to many of' those 
references as to the position of law in relation to Government which 
you gave expression to, I believe as Dewan I cannot say anything. As 
I said, the Municipal Regulation is going to be amended shortly. But, 
as the law stands now, Government have got a right and a duty to see 
that the municipalities are properly conducted, and when they find 
that for its proper conduct a Municipality requires an official President 
they have to put in one. Government found that your Council was 
not working properly and Government found that, instead of an elected 
President, an official President had to be nominated. When the Regu¬ 
lation is amended, or, if the Regulation is not amended, Government find 
that the condition of your Municipality allows of an elected President 
being entrusted with the Municipality, Government will be quite 
ready to allow you to elect your President. 

MEMBER : May I say a word in addition to what I said about 
the question of law ? 

DEWAN : I wanted to say that you raised a question of law as 
to the powers of the Government in the matter. That matter will ba 
referred to the Law Officers of Government.

<51. General neeas o; cut Municipalities in tile State. 

Mm S. B. SABARIPERUMAL PILLAI (Municipal Council , 
Shencoila) first spoke about the need for amending the Municipal 
Regulation and the Buies passed thereunder, particularly the provisions 
relating to elections. The rules relating to polling at Municipal elections, 
especially those relating to the recording of votes of illiterate and blind 
voters, were unsatisfactory. There was no provision for checking the 
vagaries of certain polling officers. The rules regarding the election of 
presidents were defective in that they enabled a President to continue 
in office without interruption. The rules required thorough and 
prompt revision. 

The records relating to landed properties situated within municipal 
limits were inaccurate and unsatisfactory. The resurvey of municipal 
towns and the preparation of correct land records were therefore an 
imperative need. 

The divided control exercised by the Municipal Councils, the P. W. 
and the Revenue Departments over poramboke lands led to difficult 
situations. The rights of the Councils and the Departments in respect 
of poramhohes should be more clearly defined. 

A town-planning scheme for each municipal town should be pre¬ 
pared with special reference to local conditions so as to ensure efficient 
sanitation. 

It was not fair to credit the value of court fee stamps on petitions, 
etc., presented to Municipal Councils in favour of the Government, 
especially when the Municipalities were not supplied with Anchal service 
stamps or stationery articles by the Government. The court fee levied 
must be dispensed with or credited to the funds of the Municipality con¬ 
cerned. It that could not be done, arrangements should be made for 
treating the municipal offices just like government offices in the matter 
of supply of Anchal service stamps and stationery articles. 

A Municipal Manual with clear provisions as to the method of 
keeping municipal accounts should be compiled at an early date. A 
special officer had been appointed for the purpose and he should be asked 
to expedite the work. 

Government were supplying lymph free of cost for vaccinating per¬ 
sons living outside, municipal, towns but were charging the Municipalities 
for the lymph supplied to them. That was not fair, specially when the 
Municipalities were not waiting any distinction between residents of 
municipal towns and others for purposes of vaccination. 
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The control over travellers’ bungalows and campsheds should be 
transferred to Municipal Councils. Such a step would enhance the 
usefulness of the buildings. 

In the interests of proper sanitation and storage of water in times of 
drought, it was necessary to place the tanks within municipal limits 
under the control of the Councils. The existing arrangement in 
regard to the control of tanks was fraught with difficulties, as 
would be seen from the correspondence ending with Oh 0. Dis. No. 
510/29/ Ml-, dated 7-11-1929. The control might be exercised without 
prejudice to the irrigation rights of third persons. 

The need for a Medical Registration Regulation had been felt by 
the Government as could be seen from the reply given to his representa¬ 
tion made in 1927 on the same subject. The matter had been under 
the consideration of Government for three years and its disposal 
should be expedited. 

With the discontinuance of the Government grant to most of the 
Municipalities, their resources had become inadequate to meet the pen¬ 
sionary contribution on account of their staff. The Municipalities should 
therefore be exempted from making the payment and if it could not be 
done, they should be given the option of paying the pension of the 
Municipal staff themselves. 

DEW AN’S REPLY: Mr. Sabariperumai Piliai, I am glad to 
note that you have presented your representation in a most business like 
manner without taking more time than was absolutely required for the 
clear statement of your case. 

' With regard to the first point, ci-:., municipal elections, as you 
yourself said, it may be seen from my replies to other representations 
that there is a bill under consideration for the amendment of the Muni¬ 
cipal Regulation. 

I shall order an enquiry to be made, with regard to the re-survey 
of Municipal towns and the vesting of poramkokes. You say that the 
control of poranihokes is now vested in three different agencies, viz., the 
P. W. Department, the Land Revenue Department and the Municipal 
Council. There „iay occur cases where these different agencies may 
come into conflict with each other. But as a general rule, your request, 
that the control over poramhokes should he vested in the Municipalities 
cannot bo accepted by the Government. 

Then with regard to the town-planning scheme, I may say that 
it is a matter in which the Municipality should take action.' The 
Municipality should obviously formulate a scheme for the purpose and 
send it up to the Government when they will consider it. 

You suggested that the value of court fee stamps on petitions pre¬ 
sented to the Council should be credited to the Municipality. That is a 
matter which has already engaged the attention of Government in the 
past and they then decided that Municipalities are not entitled to claim 
such revenue particularly as the Municipal Regulation defining and 
enumerating the sources oi the Municipal Fund does not mention this 
item- Your suggestions with respect to the question are noted, 




' The compilation of a Municipal Manual has been begun and Gov¬ 
ernment expect that it will be completed before long. 

You ask for tire free supply of lymph. The cost cf lymph is very 
small; and under the Municipal Regulation it is the- duty of the Muni- 
cipalities to make provision for and maintain an adequate supply of 
lymph. The Councils are able to bear the burden of this small cost. 

Regarding the transfer of control over travellers bungalows, camp, 
sheds and rest houses, Government cannot accept your views. 

From the G, O. that you quoted, it will be clear that, wherever 
there is real necessity for the Municipality to use tanks, Government 
are prepared to look into the question of transferring them under their 
control, so that I do not think there is any need for a general amend- 
ment as proposed. 

The enactment of a Medical Registration Regulation is a matter 
which is engaging the attention of the Government. 

As regards pensionary contributions, I may point out that, under 
the Municipal Regulation, you are bound to contribute towards the pen¬ 
sion of any officer lent to the Municipality, In these circumstances, 
Government cannot accept your proposition. 

With regard to the last point that you raised, I myself have no in. 
formation. But I will consider your suggestions. 

62. Local Self-Government in Travancore. 

Mb. V. CHACKO ABRAHAM (Municipal Council, Koltayam) 
spoke about the need for enhancing the activities of local self-govern¬ 
ment in the State. Local! self-government, in the State, began in 1070 
when the T. I. C. Regulation was passed and T. I. G’s were constituted 
in the major towns. That Regulation was superseded by the Municipal 
Regulation, V of 1095, and Municipalities were created. But no rules 
for the proper working of the Regulation were passed. Model bye-laws 
were however issued under certain sections of the Regulation and the 
several Municipalities were functioning with varying degrees of suc¬ 
cess: In some Councils, the Presidents were not sufficiently educated 
or active so that their- work was more or less shaped by the Municipal 
subordinates. Some of the members of some Councils were not men of 
status or education who could shoulder the responsi bilities attached 
to their office. Dae to the above and other causes, the working of 
the Municipalities had not attained that extent of efficiency that was 
desirable. The Secretariat could not adequately co-ordinate the work 
of the 19 Municipal Councils in the State. There was also lack of co- 
operation on the part of the Government in matters of municipal 
administration. Disputes between Municipal Councils and depart¬ 
mental heads were invariably decided in favour of the latter. It was 
therefore highly necessary to appoint an officer to supervise and control 
the work of the Councils and advise Government on municipal 
matters. In British India there was an I. C. S. officer to control 
municipal administration, besides an Inspector of Municipalities. The 
Village Panchavat Regulation was passed in 1100 with a view to 
educate the rural population in self-government. But the object was 
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nullified as the Regulation had not yet been brought into effect althotndi 
the Government had given an assurance in answer to resolutions 
brought into the Legislative Council, to bring it into effect at an early 
date. The people of Travancore were more educated and occupied 
economically a higher position than the people of the adjoining British 
Districts where Village Panchayats and Taluk and District Boards had 
already been formed. In the matter of construction of new roads, the 
people of Travancore were already co-operating with and actively help¬ 
ing the Government. Education, sanitation, control of irrigation 
works, etc., could also be safely entrusted to Village Panchayats, if 
formed. In all important Indian States, such Panchayats had 
already been formed and Travancore alone lagged behind in the 
matter. No further time, should therefore be lost in bringing the 
Village Panchayat Regulation into operation. B 

DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr. Abraham, you know that it lias already 
been announced that a Bill for amending the Municipal Regulation 
is under contemplation : and many of the suggestions that you made 
now for the better management of the Municipalities are likely to be 
embodied in the amending Bill or in the rules that may be passed 
under the Regulation as amended. 

63. Certain urgent needs of Kottar. 

MR. R. BHAGAVATHIPERUMAL CHETTIYAR {Trading 
Classes, Kotiar) said that the existence of the cremation ground, the 
fish market and the drain running along the southern side of the local 
tobacco bankshall were a source of nuisance to the inhabitants of 
Kottar and detrimental to the sanitation of the town. The cremation 
ground and the fish market should therefore be removed outside the 
limits of the Kottar town. The drain also should be diverted along the 
western side of the Ezhava quarters and connected with the Parakkayan 
hal. The Nagercoil Municipal Council had already addressed the Gov¬ 
ernment in the matter. 

The Setu Lekshmi Bhai English High School should be raised to 
a First Grade College. That, would be a great boon to the people of 
Nanjinad, Kalkulam, Eraniel, and other places who were put to much 
hardship and inconvenience owing to the absence of a college. 

A new English Middle School should also be opened in the old 
English High School building at Kottar. The pupils of the middle 
school classes residing at Kottar were put to much difficulty and in¬ 
convenience in attending the school at Nagercoil. If the Government 
did not propose to open such a school, the old school building at Kottar 
might be handed over to the Nagercoil Municipality who were prepared 
to conduct a Middle School there with the co-operation of the inhabit¬ 
ants of Kottar. 

Another request made by the member was that the surpluses in 
the Government treasuries might be deposited in local banks and lent 
to local merchants on proper security. The Government were already 
depositing their money in the Imperial Bank of India which was not in 
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any way helping the local traders. II the above, proposal did not 
commend itself to the Government, a branch of the State-Aided Bank 
might be opened at Hotter with a view to afford banking facilities to 
the local traders. 

There was no uniformity in the use of weights and measures in 
Nanjinad. Different weights and measures were being used in different 
parts and consequently the people and merchants were subjected to 
much hardship and loss. The use of uniform weights and measures 
should be enforced and stringent instructions should be issued to the 
authorities in the matter. 

The British one anna coin was not being freely accepted in 
treasuries and schools, 'That was a source of great inconvenience to 
the people especially when that coin was not legal tender. Orders should 
be issued to accept the coins without demur. If confusion arose in 
accounts on account of the fraction of a cash .involved in the conversion 
into Sirkar currency, orders might be issued to ignore the fraction in the 
case of one anna coin but take 2 annas as equivalent to 3 ebs and 9 cash. 

The Agastisvaram Taluk Office and treasury were situated outside 
the town and the people were put to inconvenience in remitting money 
into and drawing money from the treasury. The staff of the office were 
also feeling the inconvenience on account of the distance they had to 
walk from their residence. The office and treasury might advantage¬ 
ously be located in some, of the out-houses of the old English High 
School. 

The Nagercoil Panchayat Court was housed in a rented building. 
The people frequenting the court mostly belonged to Kottar. It would 
therefore be desirable to house the court also in one of the out-houses of 
the old English High School. It would not only remove a source of in¬ 
convenience to the people but would also be a gain to the Government 
to the extent of the rent now given to the building in which the Court 
was housed. 

Lastly, the member advocated the introduction of compulsory pri¬ 
mary education, at least in towns to begin with. 

DEWAN’S .REPLY: Mr. Bhagavatiperurual Chettiyar, as re¬ 
gards the removal of the cremation ground, the President of your Muni¬ 
cipality has written to say the matter is engaging the attention of the 
Council. 

With regard to your second point, that is', the removal of the fish 
market to the east of the Kottar bazaar, there is some opposition to the 
change of site. Government have not decided whether the fish market 
ought to be removed from within the municipal limits. 

With regard to the diversion of the drain to the south of the To¬ 
bacco Bankshall, ■ the President of the Municipality is of opinion that 
it will only transfer the nuisance from one place to another and that ait 
the same time its cost would be heavy. The President has not recom¬ 
mended the diversion and so Government cannot do anything in the 




Then with regard to the English Middle School, Government have 
no objection to help the Municipality in conducting the school; but they 
have grave doubts as to whether the finances of the Council as at pre¬ 
sent would enable it to maintain an English Middle School at Kottar. 
That aspect of the matter has to be carefully considered before final 
orders arc passed. 

Then with regard to raising of the Setu Lakshmi Bhai English 
High School to the status of a .first grade college, there is already a 
second grade college at. Nagercoil and Government do not at present 
feel the need for establishing a first grade college there. 

Then you referred to the opening of a branch of the State-Aided 
Bank at Kottar. It is a matter for the Bank to decide. I may, how¬ 
ever, tell you that a petition was received by the Government from the 
people of Kottar with regard to this and it has been referred to the 
State-Aided Bank. 

As regards weights and measures, yon, as one who has been con¬ 
nected with the trade and commerce of Kottar, know that, in several 
parts of Travancore, especially in south Travancore, there are several 
kinds of weights that have been in use for a very long time. There is 
a Regulation as regards the use of standard measures ' and weights and 
Government have issued strict injunctions to the Tahsildars of Tovala 
and Agastisvvaram to see that the rules relating to this are strictly en¬ 
forced. 
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With regard to what yon said about British one anna coin, I do 
not agree with your view that the one anna coin must be made legal 
tender and that fractions of a cash, should be ignored in certain cases. 
There are Some practical difficulties and so Government cannot accept 
your suggestions. 
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You advocated the introduction of compulsory primary education. 
You will yourself concede that, in Travancore, the advantages of edu. 
cation are so universally recognised that there is actually no need for 
compulsory education. 

64 . Certain needs ol the Nagercoil town. 

Mb. JOSHUA E. DANIEL (Municipal Council, Nagercoil ) said 
that the Nagercoil Municipality had a few pressing needs which 
could not be met by the Council with its limited resources. The eco- 
nomic condition of the people of that municipality also rendered it not 
desirable to levy fresh taxes. Hence the need for Government help in 
the matter. . 

The first need was a scheme of protected water supply for the 
Nagercoil town. The town was very congested, the population being 
10,000 per square mile and subject to periodical epidemics. The 
Municipal Council, Nagercoil, had already submitted two alternative 
schemes to the Government and both of them were extremely cheap, 
when compared with the Trivandrum Water Supply Scheme. The 
matter should be taken up for earnest consideration by the Government 
and all attendant investigations completed within a short time. As-the 
Municipal Council could not invest necessary capital, the Government 
should take the initiative and work out the scheme on a thoroughly 
commercial basis. 

The Nagercoil town was expanding in a haphazard manner and 
unless such expansion were controlled by a proper system of town- 
planning, the healthy and sanitary nature of the town would he lost. 
The working out of the water supply scheme and the drainage problem 
would be -rendered very difficult. It was therefore imperative that 
town-planning and the drainage schemes should be taken up along with 
the water .supply scheme as being intimately connected with one 
another. A town-planning expert should be got down for the purpose 
by the Government and an engineer should also be deputed to prepare 
the plans and estimates, A portion of the expenditure involved might 
be recovered from the Municipal Council. 

The Municipal Council was spending about Es. 10,000 for street 
lighting. It would be desirable to electrify the town.’ The compact 
nature of the town would make the initial and recurring expenditure low. 
There would-also, be a great demand from private persons for electric 
supply, . An electric scheme for the town would be highly remunerative 
and a hydro-electric plant at Tadikarankonam, Ulakaruvi or Muttu- 
kuzhi would be more so, Government should take up the work in pre¬ 
ference to private enterprise, as the latter would in course of time be an 
obstruction to hydro-electric developments. 

Another need was a telephone system at Nagercoil. With a slight 
modification -bnd extension, the Kodayar Project telephone system 
could be made useful to the public anil a very remunerative com¬ 
mercial undertaking. 






The incidence of excise revenue was highest in the Agastisvaram 
taluk and in'Nagereoil town. There was therefore every justification 
for removing all toddy and arrack shops from within the municipal 

For want of funds, the Municipality was not able further to de. 
velop its maternity and child welfare work, or even to continue the 
existing arrangement. A substantial grant should therefore be awarded 
to the Municipality by the Government. 

Duo. to the rapid increase of buildings in the town, there was no 
open ground to be used as playground for the youths and recreation 
ground for the adults. The site of the Setu Lakskmi Bhai School 
was being used as a playground before it was acquired for the school. 
A portion of the extensive spare ground within the school premises 
might therefore be made available to be used as a playground for the 
youths of the town. 

DEWAN’S 1IEPLY : Mr. Daniel, with regard to your represent¬ 
ation about the working out of the Nagereoil Water Works Scheme, I 
may say that this can be taken up for consideration only after the com¬ 
pletion of the Trivandrum Water Works Scheme. When the scheme is 
taken up for consideration, experts will be consulted, if necessary. 

You referred to the town-planning scheme. It is, as I said in reply 
to a representation of another member, for the municipality first to 
draw up a scheme, and as a member of the Municipal Council you should 
first move the municipality with a view to have a scheme prepared and 
placed before the Government. 

As regards electrification of the town, I may draw your attention 
to what is being done or proposed to be done by other mofussil munici¬ 
palities, especially Kottayam. The Kottayam Municipality, without 
waiting for the financial assistance of Government, invests some capital 
in the work and a private agency has undertaken to supply power and 
a license has been issued to that ageney, I am sure that there will be 
patriotic citizens in Nagereoil also to start such useful and remunerative 

As regards the extension of the telephone system, it is intended 
purely for the control of irrigation channels and cannot be extended to 
serve other needs. 

With regard to the removal of the toddy, arrack and foreign liquor 
shops from within the municipal limits, you know that an experiment 
is being tried in Changahackerry. That experiment has not been at 
work long enough for us to draw any useful conclusions. The result is 
being watched ; and, if satisfactory conclusions are arrived at from the 
working there, the question of introducing local option in other towns 
will be taken up for examination. 

Then you wanted the utilisation of a portion' of the open ground 
in the premises of the Setu Lakshmi Bhai English High School as a 
common playground for the youths of the town. Even now the 
ground available is not sufficient for the needs of the pupils of the 
school. 
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Then with regard to the enhancement oE the Government grant to 
your municipality, I may say that your municipality has been working 
so well and successfully that I do not think that you stand in need of 
any help from Government. 

65. Needs of the Kalkulam taluk. 

Mb. KANAKKU TAMPI CHEMPAKARAMAN EESAVAN 
(Kalkulam taluk, Group I) first spoke about the desirability of raising the 
storage level of the Kodayar Reservoir by three feet. The newly 
converted lands in Nanjinad were not getting an adequate supply of 
water- There were also other dry lands which were fit for conversion, 
but which were not actually converted. The chief reasons for the in- 
adequacy of water for the converted ancl the non-conversion of the 
lands which could be converted were (1) insufficiency of water in the 
Kodayar reservoir, and (2) the narrowness of the Kodayar channels. 
The first defect could be removed by raising the level of the Kodayar 
marukal by 3 feet. The suggestion had been made by the conference 
held in February 1913 as a result of..a representation made at the 9th 
session of the Assembly. The Government also accepted the proposal 
and ordered the preparation of a plan and estimate for the work (Vide 
G. 0. No. 540/L. R. &F. dated the 13th January 1913). It was not 
known what further action was taken in the matter. No harm would 
be done to the dam by the work since even now a temporary bund 
5 ft. in height was being put up every year with a view to increase the 
storage capacity of the lake. The narrowness of the channels was 
eventually brought about by the under-estimate of the lands to be 
benefited at the time of construction of the dam. The under-estimate 
was also the main reason why the proposed Tuckaiai branch channel 
was given up. In actual working it was found that there would not be 
sufficient water to feed the channel and benefit the adjoining lands. The 
sale of tank-beds and the consequent increase in the quantity of Kodayar 
water required for ayacut wet lands, the leakage in irrigation channels 
and the non-restoration of the feeder channels were also other contri¬ 
butory causes for the insufficiency of water supply to the converted 
lands. The first request of the member was therefore to raise the level 
of the Kodayar marukal by 3 feet, to increase the width of the channels 
and stop leakages in them and restore the irrigation tanks. The sale of 
tank-beds should be stopped. The member also referred to the im¬ 
mediate need for closing the breaches of the Nulhkulam marukul in the 
Tuckala pakutlii. He; further requested that his representation 
might be referred to the Minor Irrigation Committee for enquiry and 
report. 

The next request was for the preservation of the tree-growth in the 
Kodayar catchment area. Indiscriminate felling of trees by the Forest 
Department and the clearing of undergrowth should be prevented as 
they-would affect the water supply in the Kodayar reservoir. Felling 
of trees might make the surrounding soil loose and the rain water might 
wash it down to the reservoir thereby silting it up, 
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Speaking about means of communication in the Kalkulam taluk, the 
member urged the need for improving the Perunohilampn road in the 
Kotlianallur fCikutlii and the construction of a "bridge across the Tatcha- 
rakottu river. The road was very much used by the local ryots for 
the transport of their agricultural produce. The ryots’ road connecting 
the Padmanabhapuram-Tirnvattar road with the Tuckala-Ivnlasekharam 
road at the 2nd mile also need 3d urgent repair. It should be taken up 
by the Public Works Department and maintained as a Government road. 
The people had agreed to give the lands required for the road free of 
compensation, although one or two subsequently backed out of their 
promise. The lands should be acquired as originally agreed to by the 
parties and the road repaired and the necessary culverts constructed. 

For the use of the whole of the Kalkulam taluk having an area of 
230 square miles and a population of 170,000, there were only 
three hospitals, vis., those at Tuekalai, Kulasekharam and Colachel. 
There was not a lady doctor in any of those institutions and the 
women of the taluk were put to much hardship for want of proper 
medical aid. The Tuekalai hospital, the most important of the three 
institutions, had a chief medical officer and two men Sub-Assistant 
Surgeons. One of the latter might be replaced by a lady Sub-Assistant 
Surgeon. There would be no additional cost to the Government 
thereby. 

Lastly, the member advocated the desirability of making Mutliu- 
kuzhivayal a sanatorium and health resort and affording facilities to the 
people for easy access and constructing at least a satmm there. 

DEWAN’S BEPLY: Mr. Kesavan Tampi, I am glad to observe 
that your representation shows that you have carefully considered the 
question of the Kodayar reservoir. As you said, there may have been 
some mistakes made in the calculation of the possible supply of water 
that can be brought from the Kodayar. And one fact which was res¬ 
ponsible for this miscalculation might be that the average rainfall was 
not properly ascertained. In 1102 and 1103—it must be within the know¬ 
ledge of everybody—in the dry season there was very little water in the 
reservoir. It is therefore doubtful whether, by raising the level of the 
dam, any useful purpose would be served. Water is needed in the dry 
season when you cannot expect water from any other place. It is no 
use raising the level of the reservoir and storing the water there in other 
seasons when the need for water is not absolutely felt. If, at the time 
when water is needed, the reservoir is not able to hold the available 
quantity, it is necessary that the level should be raised. But that is 
not the case. It will not be quite safe to draw general conclusions from 
the experience of one or two years. So it seems to me that we shall 
wait and see whether the level of the reservoir can be'usefully raised or 
not. The Chief Engineer is, in the meantime, investigating the problem 
of preventing leakages in the channels. 

Your second and third points relating to roads will be referred to 
the Road Board, 
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Yon have urged the appointment of a lady Sub-Assistant Surgeon 
in the hospital at Tnckalai. All that I can say is that Government 
are not unaware of the need for appointing' lady doctors in many 
hospitals and they have under consideration a scheme for appointing 
them in the chief hospitals. When that scheme is finally passed, the 
supply of lady doctors will be taken up and carried out gradually. It 
can be done only in course of time. 

Then with regard to making Muthukuzhivayal a sanatorium, it is 
for the people to make a move in that direction, and I may tell yon that, 
if a few enterprising and public-spirited people like you, who have some 
knowledge and personal experience of the place, put up some houses 
there, before long it will be converted into a health resort. 

The question of a road to that place will be considered then, 

66 . Needs of the Kalkulam taluk. 

Mk. SUBBAHMANYA PILLAI MATEVAN PILLAI ( Kal - 
kulwm taluk, Group II) urged the need for transferring one of the 
three Munsiffs’ Courts at Padmanabhapuram to Eraniel. Owing to the 
absence of a Mnnsiffs Court at.Eraniel, the inhabitants of Midalam, 
Kizhmidalam and other places had to walk a distance of about 15 miles 
to go to Padmanabhapuram to conduct their cases. The merchants of 
Eraniel were also put to much inconvenience because of the dislocation 
of business on the days on which they had to attend courts, 
A large number of cases was also being filed from Eraniel. There 
was therefore every justification to transfer one of the Munsiffs’ 
Courts to Eraniel. 

The member also suggested the desirability of removing the 
Additional Munsiffs Court from the rented building to the Magistrate’s 
Court building. 

Next he requested that the proposal to extend the jurisdiction of 
the Village Panchayat and -Bench Magistrate’s Courts at Padmanabha¬ 
puram to Tiruvitankod and Eraniel should not be approved. Even as 
it was, the traders of Eraniel were put to great inconvenience in having 
to attend the Munsiffs court at Tnckalai and, if they had to attend to 
the Panchayat Court there, which was situated at a.longer distance from 
Eraniel than the Munsiffs Court, it would be a hardship. 

The two blocks of buildings of the English High School at Eraniel 
were situated very near the public road which was always crowded and 
busy, especially on market days. The incessant noise and dust were a 
source of nuisance to the teachers and the pupils. The construction of 
compound walls on the northern and eastern sides of the scho.ol would 
mitigate the evil to a great extent. He therefore requested that the 
work might be sanctioned at an early date. 

The absence of ceiling for the rooms in the school was another 
source of inconvenience to the pupils and teachers as the radiated heat 
during the hot season was .unbearable. .While the Education Code 
insisted upon ceiling being provided for private schools, it was a pity that • 
Government buildings were not provided with it. 
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The road from Monday market to Manavalakurichi via Chara- 
mangalam was in need of repair. The total length of the road was 
only 3 miles, of which about 4 furlongs were in a neglected state. The 
road should be improved and made fit for cart traffic. 

Alur was a thickly populated place but had no facilities for medical 
relief. The nearest hospital was sis or seven miles away. It was most' 
inconvenient to take patients to distant hospitals and the incon¬ 
venience was greater daring times of epidemics. A dispensary should 
therefore be opened at Alur. 

A police out-post at Alur was also an absolute necessity. It would 
be enough if the outpost at Parasseri junction were removed to Alur. 

The Anchal office at Eraniel was located near a junction and 
in the centre of the Monday Market. That was a source of danger 
and an obstruction to motor traffic. The existing Anchal office building 
should therefore be demolished and the office located in another building 
near the market. Buildings would be available in the locality for a 
rent of Bs. 7 or Bs. 8 per mensem. 

DEWAN’S REPLY: .Mr. Matevan Pillai, the first subject 
which you pressed is the transfer of one the Munsiffe’ Courts at Padma- 
nabhapuram to Eraniel. That is a matter which will be considered by 
the Law’s Delays Officer. When the whole readjustment of the civil 
jurisdiction is taken up, your suggestion will also be considered. 

With regard to the construction of a compound wall for the English 
High School, Eraniel, my information is that, at the present time, there 
is no great need for a compound'Wall. It will be more a luxury than 
a necessity. However, your representation will be referred to the edu¬ 
cational authorities. 

Your representation regarding the road from Monday market to 
Manavalakurichi will be referred to the Road Board. 

With regard to the opening of a dispensary, at Alur, Government 
have decided not to take up the question of dispensaries piecemeal and 
in a haphazard way. They are asking the Administrative Board, 
Medical Services, to have a comprehensive scheme prepared of dis¬ 
pensaries and hospitals that have to be provided in the order of their 
urgency. 

As regards the establishment of a police out-post at Alur, Govern¬ 
ment do not consider either the shifting of the out-post at Parasseri tci 
Alur or the opening of a new one there necessary. Alur is only two 
miles from the out-post at Thottyodu which is on the mam road and 
can serve a beat to Alur. 

Government are also aware of the inadequacy of the Anchal Offica 
building, and.the authorities concerned are.on the look-out for a proper 
site for the office. When a proper site is procured, this will be attended to. 



67. Needs of Nanjinad. 


Mb. ERAVI PILLAI CHINN ATAMBIA PILLAI (Tovala taluk) 
spoke on the following needs of Nanjinad : ~ 

(1) Opening of a road from the 1st furlong, 3rd mile of the 
Tovala-Tazhakudi road to meet the Tittivila-Aramboly road via Kunku- 
maneri kulain, Perianeri kuhm, etc. 

(2) Opening of a road from the 2nd furlong, 2nd mile of the 
Darsanamcope-Shorlakod road to meet the 4th.furlong, 6th mile of the 
Anantanar. 

(3) Opening of a road along the western bank 'of the Puliyur- 
kuriohi kulam and extension of the same to meet the T. A. road near 
Seethapal, via Alatturayar bank. 

(4) Construction of a bridge across the Pazhayar near Veera- 

nallur. 

(5) The sides of the Tovala channel should be lined with bricks 
to prevent leakage of water and consequent insufficiency of water at the 
tail end. The tanks under the N. P. channel, the Tovala channel and 
the Anantkanar system and the Tereikal should be deepened annually 
by removing the silt therefrom. 

The above were the absolute needs of the ryots of Nanjinad for 
the development of paddy cultivation. Easy means of communication 
for the transport of manure to the fields and agricultural produce there¬ 
from were as necessary to the ryot as a free supply of water. 

Owing to the absence of a dispensary at Aramboly, the inhabitants 
there were put to much hardship and inconvenience for medical relief. 
The nearest Government hospital was more than seven miles away. 
If a morning dispensary were opened at Aramboly and an evening dis¬ 
pensary at Tovala, the same medical officer can manage both the insti¬ 
tutions and afford medical relief to the inhabitants of both the places. 
Similar arrangements prevailed for Kottaram and the Cape. 

The chief cause of epidemics in Nanjinad was the scarcity of good 
drinking water in the hot- months of the year. Wells should therefore 
be sunk in all the villages and the sides of the existing tanks should be 
Walled up to prevent the inflow of drainage water. 

The hill slopes in Nanjinad afforded good pasture for the cattle and 
should not therefore be assigned away but should be reserved as grazing 
grounds, The prime need was not kept in view by the Revenue 
Department and grazing lands were freely assigned away. Survey No. 
1064 of the ErachakulamjjaAufh?/ was an instance in point. Orders 
should be issued not to register away this .and similar lands. 

Agricultural implements were as much a necessity to the ryots as 
manure. The ryots should be allowed to collect materials from forests 
for agricultural implements free of cost. If necessary, certificates from 
Pruverthikars as to actual need might be insisted on to prove bona 
fide applications, 



The Forest Department had placed restrictions on the free grazing 
of foreign cattle and was levying grazing fees. Tlie result was that the 
poor ryots of the State had to bear an additional burden to the extent of 
the fee3 because foreign cattle were necessary for manuring the lands. 
The restrictions should be removed. 

Tamil was the mother-tongue of the people of south Travaneore. 
The Government had recognised the fact and introduced the teaching of 
Tamil in all primary schools of south Travaneore. But there was 
want of sympathy on the part of the Inspectors of schools in regard to 
the teaching of Tamil, A Tamil Range should therefore be formed 
and a Tamil Inspector appointed to inspect all Tamil schools of south 
Travaneore. Pending the appointment of such an Inspector, the 
inspection work of Tamil schools should be undertaken by the Director 
of Public Instruction himself. 

DEWAN’S REPLY : Mr. Chinnatambia Pillai, you have grouped 
five of your points together. I shall take four of them separately. 
The matters which are within the scope of the Road Board will be 
referred to it. 

With regard to the opening of a hospital at Aramboly, I may repeat 
what I said in reply to a representation of another member that Gov¬ 
ernment do not intend taking up the question of establishing hospitals 
and dispensaries piecemeal. They have asked the Administrative Board, 
Medical Services, to prepare a consolidated scheme or programme for 
supplying some dispensaries every year, having regard to the relative 
urgency of the place chosen. Your representation also will be consi¬ 
dered in that connection. 

The question of supplying good drinking water in Nanjinad is one 
which has already engaged the attention of Government. You your¬ 
self know that Government have sunk a number of wells already in 
Nanjinad to serve the needs of the people. 

Then with regard to the prohibition regarding registry of lands on 
the hill slopes with a view to conserve them for grazing purposes, 
there is already a rule that some extent of land on the crests of hills 
should not be registered, but no such general rule can be applied to all 
hill slopes. If the necessity for a grazing ground in any particular 
locality is brought to the notice of Government, it will be considered. 
Each case has to be considered on its own merits. 

As regards the issue of free passes to ryots for removing materials 
required for agricultural implements from the reserved forests, Govern¬ 
ment have considered the question in its various aspects and have 
decided that the Forest Department should supply the materials at cost 
price to the. ryots. As it is, the Forest Department has been instructed 
to do it and is doing it. The Forest authorities are cutting trees and 
offering them at moderate prices to cultivators at first hand so that I dc 
not see there can exist any real hardship. As a matter of fact, it is a 
great advantage to them, as the ryots are having the materials at their 
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As for the grant of permission for grazing foreign cattle free of any 
fee in the reserved forests, on the face of it, it seems to me that it is 
unreasonable on vour part to ask the Government and the 'Forest De¬ 
partment not only to allow our own cattle to graze on our grounds but 
foreign cattle also to graze free of cost. It is not right on your part to 
plead that cattle outside the State should also have the same privilege. 
Government at present are not in a position to accept that suggestion 
of yours. It will be noted. 

With regard to the formation of a Tamil Range for purposes of 
inspecting Tamil Schools, as you yourself admitted, recently the needs 
of the Tamil language, which is' the mother-tongue of the people of 
Nanjinad, have been recognised by Government and your requests on 
behalf of the Tamilians have been attended to carefully. It has been 
the policy of the Government and the Education Department to appoint 
Tamil-knowing Assistant Inspectors in Tamil areas. It is not possible to 
insist that a Range Inspector or the head of the Education Department 
should always be a person who knows Tamil also. But Inspectors or 
Assistant Inspectors who know Tamil will alone be ordinarily posted in 
Tamil areas. I do not think there is much ground for your complaint. 

68. Needs of Nanjinad. 

Mb. KANAKKU SIVASUBRAHMANIA PILLAI AZHAKIYA- 
NAYAKAM PILLAI (Agastmoaram taluk ) urged the need for raising 
the surplus level of the Kodayar marukal by 3 feet so as to ensure a 
sufficient supply of water to the newly converted lands. The matter 
had been brought to the notice of the Government by the Economic 
Development Board also. Many converted wet lands were now sub¬ 
jected to drought and failure of crops'owing to scarcity of water at the 
proper time. The proposed work was therefore absolutely necessary. 

Breaches in the Tovala channel were not closed promptly and 
consequently the lands commanded by. the channel were not getting an 
adequate supply of water at the proper season. To prevent such 
breaches, the right bank of the channel adjacent to the hill slopes iu 
■Azhakiyapandipuram, Kadukkarai and other places should be streng¬ 
thened. 

The N. P. Channel and other irrigation channels should always be 
maintained properly by the removal of silt whenever it accumulated 
and deepening them wherever necessary. 

The mission dam at Tamarakulam was a source of danger to an 
extent of about 5,000 acres of wet land as the Pazhayar was silted to 
a depth of 10 feet thereby. If the dam was to continue, the river 
would be flooded and the adjoining paddy lands devastated. There was 
also a possibility of many lives being-lost if such a thing occurred. 
The dam should therefore be removed without further delay. 

The gravelled and ungravelled roads in Nanjinad were in a de¬ 
plorable condition for want of proper maintenance.' 1 The roads should 
improved at an early date. 
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There were no roads leading- to the newly converted regions on 
the banks of the Tovala channel and the ryots were put to much 
inconvenience in taking their cattle and manure to their lands and in 
transporting agricultural produce therefrom. New roads should there¬ 
fore be opened in those regions and the following- roads should be taken 
up for immediate construction :— 

(1) a road starting from Marnnknr and 'leading to the Tovala 
channel via Theiadanvilai; 

(2) a road from the Mafladi camp-shed to the Tovala channel; 

(3) another road from Kozhikotiu Pottai to the channel; and 

(4) extension of the road from Kulasekharam to Puttanar to 
meet the west branch of the Marutvamalai. 

It was regrettable to note that the budget allotments for the 
maintenance of the Kodayar works were allowed to lapse year by year, 
while the Terikal and other channels were in heed of urgent repairs! 
The Government should look into the matter and issue the necessary 
orders to prevent such lapses in future. 

The next request of the member was that the Tekkumalai reserve 
should be thrown open for the free grazing of sheep and goats. The 
animals were absolutely necessary for the .agriculturists for manuring 
their lands especially when-green leaf manure and cattle manure were 
becoming scarce day by day. 

Lastly, the bona fide ryots should be allowed' to remove, from the 
forests of Tovala; materials required for making agricultural imple¬ 
ments. ' 

DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr. Azhakianayakam PilLi, as regards 
the first point raised in your representation, vi;., the raising of the levei 
of the Pechipara dam, I have nothing- to add to the reply I gave to the 
Kalkulam member. 

With regard to the second point relating to breaches in the upper 
reaches of. the Tovala channel, it is true that there have been some 
breaches in past years. But the department is doing as much as it 
can to stop the breaches by strengthening the banks of the channel 
every year. The P. W. Department is attending to the maintenance 
of the irrigation channels every year. But as the stretch of these 
channels is very large, it may not be possible for the department to 
finish the whole work in one year. But it is trying its best. 

You have suggested the removal of the Mission Dam near Thama- 
rakulam. ff that is done, it would accelerate the silting of the Mana- 
kudi lake near the salt factories and thus indirectly affect the manu¬ 
facture of salt adversely. 

Your fifth and sixth points relate to roads in Nanjinad and in the 
newly converted regions, TiUis matter will be referred to the Road 
Board. _ 
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i'oui seventh point relates to the lapse of budget grants. You 
may rest assured that the Government and the P W. Department are 
equally earnest in their desire to keep the Kodayar works in perfect 
condition. I may therefore assure you that, except in unavoidable 
cases, estimates for the maintenance and upkeep of the Kodayar works 
will not be allowed to lapse. 

As regards throwing open the Tekkumala reserve for the free 
grazing of sheep and goats, I had not also understood the significance 
of separating the sheep from the goats. But now I understand that the 
goat is a very dangerous animal from the point of view of forest con¬ 
servancy, while the sheep, is not. I am told that the goats do very 
great damage to tree-growth and shrubs. For instance, if a small 
shrub or tree is once bitten by a goat, it withers away. So their ad¬ 
mission is dangerous. 

Your last point will be considered by the Government. 

69. Needs of Nanjinad. 

Mr. It. KAMASWAM1 ( Nominated ) thanked the Government 
for nominating a Tamil Ezhava member to the Assembly. He then 
spoke about the need for improving the condition of villages in Nanjinad 
in regard to sanitation, water supply, roads, dispensaries, reading rooms, 
etc. The palutlhies of Tenganputur, Dharmapuram, Tamarakulam 
and Kanyakumari were mostly inhabited by the poor and depressed 
classes. Sanitation was unknown to them and their habits were un¬ 
clean and consequently epidemics soon spread among them as would be 
evidenced by the heavy mortality during the epidemic season in 1104. 
They should therefore be taught the rudiments of hygiene and also 
instructed to keep their villages in a sanitary condition. 

In Puttalam. and. other places, people were suffering from scarcity 
” of water. Wells should therefore be sunk wherever necessary. 
There was a big well on the western side of Fee Parakkai Manka- 
manavalam Ferimteruvu. It was. constructed at a cost of about 
Es. 2,000 but was now in a very neglected condition. It should be 
drained and cleaned by removing the jjdirt and silt ’ and made fit for 
public use. . - 

The following roads were absolutely necessary in the Parakkai and 
Tenganputur gakuthies -,— 

(1) A road, two furlongs in length, from Kanthipuram on the - 
2 nd furlong, .2nd mile of the Parakkai road to Snchindrakulam ; 

(2) a road, 4 furlongs long, from the 1st furlong, 2nd mile of the 
ParAkkiai road to Mottayyankudiyirippu; 

(3) A road, 4 furlongs long,.from the 4th furlong, 2nd mile of 
the Parakkai road to Van dikudiyiripph .and 

(4) A road, l J a - miles long, from the bth furlong, 3rd mile of the 
Parakkai road to Pallanturai, 
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In times of epidemics, the villages could not, be inspected and pro¬ 
per medical aid given promptly for want of easy means of communi- 
cation. The roads should be constructed at an earl 3 date. 

There was no hospital or dispensary at Tenganpntur and Parakkai 
and the inhabitants were therefore put to much hardship. A morning 
dispensary from 8 to 11 a. m. might be opened at Parakkai and an 
evening dispensary from 4 to 5-30 e. m. at Mauakudi and the same 
officer might be put in charge of both the institutions. 

Another request of the member was for the opening of a reading 
room at Parakkai. 

He next advocated the need for bringing the Village Panchayat 
Regulation into operation and establishing a Village Panchayat Court at 
Parakkai. 

Adityapuram in Chempakaramanputur jin.-kuthi was mostly inhabi¬ 
ted by the Tamil-speaking Ezhavas. Their paddy fields were situate in 
Putupattu, Venpattupattu, Bhagavatipattu and other places. There 
was a wooden bridge on the road leading to the above places; but it was 
in disrepair and the agriculturists were put to. much inconvenience in 
transporting' manure etc., and agricultural produce from their lands. 
During the summer months, drinking water was available only in the 
wells on the eastern side of the Vembattu tank, but there was no road 
leading thereto. The Puttanar was used for bathing purposes, but there 
was no bathing ghat there and consequently accidents were frequent. 
The bridge at Vellamadam should be repaired, the road opened and a 
bathing ghat constructed on the 5th mile of the Puttanar at an early 
date. 

The member requested that the nominated members of the 
Assembly also might be put on the Road Boards. So far as the Board 
for the Agastisvaram taluk was concerned, two members, at least must 
be nominated to the Board. 

DEW AN’S. REPLY: Mr. Ramaswami, your first representa¬ 
tion was about wells in Nanjinad villages. As I said in reply to a pre¬ 
vious representation, Government are very anxious to have a number 
of wells sunk in the congested villages of Nanjinad. They do not allow 
the allotments for these wells,, as you fear, to be used for the rich 
villagers. Those wells are intended for the poor villagers along the 
coast and Government will always be ready to increase the facilities for 
obtaining adequate supplies of good drinking water in Nanjinad; 

You suggested the opening of a number of roads. I shall refer 
those suggestions to the Road Board. 

I do not share your fear that the taluk members of Tovala and 
AgastisVaram will care more for the interests of their own villages than 
the interests of the depressed classes. I am sure that any represent¬ 
ation that may be made before the Road Board.will cover the interest 
of the depressed classes as well. 
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You referred to the opening of dispensaries. That suggestion will 
be referred to the Administrative Board, Medical Services. 

Then .with regard to reading rooms. That is a matter in which 
the people should begin to take action. It is the general policy of 
Government to give grants to such reading rooms as are started by the 
people and there are rules.and regulations for the purpose. It is for 
the enlightened people who want to increase the mental and intellectual 
culture of the illiterate adults to start such reading rooms and libraries 
and then come to Government for financial help. 

Your suggestions with regard to the establishment of Village 
Panchayats will be carefully noted. 

With regard to your last point, an estimate for providing a good 
reinforced concrete platform in place of the wooden platform to the 
bridge at Vellamadam has been sanctioned. The connecting road from 
the bridge and a bathing ghat by its side wiil be estimated lor in due 
course and the work begun soon. 

70. Certain needs of Nanjinad, 

Ma. A. GURUNATHAMARTANDA NADAR (N^tinatea) 
urged the need for converting the morning dispensary at Kotiaram into 
a full time hospital and also for making the necessary improvements to 
the dispensary building. It was the only dispensary between Nagercoil 
and Cape Comorin. 

Tamil education in the State was not being properly encouraged. 
The main obstacle in its development was the existing constitution of 
the Education Department. Very often Inspectors who did not know 
Tamil were posted to Tamil Districts, In order to remove the defect 
and to develop Tamil education in the State, the whole State should be 
divided into a number of Ranges for purposes of the Education Depart¬ 
ment, each Range having only Tamil or Malayalain schools. Tamil- 
knowing Inspectors should be posted'to the Tamil Ranges and Malayalatn- 
knowing Inspectors to the Malayalam Ranges. All the Inspectors 
should work under the direct control of the Director of Public Instruc¬ 
tion. 

There were no proper grazing grounds for cattle which were in¬ 
dispensable to the agriculturist. While he was put to much hardship 
on that account alone, the Government had aggravated it by placing 
restrictions on the grazing of goats in unreserved lands on the hill slopes. 
The restrictions should be removed at an early date. 

The tax on pandafapaltam, lands was unduly heavy and the pro¬ 
ductivity of the soil had decreased. Consequently, many ryots were 
alienating their lands for the purpose of paying hist. When the point 
was urged at the 20th session of the Assembly, the Government said that 
the question would be taken up only at the next settlement. It was not 
known when the next settlement would begin. The grievances of the 
ryots should be considered at least then. 
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Kyota owning lands under tire category of “irregular conversions” 
wore experiencing great hardships on account of the scarcity of channel 
water and the heaviness of tax dues thereon. Kodayar water was avail¬ 
able only for one crop but the tax due for two crops was recovered. Even 
if there was total failure of crops, only one-half the due was remitted. 
In order to remove such hardships, lands grouped under the above 
category up to 1105 should, be regrouped as “regular conversions”. If 
that could not be dene, the tax imposed should be reduced. The irriga¬ 
tion tanks at the tail end punt vhs of the Tovala and N. P, channels 
should he restored by widening and deepening them It would increase 
their storage capacity and benefit a large extent of wetlands. 

The Tovala channel was narrow and leaky in some places. The 
channel should therefore be widened and its sides protected by masonry 
work in places where there was ieakage. The flow of water in the channel 
could also be increased by a dam being constructed at Ulakaruvi and by 
taking the water from there to the Tovala channel through Altturayar. 
The N. P. channel aiso could be fed by the water so diverted. . 

The following means of communication in Nanjinad were 
absolutely necessary 

(1) a-road connecting the Rajakamangalam beach road with the 
Dharmapuram road; 

(2) conversion of one of the banks of the Karavilai branch of the 
Anantankal into a cart road ; 

(3) completion of the Parakkai—■Tamarakulam road begun in 
1096 ; and 

(4) opening of the sanctioned road from the 50th mile of the 
Cape road to Tevakulamcherri. 

The need for making certain improvements to the Rajakamangalam 
salt factory had been pressed at several sessions of the Assembly; but the 
grievances of the licensees had not been redressed. The fresh water 
flowing along the Erattakarai channel should be directed to the sea by 
putting up a dam at Ottapana. Arrangements should also be made for 
the free flow of sea brine to the lake. 

Lastly, the member requested that the provisions of the Village 
Panchayat Regulation .should be brought into effect at once.

[The question of improvements to the dispensary building at Kotta. 
ram was pressed at a former session also. The work will be taken up 
after the completion of the Hospital building at the Cape. 

In regard to the appointment of Tamil Bange Inspectors, a reply 
has already been given to a similar representation. 

With regard to the removal of restrictions against the grazing of 
■ goats on hills, the Conservator's view is that the goats, if allowed to. 
graze in reserved forests, will do great harm to forest trees and that they 
are dangerous animals from the point of view of forest conservancy. 

The request for the reduction of tax onpandamputtam lands can¬ 
not be considered at present. But a time will come when that question 
has to be taken up. 

~ The question of improving existing irrigation tanks will be con¬ 
sidered. But new tanks cannot be constructed in areas commanded by 
the Kodayar Project, 







The question of constructing a dam at Olakkaruvi requires investi¬ 
gation. 

The points relating to the construction of roads will be referred to 
the Eoad Board. 

The requests relating to the improvements to the Bajakkamanga- 
lam allom and the Village Panchayat Regulation will be considered.] 

71* Needs of the Colacheltown. 

Mb. MATEVAN PILLAI NEELAKANTA PILLAI (llunici- 
•pal Council, Colaehel) represented the need for a pier at Golachel port 
which had more shipping facilities than any other port in Travancore 
as ships could safely anchor at about a distance of 450 feet from the 
shore. The importance and business of the port was increasing year 
by year. As a result of the representation made at the 23rd Session, 
the Government sanctioned the construction of a pier and work was be- 
gun in 1108. But it was subsequently stopped. It should be resumed 
and completed at an early date. A pier was an absolute necessity for 
the local traders. 

The need for a Munsiffs’ Court at Colaehel had been represented on 
more occasions than one. The paloufhies of Manavalaktmchi, Kadiya- 
pattanam, Colaehel, Midalam, Kizhmidalam and Kappiyara were in¬ 
cluded in the jurisdiction of the Padmanabhapuram Munsiffs Courts 
and a large number of cases were being filed from those pabuthm. 
The inhabitants of those places were put to much hardship on account 
of the long distance of 8 or 9 miles they had to travel for conducting 
their cases. Colachei was also one of the chief towns of the State. A 
Munsiff’s court should therefore be opened there without further delay. 

A Magistrate’s court should also be established there. There was 
formerly a court there but it was subsequently abolished. The need 
had been represented at the 23rd session of the Assembly, but no action 
was taken on the representation. 

A road should be opened along the sea-coast between Colachei and 
Tengapattanam. The need had already been represented at the 
23rd session. The distance by road between the two places was 15 
miles and people were put to much inconvenience in taking articles of 
merchandise to and fro. Owing to want of easy access, the people were 
not getting adequate prices for fish, coir, cocoanut fibre, and other 
articles produced in the coast villages. There was already a road from 
Colachei to Kurumbana. It would be enough if it was extended to 
Tengapattanam. The distance would be only 4 miles. 

The beach at Colachei was very congested and thickly popu¬ 
lated. The chief occupation of the people being fishing, they could not 
shift their residence to the interior. They were living in thatched huts 
huddled together and their sanitation was anything but satisfactory. 
The place being included within port limits, the municipality had no 
control over them and could not therefore attend to their sanitation. 
The Municipal Council had a scheme of buildiDg houses on sanitary 
principles for the use of the fisher-folk and then recovering the cost, 
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But the Council had not the funds to carry out the scheme. The 
Government should therefore take up the scheme and work it out. 
The beach villages should also be included within municipal limits so 
that the Council might arrange for their proper sanitation. 

Most of the roads in the town were in disrepair and their condition 
was becoming worse bn account of the increased motor traffic. All the 
roads in the town should therefore te improved and metalled. 

The Colachel dispensary was housed in a very small building 
quite unfit for the purpose. The in-patients were accommodated in a 
thatched shed. A new building with in-patient wards should there¬ 
fore bo put up for housing the dispensary, which should also be convert¬ 
ed into a hospital. 

Lastly, the member requested that all liquor shops might be re. 
moved from within municipal limits, 

DEW AN’S REPLY: Mr. Nilakanta Pillai, as regards your first 
point, the report of the Chief Engineer is that the nature of the sea 
level is such that wooden groynes in the Colachel Port would be un¬ 
suitable and that nothing' but concrete groynes as in Madras would 
serve the purpose. It is therefore a matter which requires serious 
thought and all that’I con say is that your suggestion will be consi- 

As regards the establishment of a Munsiff’s Court, it will be con¬ 
sidered by the Law’s Delays Officer who will be shortly appointed. 

With regard to the establishment of a Magistrate’s Court, you 
yourself made a similar representation at the 23rd session and I under¬ 
stand that the reply given then was to the effect that Government did 
not find the necessity for this in view of the neighbouring court at 
Eraniel. 

Your next point will be referred to the Road Board. I may say 
however that, according to the Chief Engineer, the alignment of the 
road requires careful investigation and this will be conducted soon. 

With regard to the sanitation of the beach streets, you may re¬ 
member that this matter was referred to the Sanitary Commissioner. 
The difficulty arises with regard to the explanation of the word ‘ street’. 
This iand may come within the meaning of the term ‘ street ’ as defined 
in Section 3 (31) of the Municipal Regulation and the Municipality can 
exercise all the powers conferred upon it by the Regulation in respect 
of streets. Therefore the formal vesting of the area in the Munici¬ 
pality does not seem to he necessary. 

As regards the metalling of roads in municipal limits, strictly 
speaking, it is a work which the Municipality should attend to. But 
the P. W. D. has taken up the work and the Chief Engineer says that 
some portions have already been metalled. 

You next want the dispensary at Colachel to be converted into a • 
hospital. The Administrative Board, Medical Services, does not agree 
with your suggestions. As for the building, Government are also 
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aware that the present dispensary building is noi in goes condition and 
some provision will be made in the next year a budget towards the con¬ 
struction of a new buildiDg. 

As for the removal of arrack and today shops from within the 
municipal limits, you know that an experiment is being tried in 
Changanacherry, the result of which is being watched, 

72. Needs of the Vilavankod taluk. 

Mb. B. NAEAYANA PILLAI (Vll..va>iko:l tabu ,) urged the 
need for abolishing the tolls levied in the Padannalumud market. The 
Depart Peishkar had recommended the abolition of tolls, but it would 
appear that the Land Revenue Commissioner had reported to the 
Government that the market was not an evening market but a day- 
market and that therefore the tolls should not be abolished. A local 
inspection by the Dewan would convince him of the real nature of the 

The next request was for the abolition of the western P. W. D- 
toll-gate at Kuzhithurai. As a result of the representation made on 
the subject at the 2.5th Session of the Assembly, the Government had 
decided to shift the Kuzhithura toll-gate to the 22nd milestone of the 
M. S. road with effect from the 1st Ohingam 1106. The member 
pointed out that what was wanted was either the shifting of the toll- 
gate to the frontier of the taluk or the abolition of the western toll-gate. 
The decision of the Government did not make it clear whether the two 
toll-gates were to continue or not. If the two gates were to be con¬ 
tinued, the grievances of the people would not be redressed. If, how¬ 
ever, the main (eastern) gate was shifted to the 22nd milestone, i, e. 
outside the Kuzhithura municipal limits, that municipality would strive 
to establish a toll-gate within the municipal limits and then the travel¬ 
ling public would have to pay two tolls. In the circumstances, the 
main toll-gate should be removed, if at all, to the frontier of the taluk 
preferably to Injivila between the 19th and 20th mile stones but not to 
the 22nd milestone and the western toll-gate abolished. 

Another urgent need of the inhabitants of Vilavankod was the ap¬ 
pointment of a qualified doctor in the grant-in-aid Mission Hospital at 
Martandam. It was the subject matter of several representations at 
successive sessions of the Assembly. On the strength of those repre¬ 
sentations, the Government made an enquiry and said that the medical 
officer there was duly qualified, while as a matter of fact he was not. 
There was abundant proof for this. There .was however an. experi¬ 
enced medical officer, though not duly qualified, for a very short period, 
but he was soon transferred. The Hospital authorities should therefore 
be asked to appoint a duly qualified doctor and, if that request was not 
complied with, the Government grant should be stopped. 

The Arumana dispensary was affording medical relief to a large 
number of people and the single medical officer there could not cope 
with the increased volume of work. An assistant medical officer should 
therefore be appointed in that institution and it should be converted 
into a Hospital. 
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The inhabitants of Pntukada and the surrounding places wore put 
to much hardship on account of the absence of facilities for medical aid 
in the locality. The need for a hospital at Putukada in order to remove 
their hardships had been brought to the notice of the Government at 
the 2‘2nd, 23rd, 24th and 2.5th Sessions of the Assembly. A dispen¬ 
sary should therefore be. established without further delay. 

A grant should be awarded to the Mahatma Gandhi Hospital in the 
taluk. When the request was made at the 25th session of the 
Assembly, it was stated that the question would be considered if the 
hospital could be removed to a place between Kuzhittnra and Paras- 
sala and conducted by a properly qualified doctor. The hospital author¬ 
ities had already applied for a plot of ground at Kazhukintitta situate 
between the two places. Pending construction of a suitable building 
there, they had decided to locate it at Padannalummud. If the 
Government considered that Kazhukintitta was not a central place, the 
hospital would be removed to any other place selected by the Govern! 
ment. In the circumstances, a decent grant should be awarded to the 
hospital. 

The pakuthies of Edakcd and Aruinana and portion of the Kaliyal 
pakuthi should be transferred from the jurisdiction of the Tiruvattar 
Police Station to the Kuzhithura Police Station. In reply to previous 
representations, the Government had stated that the question would he 
considered along with the Police re-allocation scheme. The question 
should be taken up without further delay. Similarly, the Police 
jurisdiction over the Kizhkulam and Killiyur pa-kuthies should be 
transferred to the Kuzhithura station. 

The Kuzhithura V, M, School was in a very dilapidated condition 
and was one of the oldest buildings. New buildings should be pout up 
at an early date on the site acquired for the .purpose. 

A waiting room for girls, and a latrine should fce constructed in 
the English School at Martandam. A compound wall and a well were 
also absolutely necessary. A hospital should also be opened near the 
school for the convenience of pupils belonging to distant places. 

In regard to means of communication, the member said that the 
Kuzhithura-Madichal ryots' road and the ryots’ road starting from 
Padannaiummood and meeting the Kuzhithura Pattanam road should 
be taken over by the Government for departmental maintenance after- 
constructing the necessary culverts, 

Lastly, he hoped that the Minor Irrigation Committee would go 
into the question of minor irrigation in the taluk, especially the Chittar 
Scheme and also enquire into the question of levying b.ictipaihi from 
ryots in respect of irrigation works. 

In conclusion, he requested that the' Chenankulam tank in 
Madichal might be restored at an early date. 

DEWAN’S BEPLY : Mr. Narayana Pillai, the first thing that 
you said was that the tolls in the Padannaiummood market should be 
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abolished. Prom certain tacts von seem to think fiat the Land 
Revenue Commissioner is not for abolishing the w'ls. But I i..»v tell 
you that he is also for abolishing the tolls and I expect orders being 
passed for the abolition before long. 

As regards the abolition oi tne western to!!-cate at Kuzhithura, 
I may tell you that Government nave ordered that the toll-gate be 
shifted to the 2‘2nd mile of the M. S. Road. Your other suggestions 
will be noted and necessary action taken. 

Then you spoke about the working of the grant-in-aid Mission 
Hospital at Marthandam and the appointment of a qualified doctor 
there. You say that you want a qualified doctor. Different people 
may give different interpretations ol the expression “qualified doctor’’. 
Herein Travaneore we have got several grades of medical men. Any 
person who has passed a University medical examination is called a 
qualified doctor. According to our ruies, persons who have a particular- 
kind of training in Neyyoor are also considered fit to serve as Sub- 
Assistant Surgeons. You may say that you want a University qualified 
man, But the Administrative Board, Medical Services- says'’ that a 
new man has been appointed m this hospital and iris fitness is being 
watched. So far, he is found to be satisfactory. Tire Board considers 
that the institution is efficiently managed. Any medical man having 
some experience, who goes and spends some two or three hours in any 
institution, can decide for himself how it is worked by watching the 
treatment of the patients, the supply of medicines and other things. 

With regard to the conversion of the Arumana dispensary into a 
hospital, Government arc not at present satisfied that there is any 
necessity; .and the existing accommodation is sufficient for the 

As regards the establishment of a Government dispensary at 
Putukada, there is some trouble about the selection of the site for the 
dispensary. The actual location has not been fixed. 

73. Needs of the Vilavankod taluk. 

Mb. P. M. RAMAN PILLAI (Mnmoip.il Coumil, XHihittura) 
spoke on the following needs of the Vilavankod taluk :— 

(1) Improvement of the buildings of the V. M. schools at 
Kuzhithura and Munchira. These buildings were in such a deplorable 
state that, if they had been used for holding private schools, the grants 
due to them would have been stopped. 

(2) Botany should be taught as an optional subject in the English 
. High School at Martandam. It would help to create some interest in 

the pupils to take to agriculture. 

(3) An English Middle School for girls between Nagercoil and 
Trivandrum was very necessary. Kuzhithura was a central place and 
the school might be opened there. 
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(4) An additional Munsiffs court should be opened at Kuzbithiuai 
with jurisdiction over Nattalam, Killiyur and three other ncJiulhies of 
the old Eraniel taluk. 

(5) The Kuzhithura Magistrate’s court should be removed to a 
place on a higher level. Its existing location was in an insanitary place. 

(6) The clerical staff of the Kuzhithura Munsiffs court was over¬ 
worked. Additional staff should therefore be employed. That would 
tend to put down corruption also. Temptation to become corrupt 
would come only when the staff had to do extra work. 

(7) The Police jurisdiction over ICizhknlam and Killiyur pulcuthies 
should be taken away from the Vilavankod Police station and given to 
the Kuzhithura Police station. 

(8) The Mission Hospital at Marthandam was not in any way 
useful to the public. Even for first aid, doctors had to be got down 
from elsewhere. The hospital should be taken over by the Government 
and managed bv them. 

(9) The following were the needs in respect of the Public Works 
Department:— 

(a) Improvement of the lane between Marangattukadavu and 
Parthivapuram, 

(b) Bepair of the Chennittoitam bridge. 

(fl) Conversion into cart roads of— 

(i) the Kuzhithura—Kuzhivila trace ; 

(ii) the Madichal - Padannalummud trace ; and 

(iii) the Putukada—Kollenkod trace. 

(7) The working of the Chittar scheme. 

(e) Improvement of irrigation works and restoration of tanks. 

(10) The Asktami festival in the Tirumala temple in Vrischikam 
and the Bharani festival in Kollartkod in the month of Meenam were 
important festivals for the Hindu inhabitants of the Vilavankod taluk. 
These two days should therefore be declared as public holidays for the 
Vilavankod taluk. If necessary, two Saturdays might be considered as 
working days, so far as schools were concerned. 

(11) The Vilavankod taluk should be made a separate consti¬ 
tuency for purposes of election to the Legislative council. 

DEWAN’S BEPLf: Mr. Banian Pillai, your first subject is 
about the improvement of the buildings of the Vernacular 'Middle 
Schools at Kuzhithura and Munchira. An estimate has been called 
for, and is being prepared by the Division officer, for the Kuzhithura 
school; with regard to the Munchira school, the matter is under cor¬ 
respondence with, the Inspector of Vernacular Schools. 

With regard to the introduction of Botany as an optional subject, 
this can be considered only later on, as the Director of Public Instruc¬ 
tion says that it is not necessary now in view of the fact that the 
B. S. L. C. course has to be revised so as to bring it into line with the 
Madras S. S. L. G. course. 

As regards the English Middle School for girls, I may tell you that 
the policy of the Government is not to. increase the number of depart¬ 
mental schools; but they are prepared to encourage private enterprise as 
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far as possible by helping with grants private schools conforming to 
the Code. 

Your representation on judicial matters will be referred to the 
Law's Delays Officer, who will be shortly appointed. As regards the 
additional clerical staff in the Kuzhithura Munsiff’s court, that matter 
also will, to some extent, depend upon the recommendations of that 
officer. 

Your suggestions with regard to the Police jurisdiction will be 
noted and taken up for consideration along with the re-allocation 
scheme. 

With regard to the establishment of dispensaries at Putubada and 
Iiuzhithura, you heard the replies I gave to the previous representation 
by the member for Viiavancode. Your suggestions will be noted. 

As regards communications, such of them as are important will be 
referred to the Boad Board- 

Your representation regarding irrigation works will be referred to 
the Irrigation Committee. 

The question of declaring the Aslitami day and the Bharani day as 
holidays was brought to the notice of the Government at prior sessions. 
I will order an enquiry to be made in regard to this. 

With regard to your last subject, I may say that it is a- matter 
which will be noted and considered when the Legislative Council 
Buies are revised. 


14- Needs o; the Vilavankod taluk, 

Mu. MAHOMED HA NEED- (No,r.m%fed) first spoke about the 
need for opening a dispensary at Tengapattanam. The need therefor 
had been brought to the notice of the Government on prior occasions 
and the Inspecting Medical Officer himself was convinced of the need 
when he was touring the locality during the last cholera season. The 
people were then put to much hardship for want of proper medical aid. 
Thera was a building available for bolding the dispensary, via-, the old 
customs house. 

On account of the absence of a lady doctor in the Mission Hospital 
at Martandam, the women of the Vilavankod were experiencing much 
hardship and inconvenience. A lady doctor should therefore be 
appointed in that institution without further delay. 

The Kuzhithura-Tengapattanam road was in a very bad and neglec¬ 
ted condition. The road had not been gravelled for the past 5 years. 
It was dusty in summer and miry in winter. The motor traffic on the 
road was very heavy. It should therefore be improved and metalled 
without further delay. The work should be started immediately and 
not referred to the Boad Board. 

The wooden bridge at Chennittottam was frequently in disrepair 
and not strong enough to bear heavy weights. • Consequently, no bus 
could be driven on it. As this bridge was situate between two busy towns, 
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Kuzhithura and Tengapattanam, the absence of bus services was a 
serious handicap to traders. A reinforced concrete bridge should there¬ 
fore be constructed at the place. That would be a great boon to the 
general public and to the traders in particular. 

There were no police stations on the beach between Colachel and 
Tengapattanam. The people in those localities were illiterate and addi¬ 
cted to drink. Several crimes were committed in open daylight and the 
police officers having jurisdiction knew of them only after much delay. 
Two police stations should therefore be opened at the beach between the 
two places or at least one at Tengapattanam. 

A beach road between Colachel and Tengapanttanam was absolu¬ 
tely necessary. The need was urged by other members also. 
There was already a road from Colachel to Kurumbana. It would be 
enough if this be extended up to Tengapattanam. The distance was 
only 4 miles. Most of the lands required were poramboke lands. If 
there were private lands, the owners would be prepared to give up 
lands free. The people, especially traders, were put to much hardship 
due to want of easy means of communication between the two places, 
particularly since the closing of the A. V, M. Canal. 

Some of the pafoithies of Vilavankod were included in the jurisdic¬ 
tion of the Padmanabhapuram Munsiffs Court and consequently the 
inhabitants of the taluk wore put to much inconvenience and loss. 
The civil jurisdiction over those pahiUhun should therefore be trans¬ 
ferred to the Kuzhithura Munsiffs Court. 

DE WAN'S REPLY: Mr. Mahomed Haneef, the first subject 
in your representation is the opening of a dispensary at Tengapattanam. 
I may refer you to the reply I gave to the Vilavankod member. 

With regard to the appointment of a qualified Lady Doctor in the 
Marthaudam hospital, I shall refer your suggestions to the hospital 
authorities and call for their remarks. 

Your third point is a matter for the Eoad Board, to whom it will 
be referred. 

With regard to the improvement of the bridge at Chennittottam, 
an estimate for a permanent platform is under preparation ; and when 
it is finished that matter will be taken up. 

As regards the establishment of Police Stations, Government are 
informed that there is no necessity for this as the out-post at Puthuk- 
kadai is near. 

The question of a opening a beach road between Colachel and 
Tengapattanam requires detailed investigation before the alignment of 
the road is fixed. This matter is under the consideration of the Chief 
Engineer. 

Lastly, you want the .Revenue arid civil jurisdiction over the 
Vilavankod taluk to be made eo-extensive. That matter will be refer¬ 
red to the Law’s Delays Officer. 
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7S. Needs of the Neyyattinkara Municipality. 

Mb. A, P, NAYAE (Municipal Council, Neyyattinkara) pressed 
the need for an English Middle School for girls at Neyyattinkara. The 
same subject was represented at the previous session also. A large 
number of girls were studying in the boys’ school while there were many 
others who were unwilling to attend such schools, Neyyattinkara was an 
important town in area, population and revenue. The school should be 
opened from the beginning of the next academic year. 

The Hospital building was not commodious. There was neither a 
pay ward nor an operation theatre. There were only one bed for caste 
Hindus and 2 beds for non-caste Hindus in the lying-in ward. There 
was only one common kitchen and that was in a dilapidated condition. 
The above defects should be removed at an early date. 

The local English school was one of the important schools of the 
State, but there was no playground attached to it. The Director of Public 
Instruction had recommended the acquisition of a plot of ground away 
from the school. That was not desirable. The playground should be 
attached to the school, so that the games might be played under-the 
supervision of the teachers, The place to the western side of the 
English and Vernacular schools might be acquired for the purpose. It 
was kept in a very insanitary condition. 

The Cutcherry road was in disrepair due to the incessant motor 
traffic oil it. It should be metalled at an'early date. 

The, liquor shops in the town should be removed outside the 
municipal limits and located in thinly populated places. There was 
no doubt that the majority of the people would support the proposal 
and it would promote temperance to a greater degree than in Chan- 
ganacherry where the experiment of local option was being tried. 

There were no convenient bathing ghats in the river for men and 
women. The Municipality had no funds to do the work and hence the 
necesssity to approach the Government in the matter. 

The motor traffic was rapidly increasing in the town and due to 
reckless and rash driving several accidents were being caused. To 
prevent the occurrence of such accidents and to ensure better safety to 
the pedestrians, the speed of motor vechicies within town limits should 
be limited to 6 miles per hour. 

DEWAN’S REPLY : Mi-. A. P. Nayar, your first point is that 
there should be an English Middle School for girls. Government aGo 
feel the necessity for having separate schools for girls in places where 
there 'are girls in large numbers in mixed schools. But they would 
prefer private institutions being started. 

With regard to the provision of a maternity and children’s ward in 
the hospital, it has been reported that a trained nurse has been recently 
appointed in the hospital and there is no necessity for a separate 
maternity and children’s ward. The present staft is quite sufficient. 
Your other suggestions will be noted. 

19 
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As regards the provision of a playground, if is a matter which is 
engaging the attention of Government. Some sites have been 
suggested and orders will fee passed very soon. 

The question of metalling the Cutcherry road will bo referred to 
the Road Board. 

As regards the removal of arrack and toddy shops from within the 
municipal limits, the answer I gave to the representations of other 
members that the result of an experiment that is being tried in 
Changanachevry is being watched will apply to this also. 

An estimate has been sanctioned for the construction of bathing 
ghats in the Neyyar river and it is reported that the work is in progress. 

With regard to iho reduction of the speed of motor vehicles, there 
is already a rule that it shall not exceed ;12 miles in a public place, 8 
miles within the limits of a Police town and 6 miles near a school or a 
market. It is not desirable to reduce it further. 

76. Needs of the Neyyattinkara taluk, 

Mb. N. K. PADMANABHA PILLAI (Neyi/attinkara taluk, 
Group I) spoke about the need for the restoration of minor irrigation 
works in the taluk. So far as the Neyyattinkara taluk was concerned, 
the chief sources of water supply were tire irrigation tanks. But most 
of them were in a neglected condition and many had been registered 
away. On a rough estimate prepared some time back, there were 873 
tanks in the taluk. It was regrettable that the Government had 
selected only 136 tanks for restoration and, even of those 136, only 40 
had been actually restored. In selecting the tanks for restoration no 
principle was followed, such as their usefulness or necessity. The 
selection was made at the whims and , fancies of the officers responsible. 
The way in which the restoration work was carried out was also not satis¬ 
factory. If those things were brought to the notice of the Government, 
the representations were not given due weight and consideration as 
wanting in technical knowledge. The same was the case in regard to new 
schemes suggested by the'agriculturists. Adam across the Neyyar at 
Aruvikkara would be useful to irrigate a large extent of paddy lands. 
That scheme was investigated by the Government and given up; but the 
agriculturists still believed in its usefulness and hence the repeated 
representations at the Assembly and elsewhere. In the same way, the 
Kottukal eastern channel was completed, but the western channel was 
given up. The work finished was practically of no use. After the 
completion of the Kodayar Project, no irrigation work worth the name 
had been undertaken by the Government. It showed the indiffer¬ 
ent attitude of the Government in regard to the development of 
irrigational sources. But the member hoped that the new regime 
would inaugurate a new era of irrigational schemes.' The Aruvikara 
scheme and the Kodayar Right Bank channel scheme on which an 
expenditure of about Bs. 8 lakhs had been incurred should be taken up 
for reconsideration and investigated. 1 




The member referred to the lapse of budget allotments provided 
for the improvement of minor irrigation. In 1105, a hum of 
Bs. 25,000 had been provided for the purpose for the Neyyattinkara taluk. 
But although 7 months of the year had elapsed, no tank had been taken 
up for restoration. 

The improvement of the Amaravila—Ottassekharamanaalam road 
was the subject matter of several representations at previous sessions. 
As a result, only two bridges and one culvert had been finished on 
• the roacl. There were four other culverts and a bridge across the 
Ohittar yet to be finished. They should be taken in hand without delay. 
If they were completed and a bridge at Mandapathiunkadavu also 
constructed, communication toKattakada, Nedumangad and other places 
would be rendered easy. 

There had been several representations for the construction of 
bridges at Mahdapathumkadavu and Kallikad. Any one of them would 
be enough for the time being. 

The nest request of the member was for the conversion ot the ryots’ 
road from Aryankod market in the Ottaseknaramangauira jiaxiitJn to 
Panaehimud into a cart road- It was absolutely necessary for the 
ryots for the transport of agricultural produce to the markets. 

The previous Dewan was convinced of the necessity for a bridge at 
Poovar and said in reply to a representation that the Chief Engineer 
would be asked to take up the work. But no work had yet been started. 
It should be expedited. 

The metalling of the roads of the Neyyattinkara town was another 
urgent need. Of these roads, the Cutcherry road and the road leading 
to the Magistrate’s Court, Excise office, sciiram, etc., required immedi¬ 
ate attention. 

The need for an English School for girls had already been urged 
by the previous speaker and the member had nothing more to add. 

The river bank from Krishnankovil Kadavu to Kottarakadavu was 
giving way in places owing to natural causes. The bank should bo 
walled up and bathing ghats constructed for men and women 
separately. 

Lastly, the member pressed the need for a dispensary at Yellarada 
which was a malarial place. The Inspecting Medical Officer had 
recommended the opening of a dispensary there and . the Government 
should sanction it at an early date. 

DEWAN’S EEPLYMr. Padmanabha Pillai, your first sub¬ 
ject refers to minor irrigation. Naturally there are differences of 
opinion on this subject. But Government are trying to do whatever is 
possible in this direction. It will be considered by a committee which 
is to be constituted Very shortly. 

Your second subject will be referred to the Bond Board, and I 
trust that next year’s budget will be estimated mainly on the recom¬ 
mendations of that Board* 
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Your 3rd, 4th, 5th and 6th points will also be referred to the Boad 
Board. 

I have already given answers to your eighth subject in reply to pre¬ 
vious representations. 

As regards the 9th subject, I suppose you mean that that would be 
of use to all classes. That work is being done by the Maramat Engineer 
and will be completed before long and that will satisfy your require¬ 
ments. 

As regards the opening of a dispensary at Vellarada, Government 
also feel the necessity and the matter will be referred to the Medical 
Board. 

The Assembly adjourned at 4-55 p. m, to meet again at 11-30 A. M. 
on Monday, the 10th March, 1930.

f 77. Needs of the Neyyaitinkara taluk. 

Mb. KANAKKU NARAYANA PILL AT. GOVINDA PILLAI 
(. Netjyattinkara, taluk Group II) said that adequate attention was not 
beingipaidto the restoration of irrigation tanks in the' Neyyattinkara taluk 
There were more than 800 such tanks in the taluk, but it was only 
40 tanks had so far been repaired. At the present slow rate of repair 
deplorable that it would take years to finish all the tanks. The Govern¬ 
ment should pay greater attention to this item of work and order 
that at least 25 tanks should be finished every year. 

The Government had constructed a canal on the eastern side of the 
Kottukal yela with a view to drain away the flood water accumulating 
there during the rainy weather. That canal did not serve the purpose 
fully and therefore another canal also should be constructed on the western 
side of the yela. 

Owing, to breaches in. the M&rukil todu, vast extents of paddy 
fields had been rendered unfit for cultivation. In the year 1925, the Chief 
Engineer and the Dewan Peiskkar inspected the place and ordered the 
preparation of a plan and estimate for closing the breaches. But 
nothing further had been done so far. The work should be taken up 
and finished without further delay. 

The member next urged the need for the following public works 
in the Neyyattinkara taluk;— 

(1) Completion of the Peyad-Veilanasi road and the bridge 
across the todu which divided the road. 

(2) Converting into a cart road the path starting from Peyad and 
meeting the Pappanankod-Kottur road on the 2nd mile, and taking it 
over for .departmental maintenance, The total distance was only 
2 miles, of which about a mile was fit for cart traffic. 

(3) Early completion of the Nemam-Ooroottambalam road. 

(4) Extension of the Pachallur-Venganur Road toNellimood 
iiia.Kidarakuzhi. 

(5) Metalling or gravelling the Puvar-Vizliinjam, the Puvar« 
Neyyattinkara and the Pappanamkod-Malayinkil roads and making 
them fit for cart traffic and repairing the cause-way across the Karichal 
Jcmjal, 

(6) Construction of a bridge across the Vellayam lake. Due to 
the absence of-a bridge; the poor people who had to cross the lake to and 
fro for earning their livelihood, were put to much hardship and incon-. 



(V) Opening of a road from Vellayani to meet the 7th mile of 
the M. S. road. 

(8) Deepening the Vellayani todu and reconstructing the Vella¬ 
yani sluice or providing lock and shutters so as to make the canal navig¬ 
able for valiums. 

(9) Two more bridges across the Neyyar at Poovav and at Man- 
dapathukadavn wore absolutely necessary. The previous Dewan was 
convinced of the necessity for the bridges and had agreed to their con¬ 
struction. The work should be taken up soon, after a local inspection 
if necessary, 

(10) Construction of a satram. at Kovilam. The subject was 
represented at the 24th session and the Dewan gave a favourable 
reply. 

(11) Introduction of a ferry boat service at Idinjakaraturuttu- 
kadavu in Pachallur. 

The number of documents for registration was increasing year by 
year in the vilappiland Mavnkilpakuthies. The registration jurisdiction 
over the vilappil pahuthi Was under the Sub-Registry Office, Nemam, 
and that over the Marukil pahuthi under the Sub-Registry Office at 
Maranalhu’. The inhabitants of those places were put to much incon¬ 
venience and loss in having to walk not less than 10 miles to reach their 
respective Sub-Registry Offices. With a view to redress their griev¬ 
ances, a Sub-Registry Office might be opened at Malayinkil, a central 
place for both the above pahuthics. If that could not be done, one 
of the offices at Maranallur or Nemam might be shifted to Malayin¬ 
kil. 

Vellayani was an important and beautiful place in the Neyyattin- 
kara taluk and was rising into prominence gradually, "both on account of 
population and business. An Ayurveda vaiclyasala, a Police station, a 
school, an Anchal office, a market and a Paknthi Cu.tcherry were neces¬ 
sary institutions in such a place and should be opened at an early date.

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[What you said about minor irrigation will be referred to the Irri¬ 
gation Committee. 

The question of opening a canal on the western side of the Kottu- 
kal yela will be referred to the Committee and on receipt of their report 
the needful will be done. 

In regard to the breaches in the Marukil todu, the matter will be 
enquired into. 

The Chief Engineer reports that the bridge in the Peyad-Vellanad 
road is under construction. 

The subjects relating to the construction of roads will be referred 
to the Road Board. 

The Vizhinjam-Puvar road is being metalled by the P. W. Depart¬ 
ment. The question of metalling the Vizhinjam-Neyyattinkara and 
Pappanankod-Kottur roads will be referred to the Road Board. Simi. 
larly, the points relating to the extension of the Vellayani lake road and 
the construction of a bridge across the lake will also be referred to that 
Board. 

In regard to the deepening of the Vellayani todu, the work is even 
now being conducted by the P. W. Department. The reconstruction 
of the sluice or the provision of a lock cannot, at present, be undertaken, 
as it involves a large outlay. 

The prayer relating to the construction of bridges at‘ Poovar and 
at Mandapathukadavu will be referred to the Road Board. 

The need for a uitram at Kovilam has been felt by the Government 
also. The Maramat Engineer and the Division Peishkar are on the 
look-out for a proper site for the aatram. 

The provision of a ferry service at the Idinjakaraturuthukadavu 
will be considered by the Road Board. 

The Government do not feel the necessity for a Sub-Registry Office 
at Malayinkil, especially as there are such offices at Nemam and Mara- 
nallur. ' The question of transfer of one of the existing Sub-Registry 
offices to Malayinkil cannot also be considered, as such a course would 
inconvenience the people of the localities concerned. 

In regard to the opening of a school at Vellayani, the policy of the 
Government is not to multiply departmental schools. If a private 
school is started, a grant will be awarded to it under the rules. 

There is no need for an Anchal Office at Vellayani, as there is one 
at Venganur. 

As for the Police station, the question will be considered along with 
the report of the Police Reallocation Officer. 

In regard to the vaidyasalu. the Government have fixed the num¬ 
ber of vaidyasalas in the State. When a vacancy occurs in the number 
of grant-in-aid vaidyans, the question will be considered. 

As for the market, a proper site is being selected.]

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78. Needs ol the Trivandrum Municipality. 

Mb. S. NATABAJA PILLAI (Municipal Council, Trivandrum ), 
first spoke about the need for increasing the Government grant to the 
Trivandrum Municipal Council. Trivandrum being the capital of the 
State, people from all parts of the State resorted to it and the Council 
had to provide for them all the amenities of town life. Before the- 
formation of Municipal Councils, the Trivandrum Town Improvement 
Committee was receiving a grant of Rs. 40,000 annually; but by a 
steady policy of retrenchment, it waa reduced to Rs. 25,000 in 1103, 
Since then the expenditure had been increasing, resulting in a deficit 
budget year by year. With a deficit budget and a scanty grant 
which the Government were giving during the current year, the 
Municipal Council " was seriously handicapped in launching 
m&ny big and useful schemes, such as the acquisition of the 
cremation ground at Taikad, restoration of tanks, introduction of 
motor lorries for purposes of sanitation, etc. The Government should 
therefore sympathetically consider the matter and restore the original 
grant. 

A proper drainage scheme for the Trivandrum town was an 
absolute necessity. The construction and repair of drains was vested 
in the P. W,.- Department and it was therefore the duty of the Gov- 
ernment to afford all drainage facilities. The sewage water now 
collected in the Putbarikandani fields was a source of several 
diseases. The Council had already passed a resolution on the subject 
and requested the Government to work out a proper drainage scheme. 

A poor-house was another indispensable thing for the town. 
When the subject was discussed in the Legislative Council, it was 
stated on behalf of the Government.that it was a matter for the 
Municipality to take up. But the Municipality would be able to meet 
only; one-fourth of the total cost involved. According to municipal 
statistics, there, were 200 beggars in the town, besides those from the 
sea-coast villages. The beggars were a source of nuisance and a 
menace to the public health as most of them were suffering from 
chronic and contagious diseases. The Government should therefore view 
the question sympathetically and open a poor-house, preferably some¬ 
where near Katijipura so as to benefit the people of the coast villages 

The next point was about the removal of liquor shops from within 
the municipal limits. Perhaps the answer to the prayer would be to 
await the result of the experiment that was being carried on at Changa- 
nacherry. But an experiment in one place was not sufficient. It should 
be tried in 3 or 4 places. Some of the shops were located in very busy 
centres, for instance, opposite the Law College. They at least should 
be removed. 

The Chalai and the Karuppattikadai roads were so crowded and 
the traffic thereon so heavy that it -was not safe for pedestrians. It was 
therefore highly necessary to widen those roads.- That point would 
probably be referred to the Boad Board, 



With the completion of the new railway station at Tampanur, the 
Kochar road would become important. It should therefore be widen¬ 
ed. That road would also serve as a relief road to the parallel Chalai 
bazaar road. 

About a third of the population of the town was Tamil-speaking. 
Yet it was a pity that there vras not even a single Tamil school there. 
Two or three Tamil Elementary schools might therefore be opened in 
Tamil speaking centres. 

The Putharikandam should be handed over to the Municipal Coun¬ 
cil with a view to convert the northern portion of it into a park and 
play-ground and the southern portion into a grazing ground. 

The Council had already approached the Government for the pre¬ 
paration of a town planning scheme and agreed to bear 25 per cent, 
of the cost. The Government had also accepted the offer. The 
matter should be expedited. 

The Chalai main road and the main road leading to Chackai con¬ 
tained many narrow/ and sharp bends dangerous to traffic. They should 
be eased. 

The main road was very congested and one of the ways of relieving 
the congestion wasto redistribute the Government offices on the sides 
of the road. 

The member’s next request was that the Trivandrum town should 
be included as a “health unit'’ in the new scheme to be worked out by 
the Public Health. Department. 

Lastly; the Electrical Department was lighting' only 12 miles of 
roads in the town. The remaining portions should also be provided. 
With electric lights at an early date. 

DEWAN’S “REPLYMr. Nataraja Pillay, your first point-is 
about the enhancement of the grant to the Municipality. You say that 
it has to provide for tlie amenities of people of all parts of the State. 
Trivandrum being the capital, people of other parts naturally resort to 
it and it is on that account that, to some extent, Government have 
been giving larger amounts as grant to this Municipality when com¬ 
pared to other Municipalities. This year also Government are allow¬ 
ing a grant of Bs. 12,000. You say that this is not enough for the 
various schemes that you have m view. Well, all I can say is that you 
will have to cut your coat according to your cloth. 

Then with regard to ‘drainage, you say that resolutions have been 
passed by the Municipal Council. I do not want to repeat what 
Mr. Watts said at the last session of the Assembly about the resolu¬ 
tions of the Trivandrum Municipal Council, oh., that the Municipality 
seems to be quite ready to pass resolutions and expects somebody else 
to take up the work of carrying' out its resolutions. 

MEMBER : The Municipality has no cont rol over the drainage- 
It is the P. W. D. that has got it. 
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DEW AN : You say that you have no control over drainage. 
Even if you are entrusted with that work, you say you have not the 
required funds. Hence Government have to do it. If there is one 
thing, more than anything else, that a Municipality has to attend to, 
it is the drainage of the town. Well, as I said, I do not want to refer 
to the various resolutions of the Municipal Council. So far as drainage 
is concerned, as you yourself say, Government have thought of taking 
it up. But it is a matter which requires investigation; and I expect 
to have the investigation taken up before long. 

As regards poor-house, the Municipality should formulate a scheme 
and then send it up to Government. 

My answer as regards prohibition is what you anticipated. Your 
suggestion with regard to the location of shops—you say there are some 
shops in front of schools, etc.,—will he considered. 

Your points about means of communication will, as you yourself 
anticipated, be referred to the Koad Board. 

With regard to Tamil Elementary Schools, you cannot expect all 
schools to be opened by Government. It is a matter for private enter¬ 
prise. As a matter of fact, there is a Tamil school at Chalai which is a 
private one. If such institutions are started, Government are prepared 
to help them with grants. Your suggestion that there should be at 
least two or three departmental schools will be noted. 

The re-distribution of offices is perhaps an easy scheme to suggest 
but a difficult one to pursue; and I do not think I can say that Govern¬ 
ment are, in a position to accept that suggestion of yours. 

You say that Trivandrum must be selected as one of the health 
units. This matter has not yet been settled. Dr. Jacocks of the 
Bockefeller Foundation is investigating which localities should be made 
health units. Your suggestion that Trivandrum should be made a 
health unit will be referred to Dr, Jacocks and considered in that con¬ 
nection. 

?9. Needs of tHe Trivandrum taluk. 

Mb. T. K. PADMANABHA PILLAI (Trivandrum taluk, Group 1) 
before talking upon his subject, supported the prayer of Mr S. Natayaja 
Pillai for the opening of Tamil schools in the Trivandrum town for the 
benefit of the Tamil speaking people. 

DEWAN : You are not allowed to do that as it is not included 
in the memorandum of your subject. 

The member then spoke on the need for the following public works 
in the taluk 

(1) Extension of the new road from Petta to Kulattur. Two miles 
of the road had already been finished. There was still only a length of 
1£ miles, which should be finished as early as possible. 

(2) Conversion, into a cart road, of-the foot-path from Iiusakod to 
Trikkannapuram in the Auchamada pakuthi. The Minor Irrigation 
Committee had also recommended the road. 
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(8) Conversion of the foot-path from near the Police Station at 
Vattiyurkavii to Marathnmmood into a cart road and construction of a 
wooden bridge across the Killiyar. This road was an absolute necessity 
for the inhabitants of the Anchamada and Aiamacla pakuthiss, especially 
during the rainy season. 

(4) The road starting from the south-eastern gate of the Pnblic 
Offices and leading to Pazhavangadi should be widened and provided 
with electric lights. Since the electrification of the main roads, the 
municipal lamps on the road were not properly lighted. 

(5) The road from Bathappurakkunnu to Jagati via Marutan- 
kuzhi should also be provided with electric lights. The Municipality 
was not doing anything for lighting the road which was infested with 

(fi) Early conversion of the foot-path from near the Pothenkod 
market to the lGth mile of the M. C. road into a cart road and provi¬ 
sion of the necessary culverts. The land required for tha road had 
already been acquired. 

(7) The lane leading from the Sankrit College to Attani 
should be 'converted into a cart road. It was very useful for the 
students going to the Sanskrit College from Attani and other places 
and for the pupils attending the Vanchiyur School from Perumtanni and 
the surrounding places. 

(8) Restoration of the tanks in the Anchatuads and Aramada 
pakufhics and making them fit for irrigation. 

The leper asylum was situated in a thickly populated place and 
near the Palace. Further, the water contaminated by the inmates of 
the asylum was flowing down to the Padmatirthem tank used by a 
large number of people. The asylum should be removed to a thinly 
populated place. 

The Ayurveda Hospital in the town was located on a small site. 
The accommodation too was insufficient, there being only 8 beds. The 
hospital should be removed to a suitable site and housed in a more 
oommodious building. The inhabitants of Anchamada and Aramada 
pakuthies were suffering from want of proper medical relief. A 
Government Ayurvedic dispensary should therefore be opened at Tiru- 
mala or Sastamangalain. 

Another important need of the town was proper buildings for the 
District and Munsiffs’ Courts. The existing buildings were quite un¬ 
satisfactory. The subject was represented at the 24th session also and 
then it was stated that the matter was under consideration. Even 
mofussil courts were housed in decent buildings. 

The Division Assistant could not devote all his time to magisterial 
work, as he had to attend to -Tct-nuwan-'H and other items of revenue 
work. It would therefore be desirable to invest the Town Magistrate 
with First Class Magisterial powers. 
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A dispensary should be opened in a central place, in Pallipuram, 

Lastly, a Stationary Magistrate's Court should be opened at 
Kazhakkuttam. 

DEW AN’S REPLY : Mr. Padmanabha Piliai, I must say that 
the first part of your speech disappointed me a bit. I think you 
enumerated a number of points. You took up all your time on the 
first part of your speech relating to means of communication and dealt 
at length on each one of the several items, with the result that you had 
no time for concentrating upon such of the points as you thought 
deservedgspecial attention. 

Points 1, 2, 4, 5, 9 and 14, as you anticipated, will be referred 

to the Road Board. 

As regards the restoration of tanks, it is a matter which will be 
taken up by the Minor Irrigation Committee. 

You urge the removal of the Leper Asylum from its present 
site. It is a matter which is already engaging the attention of 
Government. When they are able to get a site at Adoor or elsewhere 
in the Kunnattur taluk for that purpose, it will be considered. 

Then as regards the Ayurveda hospital, I understand from your 
representation that you wanted not so much the opening of a new hos-. 
pital as the removal of the dispensary from its present site. 

MEMBER: Yes, Sir. 

DEWAN : Well, that suggestion of yours will be noted for con¬ 
sideration. 

The construction of suitable buildings for the District and Munsiffs’ 
Courts at Trivandrum is one that has been engaging the attention of 
Government. There are various schemes, some very ambitious. I can 
assure you that this is a matter which the Government are not likely to 
lose sight of. 

You say that, the Town Magistrate should be invested with the 
powers of a Eirst Class' Magistrate. So far as my information goes, the 
Town Magistrate has his hands already full. Your suggestion will 
result in lightening, the work of one court and^increasing that of another. 
I do not think that your suggestion would be a favourable one to the 
Town Magistrate. . 

Then you wanted a dispensary to be opened at Pallippuram. So 
many requests have been received from different localities for the open¬ 
ing of dispensaries and hospitals. Government have decided that it is 
better not to deal with that matter piecemeal; and they are asking the 
Medical Board to draft a scheme for opening dispensaries and hospitals 
in places where they are urgently required. Your suggestion will also 
be referred to the Board. 

As regards the Stationary Magistrate’s Court at Kazhakuttam,'Gov¬ 
ernment are not satisfied as to its necessity. 



80, Needs of the Trivandrum taluk. 

MR. N. MADFAVAN NAYAB ( Trivandrum taluk Group II) 
first spoke on 1 he need for .the following public works in the Trivan¬ 
drum taluk:— 

(1) Conversion of the trace from Uliyazhattura Pakuthi Cut- 
cherry to Pothenkod into a cart road. It was only two miles long 
but much frequented and useful to the public. 

(2) The Shiyai-am-Pothenkod-Jfedumangad road was in a 
neglected condition and its annual maintenance was not attended to 
properly. The road was miry during rainy season and full of rats. It 
should be improved and metalled. 

(3) Conversion of the trace from Kumarapuram Kanjipura to 
Kadakampalli Pakuthi Cuteherry into a cart road. It was largely 
used by the inhabitants of Kadakampalli and Cheruvikkal pakuthies. 
The trace was broad enough to be converted into a cart road. 

(4) Extension of the Cliackai-Kadakampalli road to the Veli 
backwater. The estimate had already been prepared. It should be 
sanctioned and the work started soon. 

(5) Opening of a road from Kuttikaa near theManakad junction 
to Paravankunnu on the sea-shore in Muttathara pakuthi. The work 
had been sanctioned two years back but not taken in. hand so far. It 
should be expedited. 

(0) The Chalai road should be widened to relieve the congestion 
of traffic there or, in the alternative, the Kochar road should he widened 
to serve as a relief road to the former. The same representation was 
made at the previous session and then the Government said that the 
matter was under consideration. It should be taken up without further 

(7) As a result of representations made at previous sessions, a 
ramp was provided across the Tettiyar at Vettiyod. But the channel 
was flooded during several days every year and the ramp did not serve 
any useful purpose. A bridge should therefore be constructed at an 
early date. 

The Parakottukonathu and Odoor chiras at Chempazkanthi in 
Uliyazhattura pakuthi and the Oheraiknlam in Nallanchirakonam yela 
in the Madaihuvilakam pakuthi were silted up and encroached upon by 
adjacent land-owners and consequently the wet lands irrigated by those 
tanks suffered from scarcity of water. The encroachments should be 
immediately removed and the tanks restored and made useful for 
irrigation. 

The inhabitants, of the pakuthies west of Odoor were put to much 
hardship and inconvenience for want of proper medical aid. A dispen¬ 
sary in a central place like Kazhakkuttam would be of much use to the 
inhabitants of those pakuthies. The Government had felt the need for 
a dispensary for those pakuthies and even proposed to locate it at 
Pothenkod. At the last session, the Dewan said in reply to a represent¬ 
ation that the question of locating the proposed dispensary at Pothenkod 



would be considered. But since then, it would appear that the idea"" 
had been given up. A dispensary at Kazhakkoottam was indispen¬ 
sable and should be opened there. 

The inhabitants of the pahnthies forming Group II of the Trivan¬ 
drum taluk were put to much hardship and loss owing to the absence 
of a Magistrate’s court in any of the pakuthies. The nearest court was 
at Trivandrum which was miles away. A Magistrate’s court should 
therefore be established at Kazhakoottam. Tire subject had been re¬ 
presented at successive sessions of the Assembly for tire past 20 years; 
but the. District Magistrate, it would appear, had reported that the num¬ 
ber of cases from the western pahtthies did not justify the opening of a 
separate Magistrate’s court for them. The District Magistrate might 
not have taken all the 10 western pa,hut.hie s of the taluk into account 
but only the four pahnthies bordering the Chirayinkil taluk. The 
majority of the cases filed in the Trivandrum Town Magistrate’s court 
were from those pahnthies. The matter should be reconsidered and a 
Magistrate’s court opened at Kazhakoottam. 

Prior to the formation of the Thonnakkal Sub-Registry Office, the 
Pallipuram and Andurkonam 'pahuthies were included in the jurisdiction 
of the Kazhakoottam Sub Registry Office. When a new office was 
opened at Thonnakkal, those pahnthies were included in the jurisdiction 
of that office to the great inconvenience of the people there. The juris¬ 
diction over those palcuihi.es should be fixed as of old and the grievances 
of the people redressed. The Director lof Registration objected to the 
proposal , because of the heavy work involved on the staff ' of the '■ 
Kazhakoottam Sub-Registry office. The convenience of the people could 
not be ignored on that account. The difficulty pointed out oould be 
obviated by a readjustment of the staff of the new office and that of the 
Thonnakkal Sub-Registry Office. 

The Trivandrum town was growing in population and with a view 
to promote its well-being and to remove the congestion, a proper town- 
planning scheme should be prepared. The Government should bestow 
their earnest attention on the matter. 

Lastly, another important and vital need of the town was a proper 
system of drainage. Want of proper drainage of sewage water was the 
cause of several diseases. The evil was likely to be aggravated when 
the water supply scheme became an accomplished fact. The question 
should be taken up by the Government and not left to the Municipality. 

DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr. Madhavan Nayar, as regards the' first 
point of your representation, I shall refer it to the Road Board, 

As regardsthe second point, Government understand that the road 
does not stand in urgent need of metalling. I have, however, no 
objection to refer your suggestion to the Road Board. 

Points 3 and 4 raised in your representation will also be referred 
to the Road Board. 
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Then as regards the 5th point, about the construction of the sane, 
tioned road, from Kuttikad to the sea-shore at Psravan vniinn an 
estimate has been sanctioned and sent to the Municipal Council. 1 ou 
yourself know that the Municipality has agreed to hem' hi) per cent, of 
the cost. It will also be referred to the Road Board. 

Then in regard to the widening or the Chalai road or, m the alter¬ 
native, widening of the Koenar road, that is a question that will be 
taken up along with the scheme under consideration ior widening the 
approach roads to the Central Station. This question of widening the 
Chalai road or the Kochar road will be investigated then. 

As regards the construction of a. Bridge over the Tetuvar, Govern¬ 
ment think that a bridge wii! be too costly and, therefore they iiave 
provided j, ramp. But if, as you said, the bridge is absouueiv necessary, 
that will be referred to the Road Board. 

With regard to your suggestions in respect of irrigation. I may say 
that the investigation of the tank known as Par kott 'kinnttmknhia 
has been finished and an estimate will be preprred soon. With regard 
to the Odoor ehira in the Chempazhanti jel g the tank m the Madattu- 
vilakatn pakuthi, and other tanks, their investigation will he taken up 

Your eighth point was about the establishment of a dispensary at 
Kazhakuttam. As I said in reply to previous representations, there is 
a comprehensive scheme under consideration as regards dispensaries 
and hospitals and this matter will also be referred to the Administrative 
Board, Medical Services. 

As regards the establishment of a Second Class Magistrate’s Court 
at Kazhakuttam, you seem to be under a mistaken impression that the 
number of Magistrate’s Courts in the taluk is not sufficient. As a 
matter of fact, the figures given by the District Magistrate show that 
there is not a sufficient number of cases in the eleven jvtkuth'm of the 
Trivandrum taluk that might be brought under the jurisdiction of the 
proposed Magistrate. You mentioned only 10 pakuthicA. 

MEMBER:—Yes, Sir, 10 pahithies. 

DEW AN :—Under these circumstances, Government think that 
there is no necessity for the establishment of a Second Class Magis¬ 
trate’s Court at Kazhakuttam. 

Then about the re-transfer of the Pailipuram and Andurkonam 
pahblhies to the jurisdiction of the Kazhakuttam Sub-Registry Office. 
Already the Kazhakuttam Sub-Registry Office is overworked and I do no 
think that the retransfer would in any way benefit the said p^kntlUei- 
In fact, it will put the people of the two pakuthies to greater in 
convenience., 

. You wanted a town-planning.-.scheme for the Trivandrum town, 
That is a matter which the Municipality should take up. As I said 
in answer to previous representations, Government are not standing in 
its way and they are investigating the scheme. 
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Lastly, you referred to drainage. I have only to refer to the 
answer given by me to another member. 

8!. Needs of the Trivandrum taluk. 

Mb. N. ABDUR RAHIMAN SAHIB ( Nominated ) spoke on the 
following needs of the Trivandrum taluk :— 

(1) A Police outpost should be opened at Kalpalakadavu. The 
Government had decided that it was not necessary. While there were 
three Police Stations within a distance of a mile, viz,, at Chalai, Puthan- 
chanthai and Cantonment, it was strange that they had decided not to 
hare a Police Station at Vallakadavu where traffic was heavy and grave 
crimes were committed, some of which were not brought to light. It 
was highly necessary to have a Police outpost at Kalpalakadavu or 
transfer one of the stations on the main road there. 

(2) The Karali road from Kalpalakadavu to Cliaekai should be 
widened and parapet walls put up. But the Government had stated 
that the cost would be prohibitive. There, were dangerous cuttings and 
bends on this road. In those places at least, parapet walls should be 
put up, 

(3) Vallakadavu being a crowded locality, an evening market 
was an absolute necessity. The people were now put to much hardship 
and inconvenience in having to go to Petta or other distant places to pur¬ 
chase their daily necessaries. 

(4) The District and Munsift’s Courts buildings at Trivandrum 
were ill-ventilated and dilapidated. Even in broad daylight there was 
darkness. The buildings should be reconstructed and the premises 
levelled. 

(5) The Vakils were put to much inconvenience in not having 
a decent waiting shed in the premises of the District Court. The room 
set apart for their use was little better than a cow-shed. A decent 
waiting shed should therefore be put up at a very early date. 

(6) A Government hospital at Kazhakuttam or Pallipuram was 
an absolute necessity. The Mission hospital at the former place was 
not of any use to the poor people. 

(7) A Magistrate’s Court at Kazhakkuttam was another indis¬ 
pensable necessity. The previous members had already spoken about 
it and been given a reply. 

(8) Lastly, the Chackai railway satram should be thrown open to 
all classes of people. 

DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr. Abdur Rahiman Sahib, as regards 
point (1), as you yourself say, you have got a reply from Government. 
Your suggestion is that it should be re-considered in view of the. reasons 
mentioned by you. According to the Police Commissioner, there is no 
necessity for an outpost at Kalpalakadavu.

ent importance requiring the construction of the parapet trails, I have 
no objection to refer it to the Road Board. 

The opening of an evening market at Valhkadavu is a matter for 
the Municipality. You may send up this case to the Municipality. 
Government cannot do anything in the matter. 

You referred to a waiting shed for the Vakils, That is a matter 
which goes along with the construction of buildings for tire District and 
Munsiffs’ Courts, about which i nave replica to a pres o,= iepre=cnta- 

About points 4, 6 and 7, I have only to refer you to my answer to 
previous representations. 

Then about, the last point e., tile throwing open the Railway 
satram to all classes of people, you seem to labour under a mistaken 
idea that it is a Government satra ■ In fact it is not. l’ho sairum was 
opened out of private funds for the exclusive benefit of certain classes of 
people. Consequently, Government cannot interfere in that matter. 

82. Needs oi the nedumangad taiuk. 

Mb. M. SUBBAHHANYA PELLAI Wtdumauva-r taluk) spoke 
about the hardship, inconvenience and loss which the people of 
Nedumang.ad were put to on account of the fact that the local Mansiff 
had to function as a Magistrate also. The first one or one and a half 
hours every day used to be devoted to the disposal of criminal work. 
But when he began to attend to civil cases, he was invariably interrupted 
for taking down dying declarations or remanding persons to custody or 
some such item of criminal work. The parties and witnesses in civil 
cases summoned could not therefore be examined in time, with the result 
that the duration of pendency of cases and their arrears were increasing 
year by year. There was delay in the disposal of criminal cases also. 
The Munsiff-Magistrate and the District Magistrate had, in view of the 
above facts, recommended the appointment cf 2nd Class Magistrate at 
Nedumangad and the member for that taluk had also pressed the matter 
at the previous session of the Assembly. The member, therefore, 
suggested that the Tahsildar be invested with 2nd Class Magisterial 
powers as was done prior to the opening of the Munsift’s Court. The 
Tahsildar could find sufficient time to devote to criminal work also 
besides his revenue work. There was no objection to the Munsiff 
exercising 1st Class Magisterial powers. 

The court room in the Munsiffs Court buildings was very near 
the road and the local Girls' School. The noise produced in the school 
and the road on account of the heavy traffic was a nuisance to the court 
house. A separate building should therefore be put up ior Holding the 
court, a little to the west of the existing court room. 

The premises of the local Girls’ School had only a small extent of 
about 14 cents. Further, the compound was bounded by a road on one 




side and public offices and high buildings on the other sides. There was 
no privacy anvwhere and no place to be used as a urinal, and the pupils 
and teachers were’therefore put to much hardship and inconvenience. 
The Girls' School should therefore be shifted from its existing site to a 
new building to be put up on the vacant site on the western side of the 
English School. 

The class rooms in the local Higher Grade Vernacular School for 
boys were too small to hold the classes and consequently the rooms 
were over-crowded. Additional buildings should therefore be. put up. 

If the closed records room be provided with doors and windows and the 
records removed to the hall, additional room could be made available 
without much cost.

[Your representation relating to the delay in the disposal of cases in 
courts will be referred to the Law’s Delays Officer who will shortly be 
appointed.

As for the removal of the Girls’ School from its present location, 
the authorities are on the look-out for a proper site.] 
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83. Other needs of the lvedutr sncad taluk. 

Me. M. SUBRAMONYA PILLAI spoke 

about the damage caused to the cultivated lands in the Aryanad and 
Mamrakara pnkuthit* by the inroads of wild elephants. The beasts 
were causing incalculable loss to the poor cultivators for the past 6 or 7 
years ; and though representations had been made to tite Bevenue and 
Forest authorities their grievances remained imreclressed. To prevent 
further losses, the old elephant pits should be repaired and arrange¬ 
ments made with the Forest Department for capture of wild elephants. 
An elephant cage should also be opened in the taluk. The tax on the 
lands damaged by wild elephants should be remitted till they were 
cultivated again. 

He next urged the need for disaflorestmn lands nt lor paddy culti¬ 
vation. The Government had felt the need tor mcrensma tne area 
under paddy cultivation in the State and with t-nat object in view ap¬ 
pointed committees for the several taiuks for selecting lrorn reserved, 
forests areas fit for paddy cultivation. But no such lands had vet been 
selected from the Nedumangad talas, although there were several plots 
of land there. All the available forest lands lit for paddy cultivation 
should be disafforested and assigned to subjects of the State as the rate 
of 7 acres for each family. 

Lastly, be spoke about the need for restoring the iiu r lun tk ns 
in the taluk. Many of them had been silted up and adjacent land- 
owners were encroaching' on those lands with a view to get them re¬ 
gistered. The encroachments should be removed at once and the 
ekiras restored and made fit for irrigation purposes.

[In regard to the first part of the representation relating to the 
damage caused by wild elephants, it is reported that wild elephants do 
not now frequent your places. As these animals do not have a fixed 
abode nor remain in specified tracts, it is not possible to capture them by 
digging a few pits here and there. Last year there was trouble from 
these beasts only in a single puramboke- land. But as it is stated that 
these troubles have not yet abated, the matter will be enquired into 

As regards the disafforestation of lands fit for cultivation in reserved 
forests in the Nedumangad taluk, an extent 50 acres of land called the 
Kuttathikarikkakam has already been made over to the Land Bevsnue 
Department for purposes of registry. There may be other small plots 
of land fit for cultivation here and there. But these are far away from 
inhabited places and their registry will be detrimental to the interests 
of forest conservancy. Further, as even the inhabited places are not 
free from the scare of wild elephants, the trouble will be greater in 
places near reserved forests. 

In regard to the restoration of irrigation ohiras, already 12 tanks 
in the Nedumangad taluk have'been taken up for restoration and esti¬ 
mates for them will be prepared shortly. The remaining chiras will 
also be taken up after due enquiry.] 

84. Certain Needs of the Attingai Municipality. 

MR. S. BAMAKBISHNA AIYAB {Municipal Council, Attingai) 
spoke about the need for repairing the tank in front of the L. M. S. 
Hospital and the Attakkulam tank in the Attingai town and also for 
improving the spring near the Manoniokanavilasam Palace and con¬ 
structing a bathing ghat there. The last work had been sanctioned by 
the Municipal Council, but the work had not [yet been started. A bath¬ 
ing ghat at Parakadavu was also very necessary. They were very useful 
to the public and the works could be finished without incurring much 
expenditure. 

The existing number of wells in the town was inadequate to meet 
local needs. More wells should therefore be sunk and the existing ones 
repaired. 
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The markets in the town were not in a very satisfactory condition. 
They should be improved. The cattle market was being held m a rented 
land which the Municipalty had resolved to acquire. The market 
should also be maintained properly. 

The municipal office should be housed in a suitable building. The 
President of the Municipal Council was trying to acquire a house for 
holding the office. That house was quite unsuitable for the purpose 
and its acquisition- should not therefore be sanctioned. With the con¬ 
struction of a new building for holding the Municipal Office, a public 
hall should also bo erected. 

A public recreation ground for the town was an absolute necessity. 
For some time past, the public were rising the promises of the Mauo- 
mohauam Palace as a recreation ground but their use had been pro¬ 
hibited. 

A cremation ground, a night-soil depot and a cart-stand were other 
indispensable needs of the town. 

The premises of the public offices were kept in a very insanitary 
condition. They were not even swept daily. The court-house was con¬ 
gested. There was no waiting room or shed for the clients. There was 
once a shed used for the purpose; but it had since been converted into 
an office. The court-house should be extended and the municipality 
made responsible for the sanitation of the premises. 

Lastly, the existing number of street lights was quite inadequate 
for the town. They were also not properly distributed. The Municipal 
Council had already addressed the Government in the matter. The 
lights should be rearranged and more lights provided for the 

DEW AN’S REPLY: Mr. Ramakrishna Aiyar, yourisuggestions 
for the improvement of the town will be noted by Government. 

As regards tanks, the correspondence between the Municipality 
and the Maramat Department has been going on for a long time and I 
do not wish to go into the matter in detail. 

As to the springs at the bathing ghat, you say that repairs to one 
and the construction of the other have been sanctioned by the Munici¬ 
pality. 1 shall call for a report from the President on the matter. 

With, regard to lanes, you say that there are encroachments. That 
is a matter which cannot be taken up on a vague allegation. If the 
Municipality brings to the notice of Government any particular instance 
of a lane being encroached upon, it will be attended to by the Land 
Revenue Department. 

With regard to the widening of the lanes and acquisition of lands, 
I think that it is likely to be a very costly .scheme. I shall look into 
this matter also. 

As regards the market, you said that the Municipal Council has 
addressed the Government. That matter will be considered by Gov¬ 
ernment and orders passed.

Then yon wanted a building to house the Municipal Office. 
Orders have been passed by the Government for the acquisition of a 
site. Tf the Municipality is not in a position to find out a site, it may 
pass a resolution, prepare a scheme, submit it Government and then 
Government will consider it. 

MEMBER: I am saying that as a member of the. Municipality. 

DEW AN: There are certain matters which have to be disposed of 
by means of official correspondence between the Municipality and the 
Government. If the Municipality addresses the Government, they will 
consider it. 

As regards the public offices compound, I understand that all the 
officers who are using the various buildings in that compound have bean 
addressed and asked to arrange for tile premises attached to their res¬ 
pective offices being kept in a sanitary condition. 

MEMBER: But as a matter of fact the premises are not kept 
clean. 

DEWAN: Let the Municipality report about it. Then about 
lights, the Municipalitv did address tire Government and the Municipal 
Council was asked to provide its own funds and, if it was not possible, 
to apply to Government. 

85. Needs of the Chirayinkll taluk, 

Mb. KANAKEU MARTANDA PILLAI PAEAMESVARAN 
PILLAI ( CMn-yinkil taluk) first spoke about the need for constructing 
bridges across the Puttanar, the Kochar and the Mamam rivers, 
Eormerly there were two wooden bridges across the Puttanar, but they 
had long since been damaged. The people and the school-going 
children were put to much hardship and inconvenience for want 
of bridges over the Puttanar. The ferry service did not meet their 
requirements fully. Bridges should therefore be constructed over the 
river without delay. Another bridge should be constructed across the 
Kochar which was mid-way between Ckirayinkil and Kadakkavur, an 
important coir manufacturing centre. There also there was a bridge in 
days gone by. The ferry service was not sufficient fully to meet the 
requirements of the public. The river was only 25 feet wide and a 
wooden bridge could be constructed over it without iucarring a large 
expenditure. Another bridge across the Mamam river was absolutely 
necessary for the use of the agriculturists. A small wooden bridge, 4 
feet wide, on the northern or southern side of the Sarkara temple, would 
be sufficient and should be construct ed at an early date. A bridge 
should also be constructed at the Azhur ferry. 

The Valiakada market at Chirayinkil, where three thousand people 
gathered daily, was located in an area of only ten cents of land. 
As the market was situated very close to the public road, where there 
was incessant motor traffic, accidents, resulting in loss of lives, happened 
not infrequently. There was a distance of only four furlongs from that 
market to the Parvathipuram market, which was also located close to 
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the road. It would be a blessing to the inhabitants of the locality if the 
two markets were amalgamated and held in a more convenient place. 
There was a suitable site available near the Chirayinkil hospital. It. 
should be acquired for the purpose. 

There were three chit as in the Chirayinkil taluk, which were very 
important from the standpoint of the agriculturists, namely, the Avana- 
vancherry, Kizhvalam and Azhur chiras. The owners of the adjoining 
lands, however, made encroachments on them, adding portions thereof to 
their lands, and deprived the poor ryots of the sole means of irrigating 
their fields. Government should issue stringent instvuctio is for the 
restoration and improvement of the cMra , and for the prevention of 
registry of portions thereof in future. 

There was failure of crops in the extensive paddy fields adjoining 
the river Puravur in the Chirayinkil taluk, due to breach of bunds during 
floods. It could be prevented by the raising and strengthening, 
for a distance of two miles, of the hanks of the Puravur river. Govern¬ 
ment should render every possible help to the ryots in the matter. 

DEW AN’S EEPLY : Mr. Parameswaran Pillai, as regards your 
first point about a bridge at Puttanar, there is a provis : on in the budget 
and that will be taken up soon. As regards the Kochar bridge, it was 
found by the Chief Engineer that there was no necessity for a bridge, 
and ferry service will serve the purpose. That is why a ferry service 
has been opened recently. If you are not satisfied, your suggestion can 
be placed before the Eoad Board. You want a bridge over the Azhur 
ferry. That also will be referred to the Eoad Board. 

Your second point was about the amalgamation of the two markets 
and the location of the combined market on a proper site. That is a 
matter which is engaging the attention of Government and tire Division 
Peishkar is looking out for a site. The Peishkar will be asked to 
report on the site you suggested; and, when his report is received, 
necessary orders will be passed. 

As regards the chiras in Avanavanchery, Kizhavalam and Azhur, 
they all require investigation. Government have received a list of 150 
tanks that require restoration. They will also be referred to the 
Irrigation Committee that is to be formed and the chiras will be then 
investigated. 

As regards the conservancy of the banks of the Puravur river, that 
is a matter which has not been investigated. The Chief Engineer will 
be asked to investigate it. 

86. Needs of the traders of the Quilon town. 

Mk. Ai'UB ADAM SAIT (Trading Classes, Quilon ) said that 
action was taken by Government on some of the suggestions made by 
him in his representation at the previous session of the Assembly on 
the above subject and he made the following further suggestions :— 

(!) Drains should be constructed on either side of the three 
roads (Main road, Bazaar road and Tobacco bankshall-Thamaracolam ' 
road) lying between the Big bridge and the Chinakada junction. 
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(2) A drain ol proper dimensions should be constructed from 
the Mabu Rani market-Tobaceo Baukshrdl lane to the hi. C. Canal and 
also a culvert od the eastern side of the lane to connect, it with the* 
Bazaar road. 

(3) A drain should be constructed for the passage of rain water 
accumulating in Vadayattukotta between the main road and Pulimood 
junctions. The construction of a culvert to the east of the Maha Rani 
market and of drains from the south of the market to the M. C. canal 
and from the Pulimood junction to Data's Mill road was also neces- 

(4) Wharves should be constructed on the eastern bank of the 
canal lying to the south of the Big bridge, for the loading and un¬ 
loading of goods in canoes, 

(5) Foot-paths should be opened on the eastern bank of the 
portion of the canal between Koc-hupilamood and Big Bridge and 
between Big Bridge and Iron Bridge. 

(6) .The Quilon-Alleppey bus traffic should be diverted from 
the Bazaar road to the Iron Bridge-Hospital road. As Government 
had informed the member that the Commissioner of Police was not in 
favour of the suggestion, he did not press the point. 

(7) A pier should be constructed at the Quilon port. A pier was 
absolutely necessary for the proper landing of commodities, like rice 
and paddy, imported from foreign countries, and for the shipping of the 
principal exports of the country. For want of a pier, small canoes 
were used for the purpose. 

(8) The town should be provided with a fire engine for extin¬ 
guishing accidental fires in the bazaars and markets.

tion has already beer, made and a report received by Government. It 
is under their consideration. 

As lor the fire engine, it is the duty of the Municipal Council to 
have one for the use of the municipality. It is not known whether the 
Council has been moved in the matter.' It is, however, proposed to 
purchase a fire engine for the use of the Assistant Excise Commissioner’s 
office. The Excise Commissioner has promised to make provision for 
it in the next year’s budget.] 

87. Needs of tfie Quilon town. 

Mis. KUTTI ASS AN KUN.TU SOOPI ('I^nicipal Council, Qiiituu) 
pointed out that the previous member bad dealt with the need to have 
a pier constructed at the Quilor. port. Another urgent need was the 
electrification of the town. The municipality was spending Its. 7,000 
every year for street-lighting. Government should make arrangements 
for the electrification of the town, the cost being recovered in easy instal¬ 
ments from the municipality.

[The question of electrification of the town is one for the muniei- 
jjality to take up. The Kottayam Municipality has taken up the 
question and entrusted a private agency with the work of electrifying 
that town. It is a paying concern and will be an easy task if big 
merchants or others take the initiative in the matter. Even if the 
Government undertake to do the work for the municipality, it is report¬ 
ed by the Municipal President that it will not be possible for tlie muni¬ 
cipality to pay back the amount spent even within a period of ten years. 
Following -the example of the Kottayam Municipality, the Alleppey 
Municipality has also taken up the question. The Q.uilon Municipality 
may also act likewise.] 

88. Needs of the Quilon taluk. 

Mb. NABAYANA PIELAl VISWANATHA PILLAI (Quilon. 
taluk, Group /) said that the majority of the representations made in 
the Assembly year after year related to the P. W. Department. In the 
previous session of the Assembly, the Boad Board was used as an ex¬ 
pedient for not giving direct replies to such representations. It ap¬ 
peared therefore that the continuance of the Assembly was rendered 
almost unnecessary by the creation of the Board. 

The Boad Board should have a non-officia! majority, for the proper 
discharge of its functions. 
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Dealing with the needs of the Quilon taluk, the member made the 
following suggestions : 

(1) The road from the 4th mile of the Quilon-Alleppey road and 
the road to Mamoottil hadmu should be opened immediately. 

(2) The road from Kavanad to Aravila lindnm, which was partly 
constructed, should be completed, 

(3) The road to Kaithavaratliu Ladaeu, the Periuad road, the 
road from Anch alum mood to the Prakuiam N. 8. English High School 
and the Bhootakulam road at Paravoor should be improved. 

(4) A new road from Messrs. Harrisons & Crosfield buildings to 
Tangassery and another road from Tangasscry to the Neendakara bridge 
along the sea coast, should be constructed. 

(5) A bridge should be constructed at Kottayathu. l arlacu. For 
nearly twenty yearn, representations were made on the subject- The 
reply given to the representations was that it was too soon to talk of a 
big and expensive bridge at Quilon and that the Neendakara bridge 
was quite enough for one or two years. If the principle underlying 
that reply were followed in ail cases, no expenditure could be incurred 
in respect of the Trivandrum town, for the improvement of which large 
sums were being spent on electric lighting, water-supply and railway 
extension. 

(6) A sluice should be constructed, at the cost of Government, to 
the north of the newly constructed culvert at the 1st furlong, 6th mile, 
of the Quilon-Alleppey road. Government had given permission to have 
the sluice constructed at the cost of the people of the. locality. 

(7) The lane branching off from the Quilon-Ti'ivandrum road 
along the Bharanikavu temple and leading to the Eravipuram canal 
should be converted into a cart road. 

(8} The trace from Anchalummood to Pernman should be con¬ 
verted into a public road. 

(9) The Jew-shop road, which was closed simultaneously with 
the opening of the Quilon-Trivandrum railway iine, should be opened. 

(10) The road from the small-pox hospital at Asramam to the 
western lake, being-unfit for vehicular traffic, should be improved. 

(11) The vernacular schools should be provided with reading 
rooms and libraries. 

(12) Additional buildings for the Saktikulangara Girls’ School 
and a new building for the Anchalmnmood Vernacular Middle School 
should be constructed. 

(13) A grant-in-aid Ayurvedic r aidyitsaia should be opened to 
the south of : the Neendakara bridge. 

(14) A permanent Vishavaidyasala should be established in West 
Quilon, as the existing cahlyanadt, which belonged to the municipality, 
was only being continued from year to year. 

(15) The Sub-Begistry office at Nednngolam, whieh was held in 
a rented building, should be shifted to the new building constructed at 
Paravur. 
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(16) A Munsiff-Magistrate’s Court should be established at 
Paravur. In reply to a representation on the same subject at the 
previous session of the Assembly, the member was informed that the 
Law’s Delays Committee would enquire into the matter. 

(17) The liquor shops at Paravur and Mundakkai should be 
abolished. Almost every week, temperance meetings, presided over by 
distinguished gentlemen, were held at Paravur. In consequence, the 
people of the locality had given up the drink habit. 

(18) For the comfort and convenience of the inhabitants of the 
town, the night-soil depot situated at Mammootil !:adar H should be re¬ 
moved to a less congested locality 

(19) The Brahmin cremation ground at Thiruvallarom should be 
closed, the abandoned cremation ground at the place being again used 
for the purpose. 

(20) A new building should be constructed tor the Anchal Office 
at Anchalurnmood. 

(•21) The Quilon town, where accidental fires had become quite 
common, should be provided with two fire .engines. It was too much 
to expect that the municipality would attend to the need. 

DEWAN’S liEPLY: Mr. Vis vanatha Piilai, I do not think it is 
necessary to reply to your general suggestion about the B,oad Board. 
In regard to your criticism that it does not consist of a majority of non¬ 
officials, I have to refer you to the reply I gave to the representation 
made by a member last day. 

Points (1), (2) and (10) in your representation relating to com¬ 
munications have to be referred to the Koad Board- 

As regards point 9, about the opening of the Jew Shop road at 
Chinakada, that has been investigated and is under correspondence with 
the Municipal Council. 

As regards point (6), as you yourself said, Government have per¬ 
mitted the people to complete the sluice. 

Then you referred to reading-rooms and libraries in Vernacular 
Middle and High Schools. The matter is being tentatively taken up 
by the Education Department, and the Department is gradually doing 
what can be done. 

As regards the construction of additional buildings for the Sakti- 
kulangarai Girls’ School, the departmental head is of opinion that there 
is no necessity because there is sufficient room even now. 

You want a new building for housing the Vernacular Middle 
School at Anchalummudu. That suggestion is noted. 

Then with regard to the medical representations, I understand 
that there are a Vaidyasala and a Vishavaidyasala in the locality. You 
say that,, because the Municipality is extending the conduct of the 
Vaidyasala. from year to year, the Government should start another. 
I do not think that there is sufficient justification in your plea. You can 
expect the Municipality to go on doing its duty. 
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Yon want the Sub-Registry Office from Nedungolam to be re¬ 
moved to Paravur. Government have decided not to do it and the 
reason is that Government do not want to inconvenience the people. 
It is because Government are satisfied that the shifting of the Sub- 
Begistry Office from Nedungolam would be causing inconvenience to 
the people that they have decided not to shift it. 

Your second point is the establishment of a Munsift'-Magistrate’s 
Court at Paravur. You yourself said that you have already got a reply 
on that matter. 

As regards the removal of liquor shops from Paravur and Munda- 
kkal, I have to refer you to my replies already given to similar 
representations. 

Then, with regard t? the removal of the night-soil depot at 
Mammuttil hadum, the President of the Municipality says that attempts 
are being made to find a place outside the town for the purpose and 
that, when a proper site is procured, this will be taken up. 

The Brahmin cremation ground at Thiruvallaram is a place acquir¬ 
ed by the community for that purpose. The President of the Munici¬ 
pality says that it is not at all causing inconvenience to the people and 
there has been no complaint till now. 

Then about the housing of the Anchal Office at Anchalummudu in 
a new building, I understand that the building in which the Anchal 
Office is now held is notan unsuitable building; and if any better 
building can be offered by the people, the office will be housed in it. 

Your last point is about fire engines. In regard to that, I have 
only to refer you to my reply given to a previous representation. 

89. Needs ol the Quilon taluk. 

Mb. E. BAMAN PILLAI (Quilon taluk, Grotip II) spoke about 
the following needs of -the Quilon taluk :— 

(1) A road should be constructed between Quilon and Mukhattala 
via, Pattattanam. 

(2) The road from the western side of Kundara Sub-Registry Office 
via Kanjarakod and Perayaw and joining the Kallada road should be 
improved and well maintained. 

(3) A road should be opened from the 2nd furlong of the 6th mile 
of the Quilon-Shencotta road to Pooyapaili and Neduvankavu- 

(4) (a) The Kottiyam-Mayyanad road should be opened early. 

(6) The Perinad-Prakulam road should be widened. 

(c) The Perinad-Peruman road should also be widened. 

(5) Culverts and sluices should be constructed on the southern and 
western sides of the Xuntuman chira in the Adichanallur pakuthi. 

(6) The encroachments on the porambokes on either side of the 
above chira should be entirely removed. It was understood that pro¬ 
ceedings had been started for the removal of the encroachments. 
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(7) The public lanes in the Quilon town should be improved, That 
was an item of work for which neither the Municipality nor the P. W. 
Department would accept responsibility, The improvement of the lane 
was, however, very necessary. 

(8) The public latrine situated near the Gutcherries at Quilon 
should be removed, The latrine was situated in close proximity to the 
girls’ school alao. 

(9) A dispensary should be opened at Anchalummood in Perinad. 

(10) A suitable site should be selected for locating the Pazlianga. 
lam public market. An influential gentleman of the locality had offered 
the necessary land, free of cost. 

(11) A fodder farm should be opened at Quilon. 

(12) Nedurupana pakuthi should be included in the jurisdiction of 
the Kundara Sub-Registry Office, as before. 

DE WAN'S REPLY: Mr. Raman Pillai, as regards your first 
point, the road has been taken up in three sections. The first section 
is completed and the estimate for the second section is being examined. 
Sanction has already been given for all the three sections, so that you 
may expect that the other sections also would be constructed soon. 

MEMBER : Can I expect it to be completed within one year ? 

DEWAN : I cannot make a definite promise. 

The second point about the improvement and maintenance of the 
road from the western side of the Kundara Sub-Registry Office will be 
referred to the Road Board. 

Then about third point. An estimate for the first section of the 
road to Pooyapalli has been sanctioned and land acquisition proceedings 
have to be started. It is only after that you can expect the road to be 
constructed. 

As regards points 4 (a) and (6) about the opening of Kott.iyam- 
Mayyanad road, and the widening of the Perinadu-Prakulam road, 
they are matters which have to be referred to the Road Board. The 
same is the case with regard to point 4 (c) also. 

As regards point 5, relating to the construction of culverts and 
sluices, on the southern and western sides of the Kuntuman ok 'ra, an 
estimate has been prepared for the work and it is being scrutinised by 
the Chief Engineer who will shortly send it up to the Government. 

Then, as regards point (6), you yourself said that steps were being 
taken for the removal of encroachments on jiorambukes on either 
side of the ahira ; and you now say that the removal has not been 
effected. The Land Revenue Department will consider this and take 
necessary steps. 

You suggested that the lanes in the town should be improved. It 
is the duty of the Municipality to take up the matter. You must move 
the Municipality and if they plead want of funds, you must tell them 
that it is their business to find funds, 
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7<m v nted f"ie public latrine near the public offices to be removed 
from its present site. The. 'President of the Municipality says that it is 
situated in a most convenient place and that it cannot be removed. 

Point (9) is in regard ta the opening of a dispensary. As I said in 
answer to previous representations, that is a matter to be referred to the 
Administrative Board, Medical Services, to be considered in formulating 
a scheme of work for next year. 

You say that there is a gentleman who is prepared to give his 
land free, for opening a public market. That suggestion of yours will 
be referred to the Land Revenue Commissioner. 

The question of fodder farm is one the advantages of which are 
not free from doubt. Several blocks of land have been reserved as 
grazing grounds in several parts of the State. I mean investigating 
the question of grazing lands. I understand that there is no land in 
Quilon which is available to be reserved as a grazing block. What any 
big cultivator or landowner is expected to do is that he should set 
apart a portion of his land as a grazing block so that his cattle may be 
kept secluded from contact with other oattle of deteriorated stock or 
diseased cattle. As I said, the whole question of grazing blocks is to be 
investigated. 

Your suggestion about the inclusion of Nedumpana pcikuthi in the 
jurisdiction of the Kundara Sub-Registry Office, as of old, is noted. 

90, Needs of the Kottarakara taluk. 

Mb. P. R. PAR A ME SWAP AN PIELAI {KoUccvQik/iTtt taluli) 
said that he wanted to press the urgent need for the conversion of the 
dispensary at Kottarakara into a hospital. The dispensary was opened 
forty-five, years ago in a Government building. Since then, it was 
removed and located in a rented building. The conversion of the 
dispensary, into a hospital would cost G overnment only Rs. 3,000 par 
annum. The building which was being constructed for the dispensary 
could well be used for the hospital. J 

A, building should be constructed for locating the Magistrate’s 
Court within the premises of the Taluk Cutcherry., The rented building 
in which the court was held was ill-ventilated. 5 

The Mailom pakutki should be transferred from the Pattanapuram 
taluk to the Kottarakara taluk. The transfer would involve no expen¬ 
diture to Government. The Melila -pahuthi, which was included within 
the jurisdiction of the Pattanapuram Sub-Registry Office, should be 
transferred to the jurisdiction of the Kottarakara Sub-Registry Office. 

‘ A bridge should be constructed over the Kallada river near 
Karimpumpuzka, where there were two busy markets. It was difficult 
to cross the river during the rainy season. In reply to a represent¬ 
ation on the same subject at the previous session of the Assembly the 
member was told that the Chief Engineer had been asked to prepare 
an estimate for the work. But since then, nothing had been done, 1

[In regard to the conversion of the local dispensary into a hospital, 
the Administrative Board, Medical Services, is of the view that there is 
no need for a hospital at Kottarakara as there are a general hospital 
and a women’s hospital at Quilon. That part of the representation re¬ 
lating to this subject will however be referred to the Board for report- 

In regard to the proposal to locate the Magistrate’s Court within 
the premises of the Taluk Cutcherry, it is reported that the building in 
which the court is now housed is in no way unfit for the purpose. 
Though not within the Cutcherry compound, it is not far from 
there, being only 900 feet away. It may however be stated that, if 
the High Court or the District Magistrate reports that the present 
building is not satisfactory, the Government will have no objection to 
hire another building. 

The suggestion to include the Ma-ilam pahuthi within the jurisdiction 
of the Kottarakara Sub-Registry Office will be referred to the Director 
of Registration for report. But the Government do not propose to con¬ 
sider the suggestion for the inclusion of the Melila pahuthi within the 
jurisdiction of the above-said office, as they have found after enquiry 
that such a course is not conducive to the convenience of the public. 

The points relating to means of communication and the construc¬ 
tion of a bridge at Karimpumpuzha will be referred to the Road Board. 
The P. W. Department is of the view that there is. no great need for 
converting the Kadakkal-Chadayamangalam village road into a public 
road. There is also no need for a new road from the Kottarakara Railway 
Station to the Agricultural Farm as there is already a road,] 

91. Needs of the Pattanapuram taluk. 

Mb. C. PERCY BHANU {Pattanapuram taluk) said that there 
was no civil court in his taluk and that more than half the number of 
suits in the Kottarakara Munsiff’s Court were filed by the litigants of 
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the Pattanapucam laluk. Parties awl Aitm- t,s Ike 1 l „l r mm, 
in order to attend the court at kottarakara- T>v> luhahiffinls of the 
Pattanapuram taluk, who had a genuine grievance in the muH'.r, had 
in vain moved Government in the past tor redress, A MimwlTe G-uu*, 
or a Munsifi-Magistrate’s Court, should thcretore te opened, without 
delay, in the taluk. 

In regard to education, the taluk stood m need ot heln ir,.i» Gov¬ 
ernment. There was only a common vernacular school there, for hoys 
and girls. As the school building was quite dilapidated and veiv old, 
the pupils were exposed to the grave risk ot losing tnair lives. As 
poramboke lands were available at convenient centres m the town lot- 
constructing a new school house, building operations should be started 
immediately. 

The only Vernacular Middle bchool of the taluk was a mixed school 
for boys and girls. Parents were therefore reluct,mt to send then- 
daughters for vernacular education. That was responsible ior the 
backwardness of the taluk in regard to female education. The Primary 
School for girls at Punalur should therefore be converted into a Middle 
School. 

For the three taluks of Kottarakara, Pattanapucam and Sheneotta 
there was only one Assistant Inspector of Vernacular Schools. Previous¬ 
ly, the office of the Inspector was located at Punalur, which was a very 
convenient centre. As the removal of the office to Kottarakara caused 
inconvenience to the people of Pattanapuram, it should be retransferred 
to Punalur. 

The member said that he was gratified, to learn that funds were 
provided in the budget for the construction of a bigger and more sub¬ 
stantial building for locating the Punalur hospital. But it was neces¬ 
sary to issue stringent instructions to the officers of the Public V/orka 
Department for speeding up the construction. B’urtiior, steps should, 
be taken for opening a dispensary at Pattanapuram, where there was a 
. large population. 

The subordinates of the Forest Department stationed in the taluk 
Oppressed innocent people by concocting cases of illicit felling and 
removal of royal trees. As a matter of fact, the employees were 
conniving at the illicit felling and removal, by the rich and influential 
men of the locality, of those royal trees. The abolition of royalty on 
trees would benefit the people, 

Inhabitants of other taluks migrated to the Pattanapuram taiuk 
for cultivating land. The reserved forests of Kuriyode and Kaikamon, 
situated close to the Punalur and Pattanapuram villages, should be dis¬ 
afforested and registered in the names of private individuals. Ifes- 
.ponsible officers of the Forest Department used to harass owners of wot 
lands in disafforested areas, for alleged encroachments on reserved 
forests. Belts of dry lands adjoining registered wet lands should be 
given to the owners of such wet lands for beneficial enjoyment and the 
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boundaries of reserved forests should be surveyed and refixed there¬ 
after. Though there was a rule which enjoined the registry of 
belts of dry land in the names of the owners of adjacent lands, it had 
long remained a dead letter. 

Most of the reserved forests of the Quilon Division were 
situated m the Pattanapuram taluk. But the office of the Divisional 
Forest Officer, who exercised jurisdiction, was stationed thirty-five 
miles away, namely, at Quilon. The transfer of that office to Punalur 
would iaciutate transaction of business. It was a serious drawback 
that there was not even a Range Office at Punalur. 

The tunings of the train service between Quilon and Shcncotta 
did not suit the convenience of intending travellers. Further 
services between the two stations were too few in number. Steps should 
be taken for making train journey convenient and attractive to the 
people. A new railway station should be opened between Kottarakara 
and Avanisvaram. 

A sluice should be constructed in the Paper Mills Dam at Punalur 
for averting the loss, by submersion in flood water, of the crops raised 
in the adjoining paddy fields. 

Roads in the Pattanapuram taluk were few and far between. The 
population of the taluk being in the main agricultural, facilities should 
be provided for the transport of the produce of the land to other places. 
Representations were made at previous sessions of the Assembly "about 
the following roads : — 

(i) the Anchal-Meenkulam road ; 

(ii) the Kunnikod-Anchal road; 

(iii) the Kunnikod-Pattazhi-Enattu road; 

(ivj tlia Punalur-Tadikad roadand 
(v) the Punalur-Kutirachira-Tolikod road. 

The construction of the above roads, which were but a few miles 
long, should be completed early and they should be made fit for .traffic 
of every kind. 

DEW API'S REPLY : Mr. Percy Bhanu, with reg'ard to your 
first point about the establishment of a Munsifi’s Court, the question of 
the re-adjustment of the jurisdiction of the courts will be investigated 
by Law’s Del_.ys Officer. ■ • . 

Your suggestion for the construction of a building for the local 
vernacular school for boys will be taken into consideration. 

As regards your third, point, i.e. about the opening of a separate 
school for girls, I may say that, in its general aspect, it is a difficult 
question. I have pointed out that the policy of the Government is-as 
far as possible to entrust the opening of new schools to private enterprise. 
If a private school is started, Government will try to help it by m,eans of 
a grant. 



The Office of the Assistant Inspector of Vernacular Schools was 
formerly at Ponalur; and on the representation of the people end a lter 
oareful consideration the office yeas .shifted to Rotfarakara. Govc.m- 
ment are. not satisfied that if is necessary to take up the' question of 
retransfer again. 

As you said, the construction of a building for the local hospital, 
has been sanctioned and the work will he carried out as soon as 
possible. 

You want lands from the reserve to be disafforested, For one 
thing, your taluk has no groat need for disafforestation because even 
apart from the forest area there is a large extent of tk ar,\su. lands 
available and the time has not therefore come for conducting an in¬ 
vestigation as to whether portions of the reserved forests should bo 
disafforested. 

As you yourself said, according to the existing order’s, when wet 
lands in a forest are registered, there is a ring of dry land also registered 
for the use of the wet lands so registered. You sav that this is only a rule 
and that it has not been observed in practice. It there is defect in any 
individual case where the belt of dry land has not been given, it 
may be brought to -the notice of Government and they will enquire 
into it. 

Your next point is about the transfer of the office of the Divisional 
Forest officer to Punalur. The office.is now situated at Quilou. Quilon 
is a central place for all offices and Punalur is connected with Quilon 
by railway and the distance is hot great. Government do not think 
that at present the shifting of this office is essential. .Further, there are 
no proper buildings o variable at Punalur for housing the office. Be¬ 
cause there is no real inconvenience even now, Government do not 
find any necessity for shifting it. 

Then about • the opening of a railway station between Kottarakara 
and Avanisvaram, there was a proposal to have a new station opened at 
Thalakkal and correspondence was going on with the Railway Company. 
The Company at last decided that there was no place midway be¬ 
tween these two stations important enough for a new station to be opened, 
Their opinion was that it would be only a luxury. 

You wanted the introduction of more train services between Quilou 
and Sheneottah. That again is a matter which the Company tried recently 
for a short time and then discontinued. For two days in the week, 
they carried on two more services and at the end of a few months they 
found that it was not required because the people were not making use 
of it. The matter was reported to Government and Government are 
still in correspondence on the subject. 

Then you wanted a sluice to be constructed in the Paper Mills 
Dam. That is a matter that has not been fully investigated. As a 
matter of fact, it is being investigated in detail. The opening of a sluice 
may perhaps cause damage to the dam. The anicut may not be 
strong enough to admit the insertion of a sluice. At any rate, the 
investigation is not complete, 




r L'iif- Punaliu-T.idikad road is maintained as a village road now and 
there is a pwiririrn o p Hi 1 00.) in the currant year’s budget for 
constructin'? a bridge and the work is expected to be taken up soon, 
The qnesti-wi or the other roucls that you mentioned will be referred to 
the Road Board. 

You want a dispensary to be opened at Pattanapuram. That 
matter will he referred to the Medical Board to be considered by 
them. 

92. Needs of the Kunnattur taluk. 

Mr- KRISHNAN UNNITHAN KESAVAN UNNITHAN 
(. Kmvu-ttui■ tiihi'V) said- that the Magistrate’s Court at Adur was 
abolished in 1098. At every subsequent session of the Assembly, 
representations were made for the resuscitation of the court. The reply 
given was that the question of investing either the Munsiff or the 
Tahsudiir, who were both capable officers, with magisterial powers would 
be considered by Government. The Munsiff’s work was too heavy. The 
matter should be decided without further delay. 

The English Middle School at Adur was raised into a Higher 
Grade School in 1096. The school, which had since been in the charge 
of Mr. C. P. Subramoney Iyer, was steadily declining in strength. 
There was constant friction between the headmaster and his 
assistants. The frequent transfer of teachers and pupils from the school 
bore testimony to the growing unpopularity of the headmaster. The 
people of- the locality felt that the day was fast approaching when the 
only Higher Grade School at Adoor would have to be closed, To avert 
such a calamity, they presented a memorial to the authorities praying for" 
the transfer of the headmaster. The departmental officers turned a deaf 
ear to their prayer. Government should take the initiative and appoint 
a new headmaster. 

The member then suggested that Government should not give room 
for the same subject being represented in consecutive sessions of the 
Assembly. 

The police charging station at Sasthancotta was shifted to Chavara 
some years previously. Should it not be possible to retransfer the . 
station to Sasthancotta, a new station might be opened at the place. 

There Were extensive paddy fields near the Anayadi bridge, which 
could be cultivated only once a year for want of water. If a dam were 
constructed across the Anayadi canal at the place called Edappanayain, 
water could be diverted to the paddy fields from the canal. That would 
make it possible to raise two crops in the fields every year. 

A bridge should be constructed over the Kallada river at the place 
called I’andarathil kadavu. 

As the'resultof representations made at the 29nd and 23rd sessions 
of the Assembly, steps were taken for the opening of a road from the 
thirteenth miie-stone of the Adur-Kayar.colam road to the third mile¬ 
stone of the Sasthancotta'road. The road should be completed early. 
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The conversion of the Kalanjurpadam village road into a cart-road 
should be completed before the end of 1105. A bridge should be con¬ 
structed where the road was intercepted by the Kadapuzha stream. 

The Bharanikavu—Kundara road should be improved. The 
village roads from (i) Enathu to Kadambanad and thence to Cheekka- 
kadavu, (ii) the 54th mile-stone of the M.C. road to Msnnadi, and 
(iii) the south of the Kadambanad market to Alumkadavu, should be 
converted into cart-roads. Bridges should also be constructed whore 
the roads were intercepted by streams.

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[While dwelling on the subject of the need for a, Magistrate Court 
it was suggested that either the Munsiff or the Tag.silrlai' ion 
invested with magisterial powers. As regard th ir on n i uuV 
himself stated that the Munsifl’s hands were full and tiie’-efrov. .f would 
not be advisable to entrust him with criminal work also. In regard to 
the question of investing the Tahsildars with magisterial powers, the 
views of the members of the Legislative Council and or the Sri Mnl»n> 
Popular Assembly are conflicting. The former are against tm- course 
while some of the latter are in its favour. The Government have ac¬ 
cepted the views of the members of the Legislative Council. Tn the in¬ 
terests of work, it is well that the Tahsildars are not burdened with 
magisterial work also. 

The statements made about the working of the English High 
School will be referred to the Director of Public Instruction for 
report. 

It has been stated that the Government should not give room for 
representing the same subject at more than one session of the Assem¬ 
bly. Bepresentations made at the Assembly are enquired into and dis¬ 
posed of with all possible promptitude. But it is found that questions 
once decided are again pressed at subsequent sessions. It cannot bo 
helped. 

The question of opening a Police charging station at Sastankotta 
will be considered along with the Police reallocation scheme. 

The question of construction of a dam across the Anayadi tod '' is 
under investigation. It will be considered after the investigation is 
completed. 

The proposals regarding the construction of roads and bridges will 
be referred to the Boad Board. But in regard to the opening of a road 
connecting the Adur, Kayamkularq and the Sastankotta roads, and 
the conversion of the Kalanjurpaflam village road into a cart road, 
proceedings have been started on the people undertaking to give up. the 
necessary lands free of compensation.] 

93. Needs of the Shencotta town. 

Mb. S. B. SABABIPEBUMAL PILLAI (Municipal Conwnl, 
Shencotta ) spoke on the following needs of the Shencotta town; 

Shencotta was the favourite haunt of cholera and other epide¬ 
mic diseases, on account of the scarcity of good drinking water in the 
town. The inhabitants of the town had been requesting Govern¬ 
ment to take steps to Secure a steady supply of good water there. But 
their prayer was not heeded. In Chingleput in the Madras Presidency, 
water was pumped into a reservoir from the Palar river, with the help of 
an engine, for being supplied through pipes in important centres in the 
town. As there was a river near Shencotta,. a similar scheme might 
be devised for Ihe supply of water in that town. Government should 
appoint an expert in order to investigate the possibility of the scheme. 
If the scheme turned out to be a failure, steps should be taken fc/ 
including Shencotta in the proposed protected water simply schema 
for the adjoining Tenkasi taluk- 
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The Shencotta Municipality had sent np certain resolutions to Gov¬ 
ernment praying for a reconsideration of the terms of the revised draft 
agreement relating to the acquisition, for the use of the munici¬ 
pality, of the Perumalkulam tank and the adjoining lands. The 
conditions mentioned in the resolutions should be embodied in the 
agreement. 

There was no uniformity in the weights and measures in use 
at Shencotta. They should be standardised. 

Some toddy and arrack shops were located within the municipal 
limits in close proximity to places of public resort. One of the arrack 
shops was located near a public well—one of the best wells in the town- 
and the taluk office. The shops should be shifted from there. 

The uon-Brahmin cremation ground, situated outside the limits 
of the municipality, was not connected by roads with the town. 
Some lands were acquired by Government for the purpose; but the 
construction of roads was not taken in hand. The owners of the 
adjoining lands made encroachments on the lands acquired by Govern¬ 
ment. A road should be constructed without further delay, after 
removing the encroachments and acquiring further lands. 

There were innumerable mistakes in the last su rvey of the minor 
circuit areas in the Shencotta town. Government were bound to have 
a re-survey conducted at their own cost. But they insisted on the 
municipality contributing a portion of the expense. The municipality, 
however, was prepared to bear one-fourth of the entire . cost.- 1 The 
re-survey should be conducted by Government on that understanding; 

Coir-making, basket-making, weaving and other industries flourish¬ 
ed at Shencotta. But the methods were curiously Out-of-date and 
antiquated. An industrial school should be' started by Government at 
Shencotta for imparting instruction on up-to-date methods of manu¬ 
facture. - 

Drains should be constructed on both sides of. the roads situated 
within the limits of the municipality. The roads maintained by the 
Public Works Department stood in" need of improvement. 

The Shencotta Travellers’ bungalow was located in a. congested 
area and on the bank of the Perumalkulam tank. The bungalow should 
be located near the Railway station, and the existing building should 
be handed over to the municipality. : - 

DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr. Sabariperumal Pillai, as regards your 
first point i. e., water supply, there is no proposal at present. . You 
suggested two alternative schemes! Government will investigate .them . 

With regard to your second point, I do not think you are in a position 
to know all the correspondence. The latest stage of the affair you seem 
not to be aware of, As the municipality is unable to accept the terms 
oi the agreement, Government have proposed to take up the whole 
work and revise the agreement; and the municipality will be asked 
whether they agree to it. No reply has yet been received. That is the 
stage at which the matter stands. ' - ...

The standardisation of measures in Shencotta seems to be rather 
a complicated affair, so far as I can see from the explanations you were 
able to give. The Government have taken up that question and called 
for a report. It has not yet been received. 

As for the removal of arrack and toddy shops from within munici¬ 
pal limits, I have replied to similar representations of other members and 
the same reply applies to yon also. As regards the location of the shop 
near the well, which you say is one of the best weils in the town, I shall 
call for a report from the Excise Commissioner. 

Your point about the opening of a cart road is a matter for the 
municipality. 

MEMBER: It is outside municipal limits. 

DEWAN : Then I shall refer it to the Road Board. 

MEMBER : Land has already been acquired. 

DEWAN ; Even then it has to be referred to the Road Board 
and they will decide whether it is urgent enough and whether it may 
not be taken up next year or afterwards 

Then about your sixth point, the municipality says that it will 
meet only 25 per cent, of the cost and the Government are saying that it 
must meet 50 per cent, of'the cost. That seems to have been the result 
arrived at after prolonged correspondence. I do not think-I can at 
present, in any way, modify the final results arrived at. 

Then about the starting of an industrial school, that is rather a 
tall order, because in that case every important town may ask for an 
industrial, school to he run by Government. To a similar represen¬ 
tation at a previous session in regard to the starting of a weaving 
school, the answer given was that Government would be prepared to 
help by the award of grant any private school that may be started 
and that is the reply that I have to give to your representation also. ■. 

Then in regard to the improvement of the roads maintained' by the’ 
P. W.D., the Chief Engineer says that the roads which are maintained 
by-his-Department-are being-maintained as well as possible. But I may 
tell you that the Chief Engineer is rather annoyed that the main¬ 
tenance of the. roads should be entrusted to the P. W. Department 
when the Shencotta Municipality gets Es, 4,000 out of tolls. The 
municipality which takes the revenue from toll ought to spend some 
money upon roads. I may also tell you that the question as to the 
maintenance of roads in major municipalities is one that is under the 
consideration of Government. ; 

The Travellers’ Bungalow where it now is cannot be - abolished. 
If the municipality find that a satram near the railway station is 
necessary) they might construct a satrcim ora T, B, there. 

We will now rise and meet again tomorrow at 11-30.

The Assembly met again at 11-30 A. m. on Tuesday, the 11th 
March 1930, the Dewan presiding. 

94. Needs of the Shencotta taluk. 

Mb. L. ADIVARAHA AIYAB {Shencotta taluk) said that the de- 
plorable condition of almost all the village roads in the Shencotta taluk 
was brought to the notice of Goverment at several sessions of the 
Assembly. But neither the Government nor the P. W. Department 
was kind enough to look into the matter. The following roads, which 
were very badly maintained, required immediate improvement:— 

(«) the road from the 64th milestone of the Quilon-Shencotta 
road to Thekkumoodu and thence to Kesavapuram ; 

(J) the road from the 3rd milestone of the Sheneotta-Sambur- 
vadakara road to Elathur via Sivanallur; 

(c) the Elathur- Aehanputhur road ; and 

(d) the road from Samburvadakara Police Station to Nadar’s 
quarters. 

The inhabitants of Samburvadakara, -who depended mainly on 
agriculture and industry for their livelihood, stood in need of a bridge 
over the Hanumannadi. It was understood that an estimate was under 
preparation for the work. The bridge should be constructed early. 

The Government were unnecessarily spending large sums of money 
every year for repairing the damages caused to the Car streets of Sam¬ 
burvadakara by floods. The retaining wall on the western side of the 
temple should be strengthened and extended for preventing further 
damages and unnecessary expenditure. 

The tanks constructed for storing water at Puliyara were not 
sufficiently large. Either a new reservoir should be constructed or the 
storage capacity of the minor irrigation tanks which were in existence 
should be increased. 

There were obvious defects in the Tank Eestoration Scheme. As. 
the scheme was carried out piecemeal, most of the works connected 
therewith required further improvement and repairs. Thgre was heavy 
silting up of tanks and channels and the sluices were in disrepair. The 
classification of irrigation works as ‘ major ’, 1 minor ’ and ‘ petty ’ was 

defective. As there were no substantial protective works, such as the 
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Pungankal anicut and the Elathur tank headworks, the P. W. Depart¬ 
ment spent large sums of money for repairing flood damages. The 
following proposals were designed to remedy the defects 

(a) An investigation should be made of the condition of the 
.several Irrigation works. 

(b) A special staff should be appointed for the carrying out fully 
the Tank Restoration Scheme within a short period, 

(c) Sufficient funds should be provided in the budget for carrying 
out the works within three years. 

Free pasture lands were not available in the taluk. Either 
separate grazing blocks should be provided or the people living close to 
the pahuthies of Puliyara, Karkudi, Puthur, Mekkara, Achanputhur, 
Shencotta and Ayikudy, should be allowed to graze their cattle free 
in the adjacent reserved forests. The practice of issuing free passes to 
influential men alone was causing discontent. All agriculturists 
should be granted free passes for grazing cattle in the reserved forests 
without being molested by the subordinates of the Forest Department. 

The Brahmin cremation ground of Shencotta was situated beyond 
the Hariharanadi. When the river was in floods, untold difficulties had 
to be endured for cremating dead bodies. A pathway, three-fourths of a 
furlong in length, should be opened to the east of the Nithiakaliani 
Amman Foil on the northern side of the Shencotta-Samburvadakara 
road, in order to obviate the difficluties. 

As good water was scarce in the Shencotta taluk, it became the 
favourite haunt of epidemics. Sufficient funds should be sanctioned 
for the sinking of as many wells as the taluk required; and for the use of 
the inhabitants of the Shencottah town in particular, one or two wells 
should be sunk near the Hariharanadi. Tanks should be built above the 
wells for the supply of water, with the aid of pipes, at important centres 
In the town. 

DEWAN’S REPLY : ?-'Ir. Adivaraha Aiyar, as regards your first 

point,! shall refer that to the Road Board. 

As regards the construction of a bridge over the Hanumannadi 
some investigation has been conducted in that matter. That matter 
also will he placed before the Road Board. 

Your representation regarding the retaining wall on the western 
side of the Samburvadakara temple is a matter which is under reference 
•to the Devaswom Department. 

In regard to the construction of a reservoir at Puliyara, Govern¬ 
ment have been advised that it is absolutely impossible. The only 
alternative therefore is to improve the tanks, and, if possible, to enhance 
their capacity. That is a matter which will be referred to the Minor 
Irrigation Committee which will soon begin to work. 

“ , ..Your representation about the defects in the working of the Tank 
Restoration Scheme will also be referred to the Irrigation Committee., 



As regards your sixth point, as I told you, in the course of your 
representation, i understand that the greater part of those reserves 
is even now open for the grazing of cattle belonging to bonce fide 
agriculturists. Your difficulty seems to be not in regard to the 
rule but in regard to the way in which the rule is being enforced. 
That is a matter for the departmental head to sat right ; and the way 
in which you can help him is to bring individual cases of hardship to 
his notice and have, the subordinate officer who is at fault punished. 

In regard to your seventh point, an estimate has been called for; and 
on receipt of the estimate., that will be taken up. 

Your last point relates to the sinking of the . wells in the taluk. You 
must beiaware yourself that three wells have been sunk recently, and the 
Sanitary Commissioner says that the question of sinking six more wells 
is under consideration. 

^As regards the general question of 'water supply to Shencotta, 
your suggestion is the same as that made by Mr. Sabariperamal Pillai 
yesterday ; and, as I said in reply to his representation,, that is a matter 
which requires, investigation. I will refer it to the Chief Engineer for 
Investigation. 

95. Needs of the Kayankulam town. 

Mr. JACOB HASSAN SAIT (Trading classes, Kayankulam) spoke 
on the following needs of the Kayankulam town 

There was a busy market at Kayankulam, which was connected 
by two bridges with the town, The reconstruction of one of the two 
bridges which was dismantled in 1104, had yet to be completed. The 
other bridge, which was too narrow, should also be dismantled and re¬ 
constructed. 

Poi' the landing of goods from canoes, wharfs should be construct, 
ed on both sides of the bridges. Boads also should be opened near the 
wharfs for the transport of the goods from the landing place to the 
market. 

Boads should be opened on the banks of the canal between the qld 
fish market bridge and the new fish market bridge. That would tend to 
quicken the commercial activites of Kayankulam. 

• .<,v The Munsiffs Court at Kayankulam should not.be,.removed from 
there. The contention that the court should bn retransferred to 
.Krishnapuram was baseless,_as it was after a .full consideration of the 
relevant circumstances that the court was shifted' from 1 Krishpapuram. 
.A vast majority of suits,filed in the court went -.from pakuthies of 
Bath-iyoor, Kandallur, Keerikad, Perungala and Puthupally. which lay 
around the Kayankulam t-own. : A building, on a smaller rent was.also 
available., Merchants found it convenient to attend the court without 
prejudice to their business, as it was located close to the market and

[One of the two bridges mentioned in the first part of the represent¬ 
ation has already been reconstructed. But it is stated that it is 
not sufficiently broad and that therefore another bridge ■ should be 
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constructed. The Chief Engineer will be asked to inspect it again; and 
on receipt of his report, the matter will be referred to the Boad Board. 
The other bridge is being reconstructed. 

The question of constructing roads and wharfs on the sides' of the 
canal and opening a road from the old fish market to the new fish market 
will also be referred to the Boad Board. 

In regard to the shifting of the Munsiff’s Court, the proposal that 
a particular court should be shifted from one building to another in 
consideration of a possible saving in rent cannot be accepted as a general 
proposition. The question whether the Munsiff’s Court at Kayankulam 
should be continued there or shifted to another place will be decided on 
receipt of the report of the Law’s Delays Officer who is to be appointed 
shortly ; and the question whether it should be housed in the existing 
building or not has to be decided on the move of the High Court.] 

96. Urgent needs of the Kayankulam town. 

Mb. P. V. IBIJPPOOTY {Municipal Council, Kayankulam) spoke 
on the following needs of the Kayankulam town 

An English school for girls should be opened at Kayankulam. The 
number of girls in the mixed High School at Kayankulam was suffici¬ 
ently large. 

The Kayankulam Munsiff’s Court was held in a rented building. 
The owner of the building was demanding enhanced rent. It was 
therefore necessary to have a Government building constructed for locat¬ 
ing the Munsiff’s Court as well as the other Government institutions 
at Kayankulam. The site of the rented building where the court was 
held should be acquired for the purpose by Government. There was a 
representation in the Assembly by another member urging the retrans¬ 
fer of the Court to Krishnapuram. It was inconvenient to the litigant 
pu blio to attend the Munsift”s court when it was located at Krishna¬ 
puram. 

The local Anchal Office should be shifted to a convenient building. 

There was only one Christian judge in the Kayankulam Panchayat 
Court. There should always be not less than three Christian judges 
in that court. That, number was only in keeping with t]je Christian 
population of the town. Tbe available vacancy in the court could be 
given to a Christian. • : ' 

The practice of appointing inexperienced men from the moffussil as 
judges in the Kayankulam Panchayat Court should be abandoned. 

The arrangements made for the construction of a satram at Kayan¬ 
kulam should be speeded up. 

Between Quilon and Tiruvalla there was not even a single Verna¬ 
cular High School. Kayankulam lay midway between the two places 
and there was ample scope for such a school there. A Vernacular 
High Schol with classes VIII and'IX should be opened in the locality 
in response to necessity which was keenly felt.

Lin regard to the opening of a girls’ 3chool, as has already been 
stated in :eply to similar representations, the policy of the Government 
is not to multiply departmental Schools. But if a private school is 
started, a grant will de awarded to it under the rules. 

On t ie subject of constructing a building for holding the public 
offices, you mainly urged that the Kayamkulam Munsiff^court should 
not be shifted from its present location. The question whether it 
should be held at Eayamkulam or at Krishnapuram will be decided after 
at due enquiry. 

In regard to the shifting of the Anchal Office from the building 
where it is now housed, the Anchal Superintendent reports that that 
building is much better than any other building that may be available 
Kayankulam. 

As regards the appointment of Christian judges in the Panchayat 
Court, the Government have not accepted the principle of appointing a 
specified number of judges from any particular community." Such a 
course will not be favoured by the general public. But qualified men 
are selected from all communities as far as possible. The existing 
vacancy in the Panchayat Court will also be filled up accordingly. 

The question of opening a satra-m is one for the Municipality to 
consider. 


In regard to the raising of the standard of the Vernacular Middle 
School to a High School, the Government do not feel the need for a 
High School thqre.] 

97, Needs of the Karunagapalli taluk. 

Me. ABDUE EAHIMAN MAHOMED KUNJU ( Kanmagapalli 
taluk Group II) urged that the following roads should be opened and 
made fit for motor traffic:— 


(i) the road from Poochakadavu on the 17th milestone of the 
Quilon-AIleppey road to Kadikkadavu ; 

(ii) the VaUikavu-Tamarakulara road;

(iii) a road from Mahomedpnram market to Chengankulangara; 

(iv) the Ayiramtengu-Tamarakulam road ; 

(v) a road starting from the C. M. S. Church landing at Perum- 
thottam and leading to the 2nd milestone of the N. S. road at Kotta- 
puzhakkal; and 

(yi) the Kayankulam-Puthupalli road. 

Owing to the heavy rains, the last Kanni crop was a failure in the 
taluk and the ryots were hard hit by the famine which followed. 
Government should not treat the fat years and the lean alike. The 
ryots should be given remission of tax due from them for the Kanni 
crop of 1103. 

The ryots of the taluk stood in need of relief in other directions as 
well. Manure should be issued to them on credit from the Government 
depots, the value thereof being recovered along with the lists. An 
agricultural expert should tour in the different parts of the taluk and 
instruct the people on scientific and up-to-date methods of agriculture. 
Agricultural loans should be given not only to the influential and the 
rich, but also to the poor who did not possess the means to cultivate 
thir lands. 

The Munsiff’s Court of the Karunagapall'y taluk was first located 
at Ktishnapuram, where it remained for several years. It was shifted 
to Kayankulam about the year 1101, and held in a rented building 
which was ill-suited for the purpose on account of its close proximity to 
the market and to the public road where there was incessant motor 
traffic during all hours of the day. No other, suitable building could 
be obtained at Kayankulam for locating the court. The court should 
be retransferred to Krishnapuram which afforded reasonable amenities 
to Yakils and clients. 

There were upwards of 6,000 inhabitants in the Kayankulam town; 
but, for the care of the sick, there, was only a dispensary there. Nearly 
300 persons, suffering from all kinds of ailments, visited the institution 
every morning and evening. Instructions should be issued for con¬ 
verting the dispensary into a hospital and for the construction of a 
spacious building for the purpose of providing accommodation to in¬ 
patients. 

There were nearly 75,000 people leaving in the belt of land which 
lay between Neendakara and the Kayankulam bar. For this area, 
where good drinking water was not easily available, an elaborate system 
of water-supply should be devised and brought into use at the cost of 
Government.

[The Ayiramtengu-Tamarakulam road consists of 4 sections. The 
estimate for the 1st section has been sanctioned and work has been 
finished for a distance of 2 miies. Estimates for the remaining sections 
have also been received. But the amounts involved are large. They 
will all be referred to the Road Board. 

In regard to the remission of tax due for the Kanni crop of 1105 on 
the lands in the Karunagapalli taluk, the report of the officers of the 
Land Revenue Department shows that the lands in tb.e Karunagapalli 
taluk were not affected by the excessive rains. Consequently,the remission 
applied for cannot be granted. 

The next request was about the issue of manure to ryots on credit. 
There are rules at present to the effect that manure may be given to 
co-operative societies on credit so as to enable the latter to issue it on 
credit to their members and to recover the price at the harvest time. 
In view of this, it cannot be said that the ryots feel any hardship in the 
matter because they do not get manure on credit from the department 
direct. 

As has already been stated, the question of shifting the Krishna- 
puram Munsiff’s Court will be decided on receipt of the report of the 
Law’s Delays Officer. 

In regard to the dispensary, the Administrative Board, Medical 
Services, is also of the view' that the present building is not a suitable 
one and has therefore recommended the construction of a new building 
cn a convenient site. After the site has been chosen and acquired, a 
building suitable for a dispensary will be put up. The Government do 
not propose to convert, it into a hospital, as there is a hospital near by 
at Mavelikara. 



The suggestions made in regard to water supply will, after investi¬ 
gation by the Chief Engineer, be considered.] 

98. Certain urgent needs of the Karunagapalli taluk. 

ME. KUNJAN VELUMPAN (Nominated) spoke on the follow, 
ing needs of the Karunagapalli taluk: 

The Kayamkulam—Putiyedam-Govindamuttam road should be 
completed soon. The need for opening the road was urged in previous 
sessions of the Assembly. 

As there was no hospital at Kayamkulam, where patients could stay 
for treatment, the sick were nearly uncared for. There was only a 
dispensary there. The Dewan Mr. Watts, who inspected the institution, 
was convinced that a better building should he found for locating it. 
The dispensary should be converted into a hospital and a more spacious 
building should be constructed for the purpose on a convenient site. 

The Kayamkulam Municipal Conncil had passed resolutions request* 
ing Government to take steps for the conversion, into a road, of the 
lane leading from the Karunagapalli—Kayamkulam road to the Koman 
Catholic church wharf. In reply to a representation made at a previous 
session of the Assembly, the member was told that the Government 
would co-operate with the Municipality for the conversion of the lane 
into a road. The lane was used not only by the inhabitants of Kayam¬ 
kulam but also by the people living in the suburbs. Government should 
share with the Municipality the cost of conversion of the lane into a road. 
If that was not possible, the Municipality should be instructed to 
shoulder the entire responsibility and do the work-soon. The lane was 
kept in a very insanitary condition.

[The first two points of the representation have already been replied 
to. The Government have decided to put up a building for the dispen¬ 
sary and are on the look-out for a proper site. When the site is 
acquired, a building will soon be put up. 

In regard to the lane, the duty of maintaining it in a sanitary 
condition lies on the Muncipality, It is stated that the Municipal Council 
has passed a resolution on the subject. The Council must also find 
means to give effect to the resolution. As for converting the lane into 
a road, that is a matter for the Municipal Council to attend to. 
It. is not possible for the Government to attend to the improvement of 
lanes within municipal limits. The question of granting permission to 
the Municipality to convert it into a road will be considered when the 
Municipality moves the Government in the matter.] 

99. Needs of the Karthlkapalli taluk, 

Mb.,KANAKKUMADHAVAN flLLAI NABAYANA PILLAI 
(Karthikapalli taluk ) spoke on the following needs of the Karthika- 
palli taluk: — 

The village road should be metalled from Kayamkulam to Karthika" 
palli via Keerikad and Muthukulam. A provision of Bs. 5,000 has been 
made for the work in the budget for 1105. The construction should 
begin at Kayamkulam. 

It was understood that lands were acquired for the construction 
of roads from Haripad to Veeyapuram and Elanjimel. The proposed 
road to Veeyapuram would be' very useful to timber merchants. The 
two roads should be opened as early as possible, 

36 
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The Kayamkulam Municipality had been requesting Government 
to take steps for the conversion, into a cart road, of the lane leading from 
the motor bus stand on the Kayamkulam — Karunagapalli road to 
St. Antony’s church and thence to Prathangimood. The reply given 
to representations made on the subject in previous sessions of_ the 
Assembly was that the Government and the Municipality would jointly 
undertake the work. Government should bear half the cost of con¬ 
struction of the road and issue orders to the Municipality for the 
commencement of the work. 

The Danapadi canal should be widened and deepened and a lock 
provided at the end of the canal. The works were necessary for 
taking manure, and for preventing the flow of brackish water to the 
paddy fields situated close to the canal. 

The Danapadi bridge should be raised. 

It was long since an area of four acres of land was acquired, on 
payment of compensation, for constructing a dispensary at Haripad. 
A suitable building should be constructed on the site without further 
delay.' 

The strength of the Haripad English School justified the 
opening of high school classes there. Form IV was opened in the 
school several years ago ; but it was since withdrawn by the department. 
All the high school classes should be opened in the school as early as 
possible. 

The inhabitants of the Kartikapaili taluk keenly felt the need for 
a Magistrate’s Court at Haripad. Government should take early steps 
to meet the need. 

It was long since the iron bridge at Kayamkulam was dismantled. 
Instructions should be issued for the construction of the new bridge 
being completed early. Pending completion of the work, a foot bridge 
should be provided.

[The work of metalling the Kartikapalli-Kayankulam road is an 
expensive one involving an outlay of Es. 34,000 and odd according to 
the estimate. The estimate is being scrutinized ; and after scrutiny it 
will be referred to the Road Board. The metalling of the Haripad- 
Veeyapuram road is also a costly work involving an expenditure of 
Rs. 40,000. That will also be referred to the Road Board. In regard 
to the Haripad-Elanjimel road, a provision of Rs. 5,000 has been made 
in the current year’s Budget and work has been begun. Estimates for 
a few sections of the road have been sanctioned by the Government, 
while the Chief Engineer himself has sanctioned the estimate for one 
section. 

The question of opening a road from the motor bus stand to 
Pratkangimood will'also be referred to the Road Board. 

The question of deepening the Danapadikkal tochi is being investi¬ 
gated. After the investigation is completed, the matter will be referred 
to the Road Board. 

Raising the Danapadi bridge is not an easy matter. It is not 
correct to say that vatlams cannot pass beneath it. Except big vallcims 
with roofs, all others can pass under it even in the rainy season. 
Further, the water level is high only for a very short period. Under 
these circumstances, it is not possible to raise the bridge. The Govern¬ 
ment are also not prepared to construct a new bridge at present. 

An estimate has been called for for putting up a building for the 
dispensary. The matter will be considered on receipt of the estimate. 

The Director of Public Instruction is of the view that there is no 
need to raise the Haripad English Middle School into a High School, as 
there is already a High School within a distance of 3 miles. The 
Government agree with him in his views. 

The Government do not propose to consider the question of opening 
a Magistrate’s Court at Haripad as the District Magistrate is of the 
yiew that there is no need for it. 
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The question of putting up a temporary bridge for use until the 
completion of the main bridge has already been taken up and arrange¬ 
ments have been made for its construction. The work ’.rill be 

expedited.] 

100, Taluk and Municipal needs of Ka“t ; k.ioa'u 

MB. P. c. PADMANABHAN TAMPI (PJmiei.ml Council , San- 
,pad) spoke on the following needs of Kartikapalii:— 

The income of the Haripad municipality, particularly from the tax 
on conveyances, was gradually diminishing. The practice was to levy 
tax on conveyances .the' owners of which lived within the municipal 
limits. Nearly 100 conveyances were plying within the area every 
day; but most of them belonged to persons who lived outside the limits 
of the municipality. It was well-nigh impossible to levy taxes on them, 
as the provisions of the Municipal Kegulation could not be applied 
against persons who lived outside the municipal limits. The attach¬ 
ment and sale of conveyances for the recovery of the tax was a 
matter of great difficulty. Though the municipalities of Tiruvalla and 
Attingal were empowered to levy tolls on conveyances, they were not 
burdened with the liability to maintain the roads. Similar powers'and 
privileges should be given to the Haripad Municipality also.. 

The Danapadi canal should be completed soon and a parapet wall 
should be constructed on its eastern side, The bridge over the canal 
should be raised. Another bridge should he constructed to the east of 
the Kartikapalii market. 

The Koottamkaita road should be gravelled and improved. 

A site had been acquired by Government for the dispensary at 
Haripad. A building should be constructed ou it for being used as a 
hospital. 

The Magistrate’s Court at Haripad, which was abolished to the 
serious inconvenience of the people, should be resuscitated. 

The road from Kartikapalii to Keerikad and Kayamkulam should 
be gravelled and improved. 

The officers in the employ of the Municipality should be empowered 
to charge cases under the Municipal Regulation, in order that offences 
against the Kegulation might be dealt with promptly. 

The Haripad—Veeyapuram road should be opened soon. There 
was a road, leading from the Haripad Cutcherry to the 35th milestone 
of the Haripad—Ambalapuzha road, which was very useful to the 
public. It should be gravelled. 

The public tanks at Haripad were open only to caste Hindus. 
Bor the use of the non-Hindus and the depressed classes, either a new 
tank should be sunk or one of the existing tanks should be deepened and 
improved. 

Work should be started early on the Haripad—Ehnjimel road 
which was sanctioned to be opened. 
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DEWAN’S REPLY : Mr. Padmanabhan Tampi, your first subject 
seems to be rather an important one. It relates to the roads within 
municipal limits, over which municipalities levy tolls on vehicles. You 
refer to the anomalous condition of certain municipalities which are 
permitted to levy tolls though they do not maintain any roads within 
their limits while other municipalities do not levy tolls. I have myself 
noticed the anomaly and I am taking' up the question for being dealt 
with in a comprehensive manner. That is to say, the question of the 
right of municipalities to levy tolls, the liability of municipalities to 
maintain roads or to contribute towards the maintenance of roads—I am 
taking np all these questions in a comprehensive manner, and I hope to 
pass orders before long. 

Then you refer to certain means of communication. I do not want 
to be misunderstood by the members of the Assembly when I say that 
I will refer to the Road Board their representations relating to 
means of communication, new roads, new canals, new bridges, or the 
improvement of roads or gravelling or metalling them afresh. Members 
will themselves be able to see that when, once a Road Board is consti¬ 
tuted, the idea being to refer to it all matters relating to means of 
communication for which provision is made in the Budget, it will be not 
quite fair to withhold, as it were, some of these roads, canals and 
bridges from its consideration. When once the Road Board has been 
constituted, the Government’s view is that the Board must be given an 
opportunity to pronounce upon the necessity and the urgency of any new 
work of communication. I hope I shall not be misunderstood when I 
inform the members, in reply to their representations, that I shall refer 
them to the Road Board. Members, I trust, will understand that, after 
the Road Board is constituted, it is the only constitutional way of deal¬ 
ing with their representations. 

So in regard to your second point, I will refer that to the Road 
Board. With regard to the Danapadi bridge, I have already said that, 
as the bridge is quite a new one and the hardship complained of is not 
very serious, I do not think we can consider the question of reconstruction 
just yet. Of course, I realise that, on a few days in the year, big boats 
or valiums will not be able to go under the bridge ; but as the hardship 
is slight and only temporary, I do not think it necessary to refer the 
matter to the Road Board. When the seriousness of the hardship is not 
such as to justify the dismantling of a costly new bridge which has been . 
just built, and to undertake the construction of a fresh bridge which will 
be equally or more costly, it will be better to leave the matter alone. 

Your third point will be referred to the Road Board. 

Your points (4) and t5), I have already answered in reply to the 
representations of the previous member. 

Your sixth point has to be referred to the Road Board. 

Your seventh point refers to the enpowering of municipal officers to 
charge cases. That is a matter which requires an amendment to 
Section 55 tof the Municipal Regulation. It is under reference to the 
JjfW Officers. 
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^~"--n regard to gravelling and improving the Haripad—Veeyapuram 
—toad, it will bs referred to the Road Board. 

In regard to your ninth point, I shall call for an estimate from the 
Chief Engineer and consider it. 

As regards ihe public tanks, the President of the Municipality also 
refers to five tanks which, if improved, will be of use to the depressed 
classes. . I shall await a resolution of the Council and a formal com¬ 
munication to Government before I take any action upon that. 

As regards the Haripad-Ehnjimel road, action has been taken and 
I shall see that it is expedited.] 

101. Needs of the Mavelikara town. 

Me. P. M, ABRAHAM (Municipal Council, Maodilcara) spoke on 
the following needs of the Mavelikara town :• 

The District Hospital at Mavelikara was a very popular institution. 
42,000 persons, among whom were 15,000 women, sought medical aid 
in the institution last year. The number of confinement cases was 200. 
There were no women doctors in any of the medical'institutions in 
central Travanoore, except at Quilon -and Kottayam. As there were 
only a Deputy Surgeon and two Assistants in the Mavelikara hospital 
and they were often cited as witnesses in medico-legal cases, patients 
.. were not properly attended to. A woman doctor and an additional 
assistant should therefore be appointed in the hospital. A maternity 
ward should also be opened in the institution. 

Some liquor shops were located close to churches, temples, schools 
and other places of public resort situated within the Mavelikara town. 
That the sale of liquor in the shops was only nominal was proof positive 
that the inhabitants of the town did not feel the need for their continu¬ 
ance, The shops should therefore be abolished at the commencement 
of the 1-106-07 contract. 

An estimate for constructing a bridge at Arattukadavu was sanc¬ 
tioned about the year 1102. But the work had not yet been taken, 
in hand. The bridge, which was very important and useful to the 
public, should be constructed in 1106. 

There was a canal, a furlong in length, between Arattukadavu and 
Mitchell culvert, which was of immense use to traders. It was so silted 
up that canoes could not be taken through it to the above-said culvert 
during summer months. The silt could be removed at a cost of about 
Rs. 3,000. Instructions should be issued in the matter. 

The condition of the main road in the Mavelikara town, from 
Painamudu to Tattarambalam, where there was constant motor traffic, 
was every deplorable. There were markets, schools and other places of 
public resort on either side of the road. The road.should be gravelled 
and rendered fit for pedestrian and vehicular traffic. 

_ It was decided several years ago that a building should be con¬ 
structed at Puthiakavu for locating a girl’s school and an extent of one 
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acre of land was acquired therefor in the heart of the town. W-feSB, 
the construction was started, Dewan Mr. R'aghaviah ordered that the 
building should be utilised for holding the public offices at Mavelikara. 
But it was rumoured that the building, when completed, would be 
utilised for holding the girls’ school. There was no necessity for the 
school at Puthiakavu as there was a girls’ school at Mavelikara. The 
public offices will enhance the beauty of the town and its status. The 
aforesaid site should be utilised for constructing a building for the 
public offices which were held in rented buildings, the annual expen¬ 
diture on account of rent being Bs. 2,124. 

Two more groynes should be constructed at Prayikara for drainage 
purposes.

[The question of appointing a lady aoctor in the Mavelikara hos¬ 
pital is engaging the attention of Government. The question of open- 
ing a maternity ward will be decided along witii that *ot ftr>no>otmg a 
lady doctor. 

In regard to the removal of liquor shops from the town limits, 
a reply has already been given to a similar representation. 

An estimate has been sanctioned for the construction ot a bridge 
at Arattukadavu and the necessary funds for tire wort: will be provided 
in the Budget for 1106. 

The points relating to the deepening of the canal starting from the 
Arattukadavu and to the metalling of the road from Pamamruooau to 
Tattarambalam will be referred to the Road Board. 

In regard to the construction of Government buildings ior housing 
the public offices, the Government do not propose, for ornament or 
dignity, to invest large amounts for this purpose especially m places 
where convenient buildings are available for hue. 

The last point about drainage will be enquired into.] 

102. Needs of the Mavelikara taluk. 

Mb. K. I. VARGHESE MAPPILLAI (Mavelikara taluk ) said 
that thousands of people daily crossed the Prayikara ferry situated on 
the Mavelikara-Thiruvella road. Though a sum of Its. 5,000 was 
provided in the budget for 1104 for constructing a bridge at the place 
it was not utilised. The amount of Rs, 10,000 provided in the budget 
for 1105 for the work was also about to lapse. The work should be 
started in 1105 and funds provided in the budget for the succeeding 
year for the completion of the work. 

A bridge should be constructed at Koilakadavu on the Mavelikara- 
Chenganur road and the road from Pnliyur, near Koilakadavu, to 
Chenganur should be improved. The distance from Mavelikara to 
Chenganur was only 8 miles by this route ; but people preferred the 
alternative route, which was 20 miles long, as there wore no ferries 
on it. 

A canal was opened seven years ago at Psrayankan m the Trip- 
perumtura pakuthi for irrigating the Chennnhala puniu fields. For 
the recovery of the amount so spent, Government Were considering 
the desirability of including the work among ‘ Major Irrigation works’ 
and levying a water cess on the owners of the puujdptulauis near the 
canal. But, it was because the Government were convinced that the 
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••’3te of .'iwessinent fixed for the lands of ihe^a7«»<7ii at the last settle¬ 
ment was too high, that they agreed to open the canal. The proposal 
to levy the cess should therefore be dropped. 

The need tor the establishment, of a District Court at Mavelikara 
was urged m previous sessions of the Assembly. The reply was that 
the question would be considered after the submission of the Law’s 
Del.rw. uormwtme s report. The opening ol additional District Courts 
in pi,rues where mere ware already two or three District Courts was 
non the proper way to facilitate disposal of suits. The existence of 
several courts in the same place rendered it, necessary for the vakils to 
soph’ tor adjournment. t’enmng the submission of the Law’s Delays 
Coimmtteo'3 report, one of the four District Courts at Quilon should 
be transferred tentatively for a year to Mavelikara. if the Committee 
would find that there was no need for the continuance of the court 
there, it might be retransferred to Quilon. 

The member was gratified to learn that sanction was accorded by 
the Government for the const ruction of a groyne near the Arattnkadavu.

103. Needs of tiie PattaasmuUa taiuk. 

Mb, K.M. MATHAI iP a iiu,n wm ii!M taluk) said that fc! 
of the Government in regard to the disafforestation cf lands J 
poses of registry was. detrimental to popular welfare. 

For wait of a Munsiff s court in the taluk, litigants had 
the court at Adur or Chenganur, sacrificing every comfort. T 
for remedying this want had been repeatedly brought to the c 
the Government ever since the taluk was constituted. Wliei 
gestations were made on the subject at previous sessions 
Assembly, Government promised to transfer the Additional It 
court at Perutnbavoor to Pattanamtifta; but the promise still r 
unfulfilled. In the oilier parts of the Slate, there was a diw 
only 6 miles between one Munsiffs court and another; but the 
from the Pattanamtittn, taluk to the nearest courts ranged fan 
45 miles. The taluk was steadily rising into prominence on 
of its commercial and business activities. Having regard to tb 
siderations, early steps should be taken for establishing a Mural: 
at Pattanamtitta. 

The Taksildar of the taluk, whose hands were full with 
work, was also burdened with magisterial duties. Thi3 cans, 
in the disposal of criminal cases, net to speak of the mconven 
parties and witnesses. A Magistrate should be appointed at i c 
titta, divesting the Tahsildar of his magisterial powers. 

The Raimi pakathi should be bifurcated, in view of the 
volume of work in that pakutki, ■ The Mallapuzhasseri pah 
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Thirnvella taluk, which was separated from the rest of that taluk by 
the Paruba river, should, be included in the Pattanamtitta taluk, for the 
convenience of its inhabitants. 

The banks of the Pamba and Aehenkoil rivers were the scene 
of annual floods during the monsoons, which swept away homesteads 
and cattle and caused damage to crops. The onus was ■ upon the 
Government- to provide remedial measures and save the inhabitants of 
the areas from recurring losses. The measures proposed by the late 
Executive Engineer, Mr. John Kuriyan, such as the opening of new 
channels and construction of groynes, for diverting the flood water 
should be carried out. 

Bridges should be constructed over the Paniba river at the 
Kozhencherry market landing, over the Aehenkoil river at the 
Eaippattur !:uduvu and over the Krunaramparur river at Vadasserikara. 
These three places were fcho chief gateways to the taluk. Proceedings 
were started for the construction of bridges at the former two places; 
but subsequently they were dropped. The three bridges should be 
constructed speedily. 

Pew roads were constructed in the Pattanamtitta taluk at the cost 
of the Government-. The ryots’ roads were not sufficiently wide or fit 
for every kind of traffic, The following roads should therefore be 
widened and metalled 

(i) the Kumbazha—Banni road ; 

(ii) the Banni—Manimala road ; 

(iii) the Kaippattur—Kadakad road ; 

(iv) the Pandalam—Omaliur road ; 

(v) the Omaliur—Pariyaram road ; and 

(vi) the Banni —Valiakavu road. 

The following ryots’ roads, on which bridges and culverts had to 
be constructed, should be taken over for departmental management:— 

(i) the Kozhenckerry—Mannarkulanji road ; 

(ii) tho road from the Kumbazha kadavu to the Konni Koyikkal 

kadaeit; 

(iii) the road from Melukara to Banni; and 

(iv) the Perucha-1—Utimood road. 

The Pattanamtitta taluk, which was as large as a Division, should 
have a Bead Board of its own. 

The bulk of thfe population of the taluk owned cattle. A veteri¬ 
nary hospital should be opened there. 

An Agricultural Inspector should be posted to the taluk for inducing 
agriculturists to take to the use of scientific manure and for imparting 
instruction on up-to-date agricultural methods. A manure depot should 
also be opened. 

In conclusion, the member requested the Dewan to visit the 
Pattanamtitta taluk in order that lie might gain intimate-knowledge of 
h c conditions and needs of the taluk.

[The policy of the Government in regard to the disafforestation of 
lands for purposes of registry has already been explained. There are 
two chief points to be considered in regard to this; firstly, there should 
be paucity of tarisu lands for purposes of registry; and secondly, the 
disafforestation of lands should not be detrimental to the reserved 
forests. So far ag the Pattanamtitta taluk is concerned, there is no 
paucity of tarisu lands. 

31our request for the establishment of a Munsifi’s Court at Patta- 
namtitta will be referred to the Law’s Delays Officer. 

In regard to the prayer for a Magistrate’s Court, the Tahsildar, 
Pattanamtitta, now exercises magisterial powers; and according to the 
report of the departmental authorities, the Tahsildar can do magisterial 
work also without prejudice to his revenue work. 

The Government too feel the need for bifurcating the Eanni 
pak-uthi. They propose to take up the question for consideration at the 
time of the next general resurvey. 

The proposal to include the Mallapuzhasseri pakuthi in the Patta¬ 
namtitta taluk will be referred to the Land Revenue Commissioner. 

The suggestions relating to the prevention of floods in the Pamba 
and Aehankoil rivers are noted. 

In regard to the construction of the three bridges mentioned in-the 
representation, it may be noted that investigation is in progress' in 
regard to one or two of them. The whole matter will be referred to 
the Road Board. 

In regard to the widening and metalling of the roads referred to 
in the representation, the Kumbazha-Ranni road is being metalled at 
present. The request relating to the Ranni-Manimala and Panda-lam- 
Omallur roads will be referred to the Road Board. The estimate 
relating to the Kaippattur-Kadakad road has been sanctioned and the 
work is nearing completion. The Omallur-Pariyaram road is not 
sufficiently important to reqaire widening and metalling. 

As regards the assumption and maintenance of certain ryots’ roads, 
what is generally observed is that the so-called roads are really no 
roads at all. There are certain rules which such roads have to con¬ 
form to before they are taken up for departmental maintenance. Bor 
instance, the rules prescribe the width the roads should have. But 



most roads do not have the prescribed width. The Kozhencherry- 
Mannarkulanji and the Peruchal-Uthnood village roads are of the 
above description and cannot therefore be taken over for departmental 
maintenance. The road from Kumbazha kadavu to Iionni Kovikkal 
kadavu has been taken over for departmental maintenance. The 
question of taking over the road from Melnkara to Banni will be 
referred to the Boad Board. 

The Government do not think that there is any necessity for a 
separate Boad Board for the Pattanamtitta taluk, especially- because the 
Pattanamtitta member is on the District Board. 

In regard to the opening a veterinary hospital at Pattanamtitta, 
there is a general scheme of opening such hospitals in the State. 
When the turn of your taluk comes according to the scheme, a hospital 
will be established there. 

As for the opening of a manure depot in the Pattanamtitta taluk, 
the policy of the Agricultural Department is to appoint commission 
agents for the sale of manures. The question will be easily solved if 
some merchant from Pattanamtitta comes forward and accepts the 
local agency. 

The question of appointing an Agricultural Inspector will be 
decided along with that of opening a veterinary hospital. 

As for visiting the Pattanamtitta taluk, I may tell you that it is 
my intention to visit every taluk of the State and stay for one or two 
days to study in detail local conditions. But I cannot now say the 
exact time of visit to each taluk.] 

104. Needs of the Tlruvalla Municipality. 

Mb. K. V. SRIDHARAN MOOSSATU (Municipal Council, Tin,- 
valla) said that the control exercised by the Land Revenue Department 
over th e poramboke lands situated within the limits of the municipality 
rendered the task of municipal administration rather difficult. The 
lanes within the municipality could not be kept clean owing to the control 
of that department over such lands. All the poramboke lands should 
be clearly demarcated and handed over to the Municipal Council, which 
should also be given power to remove encroachments. 

The hospital building at Tiruvalla was too small. A more spacious 
building should be constructed, after acquiring additional lands for pro¬ 
viding better accommodation to patients, As more than half the num¬ 
ber of patients treated in the institution were women, a woman doctor 
and an additional nurse should be appointed there- A maternity.. ward 
should also be opened in the hospital. 

The waterway from Tiruvalla to Alleppey called the Market Canal, 
was opened by the Government at a cost of B-s, 25,000. But the canal 
was not of . much use to the public, as it got nearly dried up during the 
hot season. It should be deepened and widened. A bridge should be 
constructed at the Muttoor ferry.. 
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The building of the Vernacular Middle School for Girls was very 
old, ill-ventilated and too small. A better building should be construc- 
ed on the site. English should be taught in the Vernacular Middle 
School for Girls. As the Vernacular High school at Tiruvalla was a 
mixed school, the women’s section of the school should be transferred to 
the Paliyakara Girls’ school, after opening classes VIII and IX there.

[It has been stated that due to the control exercised by the Land 
Revenue Department over porarnbolces within municipal limits, much 
difficulty is experienced by the Municipality in several ways, especially 
in the matter of keeping the lanes clean. The control exercised by that 
Department cannot be a bar to the keeping of the lanes clean. Then, 
in regard to the request for the grant of power to deal with encroach¬ 
ments, it should be noted that it is the duty of the Land Revenue De¬ 
partment to deal with such cases. It is enough if the Municipality 
brings to the notice of the Land Revenue Department any cases of 
encroachment. But if the authorities do not take any action m the 
matter, the Land Revenue Commissioner may be informed of the matter. 
If no action is taken by him also, it is open to the Municipal Council to 
report the matter to the Government. The control over pommbokes 
cannot, in the circumstances, be vested in the Council. 

The question of acquiring more lands for the use of the hospital 13 
under consideration- 

As for the appointment of a lady doctor, the matter will be consi¬ 
dered along with the general scheme of appointing such doctors in the 
chief hospitals of the State. The question of opening a maternity ward 
has to be taken up along with that of appointing a lady doctor. 

The work of widening and deepening the market canal has been 
sanctioned and proceedings 1 or the acquisition of the required extent of 
land are in progress. 
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As for the construction of a bridge at Muttur ferry, the matter will 
be referred to the Eoad Board. 

In regard to the improvement'of the building of the Vernacular 
Middle School for Girls, Tiruvella, it is under consideration. Govern¬ 
ment will take up the work sood. 

Your second point is about teaching English in the Vernacular 
Middle School for Girls. It is also under consideration. I will expedite 
that matter. 

With regard to the transfer of the women’s section of the V. H. 
School to the Paliyakara School for Girls, I may say that that is not a 
new subject. I find that that matter was brought to the notice of 
Government on a previous occasion ; Government then went into the 
whole question and decided that, for several reasons, it was not expedi¬ 
ent to make that transfer.] 

105, Needs of the Tiruvalla taluk. 

Mu. CHINGAN NARAYANARU BHATTATIRI (Tiruvalla 
iahik, Group I) said that the inhabitants of the taluk had been request¬ 
ing the Government from 1099 onwards to sanction the opening of a 
Magistrate's Court at Tiruvalla. The member then presented a memo¬ 
rial of the people of Tiruvalla, praying for the early redress of their 
grievance, in the matter. 

The condition of the building in which the Vernacular' Middle 
School for Girls at Tiruvalla was held was deplorable. The class¬ 
rooms were very small and rain poured down in torrents through the 
roof during the monsoons. A suitable building should be constructed 
for the school and its compound should be properly enclosed. 

A resolution was passed in the Legislative Council that Government 
should encourage homeopathic treatment which was fast coming into 
vogue in the State. A homeopathic dispensary, receiving financial 
and other aids from the Government, should be opened and the physi¬ 
cians engaged in this system of treatment in various parts of the State 
should be given grants-in-aid. 

The market canal was opened at a heavy cost with a view to 
facilitating transport of goods from Tirvuvalla to the Alleppey port; 
but the mercantile community and the" trading.interests were not able 
to avail themselves always of the facility so provided, owing to the 
scarcity of water in the canal during seasons of drought. The canal 
should be deepened and widened. 

In the Tiruvalla taluk, large areas of land were submerged in flood 
water during the monsoon months, while in the hot season there was 
utter scarcity of water.. The question of the drainage and water- 
supply in the taluk was therefore a very important one, The member 
jaade the following suggestions, which were designed to eliminate the 
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aforesaid evils, and said that the Government should cause serious 
thought to be bestowed on them :— 

■ (i) A dam should he constructed in the Manimala river for divert¬ 
ing flood water to the Kadalimangalom river and thence to Manippuzha. 

(ii) The Mannar todu and the Brahmaswom todu leading to 
the Tiruvalla town from Kadalimangalam should be deepened and ■ 
widened. 

(iii) The Peringara river and the market canal should be con¬ 
nected by a new canal, 

(iv) The Mulleli todu should be deepened. 

The Mundati chira should be cut open in order to make the 
chira useful to the owners of the adjoining paddy fields. 

The Chief Engineer, who visited the taluk some time back, ex¬ 
pressed the opinion that a bridge should be constructed at Pulikizh on 
the Tiruvalla-Mavelikara road. Arrangements should be made by Go¬ 
vernment for the execution of the work. 

The system of road communications within the Tiruvalla town was 
ill-suited for traffic. The roads were narrow, uneven and studded with 
ricketty bridges. There was heavy traffic on the road from the 79th 
milestone of the Main Central Road to Tukalasseri. The chira on this 
road near Tukilamkuzhi, which was two hundred feet loDg, should be 
levelled up and provided with a culvert. The time was ripe for dis¬ 
mantling the old bridge at the western extremity of this road and for 
constructing a new bridge on the spot. 

The “Jacob Road” branching off from the Mallapalli-Ceherkolpuzba 
road was opened by the people of the taluk and handed over to the 
department for maintenance. The amounts sanctioned for annual 
maintence were not adequate for the purpose of keeping the road in 
good repair. Larger sums should be provided therefor. Bridges 
should be constructed on this road near the market and the second 
milestone. 

The Kumbanad-Arattupuzha road terminated at the Arattu- 
puzha kadavu. The people of Kumbanad, Eraviperur and Vennikulam 
should be enabled to cross the Pamba river at the aforesaid ka-davu by 
the provision of a junghar ,

[The 1st, 2nd and 4th points of the representation have already 
been replied to. 

In regard to the opening of .a homeopathic dispensary, Govern- 1 
inent have not made up their mind as to what should" be done in the 
matter. 

The Chief Engineer will be asked to investigate the question of 
affording facilities for supply of water in the Tiruvalla town, 
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There are very many obstacles in cutting open the Mundati chira 
and it is not therefore proposed to cut it open. 

The points relating to (1) the improvements to the Tukitasseri 
road (2) the construction of a bridge at Pnlikizh and (3) the provision 
of ajimghir at the place mentioned will be referred to the Roarl 
Board- 

About the Mammala road, the Chief Engineer will be asked to 
investigate.] 

106. Needs of the Tiruvalla taluk. 

Mb. C. Or. PARAMESVARAM PILLAI (Tinualla taliGroup Ii) 
said that the practice by which the replies to Assembly representations 
were prepared in advance, after making consultations with the heads 
of departments, might be compared to writing judgements in lawsuits 
before trial. It would be better if the suggestions and views of the 
members were heard before the opinions of the departmental heads 
were accepted for the purpose of giving replies. 

The funds which were sanctioned for the purpose of constructing 
culverts on the Chenganur—Mannar road should be utilised. An 
estimate for the work had been sanctioned. The provision made in the 
budget for opening the Puliyur—Mannar .road should not be allowed 
to lapse. . The road should be treated as a cart road. 

A bridge was necessary at Poovanakkal. A jnmj’iar service 
should be introduced at the Aittupnzha ferry in the Parnba river. 
The matter might be left to the Road Board. 

Culverts should be constructed on the following roads: — 

(i) Vemnani—Kodukulanji road ; 

(ii) Kumtanad—Ranni road; 

(iii) Tiruvanvandur road ; and 

(iv) Tottapuzhasseri— Maraman road. 

An approach road to the English High School at Chenganur 
should be opend from the 1st furlong of the Chenganur—Kozhencherry 
road. The premises of the school should be extended by acquiring 
further lands. 

A temporary . shed was being used for the primary School 
at Edanad. A permanant building should be constructed for the 
purpose. High school classes should be opened in the Chenganur 
English Middle School for Girls. 

A woman doctor should be appointed in the Kozhencherry hospital. 
The recognised Ayurveda Vailyasala at Edanad should be given grant- 
in-aid. A permanent building should be constructed for the dispensary 
at Chenganur. 
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DEW AN’S REPLY :-Mi\ Parameswaran Pillai, I do not know what 
your idea is. Because I have got a big book before me to which .1 refer, 
you think that replies are written beforehand. Is it your idea that when 
the Government get a list of the subjects which the members of the As¬ 
sembly are going to press upon their attention, they ought not to take 
any action upon them until the meeting of the Assembly? What is being 
done is that, when you tell rae beforehand that you are going to press a 
subject-, I find out what has been done in the matter, and, if there is 
any delay, what is the cause of the delay so that I might give an answer 
to you. But if it is your opinion that the Dewan should not take any action 
but should come here without any information on the subject, I must- 
tell you that it is not the proper way of doing business. You 
represent some of your grievances and some of your needs to 
Government and you expect some reply from the Government 
on those subjects. I never thought that a member of the 
Assembly would stand up and say that, because I am trying to answer 
him, I am writing a judgment beforehand. I am very sorry to hear that 
I have to know, if it is a subject that was represented before, what 
was the reply given, and what different reasons if any there are now, to 
induce me to give a different reply. Until I have sufficient reason to 
believe that the view that you have expressed is the view of all the mem¬ 
bers of the Assembly, I am sorry I cannot follow your advice. 

With regard to the second point that you referred to, I may tell 
you that the gravelling of that road, that is the Puliyur-Mannar road, 
has been sanctioned. That is a village road now. You want that to be 
treated as a cart road. That has been sanctioned. 

I will take up your fifth and eighth points together; the 
question of the extension of the premises of the English school has 
been taken up by the Government and land acquisition proceedings 
are in progress. 

In reply to your representation for the award of a grant to a re¬ 
cognised Vaidyasala at Edanad, I may tell you that there are on the 
average two Vaidyasalas.ioi every seven pakuthies in the whole State, 
while the average in your taluk is one Vaidyasala for two pakuthies, 

I do not mean that it is an unalterable standard ; but that will show 
that your pakuthies are not starved. With regard to the particular 
Vaidyasala, I will refer it to the Director of Ayurveda, and see if 
there is justifiable necessity for opening a Vaidyasala there. 

Then in regard to the dispensary at Chenganur, you cay that the 
building in .which the dispensary is now housed is not commodious 
enough. But I understand that it is a commodious enough building, 
though it is a rented one, and that the question of constructing a Govern¬ 
ment building for that purpose need not immediately, be: taken up. 

Your representation with regard to means of communication will 
be referred to the Road Board, 
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107; Needs ot the Tiruvalla ialuK. 

Me. KOSHY PALAKUNNATTU \Xo ..imtnl) wished to esprm 
the felicitations of the House on the bestowal, by His Majesty the King 
Emperor, of the coveted distinction of the Crown of India on Her 
Highness the Makarani Regent, 

Speaking on the needs of the Tiruvalla taluk, the member said that 
a sum of Rs. (30 has been sanctioned by Government for defraying the 
expenses connected with the preliminary investigations concerning the 
proposed bridge at Kozencherry. 'L'he actual work of construction had 
not been started. Thirteen important roads converged at the Elozhen- 
eherry kculcmi. The ryots’ roads, which were opened by the people 
of the taluk and handed over to the department, were 130 miles 
long and would cost, at a fair valuation, Rs. 10 lakhs. A bridge could 
be constructed at the kadatn at a cost of Rs- 3 lakhs. The necessary 
funds should be provided by Government in the budget tor lluii. 

The Pantalam—Manimala road passing through Aranmuia, Mara- 
man and Edakad market was nearly completed. The road would be 
useful to the public only after a bridge was constructed at Nalkalikal. 
A sum of Rs. 1,500 was sanctioned in 1104 for constructing a sub¬ 
mersible bridge there. That amount was not utilised as there had been 
several (petitions stating that what was wanted there was not a submer¬ 
sible bridge. A bridge should be constructed at the place and the road 
made fit for traffic as early as possible. The portion of the Aranmula- 
Kozencherry road between Aranmuia and Parappuzka crossing was only 
two furlongs in leDgtk. It should be improved and converted into a. 
cart road. 

The ryots’ road connecting Parappuzka kadavit and Pullad near 
the Kumbanad-Ranni road should be gravelled and improved and a 
culvert should be constructed on it at Erappam toclu. 

The road, two miles long, connecting the Kumbanad road with the 
Edakad market should be fuliy improved. The road between the Baskov 
road and the Mauimala submersible bridge should also be completed, 
with a view to connecting the M. A. road with the Kottayam—Kumili 
road. It would reduce the distance between Pantalam and Kanjira- 
pally from 53 miles to 29 miles. 

The road passing through Tumpaman, Elantur, Pariyarom, 
Kozencherry, Maraman and Edakad market, which was formerly a 
a ryots’ road, should be improved. 

Urgent steps should be .taken for the inauguration of the so-called 
“ Women’s Medical Service A woman doctor and an additional 
compounder should be appointed in the Kozhencherry hospital. The 
hospital should be provided with a new building for being used as a 
dispensary for out-patients and for conducting surgical operations. 

The depot from which the inhabitants of Kozencherry and the 
adjoining places purchased timber was situated nearly twenty miles 
away, namely, at Veeyapuram. Timber felled in the forests was taken 
to that depot through Kozencherry down the river. There was a forest 
29 




watch station at Kozboachevry where there was an annual demand for 
1,000 candies of timber. A depot also should be opened there. 

The two bridges, under construction, on the Maramon—Arattu- 
puzlia road should be completed soon and jmighar services should be 
introduced at Arattupuzha kadan and Parappuzha hulaou. 

The Palakatchira road and the Kuriyannur— Maraman road should 
be converted into cart roads. 

The Idichira and Palakatchira should be made useful to agricul¬ 
turists. 

DEW AN’S REPLY: Mr. Koshy Palakunnattu, I shall have 
great pleasure in conveying to Her Highness the Maha Eani Regent 
the Assembly’s appreciation of the honour of the confern ent of the title 
of the Imperial Order of the Crown of India on Her Highness. 

You referred to the Kozhencherry bridge. Some previous speakers 
have also referred to that, and I have already replied to them. 

In regard to the improvement of the Tumpaman-Pariyaram road, 
that has already been taken up for departmental maintenance. With 
regard to the other roads, your suggestions will be considered. 

With regard to the Nalkalikal bridge, you yourself .stated that it 
has been decided to have a submersible bridge there.

DEW’AN. And you say that subsequently there had been several 
petitions praying' that it should not be a submersible bridge. I will 
have that matter re-investigated. 

As regards your request for further improvements to certain roads, 
I will order an investigation. 

Your fifth point relates to the appointment of a lady doctor at 
Kozhencherry. I have already replied to that generally when I replied 
to other representations. As regards the compounder and waiting 
shed, the Administrative Board themselves are anxious to have these. 
A compounder will be sent there as early as possible, and a waiting 
shed will also-be constructed. 

As regards the timber depot, that is a matter for investigation; and 
I will ask the Conservator to investigate it. 

As regards the Arattupuzha jmighar, some previous speakers have 
referred to that and I have replied to them. 

108. Needs of the Alleppey town. 

Mb. S. YEERAIAH REDDIYAR (Ambalupnzha taluk, Group II) 
said that a hospital for women and children should be opened at 
Alleppey. The need for establishing such an institution there had 
been urged at previous sessions of the Assembly. 

One of the three pay-wards in the Alleppey hospital was used for 
the purpose of keeping the records of the institution. The records 
should be removed and the room used for the purpose for which it was 
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intended. Additional pay-wards should a i n r t In tino¬ 
tions should be issued for the amenities provided in the boxp>t«l being 
made available to the rich and the poor alike. Hie medical men posted 
to the institution should not only be able m their •.••rofc=sion bat. should 
also possess a kind disposition. 

It was about time that Government recognised the aecessitv for 
taking steps to ensure a steady supply of good drinking water in the 
Alleppey town which, being a trading centre, was rapidly growing in 
population and importance. 

Good milk was scarcely available at Aiieppey, for want of facilities 
for grazing cattle- Should there be no ^ available, lands 

might be acquired on payment of compensation and converted into 
grazing grounds. A plot of Government land was available near the 
Alleppey jail. It should be used for the purpose, 

A metalled road should be opened ou the bc-aeh from the hospital 
corner southwards and thence east towards the Pulayanvazhi lane and 
the Alleppey-Quilon road. That would induce the inhabitants of 
congested areas in the town to migrate to the beach and to live there in 
comfort.

[The prayer for opening a women’s hospital at Alleppey is an old 
one. Though the Government have not yet decided the question whe¬ 
ther such a hospital is necessary or not, they are enquiring whether a 
proper site for the purpose is available or not. Pending decision of the 
main question, a lady Sub-Assistant Surgeon has been posted to the 
Alleppey hospital. 

In regard to the allegation that portions of the pay-ward are not 
used for the purpose for which they are intended, the Inspecting Me¬ 
dical Officer will be asked to inspect the hospital and make a report. 
If it is found that the allegation is true, the defect pointed out will be 
removed. 

As for water supply in Alleppey, there is some correspondence on 
the subject between the Government and the Municipal Council. The 
Municipal Council is not prepared to invest any money on the scheme. 
So far as the Government are concerned, they are spending a 
large amount on the Trivandrum Water Supply Scheme ; and until it is 
completed, it is not possible to take up the Alleppey Water Supply 
Scheme, 

In regard to the provision of grazing grounds, the Municipal Coun¬ 
cil has not yet addressed the Government. The Council should there¬ 
fore be moved to take up the question. It has been stated that some 
place is available for being used as a grazing ground. This will be 
enquired into. 

The last point about the opening of a new road will be referred to 
the Road Board,] 

109, Some problems of the Alleppey Municipal Council 

Mb. M. S. ANIRUDHAN (ilunicipal, Council Alleppey) said 
that the n aintenance of roads situated within the Municipality con-, 
sumed a nmjor portion of the municipal revenue. The income derived 
by the Mur 'cipaiity from the levy of tolls was comparatively smallej. 
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than the income so realised by other municipalities. Though the mu¬ 
nicipalities of Quilon and Nagercoil also levied tolls, the roads within 
those towns were maintained at the cost of Government Besides, diffi¬ 
culties were bound to arise if the roads, canals and bridges within the 
same area were placed under the control of different agencies. The 
roads in the Alleppey town should therefore be taken over by Govern¬ 
ment for maintenance. 

The sandy lanes in the town should be gravelled. The Arattuvazhi 
and Pulayanvazhi roads should be gravelled and made fit for cart 
traffic. 

Government should make some arrangements at the earliest op¬ 
portunity for the supply of good water in the town. They should also 
take up the electrification of the town, as the Municipality was short 
of funds. 

A well-qualified Health Officer should be appointed at Alleppey. 

The Police force at Alleppey should be strengthened for the proper- 
detection and prevention of crimes. A traffic police should also be in¬ 
stituted as, with the opening of new roa.d communications, traffic had 
increased enormously in the town, 

A Sanitary Engineer should be lent to the Municipality for devising 
a proper drainage system. 

The Municipality stood in need of a site for the purpose of laying 
out a public garden. The Palace ground might be handed over to the 
Municipality. The existence of- a garden in the premises of the Palace 
would not interfere with the convenience of Eoya! personages who 
might reside there. 

DEWAN’S EBPLY: Mr. Animdhan, as I said in reply to the 
representation made by a previous member, I am myself aware of the 
inequalities that now exist as between the several municipalities as 
regards the maintenance of roads and the levy of tolls ; and, as I told 
that member, I am considering the whole question in a comprehensive 
manner, and I expect I shall be able to pass orders soon. 

Your second point was about the gravelling of sandy lanes. If 
that is taken up as a municipal work, then, of course, no reference to 
Government will be necessary. But if you want that work to be taken 
up at the expense of the general revenues, it will have to be referred to 
the Eoad Board after it is constituted. 

MEMBEB: My request is that 50 per cent of the cost should be 
met by Government under the rules. If that is done, is the reference 
necessary ? 

DEWAN: In that case you must move the Municipal Council. 
If they are willing to bear the contribution which under the l-nies, they 
have to bear, then they may address the Government. You should in 
the first instance move the Council. After a formal communication 
from the Municipality is received, Government will consider the 
question. 
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As regards gravelling the Arattuvazhi and the Pnlayanvazhi roads, 
the subject was represented by a. previous member, and I have already 
replied to him. 

So also with regard to water supply at Aileppey. All that yon 
said was that some arrangements should be made as early as possible. 
I have already replied to that point. 

As regards the electrification of the town, as I have already told 
some members, who represented the need for electrifying their towns, 
some of the towns are taking up electric supply schemes and your 
municipality itself has taken up the scheme, and has asked for the 
services of the Electrical Engineer for investigation of the scheme; and 
the Government have agreed to lend his services for that purpose. 
The terms under which his services should be lent are under corres- 
pondence, and will be settled soon. 

MEMBER: May I know if any fund can be diverted for the 
scheme ? 

DEW AN : We are only having a preliminary investigation. For 
that itself the Council has asked for the services of the Electrical 
Engineer. That question is under correspondence. Subsequent ques¬ 
tions will be considered as they arise. 

You want a Health Officer to be appointed for Aileppey. That 
again is a matter in which the Council has to move. The Council has 
not addressed Government on the matter. 

You spoke about the strengthening of the Police force at Aileppey. 
That is a matter which the Police Commissioner had promised to take 
up along with the re-allocation of the police force. His report is now 
ready. It will be considered and by Government and orders passed. 

The appointment of a Sanitary Engineer for your mun’cipality is 
rather a big thing. You may know that even the Travancore Govern¬ 
ment has not got a Sanitary Engineer. Yon want Government to 
lend a Sanitary Engineer. But we have not got a separate Sanitary 
Engineer. In regard to the drainage of the town, it seems to me 
that that is a matter in which the Council can take action and might- 
get expert advice, if they think that is necessary and formulate a 
drainage scheme. Having got a drainage scheme, it can be worked 
out by our own Engineers here. 

As regards a public garden, I do not think there is much use in 
fighting for the surrender to you of the Palace maidan. After careful 
consideration, Government intimated to the Council the impossibility 
of handing over that ground for being converted into a public play¬ 
ground. It seems to me that the best thing for the Council to do is 
to find out another site and address Government on that. 

110. Needs of. the Ambalapuzha taluk. 

Mb. S. VEEEAIAH EEDDIYAB (J mbalapuzha taluk, Group 
II) said that the reconstruction of the bridges was urgently required 
but not being attended to. 
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The nightsoil depot located within the limits of the Alleppey 
Municipality was a nuisance to the inhabitants of the town. The 
Sanitary Commissioner, who visited the town several years ago, wrote 
to the Municipal President that the depot should lie removed from 
the town. Though the Municipal Council had been considering’ tlie 
question for the past six years, they had not taken any decision in the 
matter. It v/a? about time for Government to wake up the Muni¬ 
cipal Council and issue stringent instructions for the removal of the 
• depot beyond five miles from the town limits. 

A bridge should be constructed at Arattuvazhi, midway between 
Komadi bridge and Mattanckery bridge. A road should be opened im¬ 
mediately from the Vazhichery lane to the Arattuvazhi crossing. The 
entire length of the Mannanchery-Tannirrankkam road should be met¬ 
alled. 

The cremation ground in the Aryad pdkuthl should be connected 
by a road with the roads in the vicinity. 

The lane between the timber depot junction aud the Tnmboli 
church should be, widened and metalled. 

A road should be opened between Alleppey and C'hanganacherry in 
order to accelerate the flow of trade to the Alleppey port and in the 
interests of the business community. 

There should be a number of cross-roads between the Alleppey- 
Shertallai road and the roads lying parallel to it on the east and west. 

The Kalavur Higher Grade Vernacular School was situated four 
miles away from the roads. A sandy region lay between the roads and 
the school. Consequently, pupils and teachers found it extremely difficult 
to go to the school during the hot season. The school should therefore 
be shifted to a more convenient site at Kalavur. 

Serious difficulties were experienced by the inhabitants of 
Kalavur, Kattur and Mararikulam for want of a Second Class Magi¬ 
strate’s Court at Alleppey. The Second Class Magistrate’s Court at 
Ambaiapuzha should be shifted to Alleppey and the Kandukrkhi 
Tahsildar at Ambaiapuzha should be invested with Third Class Magb- 
trial powers. 

The Tumboli road, which was very useful to the public, was opened 
by the authorities of the church situated close to it. Government 
should either undertake the maintenance of the road or pay an annual 
grant for the purpose to the church. 

The roads of the Alleppey town were ill-kept. As the bridge in 
the centre of Pnthenangadi -was closed to traffic, commodities intend¬ 
ed for transport across the bridge had to be taken round fol a distance 
of over a mile.

[There are many bridges at Alleppey requiring repairs. As many 
pf these as possible are being attended to as promptly as possible. Even 
now work is going on in respect of three bridges, it is 'not therefore 
correct to say that the bridges in disrepair are not attended to. 

In regard to the removal of nightsoil depot from its present loca¬ 
tion, the Municipal Council is on the look-out for a suitable site and has 
promised to send up a report to the Government after selecting the 
site. On receipt of the report, the removal will be ordered without 
delay. 

The points relating to the opening of a road leading to the crema¬ 
tion ground in the Aryad rakutlii and to the Alleppey-Changanacherry 
road will be referred to the Chief Engineer for report. 

The question of opening cross-roads connecting the Alleppey-Sher- 
tallai road with the roads on the western and eastern sides of it will be 
referred to the Boad Board. 

In regard to the location of the H. G. V. School at Kalavur, a 
report will be called for from the Director of Public Instruction. 

The suggestions for the removal of hardships experienced by the 
people of Kalavur and other places in conducting criminal cases will be 
considered. 

The Government have decided to take over the Tumboli road and 
proceedings for its formal acquisition on payment of nominal compen¬ 
sation are in progress. As soon as they are completed, the road will 
be taken over by the Government. 

The other points relating to means of communication will be re« 
ferred to the Boad Board.] 

111. Needs of Kuttanad. 

Mb. YABKEY CHANDA PILLAI ( Ambala-puzha taluk , Group I) 
Spoke on the following needs of Kuttanad :— 

The first and foremost need of the people of Kuttanad was the 
completion and opening of the Alleppey—Changanacherry canal. More 
than three-fourths of the w'ork had been finished by the end of 1103. 
Ab the canal remained unfinished for a length of about half a mile, the 
people of the taluks of Changanacherry and Ambalapuzha had to undergo 
immense hardships. 

A Munsiff’s court should be opened at Pulinkurmu. The Addition, 
al Munsiff s Court at Alleppey might be conveniently transferred to 
that place; 
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A road should be opened in order to join Alleppsy with Changana- 
cherry, preferably along the bank of the AUeppey—Changanacherry 

CMia The commutation rate of paddy for payment of Kandukrishi rent 
was very high and should be lowered. 

Boats under two tons in weight should be exempted from license 
fee. Permanent passes should be issued for such boats. 

The village road between Tiruvalla and Edatuva should be com¬ 
pleted and made fit for traffic. 

A money grant should he given to complete the Pulinkunnu hos-’ 
pital building 

The new Kottayam—Amhalapuzha canal should be completed. 
This would join the tihampakulam and Pulinkunnu rivers. 

The old Kottayam—Amhalapuzha canal running through the 
Koottacherri Chalayil todu and the Blappallil todu should be connected; 
with the Elamprakottu Mallampurakkal todu. 

A veterinary hospital should be opened at Kavalam, the centremf 
the famous Vembanad lake cultivation. In the hot months of the year, 
when pasturage was scarce, innumerable herds of cattle were taken to 
those regions for grazing. 

The Excise officers stationed in the Pulinkunnu palcuthi were very 
corrupt. In an area of half a square mile, where only one toddy shop 
was allowed to be opened, there were as many as six unlicensed shops 
where toddy was sold openly to consumers. Government should take 
the necessary steps to stop the illicit traffic and punish the officers 
responsible. 

IJEWAN'S REPLY :—Mr. Chanda Pillai, I shall deal the 
lepj'fey—Changanacherry canal last. 

Your second representation is about the location of the Additional 
Ivlunsiffs Court at AUeppey, That will bo considered by the Law’s • 
Delays Officer. 

Your fourth point was the exemption of boats under two tons from 
license fee. There is some question like that already now under con¬ 
sideration. 

MEMBER: Will orders he passed before next year’s Assembly 
meets? 

DEWAN : I cannot fix a definite time limit. All I can say is 
that I expect to deal with it soon. ” 

Your fifth point is about the Tiruvalla-Edatuva road, In regard 
to that road, some lands in some of the sections remain to be acquired. 
The proceedings are in progress in regard to them- As soon as the lands; 
are acquired, the road will be completed. 

As regards the commutation of paddy payment into money, 
the rate was fixed at the time of the commutation for a period, of six 
years. That period expires with 1108. Of course one can see why 
you are raising that point this. year. This year the price of paddy is/, 
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low. _ As tire rate was f 'ced on an average, I cannot take up the re. 
c onsiderafcion of it, before the period for which the rate is fixed is over, 
I am not giving it as a final answer, but still I cannot- undertake to do 
it now. 


Then yon wanted the award of a money grant to the Pulinkunnu 
dispensary building. 

MEMBER : I am not speaking about the dispensary building ; I 
am referz ug to the hospital. Perhaps the translator might have mis- 


| DEWAN : It is a dispensary. I have not heard anything about 

p. the hospital. With regard to the hospital, I shall call for a report. 

As regards the completion of the Kottayam-Ambalapuzha canal 
and connecting it with the Elamprakottu-Mallampurakkal f-.-d . , these 
i works require investigation by the P. W. D. and I shall refer them to 
gf the Chief Engineer for investigation. 

r Your request for the establishment of a veterinary hosrital at 

Kavala-m will be referred to the Director of Agriculture and win be laken 
up in its turn. There are several places where such hospitals are asked 
for. A report on these will be called for from the Director of Agriculture, 
j^and the work will be taken up in the order of urgency. 

As regards the question of the sale of toddy without license at 
Pulinkunnu, will you give me a list of the places ?. 

MEMBER: I had mentioned the names of places in my memo¬ 
randum. 


DEWAN : Then I shall immediately order an investigation with 
regard to that. You must cut down the number of shops in order to 
jj reduce drink. That is the idea with which the number of shops is cut 
down. If information is given to the Government, they will immedi¬ 
ately take action and punish people for conducting illicit shops, 
i In regard to the completion of the Alleppey-Chauganacherry canal, 
1 you said that work has to be done for half a mile- 
1 MEMBER: There are two opinions. One opinion is that the 
a canal should be cut straight through to Changanacherry. The Chief 
^Engineer, on the other hand, wants to cut it only up to Kavalam Attu- 
s mukham. The cutting will then only be for half a mile. If not, Govern- 
i ment will have to cut more. There are three sections. The major 
i portion of these three sections has been finished. There is one more 
I section. As soon as that work is also finished, Government must- im¬ 
mediately open this line in a way suiting the public convenience. 

- DEWAN : As regards the two sections near Alleppey, my infor- 
feoation is that they are almost complete and all that remains to be done 
|s to acquire some little land and cut through. I have called for an 
Sfergent estimatejlfor the acquisition of those lands. Now yon say that the 
■third section is also more or less complete ; I shall call for a report upon 
that and deal with that later.

MEMBER : I request that these two portions may be done im¬ 
mediately. 

DEWAN : Mr. Chanda Pillai, lean understand the impatience of 
persons who are interested. But when I have said that I shall call for 
an urgent report, you need not go on to tell me tha.t it must be done 
within such and such a time.

112. Needs oi the Shertailai taiuk. 

Me. C. P. PADMANABHA PILLAI (S*er.v.:fo£ tefefr. Group II) 
said that there -svas a marked increase in the number of civil and 
criminal cases in the Shertailai taluk since the enactment of the Nayar 
and Ezhava regulations. The Shertailai taiuk was included within 
the jurisdiction of the Kottayam First Class Magistrate’s Court. The 
inhabitants of the taluk, who attended that court during the monsoon 
months, did so after braving the perils of the Vembanad lake. For¬ 
merly, there was a First Class Magistrate’s Court at Shertailai. It 
should be resuscitated in the interests of the people of the taluk. 

The taluk was included within the jurisdiction of two Munsiffs’ 
Courts, of which one was at Vaikom and the other at Shertailai. The 
only pakuthies of the Shertailai taluk which were included within the 
jurisdiction of the former court were Pallipuram and Panavally. An 
Additional Munsiffs Court was shifted from Vaikom to Shertailai and 
from Shertailai to Vaikom from time to time. The court should he 
permanently established at Shertailai as, with the opening of the 
Arukutty-Shertallai road, the people of the aforesaid pakuthies would 
find it more convenient to go to Shertailai than to Vaikom. A redistri¬ 
bution of the territorial jurisdiction of the two courts should also be 
ordered. 

The Varanam Puthen todu, which was under construction, should 
be further deepened by feet for making it fit for boat traffic. The 
canal should be extended to a further distance of 8,000 feet in order to 
connect it with the Alleppey-Shertallai Canal. It would enhance the 
usefulness of the canai and result in the opening up of the interior of 
the taluk. The canal would be useful to the inhabitants of the taluk, 
even if the Alleppey-Shertallai Canal remained unfinished. 

The Thannirmukkam-Alleppey road, which was nearing comple¬ 
tion, should be opened as early as possible. The portion of the road 
which remained unfinished lay between Thannimnikkam and Pufchen- 
angadi. 

The Thannirmukkam-Alleppey road should be connected with the 
Alleppey-Shertallai road by opening the following cross-roads :— 

(i) the Muhamma-Kanjikuzhi road ; 

(ii) the Varanam-Tiruvizha road ; and 

(iii) the Muttattiparambu-Marutturvattam road. 

The construction of the Muhamma-Kanjikuzhi road was already 
sanctioned; hut the work had not been taken in hand by the Public 
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Works Department. The Varanam-Tiruvizha road would link together 
the important temples of the taluk, such as the Cheruparunthi and 
Tiruvizha- temples. There was no road in the sandy region which lay 
between the Tkannirmukkam-Alleppey road and the twelfth mile-stone 
of the Shertallai-AUeppey road. It would therefore be necessary to 
have the Muttattiparambu-Marutturvattam road constructed as soon as 
possible. 

The Arukutti-Chenganda road should be further extended in order 
to connect it with the Shertallai-Thannirmukkam road. 

A Police outpost should be opened near the Thannimmkkam boat 
jetty. Steamboats called at the jetty night and day. With the opening 
of the Thannirmukkam-Alleppey road, Thannirmukkam would become 
the centre of a system of communications by road and water. 

DEWAN’S BEPLY: Mr. Padmanabha Pillai, the opening of a 
First Class Magistrate’s Court is a matter which will have to be consi¬ 
dered in co-ordination with the needs of other places for Magistrates’ 
Courts. I find that there are demands from various localities for more 
Magistrates’ Courts. It has therefore become a matter which requires 
a.general investigation. In the meantime, in places where it is possible, 
the question of investing the Second Class Magistrate with first class 
powers will be considered. 

Then about the. Mimsiff’s Court, you say that the Additional' 
Munsiff may be given part of the work and that a redistribution of 
territorial jurisdiction may'be made. That is one of the matters which 
will have to be referred to the Law’s Delays Officer. 

With regard to the second point, I was under the impression that 
the utility of the canal you were advocating would depend upon the 
Shertallai-AUeppey canal being completed. Well, you now sa.y that the 
canal you advocated is useful even if the Shertallai-AUeppey canal' is 
left as it is and not extended. I will have that point investigated by 
the Chief Engineer. 

• There are three things which you mentioned in point (3). I shall 
have them investigated by the Chief Engineer ; and if I find them 
necessary, I shall refer them to the Road Board,, 

Your last point is about the opening of a Police outpost near the 
Tannirmukkam jetty. There was a Police outpost there formerly. But 
its continuance there was thought unnecessary and therefore it was 
abolished. The Police Commissioner had promised to look into this in 
the re-allocation scheme, a report on which has been just received. This 
matter will also be considered. 

113. Certain needs of the Shertallai taluk. 

Mb. N. KOCHU PILLAI KAIMAL (Shertallai taluk , Group 
II) said that, though, in matters relating to the welfare of the public, 
the goa! of the Government and of the people was the same, they 
sometimes differed in regard to the methods adopted for the attainment 
of the goal, , Such differences, however, were only'' accidental and did 



not relate to the substance of thing-, The member expressed satisfa¬ 
ction at the solicitude for public welfare shown by the heart of the 
administration who presided over the Assembly that day. He observed 
that at least two out of every ten suggestions made by the members of 
the Assembly might advantageously be accepted by Government. 

Speaking on the needs of the Shertailai taluk, the member made 
the following suggestions:— 

The Pullan and Prasseri chiras should be restored and provided 
with sluices as a measure of protection for the kari lands from 
inundation. 

Two ferry boats should be introduced in Muttattukaval after- 
raising the level of the approach roads to the ferry. 

Cross roads should be opened from Ponnainveli to Kelamangalattu 
Icadacu and thence to Tavana kudacu. 

The Shertailai—Arur road should be widened. Avenue trees 
(jack trees and mango trees) should be planted on both sides of the 
road from Alleppey to Arur. 

The Shertailai—Arukutty road should be completed, providing, 
culverts wherever necessary. A junghar service should be introduced 
at Chenganda kqdami. 

Roads should be opened from Taikattusseri Pallikadavu to Makkai 
kadavu on the east and to Turavur on the west. 

A road should be opened from Taliparambu to Uzhuva ferry and 
thence to Kodanturuttu school. 

To prevent the flow of brackish water into wet lands, the Poocha- 
kkal canal should be protected by strong bunds on either bank. 
Should it not be possible to strengthen the bunds, other measures 
might be devised for the purpose. The canal should also be provided 
With sluices on both sides. The bridges over the canal should be 
repaired, 

The Director of Agriculture should be asked to visit the taluk 
every month for giving timely instructions to agriculturists. 

A building should be constructed for locating the Panavaili Pakuthi 
Cutcherry in a more convenient place. 

A Munsiff-Magistrate’s court should be established at Arukutti. 
There, was. $o necessity for Additional. Munsiffs’courts at Shertailai 
and Vaikom. 

A land mortgage bank should be .established in the Shertailai 
taluk, 

Puduval lands should be freely registered and given to the inhabit¬ 
ants, of the Shertailai taluk-. Auction sales of such lands were not 
being conducted properly . When auction sales were postponed for some 
reason or other, notice of the dates to which they were postponed was 
not published in the. Gazette. . 
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The Perumbalam'Vernacular Primary School should be raised to 
a Middle School. 

Copies of the Settlement Register should be printed for sale to 
applicants. 

Copies of the Government Gazette should be supplied free to the 
members of the Sri Mulam Popular Assembly.

[It is true that the aim. of the Government ami the i,eerie is tbs 
same so far as matters affecting the public are concerned." There may 
be differences between the two due to the difference in the anglo of 
vision. 'But they are more apparent than real. It is _i-auuiug tv 
note that members of the Assembly have, as you said, realised this truth 
from my conduct in this chair. It lias been staled that at hast two out 
of every ten representations made at the Assembly should be .mm-ri.rn- 
ed by the Government. It is doubtful whether such a principle car. be 
accepted, When any matter is pressed, what the Government can fio is 
to see how it stands and what further action can be done after consider¬ 
ing all its aspects. A reply is accordingly given to the member. It 
is not possible to accept the principle of fixing in each case a percent¬ 
age of the representations that should be sanctioned. There is no in¬ 
tention of rejecting any request made at the Assembly. But tise Go¬ 
vernment have to consider all aspects of every question.. It may lie 
that some requests can be sanctioned while others cannot be gram mb 
This does not mean that the member whose representations aru sauc- 
tioned is in any way superior to the ether whose representations are nor, 
sanctioned. 

Coming to the representations made by you, I may say that the 
Shertallai—Arukutti road is nearing completion. The construction of 
the necessary culverts has also been sanctioned. Tim work will be 
expedited. Arrangements will also be made for the provision of a 
junghar at Che tganda. 

The Government have sanctioned the construction of a building 
for the jPanavalli jpaku&i Cutcherry; and a report has recently been 
received in regard to the site. Thai work wilt also be expedited. 

The question of opening higher classes in tire Perumbaiam 
Primary School is under consideration and a report has been celled for 
from the Director of Public Instruction. - 

In regard to the restoration of the Pnilan and Parassen c.-nras and 
the introduction of ferry boats in the Muttattnlravai, the Chief 
Engineer will be' asked to investigate and make a report. 

As for widening the Shertallai-Arnr road, it lias onlv been recently 
constructed and the Government are watching the volume of faaifc on 
it. The Chief Engineer will be asked to report whether the traiLre on 
the road justifies the widening of the road. 

The question of putting up bunds on the sides of tire Poochakkal 
canal or adopting some other measures to prevent the inrush of 
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brackish water into the adjoining wet lands is being investigated by the 
Chief Engineer. It will be considered by the Government on receipt 
of bis report. 

The representation relating to the repair of bridges across the 
abovesaid canal will be referred to the Chief Engineer for report. 

The question of opening a Munsiff-Magistrate’s Court at Arukutti 
will be referred to the Law’s Delays Officer. 

The requests relating to the construction of new roads will be 
referred to the Boad Board. 

It has been stated that when the auction of a puduval land is 
postponed the notice regarding the re-auction is not published in the 
Gazette. On enquiry, it is found such notice is published only on the 
land. The question of publishing the notice in the Gazette also will 
be considered in consultation with the Land Revenue Commissioner. 

In regard to the sale of copies of the Settlement Register, copies 
will not be required by the majority of iland-owners. Settlement 
Registers are required only for reference in respect of lands owned by 
them or w'hen other lands have to be purchased. It is not difficult to 
get copies of extracts from Settlement Registers relating to particular 
survey numbers. Further, the Settlement Register is a big book and 
reprinting it is not easy. The Government do not therefore propose to 
consider the question of making, copies of Settlement Registers 
available for sale. 

The request relating to the free supply of Gazette to members of 
the Sri Mulam Popular Assembly will be considered;] 

114, Certain urgent Needs of the Shertaliai taluk. 

Mb. K. KRISHNA PANIKKAR (Nominated) said that in previous 
sessions of the Assembly he had urged the need for opening a road from 
Kanjikuzhi to Muhainma, where there was a large industrial population. 
There was, besides, a busy market at Muhamma. The opening of the 
proposed road would eliminate the difficulties experienced by traders in 
transporting agricultural produce to the market. 

There were no communications - by road or water from 
Muhamma to Shertaliai and Alleppey. A road between those places 
was essential and should be opened. . Pammbqhe lands were available 
for the purpose. If further lands were needed, the. inhabitants of the 
locality were prepared to give them free of cost. 

The Alleppey—Tannirmukkam road was as important as the 
Alleppey—Arur road. The construction of ' the road had advanced 
for a distance of six and a half miles , from either extremity when the 
work was suddenly stopped. The road remained unfinished for a-dist¬ 
ance of five miles, though the necessary lands were handed over to the 
Public Works Department by the people of the locality. The work 
should be resumed and completed urgently. ; 
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The First Class Magistrate’s Court at Shei'tPPi was abolished in 
1097. The jurisdiction of the Kottayam Inst C'a Ma,. suatc then 
extended to that taluk. There were innumerable cnmiuid ea^esot the 
Shertallai taluk on the .file of the First Class Magistrate’s Court. 
Kottayam. As the journey through the Vembanad lake "involved serious 
risks, Government should consider the; desirability of opening a First 
Class Magistrate’s court at Shertallai. 

The member finally requested the Dewan to visit the Shertallai 
taluk,

[I have already replied to a member yesterday in regard to the 
' question of visiting the taluks. I have seen some of the taluks but not 
all. It is my idea to stay in each taluk for one or two days and study 
local conditions. But I cannot say exactly when I am going to visit 
each taluk. When I tour in the other taluks, I shall visit the Shertallai 
taluk as well. 

The reply given to the representation made by the previous mem¬ 
ber applies to your representation also.] 

115. Needs of the Vaikom Municipality. 

Me. AIYAPPAN MADHAVAN ( Municipal Council; 'Vaikom) 
said that the town of Vaikom was situated in a. low region adjoining 
the Yembanad lake. There Were stagnant sheets of water lying in and 
around the town, which found no outlet to the lake. It was detri¬ 
mental to the public health of the town. The remedy lay in the proper 
maintenance of the old canals which had long been neglected, Une of 
those canals was the Perinchila todu lying to the south-west of the town. 
The Kaniyan todu lying between the Perinchiia ±>adam and the Vemba- 
nad lake was another. That canal was not uniformly wide and deep. 

As a result of the representations made in previous session's of the 
Assembly, Government sanctioned the repair of the two canals mention¬ 
ed above. The Public Works Department took the work in hand and 
dropped it almost immediately,. The work should be resumed forth¬ 
with. r. - 



There were two other canals which stood in need of repair and proper 
maintenance. The canal in the fields lying adjacent to the .Jetty road 
and extending from Puthen todu on the south to todu on the north, was 
covered up with sand and mud- It should be repaired and connected 
with Puthen todu on the south and the todu on the north. The Antakara 
todu which lay between the above canal and Puthen todu was also 
covered up with sand. It should be deepened. 

To the west of the Munsiffs Court at Vaikom there was a low 
region which always lay under water. . The area should be connected 
by a canal with the Puthen todu. 

The PerinrJiilo todu and todu to the north stood in need of slight 
repairs. Should the repairs be attended to, the canals would become 
thoroughly fit for traffic. All the canals at Vaikom should he improved 
and maintained properly. 

At 'Vaikom, the Municipality had control over the minor roads alone. 
The major roads of the town and their maintenance grants should be 
transferred to the control of the Municipality. 

Permission should be given to the Municipality to levy tolls on 
vehicles. 

DE WAN’S REPLY : Mr. Madhavan, with regard to the first 
point in your representation, my information from the Chief Engineer 
is that some work has been done and you may rest assured that the re¬ 
maining portion will also be done very soon. 

As regards your second point, that is a matter which requires 
investigation and I shall refer it to the Chief Engineer. 

As regards to your third point, the width of the todu has been very 
muGh reduced by encroachments. That work also will be done as early 
as possible. 

As regards your fourth point, I took it to mean that new canals 
should be opened in Vaikam. But from what you said now, I under¬ 
stand that all that you want is that the existing canals should be impro¬ 
ved and made useful for transport. - With regard to this, I shall get 
the Chief Engineer’s report. 

Then as regards your points 5 and 6, as I said yesterday, that is a 
general question concerning all the Municipalities of the State and it 
requires consideration to arrive at some uniformity before final orders 
are passed. 

116. Needs of the Vaikam taluk. 

Mb. C. V- AIPORAH (Vaikam taluk ) said that Government had 
Completely ignored the existence of the Vaikom taluk in the matter of 
road construction, while in other parts of the country there Was an in¬ 
tricate network of roads of all kinds, ranging from the well-metalled 
and, on the whole, well-kept main roads to the miry tracks which led 
from one village to another. The subjects on which the member 
wished to speak were urged at previous sessions of the Assembly; but the 
promises then made by Government were soon forgotten, 
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The Pallipuram-Kaduturutti road was not fit for wheeled traffic and 
was nearly abandoned by the Public Works Department. The road 
was encroached upon by the owners of adjacent lands. It should be 
improved and made fit for wheeled traffic, including motor traffic, 
after removing the encroachments. 

There was no road communication in the Akkarapadam ham of. 
the Vadakkemuri pahuthi of the Vaikom taluk. In consequence, the 
inhabitants of tbe locality often trespassed on private lands. The ham 
should be connected with the Udayamperur road by opening a road 
from the Chemmanakari Excise Station to Udayanapuraw. ° 

The pommhole channel which lay between Jfuzhikkai Excise 
Station and Panjipalam was not kept in good condition. The channel 
was too narrow in some places and was heavily silted up. The sharp 
corners should be rounded off and the channel made navigable. 

There was an old canal near the northern boundary of the Vadab- 
kemuri pakuthi, called Parattikattunattu tad::. It should be connected 
with the neighbouring lake and river and made useful for navigation and 
irrigation. Cultivation was carried on in the bed of the canal by the 
people who had made encroachments on it. 

Bridges should be constructed at the Pooitofcta and Mnrinjapuzha 
ferries. Not only the inhabitants of the Vaikom taluk hut the people 
of other taluks also felt the necessity for bridges at the ferries. In con- 
nection with the visit of His Excellency the Viceroy, a large sum of 
money was spent for providing transport facilities there. 

.Formerly, the Kandanattu chira was extremely useful to the ryots 
of Udayamperur and Kandanad. The ohira- should be repaired and 
made useful again putting up bunds on its banks.

It is now 
open to the representatives of each taluk to decide which roads and 
canals are necessary for them and which of these have to be taken up 
first. When such definite recommendations are made by the District 
Road Boards to the Central Board and from there to the Govern* 
ment, they will be very sympathetically considered. 

In regard to the Pallipuram-Kaduturutti road, the Land Revenue 
Commissioner has reported that orders have been issued for the removal 
of encroachments on the road. 

The absence of bridges at Poothotta and Muriniapuzha is not a 
grievance of the inhabitants of the Vaikam taluk alone as they are on 
the main road leading to Ernakulam. But the construction of bridges 
at these places is not so easy as that of ordinary bridges across canals. 
The matter will be referred to the Chief Engineer for investigation and 
report. So also, the representations relating to the opening of a road 
leading to Udayanapuram and the deepening of the Muzhikkal canal 
will be referred to the Chief Engineer. 

As for the removal of encroachments on the Parattikattunafctu todu 
it is reported that some of them have been removed and that orders 
have been issued for vacating the others also. The authorities will be 
asked to adopt more stringent measures in the matter. 

In regard to the putting up of a bund at Kundanattu chira, the 
matter is under correspondence with the Cochin Government who have 
also to be consulted in the matter.] 

117. Need for the extension of the Tirunakara market, Kottayam 
and other local trade facilities. 

Mb. C. JOHN ABRAHAM (■Trading Glasses, Kottayam) said that 
the subject on which he wished to speak had been represented more 
than once in the Assembly. The Government who, on those occasions, 
32 



promised to take the necessary steps in the matter, threw the 
entire responsibility on the Municipality. The Municipality, in its 
tarn, completely disappointed the people of Kottayam by its prolonged 
indifference, 

Government should co-operate with the Municipality and work 
out a scheme of market extension in Kottayam. That was, indeed, a 
more urgent need than the construction of a clock tower, which was 
sanctioned by Government. 

The Tironakkara market was established in 1053. Since then, 
the dimensions of the market had remained unchanged. In the mean¬ 
while, the town grew considerably in area and population. Want of 
accommodation in the market was a matter of serious concern to the 
traders. The trading interests felt that the market should be extended 
east-wards. The area of the market should be doubled by acquiring one 
acre of land. After acquisition, the land should be sold to the 
merchants piecemeal, with a view to recovering the cost of acquisition. 
A cent of land would fetch not less than Rs. 300. 

The extension of the market would eventually cause an increase 
in the revenue derived by Government from income-tax. 

DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr. Abraham, as you yourself said, this 
matter was under correspondence between the Municipal Council and 
the Government till very recently, Several proposals were being made, 
considered and perhaps given up. The Municipality has not yet sent 
up any final proposal to Government in the matter. What I would 
now do is to send your representation to the Council and ask it to send 
up a final proposal. When I get it, I hope to take the necessary 
action.

DEW AN: Government have not received it. That is why I 
said I would send your representation to the Council and ask them to 
consider these things. I shall scrutinise their proposal in the light of 
your representation. 

US. The necessity for a public hall and Municipal Office 
for Kottayam. 

Me. V. CHACKO ABRAHAM (Municipal Council, Kottayam) 
said that there was no hall in the Kottayam town, except the halls 
which were attached to educational institutions, which ; could be used 
for the purpose of holding public meetings, receptions, etc s A meeting 
of the citizens of the town was held in Meenom 1102, when it was re¬ 
solved that a public hall should be constructed and named “ the Maha- 
Rani Regent Hall A board of seven members was constituted for 
the purpose of collecting funds and for taking such other steps as were 
necessary for carrying out the resolution. Funds were raised by public 
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subscription; but, for the acquisition of the necessary site, correspond¬ 
ence was still going on between the Municipal Council anti Govern¬ 
ment. 

It was not possible to obtain, by purchase or acquisition, a suitable 
site in the centre of the town for anything less than Rs. 30,000. 
Hence the need for handing over to the Municipality a bit of porambuke 
land in the possession of Government. 

The Kottayam Municipal Council had no building of its own. 
The rented building in which the municipal office was held did not 
afford the necessary facilities for carrying on the various activities of 
the Municipality. 

An extent of 8J cents of land in survey number 22/1.of the Kotta- 
yam pakuthi, near the Kottayam Y. M. G. A. building, was handed 
over to the Municipality by Government for locating the municipal 
office. Proceedings for the acquisition of 31 cents of land to the south 
of the aforesaid land were in progress when the Council considered 
that the site of the Higher Grade Vernacular School, near the Post 
office, might be obtained for the purpose. No better site for construct¬ 
ing the public hall and the municipal office could be thought of. The 
school might be located elsewhere in the town. 

Another convenient site was the veterinary hospital compound. 
The hospital might be shifted to Vedipara purayidom, near the District 
Court buildings, which was in the possession of the Municipal Council. 
The Council was willing to pay Government the value of the hospital 
buildings, and had accordingly sent a resolution to them. Should the 
Governm ent, however, find it difficult to exchange the site of the 
veterinary hospital for Vedipura pumyidom, an adequate extent of land 
might be acquired near the Y. M. C. A. building for constructing the 
municipal office and the public hall, a moiety of the cost being met by 
Government. 

DEWAN’S REPLY : Mr. Chacko Abraham, this is a question 
that has been agitating the Council for a very long time. Certain alter¬ 
native sites have been suggested which the municipality may be allowed 
to utilise. The Council itself has not addressed the Government in the 
matter. I understand that a sub-committee has been appointed to 
select a site. The Council has not submitted any report to Govern¬ 
ment. When the Council sends up its recommendations to Govern¬ 
ment, they will be considered. 

119. Needs of the Kottayam taluk. 

Ms. CHACKO VARKEY [Kottayam taluk, Group II) criticised the 
policy of Government in spending, for the improvement of civic ameni¬ 
ties, the revenues collected from the inhabitants of villages. The needs 
of rural areas in the Kottayam taluk had received so far nothing but 
perfunctory consideration from the officers of the Public Works, Medical 
and Sanitary departments. Government should cause proper attention 
to be paid on those areas. 
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The only means of communication in the northern parts of' the 
Kottayam taluk was the Kaittakkal Canal—Kallara road which was 
taken over by the Public Works Department nearly twenty years ago. 
The road which was only five miles in length, was not kept in good 
repair. Only a small amount was required for constructing culverts 
and bridges on that road. The road was newly extended as far as 
Kaduturuti. It should be completed and improved. 

The ryots’ road leading from the Mannanam road to the Arpu- 
kara market should be converted into a cart road and taken over for 
departmental maintenance. 

The Oravakkal—Elangulam road should be improved and main¬ 
tained, The road was the scene of frequent accidents; 

The Ettumanoor town roads, where there was heavy traffic, should 
be provided with street lights. 

The sluice and culvert in the Pennar todu should be repaired. 
The crops in the punja fields adjoining the todu often failed on account 
of the flow of brackish water into the fields. Groynes were put up 
there every year for protecting the crops. A committee or board 
consisting of five leading agriculturists of the locality shou'd be appointed 
to take speedy action for averting the loss caused by floods and brine. 
The amounts sanctioned for the purpose should be spent by the com¬ 
mittee or board. 

A dam and a sluice should be constructed in the Kattachira canal 
in the Ettumanoor pakuthi. 

The commutation rate fixed for the payment of rent on Kandu- 
krishi lands should be reduced. The rate in force was too high to 
admit of any profit being earned by the lessees. 

The Atirampuzha dispensary was the only medical institution in 
the northern part of the Kottayam taluk. Nearly one hundred patients 
attended the dispensary every day. It was situated in a crowded locality 
and in close proximity to schools and markets. The inhabitants of 
Atirampuzha jointly purchased a piece of land, one acre in extent, and 
handed it over to the Medical authorities, for the use of the dispensary. 
A. hospital should be constructed on the site as soon as possible.

[In regard to the construction of a building for the dispensary at 
Atirampuzba, the Law Officer of the Government is examining the 
documents of title in respect of the site surrendered by the people. In 
the meantime, a plan and estimate for the building to be put up have 
also been called for from the P. W. Department. 

The P. W. Department has taken up the work on the Kaitakkal 
canal—Kallara road and estimates are being prepared for carrying out 
certain repairs thereto. 

In regard to the ryots’ roads mentioned in points (2) and (3), it is 
reported that they have not been taken up by the department because 
they have not been properly constructed. A detailed report will be 
called for. But it should be noted that, whenever ryots’ roads are opened, 
the full extent of land required therefor should also be surrendered. 
Otherwise nothing can be done. 

As for the provision of street lights in the Ettumanur town, the 
Government cannot take up the work. If they undertake to do this, 
they have to do it in the case of several other places as well. But if the 
local people would formulate a definite scheme and forward it to the 
Government, they will consider the question of rendering what help 
they can. 

In regard to the request relating to the culvert and sluice in the 
Pennar todu, what is now done is to put up a temporary bund every 
year. The Chief Engineer will be asked' to report whether there is 
need for providing a lock in the todu. 

The question of constituting an agricultural board will be considered 
on receipt of the report of the Irrigation Committee. 

In regard to the construction of a dam across the Kattaehira cana* 
also, the Chief Engineer will be asked to investigate and report. 

In regard to the reduction of the commutation rate of paddy for 
payment of Kandukrishi rents, a reply has already been given to an¬ 
other member.] 



120. Measures for the development of trade in the 
Changanacherry town. 

Ma. K. C, CHACKO (Trading classes, Changanc,cherry) said 
that commercial activities in the Ohanganachevrv town had increased 
enormously of late years, notwithstanding the fact that serious diffi¬ 
culties had to be surmounted in the transport of goods to and from the 
town. The excavation of the Changanacherry—Alleppey canal was 
Started in 1103 ; but the work was stopped within a few months. The 
work should be resumed and completed as early as possible. 

The condition of the Changanacherry—Cherukava canal was far 
from satisfactory. The canal, which was the shortest route to Cochin, 
was not fit for traffic during the hot months of the year. Steam-boats 
plying between Changanacherry and Emakulam went round PaUaturutti 
as the canal was not navigable during those months. Further, the 
canal was not sufficiently wide near the market landing and at Vazha- 
palli. It should be widened and deepened down to the Vembanad lake. 

As the travellers’ bungalow at Changanacherry was situated in an 
inconvenient and unhealthy locality, Government sanctioned the con¬ 
struction of a new bailding for the purpose at a more convenient place. 
After the opening of the new building, the old travellers’ bungalow and 
its site should be handed over to the Municipality for being used as a 
place of public recreation. 

Formerly, there were innumerable lanes in the Changanacherry 
town. The owners of adjoining lands made encroachments on them, 
with the result that in course of time several of them had completely 
disappeared. The remaining lanes were too narrow. The lanes to the 
north and south of the municipal well in the market should be widened 
with a view to facilitating the transport of commodities to the market. 

Innumerable motor boats and country barges called at the Changa¬ 
nacherry jetty during all hours of the day. Thefts frequently occurred 
in the market and at the jetty. A police outpost should therefore be 
opened at the market landing. For the convenience of travellers, a 
waiting shed should also be constructed at the landing place. 

DEWAN’S EEPLY: Mr. Chacko, the second point in your re¬ 
presentation is about the deepening of the Chanacherry-Cherukara 
canal. I understand that the canal is deep enough all along its course 
except in a certain portion where it forms part of the Alleppey- 
Changanacherry canal. It is even now fit for traffic. For the portion 
where it is not deep enough, an estimate for deepening it has been 
sanctioned and the work will be taken up soon. 

As regards the traveller’s bungalow, as you yourself said, sanction 
has been given for the construction of a new T. B. I expect that the 
work will be taken up soon. An estimate has been called for from the 
P. W. D. and proceedings for land acquisition will be taken by the 
Land Bevenue Department. After the new T. B. is completed, the 
other question of the present site being handed over to the Municipality 
will be considered. 
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You si;/ -hat tv :e are very narrow lanes leading io the market 
and yon want Government to take them up. Now, as a matter of 
policy, Government have entrusted the work of attending to the lanes 
to the Municipality. The only thing I can do is to send your re. 
presentation to the Municipal Council and call for a report from the 
President as to what the Council is doing in that direction. 

Your fifth point was the opening of a Police outpost and the con¬ 
struction of a waiting shed at the market landing. You know there is 
a Police Station very near and it is doubtful whether there is need for 
an outpost in that place. I think a beat, constable there is enough, 
As for the waiting shed, a report has already been called for. 

Then, there only remains your first point, and that is the comple¬ 
tion of the Changanachery-Alleppey canal. That subject has been 
brought up by other members to whose representations I have already 
replied. 

121, Certain urgent needs of the Changanacherry town. 

Mb. VARKEY ZACHARIA (Municipal Council, Changanacherry) 
thanked the Government for having sanctioned the construction of a new 
building at Changanacherry, near the vestiges of the fortress constructed 
by the famous Theknmkur Rajas, to be used as the travellers’ bungalow. 
He expressed the hope that the building, when completed, would be in 
harmony with the surrounding landscape. 

The Changanacherry Municipal Council had been looking around 
for a proper site for opening a public recreation ground. With the 
.opening of the new travellers’ bungalow, it would be possible for 
Government to transfer to the Municipality the old travellers’ bungalow 
with the site. It was said that Government’s intention was to dispose 
of the site and building by auction sale. But it was necessary that the 
building and the land should be handed over to the Municipality free of 
cost. The Municipal Council had passed several resolutions in the 
matter and forwarded them to Government. 

Arrears were heavy in the Munsiff-Magistrates’ Court at Ghangana- 
cherry. On an average, 570 criminal cases were filed in that court in 
a year. On account of the inordinate delay in the disposal of cases, 
most of the cases were withdrawn or compromised out of eouB It was 
high time Government realised the necessity for opening a first class 
Magistrate’s court at Changanacherry. 

The construction of the Changanacherry-Alleppey canal was 
sanctioned by Government as the result of representations made 
at previous sessions of the Assembly. The work was not being 
proceeded with, owing to differences of opinion among the officers of the 
department. It was superfluous to mention what advantage the people 
of the taluk stood to gain by the canal, which would be the main artery 
of trade and commerce in and: around Changanacherry. Government 
should issue instructions for the early completion of the canal., ; 
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If the soil dredged in the course of excavation of the nb^ve men¬ 
tioned canal could be deposited on its hanks, a road eommun'cMion 
could also be opened from Changanacherrv to viepi .ev I««trucH-'>ns 
should b6 issued for a roadibemg thus conswucted alongside tbm c*n»l. 

In 110 i, the town of Chang na-’hc 1 va Wtot-cd bv Go illicit 
for the trial of the experiment o; local ootion m respect of shop®. 

The ballot that was taken in pursuance of the decision disclosed that 
an overwhelming majority of citizens was m tavnuv of the closure of 
the arrack shops of the town. Those shop? and the only foreign liquor 
shop situated within the municipal area were closed. In Ml recogni¬ 
tion of the existence of popular feeling at CnanganacUerrv in favour of 
prohibition, as evidenced by the ballot. Government should order the 
removal, at the commencement, of 1106. of the toddv shops situated 
within the limits of the Municipality. 

DEW AN’S REPLY: Mr. iCacliana, oil laim! ica.x>ri

122, Needs of the Changanacherry taluk, 

Mb. NAINAN SOURIYAR (Changanacherry taluk, Group I) said 
that there was a Munsiff-Magistrate’s Court at Changanacherry. In 
Travancore, such combined institutions had nowhere been successful. 
It was particularly so at Changanacherry. It would appear that the 
Court existed in order merely to grant. adjournments, and not for the 
trial and decision, of, cases. The Munsiff at Changanacherry was 
saddled with magisterial work in 1102, when the cases of the Change- 
nacherry taluk on the file of the Kottayam Magistrate’s Court were 
transferred to that court. Most of those oases were pending in the 
Changanacherry Munsiff-Magistrate’s Court even in Kumbhom 1105. 
As the criminal work of the court was heavy, cases often stood ad¬ 
journed for two and three months at a stretch. It should, however, be 
admitted that the work of the court on the civil side was light. It was 
therefore necessary to enlarge the jurisdiction of the Changanacherry 
Mnnsiffs Court. The Puthupalli pakuthi of the Changanacherry taluk 
which was included by mistake in the jurisdiction of the Kottayam 
Munsiff s Court, should be transferred to the jurisdiction of the Mun¬ 
siff a'Court at Changanacherry. Simultaneously, a First Class Magi¬ 
strate’s Court should be opened there, in the interests of the people of 
the taluk. 

In reply to a representation at the 23rd session of the Assembly, 
about the need for opening a dispensary at Manimala, the member was 
informed that the Medical Board was seriously considering the question. 
That' nothing was since done either by the Board or by Government 
was indeed disappointing. The,dispensaries at Mallapalli and Kanjira- 
palli and the hospital at Changanacherry were not of any use to the 
inhabitants of Manimala as they were situated several miles away. 
Government should therefore issue urgent instructions for opening a 
dispensary at Manimala. 

Government were convinced that there was ample need for raising 
the English Middle School at Kanjirapalli to a High school. But at 
the same time, they were of opinion that the necessary accommodation 
should be provided by the people of the locality. It was too much to 
expect that the people would be able to raise the necessary funds. It 
was understood that Government had issued instructions for erecting a 
new building for the Middle School after demolishing the old structure. 
Government should sanction a trifle more for the purpose of construct¬ 
ing a slightly bigger building in which all the classes could be held. 

Government should not wait any longer for giving effect to the 
resolution of the Legislative Counoil about the abolition of tolls. In 
British India, tolls were abolished and the registration of conveyances 
was going on apace. The Travancore Government should adopt the 
British Indian practice with a view to removing the hardships caused by 
the levy of tolls. 

Formerly, the inhabitants of Madapally, Karumbanadam, Vakath- 
anain, Tottakad, Putupally, Ancheri and other places earned their 
livelihood by manufacturing jaggery and pmi out of sweet toddy drawn 
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from sago-palms. Paid was in great- demand among the Syrian 
Christians. The prohibition of the tapping of sago-pahm for sweet 
toddy operated as a source of hardship not only to the people engaged 
in the business but also to a section of the population' which was 
accustomed to the use of vani. If the prohibition was intended to 
prevent the manufacture of fermented toddy, it was clearly unnecessary, 
as there were better ways of preventing it. Government- should there¬ 
fore withdraw the prohibition. 

The resolution passed in the Legislative Council, that full rights 
over royal trees standing on private lands should be granted to the 
owners of such lands, might be given effect to. 

The member finally drew attention to the need for amending 
Section 3 (8) of schedule Ain the Assembly Rules with a view to having 
the election of the member for Group I of the Changanacherry taluk 
conducted at Kanjirapallay where more than seventy per cent, of the 
voters resided.

[In regard to the question of opening a Magistrate’s Court, a reply 
has been given to the previous member. 

The question of opening a dispensary at Manimala has already 
been referred to the Administrative Board, Medical Services. The 
Board has also been requested to send up a comprehensive scheme 
for opening new hospitals and dispensaries in 1106. The present 
request will also be referred to the Board for consideration before 
sending up that scheme. 

The need for raising the Kanjirapalli English Middle School into 
a High School was urged at the last .session also. In accordance with 
the reply given then, the question will be considered if the local people 
are prepared to hand over to the Government a suitable building for the 
purpose. 

The question of abolishing tolls is already engaging the attention 
of the Government. 

In regard to the tapping of trees for sweet toddy, the Excise 
Department has not passed any prohibition order but has only ruled 
that those who want to tap should take licenses for the purpose before 
hand. This is not a prohibition order. 

The question of rights over royal trees is already engaging the 
attention of the Government. The report of the committee on royal 
trees and the remarks of the Conservator of Forests thereon have been 
received and are under consideration. 

The suggestion for holding the election for the Sri Mulam Popular 
Assembly at Kanjirapalli will be considered.] 

123. Some urgent needs of the punja cultivators of Changanacheriry 
taluk. 

Mb. V. T. THOMAS VAZHAYIL (Changctnacherry taluk, 
Group II) spoke on the following needs of the punja cultivators of 
Changanacherry taluk- 

In the interests of agriculture, .the Kottapuzha, Chalakkal and 
Mulakkanchira canals should be widened. The widening of the Kotta¬ 
puzha canal, which was a branch of the Manimala river, Would save 
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the paddy fields of Tiruvalla from inundation. Some work was a I ready 
done by the Public Works Department in the Cbaiakkal and Mulakkan- 
chira canals. The work should be expedited. 

A canal should be opened from the confluence oi the .'Imtar and 
Karikuzhi. rivers to the Kumarankari valid loin lor irrigating the 
adjoining punja paJoms. The length of the canal would not- exceed 
two miles. 

The Turuttimuttu todu should he extended as far as the Elangula- 
mutta todti- The canal would serve as a short cut between Kottavaiu. 
and Edatua. 

In regard to agriculture, Kuttanad was unlike other places in Trav- 
ancore. Although agriculture formed the principal occupation of the 
great majority of the people of Kuttanad, it was carried on in the face 
oi serious climatic difficulties. Not only was the rainfall unevenly dis¬ 
tributed throughout the year, blit it varied greatly from one year to 
another. Bunds were put up annually to save the wet lands from in¬ 
undation. At other times, efforts were made to supplement the rainfall 
by means of artificial irrigation. The cost of irrigation and drainage 
nearly involved the ryots in ruin. Government spent pretty little on be¬ 
half of those ryots. On the contrary, the great scheme of irrigation ia 
Nanjanad, which turned barren wastes into fertile lands, cost the Gov¬ 
ernment heavily. Irrigation boards should be constituted in Kuttanad, 
according to the resolutions passed at the Irrigation Conference held at 
Alleppey, to help in the task of' developing a co-ordinated policy of 
irrigation. The boards would be able to take timely action for prevent¬ 
ing damage to crops and bunds. 

The powers of the Tahsildars, under the Irrigation Regulation, 
should be enhanced with a view to enabling them to put pressure on the 
ryots and expedite drainage and reconstruction of bunds in punja 
padoms. Prompt and simultaneous action by ryots was essential for the 
safety of crops. 

As Kuttanad was a water-logged region, Government were free 
from the liability to have roads opened there. The land tax paid by 
the people of Kuttanad was, however, mostly used for the opening up of 
other parts of the country. The levy of a tax on the boats used by 
the punja cultivators of Kuttanad was therefore very unfair. The boats 
should be exempted from the operation of the Public Canals and Ferries 
Regulation. 

Ferry boat service should be introduced between the Kurissum- 
moottu kcklavu and Kidaiigara Pallikadami in Veliyanad and between 
Kunnankarai and the centre of Veliyanad.

[Of the canals referred to in the first part of the representation, the 
Chalakkal canal is nearing completion. The Chief Engineer will be 
asked to investigate and report about the other canals and also the 
canals mentioned in points (2) and (3). 

The proposal for the formation of an Irrigation Board will be re* 
ferred to the Irrigation Committee and considered on receipt of their 
report. 

The question of exempting tallams used for agricultural purposes 
from the operation of the Public Canals and Perries Regulation, is 
already engaging the attention of the Government. 

The request for a ferry boat service at the Kurisummoottu kadavu 
will be referred to the Chief Engineer for investigation and report.] 

124. Needs of the Meeitachl! taluk. 

.. Mb. ULAHANNAN ULAHANNAN (MeenacUl taluk, Group I) 
said that the need for providing a bridge over the Minachil river on the 
Lalam-Ponkunnom road was urged in previous sessions of the Assembly. 
The bridge which was being constructed was washed away by the 
floods of 1104. The work was not since resumed. For want of a 
bridge there, the inhabitants of the taluk experienced serious difficulties. 
As the traffic on the road was increasing year by year, a suitable bridge 
should be constructed. 

Many roads met at Angaden Vayal in Kadanad muri in the Kama* 
Jpuram pakuthi of the Minachil taluk. In previous sessions of tbs 



Assembly, the members for the Minaohil taluk urged the need for 
opening a market there. As the proposed market .would be very useful 
to the public, the necessary orders should be issued without delay. 

A bridge over the Erattupetta river on the Balam-Poonjar road 
was very necessary. Arrangements should be made for the work being 
taken in hand as soon as possible. 

The town of Palai was situated on the bank of the Minachil river. 
There were no facilities in the town for the loading and unloading of 
goods in the boats plying in the river. A landing ghat should be con¬ 
structed there. 

The condition of the Lalam-Todupuzha road and the Piamapuram- 
Pizhaku road was far from satisfactory. The roads should be repaired, 
improved and properly maintained.

■[The construction of a bridge at Minachil has been sanctioned and 
work has been begun. Your views about the nature of the bridge that 
is required there will be referred to the Chief Engineer. 

As for the market, it has not yet been decided whether it should 
be located at Angadam Vaijal or at Pizhaku. 

About the construction of a bridge at Erattupetta, the Chief 
Engineer will he asked to investigate. But the work can he begun only 
after the completion of Minachil bridge. 

The request for the construction of a bathing ghat at Minachil will 
also be referred to the Chief Engineer for investigation and report. 

The Lalam-Todupuzha road is being metalled. But the whole 
distance of 18 miles cannot he finished at once. 

The Ramapuram-Pizhaku road was taken up for .special repairs' in 
110-1 and it is being maintained properly The proposal for metalling the 
whole length will be referred to'the Chief Engineer.] ■ 

125. Needs of the Minachil taluk. 

Mh. K. GEORGE JOSEPH (MirncMl lalut,' 'Group II) said 
that the roads of the Minachil taluk were only so in name and that the 
funds sanctioned, for the construction and improvement of roads wereS 
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not being utilised fully, The Boad Board, as it was constituted, wag a 
mere advisory body. If the Board should serve any useful purpose, its 
decisions must be made binding on the Government. 

The bridge over the Minaehil river on the Lalam-Ponkunnam 
road was nearing completion when the flood of Mithunam 1104 occurred. 
After the flood, nothing remained of the bridge except a few beams and 
pillars. How the bridge was destroyed so soon after its construction 
should be a matter for careful enquiry, for its destruction suggested, as 
did the destruction of several bridges in other parts of the State, that the, 
officers of the Public Works Department were not as careful as they 
ought to have been. It was more than a year since the loss occurred; yet 
nothing was done towards the restoration of the bridge. Government 
should issue Urgent orders in the matter. 

The following roads should be completed and taken over for 
maintenance :— 

(а) the Marangattupalli-Uzhavur road ; 

(б) the Cherpnnkal-Marangattupalli road; and 

(c) the Antinad-Melukavu road. 

The undermentioned ryots’ roads should be converted into cart 
roads and maintained by the department = - - 

(а) the road from the 1st milestone of the Lalam-Bamapuram 
road to the Marangattupalli-Uzhavur road; 

(б) the Kizhattadiyur-Alanad road; 

(c) the Cherpunkal-Mattakara road ; and 

(d) the Kozhuvanal-Cherpunkal road. 

New roads should be opened from— 

(а) the Puliyannur camp-shed to the Minaehil Taluk Cutcherry; 
and 

(б) the head of the Lalam—Ponkunnam road to the Kidangur 

temple. 

As regards the first—mentioned road, it was only necessary to 
Widen the trace which was in existence. The inhabitants of the local¬ 
ity were willing to hand over the necessary lands free of cost. 

A landing and bathing ghat at Palai on the Minaehil river was a 
long-felt want. When the subject was moved at the 24th session of 
the Assembly, the member Was given the assurance that the Chief 
Engineer would be asked to take early steps in the matter. It was re¬ 
grettable that nothing was done to implement the promise. The 
member, who moved the subject again at the 25th session of the 
Assembly, was told that the proposal to construct the landing and 
bathing ghat would stand over till the bridge at Palai was completed. 
It was impossible to discover any sort of connection between the two 
items of work. The ghat should be constructed without any unneces¬ 
sary delay. 

The people of the Minaehil taluk purchased timber from the 
^Parampuzha depot. Blit the logs-kept in that depot were felled and 
" removed from the forests of Minaehil. It was said that Government 
3* 



were of opinion that as there was a timber depot at Kanjirapally, there 
was no need tor a similar mentation at Palai. But it should be 
remembered that tnere was a distance of fourteen miles between the 
two places. A depot should be opened at Palai, 

Comparatively speaking. Government spent very little for provid¬ 
ing educational lacihties m i'lmachil. All the English Schools and a 
vast majority oi the Vernacular Schools in the taluk were established and 
maintained bv private agencies. Government should sanction the pay¬ 
ment of a building grant to the grant-in-aid Girl’s English School at 
Palai. 

DEWAN’S REPLY ; Mr. George Joseph, as regards the first 
point in your representation, a reply has already been given and so also 
in regard to the fifth point. 

As regards your second point, this will be referred to the Road 
Board. 

As regards the conversion into cart-roads, and assumption for de¬ 
partmental maintenance, of certain ryots’ roads, the department will he 
asked to take action. 

Your fourth point relates to the construction of new roads. I shall 
refer it to the Bead Board. 

You spoke about, the opening of a timber depot at Palai. It is 
believed that there is sufficient private timber available and therefore 
the people cannot feel the necessity of a timber depot there. However, 
I shall refer the matter to the Conservator of Forests for report. 

With reference to your last point about the payment of building 
grant to the grant-in-aid Girls’ English School, there are rules govern¬ 
ing such grants and Government cannot go beyond the Rules, 

126. Needs of the Todupuzha taluk. 

. Mb. N. TOMMAN J OSEPH (.Todupuzha taluk ) said that Goverrn* 
meat were paying insufficient attention to the educational, medical 
and other needs of the Todupuzha taluk. There were no road com¬ 
munications in the taluk, worth the name, while in Central and .South 
Travaneore there was one mile of road to every square mile of .land. 
The taluk stood in need of road communications for a total length of 
three hundred miles. Years ago, some roads were Sanctioned to be 
constructed in the taluk, but the roads still remained unfinished. 
Funds provided in the budget for the completion of the. jworks lapsed 
year after year. 

The ryots’road connecting the Todupuzha-Kalur road with the 
•Vazhakulam-Kothamangalam road and the similar road passing through 
Kallurkad, Nagapuzha and Aiailakompu to Todupuzha should be con¬ 
verted into public roads. Calverts and bridges should also, be con¬ 
structed on those roads, wherever they were necessary,

The Inland Navigation Scheme is now under consideration. The 
suggestions relating to the Todupuzha taluk will also ho considered 
along with that. 

It is reported that the present building in which the dispensary is 
housed is commodious enough for a dispensary. Anyhow, the repre¬ 
sentation for a new building will be referred to the Administrative 
Board, Medical Services, for consideration along with the preparation 
of the scheme for opening new hospitals and dispensaries next year. 

In regard to the appointment of a lady doctor in the dispensary, 
there are similar requests from other places also. The appointment of 
lady doctors will depend upon the importance of hospitals and dispen¬ 
saries where they are to be appointed. Anyhow, the matter will be re¬ 
ferred to the Administrative Board, Medical Services, for report. 

The request for opening a dispensary at Karimannur will also be 
referred to that Board. 

In regard to the opening of Police out-posts, the matter will be 
considered along with the Police Re-allocation Scheme, the report on 
which has just now been received by the Government. 

In regard to the opening of a market at Vazhakulam, the Land 
Revenue Commissioner has been asked to submit a report after select¬ 
ing a site. The representation in this respect will be considered on 
receipt of that report.] 

127. Needs of the Kunnatnad taluk. 

Mb. LUK08E LUKOSB (Kunnatnad taluk. Group I ) spoke on 
the following needs of the Kunnatnad taluk:— 

The Division Assistant’s office and the First Class Magistrate’s 
Court at Alwaye were held at Perumbavur for over 12 years from 1091. 
There were no good reasons for their ^transfer to -Alwaye. The 
two institutions were primarily intended for the taluks of Muvattu- 
puzha, Todupuzha, Kunnatnad, Alengad and Parur and were located 
at Perumbavur as that town was situated in the centre of the extensive 
area covered by the five taluks. For.want of road communications in the 
Muvattupuzha and Todupuzha taluks, people found it extremely diffi¬ 
cult to travel to Alwaye. It was far easier for the inhabitants Of the 
Parur taluk to travel to Perumbavur. The retransfer of the two insti¬ 
tutions from Alwaye to Perumbavur should be effected immedi¬ 
ately. There would stil be other important public offices, e. g., MunsifPs 
Court. Taluk- Cutoherry and the office of the Assistant Superintendent of 
Police, at Perumbavor. 

The work of the Stationary Second Class Magistrate at Perutn- 
bavur was too heavy and should be lightened by investing the Kunhat- 
nad Tahsildar with First Class Magisterial powers over some pakuthies 
of the taluk. There was need for opening another Magistrate’s Court 
in the taluk. 

The taluk was very backward in the matter of education. There 
ivas only one departmental English School there and even that was a 
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Middle School. The school building was erected by the people. When 
representations were made in previous sessions of the Assembly 
that the school should be raised to a High School, the member was 
told in reply that the necessary accommodation should be provided 
by the people. As the people of the taluk were too poor, Government 
should either arrange for the construction of an additional building for 
opening high school classes or interchange the buildings of the Verna¬ 
cular School and the English Middle School. The people were, however, 
prepared to erect a building at a low cost, if Government would 
sanction the opening of high school classes. 

The Perumbavur dispensary should be converted into a District 
Hospital. The dispensary was established eighteen years ago and the 
number of cases attended to was steadily on the increase. An addi¬ 
tional medical man should be appointed in the institution. Arrange¬ 
ments should also be made for the distribution of medicines every 
morning and evening. 

The Perumbavur Munsiff’s Court, which was established in 1087, 
was located in a satram. As the records of the Court occupied a con¬ 
siderable portion of the building, there was not sufficient accommoda¬ 
tion for clerks, parties and witnesses. A site for putting up a new build¬ 
ing was acquired by Government and the necessary plan and estimates 
were under preparation. The building should be constructed as early 
as possible, after providing the necessary funds in the budget for 1106. 

Police charging stations should be opened. at Ankamali and 
Puthencruz. The stations which existed there were abolished at the 
time of the reorganisation of the Police department. 

A bridge should be constructed over the Periyar river at Tanni- 
puzha fcadciw on the Main Central road. 

A bridge over the Panjikkal todu was very i necessary. 

; The Pathikka todu , which lay between Perumbavur and Puthen¬ 
cruz, could be used for irrigation purposes if its bunds were raised. 

The Kuruppampadi-Kodanad village road should be improved and 
made fit for traffic. The road was only five miles in length. 

An adequate number of street lights should be provided at Perum¬ 
bavur. Wells should be sunk in the town, as there was scarcity of good 
water. 

. A tank should be sunk, for public use, in the town. 

The Perumbavur-Alwaye road should be widened and metalled. 
The approach roads to the bridge on the first mile of the road should be 
provided with railings on both sides. 

The Perumbavnr-Kuvappadi village road should be converted into 
a cart-road. 

In concluding his representation, the member'said thathe believed 
that his suggestions about „he improvement of roads and canals would 
be referred to the Boad Board.

[The First Class Magistrate’s Court at Peruffibavur was trans- 
{erred to Always in 1103. It is too soon- to consider the ques¬ 
tion of its retransfer to Perumbavur. The suggestions regarding the 
investiture of First Class Magisterial powers on the Tahsildar and the 
appointment of a separate Magistrate will be considered. 

. When the need for raising the standard of the English School, 
Perumbavur, to a High School was urged on the last occasion, it was 
stated that, if the people were prepared to put up a building for the 
purpose, the matter would be considered, as the number of pupils in the 
school did not justify the provision of a Government building for the 
purpose. But as it is now stated that the people are prepared to put 
pp-a, building, the matter will be referred to the Director of Public 
Instruction, for report. 

The existing dispensary provides accommodation for the treatment 
of emergency cases. There is therefore no need for converting it into 
a hospital, according to the opinion, of the Administrative Board,

In regard to the provision of street lights at Perumbavur. the 
reply given to the member from Ettumanur, in respect of a similar 
representation made by him, applies to this representation also. 

In regard to the request for sinking wells, it is reported that one 
well has already been sunk. Orders will be issued for the sinking of 
another well also. 

The Sanitary Commissioner will be asked to report on the propo¬ 
sal for the construction of a tank for the use of all classes of people at 
Perumbavur. 

The remaining points will, as anticipated, be referred to the Road 
Board.] 

128. Needs of the Alwaye Municipal town. 

Mb. P. KUMARA PILLAI ( Municipal Council, Alwaye) said that 
the inhabitants of the Alwaye town had repeatedly urged the need 
for a bridge over the Periyar river at the Alwaye ferry. He regret¬ 
ted that Government paid no attention whatever to” so important 
a matter. It was more than a local need as Alwaye was the health 
resort of thousands of men and women living in other parts of the 
country. Several public institutions, such as High Schools, Colleges. 
Post office and hospitals were situated on the banks of the river which 
divided the town into two parts. People experienced serious difficulties 
for want of a bridge at the ferry. Government had held out the 
assurance that the construction of the bridge would be decided on 
immediately after the completion of the Neend&tara bridge. As the 
latter bridge was nearing completion, steps should immediately be 
taken for constructing a bridge at the ferry. 

In connection with the visit, to the Alwaye town, of His Excel¬ 
lency the Viceroy, a sum of Es. 10,000 was spent by Government for 
providing transport facilities at the ferry. The facilities so provided 
should be made permanent. The plot of land near the ferry which 
waB acquired by Government some time ago should be kept intact for 
use, if and when the need arose. 




The Girls’ Primary School at Alwaye was held in an 
ill-ventilated and dingy building situated within a few feet of the public 
road, A monthly rent of Bs. 20 was being paid for the building, 
Government proposed to construct a suitable building for the school 
on a piece of land acquired for the purpose. Building operations 
should be started immediately. Advantage should be taken of that 
opportunity to convert the Primary School into a Middle School, as 
there were no other Vernacular Middle Schools for girls, at Alwaye. 

There were only ten Vernacular Training Schools in the State and 
nearly all of them were located in Central Travancore and in close 
proximity to one another. The Training School at Parur was shifted, 
for reasons known only to the authorities, to Central Travancore some 
years ago. To train the teachers employed in the Vernacular schools 
of the Parur, Kunnatnad and Muvattupuzha taluks, there should be 
a Training School at a convenient centre in North Travancore, One 
of the ten Training Schools should be shifted to Alwaye. 

The Kadangallnr pakuthi, which lay contiguous to the Alwaye 
town, was outside the jurisdiction of the Alwaye Village Panchayat 
Court. The utility of the court should be enhanced by extending its 
jurisdiction to that pakuthi as well. It would not entail additional 
expenditure to Government. Civil cases in which the inhabitants of 
the Kadangallur pakuthi were involved were filed in the Parur Hun- 
Biffs Court, which was situated ten miles away, to the inconvenience 
of the parties and witnesses. 

The Alwaye Village Panchayat Court should also be invested with 
the powers of the Bench Magistrates’ Court and allowed to exercise 
criminal jurisdiction as, in regard to minor criminal cases, the in¬ 
habitants of the town had to resort to the Magistrate’s Court at 
Perumbavur. 

DEWANS’ EEPLY. Mr. Kumara Pillai, the first subject in your 
representation is the construction of a bridge. I shall refer the matter 
to the Chief Engineer for investigation; and after that, the investigation 
report will be placed before the Eoad Board. 

Your second point is about the construction of a flight of steps at 
the Alwaye ferry. I thought you wanted the construction of a flight of 
steps, but what you actually require is the conservation of the plot of 
land which has recently been acquired. In that modified form, I shall 
refer the matter to the Chief Engineer for report. 

The third point is about the construction of a building for housing 
the Vernacular School. A small site has been acquired. But the P. 
W. Department is of opinion that the building will require a little more 
space. The matter is under correspondence. There are 50 cents of land 
now and 50 cents more are required. 

MEMBER: There are ample lands belonging to Government. 

DBWAN: I have said that the matter is under correspondence. 

Then about the opening of a training class for teachers in the local 
V, M. Schools, you have now, by your explanation, shown that what 



you wanted is not the establishment of a new training school, but 
merely the shifting of one of the schools to Alwaye. In in u modified 
form, I shall refer the matter to the Director of i’ubiic instruction. 

Then about the investing of the Panckayat Judge with Magisterial 
powers, I shall refer the matter to the District Magistrate. 

129. Needs of the Parur Municipal town. 

Mb. T. K, VASU MENON <7o«;;c>7, ?«.•«-} spoke on 

the following needs of the Parur town:— 

There was no direct road communication between the Kottnchira- 
ppadom ferry and the main road. A road should therefore be opened 
from the main road to the ferry along the eastern side of Kunnathu- 
teruvu. The owners of the adjoining lands were willing to hand over 
the necessary lands free of cost. 

The road branching off from the main road to the Ottakkadathu 
ferry connected Parur with Chennamangalom. Portions of the road 
were inundated during the rainy season. The road was intercepted 
by two canals. Culverts should be built at those pieces and the road 
should be repaired and gravelled. 

Only a portion of the road from Pulianknlam to Pottentornvn road 
Was gravelled. The remaining portions should bo gravelled and the 
road should be kept in good repair. 

The road leading from the Jacobite Syrian church to the Ett-iyo" 
dathu bridge should be properly maintained. 

The road between the Mam road and the Panta.kasala kadacu 
should also be well maintained. 

The Pantakasala kadam was the terminus of the Ahvaye-Parur 
road and the Parur-Cockin waterway. A new landing ghat should ba 
constructed at the kaclavu. 

The Puthen Cutcherry todii led to the gate of the court house. 
The District Hospital, the Anchal Office, the Police Station, the Magi¬ 
strate’s court and the Sub-Registrar's office were situated near the banks 
of the canal. Persons attending those public institutions had to 
use the canal. As the canal was blocked up with sand, it should be 
deepened. Its sides also should be protected by masonry work and pro¬ 
vided with steps at intervals. Walls without steps were being con¬ 
structed. It would therefore be difficult to land goods from canoes. 

Bridges should be constructed over the Pashm to r?« where it cross¬ 
ed the Yetimara and Vaniakattu roads and at the Kottuckirapadam 
ferry. 

Two culverts should be built on the road leading to the Ottakadathu 
ferry and another near the mosque at Perumpatanna on the Chattanad 
road. 

The market boat-basin should be deepened and the flight of steps 
extended to the bottom of the basin. The-western parapet wall should 
be extended to the west from its northern extremity to a length of 100 
feet on the southern side of the todu. Sanction had been accorded for 
the construction of the parapet wall. Some steps had also been con» 
strueted. 
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The Fnllankularn tank was filled with mud. It should be drained 
and cleansed thoroughly. A parapet wall should be constructed on the 
northern side of the tank. 

A woman doctor and a resident medical officer should be appointed 
in the Parur hospital. A ''pay-ward and a contagious diseases ward 
should be opened in the hospital. 

It was very necessary to construct a new building for the Verna¬ 
cular Middle Sehool at Parur. 

The financial condition of the Parur municipality was far from 
satisfactory. There was need for the continuance of the Government 
grant for some more years. 

There was a car-stand at the gate of the public offices, where 
nearly forty motor vehicles were always kept in readiness to start. The 
passengers who went along that way were inconvenienced by the heavy 
motor traffic. In order to divert the traffic from the gate of the public 
offices, anew cart-stand should be constructed on the western side of the 
public offices, with Government funds, the interest on the amount so 
spent being recovered from the Municipal Council. 

DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr. Vasu Menon, as regards your first 
three points, they are matters on which reports from the Chief Engineer 
will be called for. 

Your fourth point relates to the improvement of a road. That 
matter will be referred to the Road Board. 

As regards your fifth point, I shall refer it to tire Chief Engineer 
for report. 

So also with regard to the 6th point. 

With regard to the 7th point, I understand that work is being done 
there. But you said that walls without steps are being constructed and 
that therefore landing of goods is very difficult. I shall refer it to the 
Chief Engineer for report. 

MEMBER: About deepening. 

DEW AN; About deepening the canal also, I shall call for a re¬ 
port. 

Your 8th point, I shall ask the Chief Engineer to investigate. 

Then about the 9th point, you want two culverts on the road. I 
shall call for a report from the Chief Engineer. 

As regards the 10th point, you say that sanction has been given 
for the parapet wall and some steps have been constructed. You want 
the deepening of the basin.; I shall call for a report from the Chief 
Engineer on that matter. 

Then, you want the construction of a parapet wall. That is a 
matter in which the Municipality should take action and write to the 
Government. 

With regard to the last two points, they are matters on which the 
Municipality should write to Government; and on receipt of their re¬ 
port, Government will consider them. 



The appointment of a lady doctor in the District Hospital is under 
consideration. It is reported to be necessary. The contagious diseases 
ward has been sanctioned. 

The construction of a new building for the Vernacular Middle 
School has been sanctioned. When the site is fixed, the work will be 
taken up. 

130. Encouragement of Ayurveda 

Me. S. EBISHNAN ASAN ( Nominated ) said that there were in¬ 
numerable private Ayurvedic dispensaries and midyemkts in Trivan¬ 
drum, which were conducted by persons who were not duly trained in 
the Ayurvedic system of treatment. There was quite a rash of patients 
to those institutions. The scope and amenities of the Government 
Ayurvedic hospital should be improved with a view to depriving quack 
physicians of their practice. 

The syllabus of studies in the Ayurveda College should be revised. 
The science of Ayurveda was based on the Ashtanyahridaya, the 
Gharaka and the Susruta. Those treatises should be prescribed as the 
principal text-books. 

The treatises on Ayurveda were written wholly in the Sanskrit 
language. Candidates seeking admission in the college should there¬ 
fore have a fair knowledge of Sanskrit. 

Facilities should be provided for imparting practical instruction in 
pharmaceutics and in the practice of pancha karmets and other special 
methods of treatment such as trrx^cnoffl and ailtfl.syltoi The panelm 
karma treatment was very efficacious. Its purpose was to bring together 
and localise, for expulsion or annihilation, the disease germs located in 
the different parts of the human system. Students shouid also be 
trained in the preparation of different forms of drugs such as 
Gfijagjo dBfuofflo, ecr^o, and c&oadooaio,. 

Students should be trained in the identification of the various 
herbs which grew wild throughout the country. Herbariums 
should be opened in the different parts of the country, as -certain binds 
of herbs required particular binds of soil and peculiar climatic conditions 
for their growth. 

There should be an association or committee of physicians to 
prescribe the syllabus of studies in the Ayurveda College and to test the 
fitness of physicians for professional practice. 

Better provision should be made for the prompt publication of the 
works on Ayurveda available in the office of the Curator for the public¬ 
ation of Sanskrit manuscripts and for the collection of unpublished 
manuscripts and gremthas from other sources. The following granihat 
should be published:—

A man well-versed in Ayurveda should be appointed as special 
assistant to the Curator, either permanently or for a specified period. 

Every year forty students were given practical training in the 
diagnosis and treatment of diseases, in the Ayurveda hospital. There 
were only two physicians and eight beds in the hospital. Facilities 
should be provided for the treatment of 36 in-patients there. The 
number of physicians should be increased. 

The Ayurvedic hospital at Trivandrum should be located in a less 
congested area.

The Assembly met again at 11-30 a. m. on Thursday, the 13th 
March 1930, the Dewan presiding. 

l3l- Coinage in Travancore. 

Mr. K. P. KBISHNA MENON (Pariir taluh) apologised for his 
absence, on account of illness, on the day on which his subject was 
scheduled to be represented. 

The member said that the people of Travancore were highly grati¬ 
fied by the conferment, by His Majesty the King Emperor, of the title 
of the Crown of India on Her Highness the MahaBani Begent. 

The member realised that the subject of his representation was 
one which related to the prerogative of the Sovereign. The inequali¬ 
ties in the value of the different kinds of coins in use and the prepon¬ 
derance of British Indian coins in Travancore necessitated the abolition 
of the Travancore currency. The so-called Travancore rupee had no 
existence outside popular imagination. Though the rupee in use :was 
the British Indian rupee, the accounts of the Government were 
maintained according to the Travancore currency. 

The silver coins of the State were not current in North Travan- 
core. In the frontier regions and at the railway stations, a chaekram 
was deemed in practice to be equivalent to half an anna. In some 
places in Travancore, British Indian coins could not be exchanged for 
Travancore coins. 

It was necessary, for the above reasons, to adopt exclusively the 
British Indian coinage or to revise the currency system of the State. 

The rupee should be minted in the Travancore Govern¬ 
ment’s Mint. There should be a more easy standardisation of Travan¬ 
core coinage in relation to British Indian coinage. The British Indian 
rupee should be declared equivalent to thirty-two chackrams in order 
to obviate the difficulties experienced in converting one kind of currency 
into the other. Steps should be taken for Travancore coins being made 
legal tender in the Cochin State and in the Imperial Bank. 

DEWAN’S BBPLY: Mr. Krishna Menon, on the first day we 
were very sorry to hear that you could not, on account of illness, be 
present here to make your representation which came very early in the 
list. I am glad to see you to-day sufficiently recovered to make your 
representation personally. 

I shall have very great pleasure in conveying to Her Highness the 
Maha Bani Begent the expression of the joy of the people of Travan¬ 
core on the conferment of the title of C. I. on Her Highness. 

As regards the subject of your representation, as you yourself be¬ 
gan by saying, it is a matter affecting the Boyal prerogative and it will 



eartainly be derogatory to the dignity of a State, which has always had 
a coinage of its own, to adopt exclusively the coinage of another 
country, 

You say there are some difficulties in converting Travancore cur. 
reney into British currency. That perhaps is a matter which deserves 
consideration. 

I do not think-that the other difficulty that you mentioned, namely, 
that coins of one denomination are not easily convertible into coins of 
other denominations, exists very much in Travancore, because you have 
got Post Offices everywhere and in the Post Offices, except perhaps in 
the frontier taluks, they accept Travancore currency for British currency, 
In our Treasuries too, with the exception of some small British coins, 
other coins are legal tender and you can at any time change the one for 
the other. The difficulty that you mentioned is therefore, in my ' opi¬ 
nion, not very serious. But your suggestion in regard to the more easy 
standardisation of Travancore coinage, in relation to British coinage will 
be considered by the Government. 

132. Needs of the Parur taluk. 

Me. K. P. KBISHNA MBNON (Parur taluk) spoke on the 
following needs of the Parur taiuk : — 

In the Parur taluk, harvest would be over only by the end of 
Vrischikam, In the months of Tulam and Vrischikam, the yield of the 
eocoanut trees was poor. The time for the payment of kists should 
therefore be changed from Tulam and Vrischikam to Dhanu and Maka- 
ram or at least to Vrischikam and Dhanu as in the Quilon Division. 

The Parur taluk, which comprised thirteen pakuthies, should be 
split up into two constituencies for representation in the Sri Mulalu 
Popular Assembly. 

The largest number of. liquor shops was in the Parur taluk. Their 
number should be reduced in accordance with the declared policy of ■ 
Government. The liquor shops situated in the Parur town should be 
removed from within the municipal limits. 

G. 0. No. 5118/P & M. B., dated the 21st December 1915, direct¬ 
ing that timber should be sold at tariff rates for bona fide building 
purposes, was not followed by the subordinates, of the Forest Depart¬ 
ment stationed in the Parur taluk. Government should issue strict 
instructions for the sale of timber, from the depots of Varapuzha and 
Elantika-ra, at tariff rates for building purposes. 

There were no road communications around the Varapuzha depot. 
The depot should be shifted to Parur. 

A dispensary should be opened at Edapally. The hospitals of 
Parur and Alwaye were situated more than eight miles away. It was 
seen from the statement relating to the action taken on Assembly repre¬ 
sentations that the representation made on the subject in the 25th 
session of the Assembly was disposed of at the meeting. It was not 
clear how the subject was disposed of. The Inspecting Medical Officer, 
who visited Edapally some time ago, had promised to open a dispensary 
there. Should the Government so desire, the people of the locality would 
erect a building for the. purpose. 





Edapally should be made as a Conservancv -own. There was a 
large population in the area. 

For the convenience of the people of Edanalir, a Munsiffs Court 
should be opened at Always or the local First Cass ’Magistrate's Court 
there should be converted into a Mnnaff-Ma<jislv8teV. Court. 

Pending the decision of the above question. Edanally should be 
Included in the Parur taluk for purposes of civil and crisisinal jurisdic¬ 
tion. Edapally was included in the jurisdiction of trie Feramb&vnr 
Munsiff-Magistrate’s Court. The work of that court was very heavy. 

The provisions of the Village Panchayst Escalation should he 
brought into operation in every p&kulh: of she Parur tala;:. 

The Additional Sub-Registry office established at Parur should be 
shifted to Edapally and the fit Mbits of Edapally North. Edapally 
South, Trikkakara and Varapuzha should be included in its jurisdiction. 
The four pakatkks. would provide the Sub-Registry office with 
sufficient work. The pakuthics of Ayirnr and Puthenciiirn should be 
transferred to the jurisdiction of the Sub-Registry offices at Alengad 
and Ankamali respectively. The removal of the /a.-.*.-/-;** of Ayirur, 
Varapuzha and Puthenchira from the jurisdiction of the Sub-Registry 
offices at Parur would dispense with the necets.ty for the continuance 
of the Additional Sub-Kegistry office at Parur. 

A new building should be constructed for the Vernacular Middle 
School for Boys at Edapally. The school should be provided with urinals 
and latrines. The school should also be raised t a a High School. 

The buildings of the Primary schools at Varapuzha and Elur were 
in a dilapidated condition. They should be repaired immediately. 

Agricultural loans were rarely granted to the inhabitants of the 
Parur taluk. Adequate funds should be allotted for the purpose. The 
rate of interest on such loans should be reduced to the level of the rate 
of interest on Savings Bank deposits 

A manure depot should be opened at Varapuzha. Cocoanut palm 
disease was prevalent in the taluk. The Director of Agriculture should 
tour in the taluk and examine the disease-stricken trees. 

A cattle pound should be opened at Edapally. 

The grazing blocks in the taluk should be kept clear of encroach¬ 
ments ; and in palcuthies where there were no facilities for the grazing 
of cattle, grazing blocks should be provided. 

Arrangement should be made for an industrial survey being 
conducted in the Parur taluk. A solution should be found for the 
problem of unemployment. An industrial school should be opened at 
Parur for teaching carpentry and weaving. 

The following roads should be opened:— 
to) the Parur-Kuriyapalli road; 

(6) a road from Kottapuram on the 6th mile of the Parur- 
Alwaye road to the Edapally road via Panayikulam, Elur and Manjum- 
ruel;

('-■') a road from the EdapaUi-Perandur road to meet the Kalur 
road in Cochin ; and 

(r?) a road from Kotfcapuram to Tadikkalkadavu and thence to 
Manjali. 

The Parur-Chattanad road should be improved. 

The Pa-rur-Cliakkarakadavu road and the Parur-Edapally road 
should be completed. 

The village road from the 4th furlong of the 8th mile of the 
Aiwa'ye-Edapally road to Arakkaikada-vu should be converted into a 
public'road and extended up to the road leading to the Hill Palace, 
Cochin. The road should be provided with culverts, wherever neces- 

The Edapally-Mnvatt-upuzlia road should be completed. 

The road from the Tattunkalkadavu should be extended to Kaitaram, 
Kottuvalli and other places, 

Three irrigation channels should be opened on the western side of 
Kalliicliii'a. 

The Vada todu should be deepened and made fit for irrigation and 
navigation. 

A bridge should be constructed over the Parampayattu todu where 
it crossed the Alwaye-Ankamali road. 

The bridge at Tottunkal in Vadakkekara, which was under con¬ 
struction, should be completed. 

Bridges should be constructed at Ottakadattunkal on the Parur- 
Chennamangalam road and at ■ Cherivapalli on the Parur-Edapally 

A canal should be constructed on the western side of Edamala for 
draining off the brackish water that found its way into the extensive 
wet lands of Kuttikattara, Pallathi, Muttathi and Kalamasseri. There 
was only a temporary dam there which was put up by the ryots, which, 
was not sufficiently useful. 

DEW AN’S REPLY ; Mr. Krishna Menon, the first point in your 
representation was about the changing of the hist months and yon sug¬ 
gested that at least your taluk must have the same advantages as the 
Quiion Division where the hist months have been changed from Tularn 
and Vrischikam to Vrischikam and Dhanu. Government have no 
objection to this change, provided the change is acceptable to all the 
representatives of the Kottayam Division. Government cannot have 
separate hist months for separate taluks. If all the representatives of 
your Division agree to that change, Government will only be glad to 
make the change. In order to ascertain the views of the other mem¬ 
bers, I am requesting the Land Revenue Commissioner to convene a 
meeting of the members of the Kottayam Division this evening at 
5 o’clock after the Assembly rises. 

Your second point was about the need for splitting up the Parnr 
taluk into two constituencies for representation in the Assembly. That 
is a matter which will toe taken up along with the amendment of the 
Assembly Buies, 
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As regards the reduction in the number of liqv.o 
Parur taluk, as you have yourself stated, the polity of t 
is gradually to reduce the number of shops and that u.,i 
sued at the nest auction of shops too.

In regard to your 10th point, t. e„ the Sub-Registrar's office, I find 
that the alterations you suggest will cause inconvenience to tire people. 
Anyhow, I will refer your representation to the Director of Registration 
for further report. 

Your 11th point regarding the construction of a now building for 
the V. M. School for Boys at Edapalli will be considered. In the mean¬ 
time, certain repairs immediately necessary to the existing building have 
been sanctioned. Government are not satisfied as to the need for rais¬ 
ing the school to the grade of a High School, at present. I shall call 
for a report from the Director of Public Instruction as regards the 
repair of the buildings of the Elur and Varapuzha Primary Schools. 

In regard to your 12th point, the allocation of funds provided in a 
year for agricultural loans is made by the Land Revenue Commissioner 
and I am sure he will not ignore the claims of your taluk. 

As regards manure depots, as I have stated in answer to representa¬ 
tions-made before, the policy of the Department now is to have manure 
sold by means of commission agents. These commission agents can be 
either individuals or co-operative societies so that if any co-operative 
society or individual in your locality- is prepared to do this work, manure 
will be supplied on credit, the value of it being paid when it is actually 
sold. 
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As regards grazing blocks, that again is a question upon which 
Government have expressed themselves rather unfavourably. I have 
taken up the question and shall pass orders soon. 

The industrial survey, I may tell you, will have to wait. 

With regard to the roads you mentioned in your point No. 14, 
some of them are already under construction. The others which have 
not been taken up for construction and for which estimates have not 
been sanctioned wil 1 be referred to the Eoad Board. I shall call for a 
report after investigation from the Chief Engineer on your point No. 15 
regarding irrigation channels. With regard to bridges, all except those 
which are already under construction will be referred to the Eoad 

Eegarding the construction of a canal on the western side of Eda- 
inala for draining the brackish water, I shall ask the Chief Engineer to 
investigate the matter. 

133. Important needs of the Devicolam taluk. 

Me. H. 0 L. MARIKAB (Dcvicolc/m taluk) spoke on the follow¬ 
ing needs of the Devicolam taluk:— 

The rate of assessment and water cess charged on lands in the 
Anjanad tract should be substantially reduced. The produce of the 
lands was hardly sufficient for the subsistence of the villagers of Anja¬ 
nad. Should it be too soon to think of a re-settlement, something might 
be done to alleviate the lot of the villagers. 

An extent of at least 2:5 acres of land in the Devicolam Cutcherry 
pomuibo’ie should be set apart for registry in the names of the non- 
officials who resorted to Devicolam on business. 

There were large areas of waste land available for registry on the 
new P'ailivasal-Neriamangalam road passing through the taluks of 
Devicolam, Todupuzha and Muvatiupuzha. In the High Eanges, every 
leniency had been shown to British Indian ryots in the matter of 
assignment of cardamom area. The practice should be stopped and all 
available land should be conserved and assigned to bona f de Travan- 
coreans who were prepared to open big plantations. A preliminary sur¬ 
vey should be conducted to ascertain what area was available for regis¬ 
try and a comprehensive, scheme should be formulated by a committee 
of officials and non-officials. The Dewan Peishkar, Kottayam, the 
Devicolam Commissioner and the Conservator of Forests should be on 
the committee. 

The Devicolam-Peermade road was completed up to the Periakanal 
Estate. The portion within the Panniar Estate was made cartable by 
the estate-owners. The portion from Sasthavadi to Gudampana Estate 
was also improved by the estate-owners. The portion to be attended to 
by Government was comparatively short. The matter should be 
investigated by the Public Works Department and the road from Peria¬ 
kanal to Kallar should be made fit for cart traffic as expeditiously as 
possible.

DEW AN : That is what I am saying. The lands will be surveyed 
and plotted and the registry will be effected after the completion of the 
road. 

As regards the Devicolam-Peermade road, it can be considered only 
after the completion of the Neriaruangalam-Paliivasal road. 

The question of the export duty on cardamom is still under the 
consideration of the Government and your demand will also be con¬ 
sidered. 

The construction of a travellers’ bungalow at Marayur is under 
consideration. 

Points 7 to 8 in your representation relate to new roads and they 
have to be considered by the Hoad Board. 

The question of throwing open more lands for registry for carda¬ 
mom cultivation is under the consideration of Government. 

134. Needs of the Peermade taluk. 

KHAN SAHIB N. K. P. P. BOWTHEE {Pecnmule taluk) spoke 
on the following needs of the Peermade taluk:— 

As the owners of cardamom lands could not live within their estates, 
they erected houses on the adjoining hills. Until some years ago, it was 
customary for the cardamom ryots to occupy as much land as they liked 
on payment of a ground value of Bs. 25 per acre. A recent order of 
Government fixed the ground value at Bs. 100 per acre. The order 
should be cancelled and lands should be registered to cardamom ryots 
for building stores and dwelling houses at a taravila of Bs. 25 per 

The coolies of the cardamom estates lived in huts made of bam¬ 
boos and grass. The subordinates of the Forest Department often ha¬ 
rassed the coolies and cardamom ryots by calling upon them to produce 
passes for the bamboos cut and removed for the purpose of constructing 
huts. Permission should therefore be accorded to the ryots to cut 
reeds, bamboos, grass and other materials from Government lands for 
the purpose of erecting temporary sheds and huts. 

The cardamom estates were in danger of extinction on account of 
the prevalence of cardamom pest. A model cardamom farm should be 
opened in Vandanmettu with a view to educating the ryots in the 
methods of rearing plants and destroying pests. The Director of Agri¬ 
culture should be asked to visit the disease-stricken areas. 

The shady trees standing in the estates hampered the growth of 
cardamom plants. Dor the felling of trees which had a girth of more 
than four feet, permission had to be obtained in advance from the 
Forest officers through the Bevenue authorities. It caused unnecessary . 
delay. As the cardamom areas were under the direct control of-the 
Bevenue authorities, the power of granting or withholding permission to 
fell down trees should also rest with them. 

The cardamom industry was carried on without any financial aid 
from Government. The cardamom ryots who really wanted to improve 
their lands should be encouraged by means of agricultural loans. 
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The Vandamettu paluthi was situated on a hill with thick forests 
ali round. The area was malarial. Persons who were taker, ill were 
sent across the frontier to the dispensaries in the British Indian district 
of Coimbatore, A dispensary should be opened in Vandamettu and 
placed under the charge of a duly- qualified medical man. 

A sairam should be constructed at Kocharavu between Vandamettu 
and Cumbamettu for the convenience of the cooiies and planters. 

, A grant of Es. 1,000 should be awarded to the Beading- Hoorn at 

The cardamom estates were situated in the midst of dense forests 
which abounded in wild animals. Licenses for the possession of fire¬ 
arms should be granted to all respectable cardamom ryots for bona fide 
purposes of defence. 

Matters relating to the Peermade taluk should be published in 
Tamil in the Gazette, 

For purposes of election to the Legislative Council, the taluks of 
Devicolam and Peermade were combined with other taluks. Devicolam 
was added to Meenachil and Peer-made to Ohanganacherry. None from 
Devicolam or Peermade could dare to stand as a candidate, as the 
number of votes in the other taluks was overwhelmingly larger. The 
Devicolam and Peermade taluks, should therefore be formed into one 
constituency. 

The Cardamom Planters’ Association should be given representa¬ 
tion in the Legislative Council and in the Sri Mulam Popular Assem¬ 
bly. 

The practice of selling in auction large areas of cardamom lands 
for the recovery of small amounts due from the ryots should be stop¬ 
ped. 

The Kattapani Kanchiyav Reserve situated in Kanavakuzhi lava- 
lam in Vandamettu pakuthi should be disafforested and assigned to 
private individuals for cardamom cultivation. The reserve was not of 
any use to Government. Should the Conservator of Forests raise objec¬ 
tions,' a committee should be appointed to investigate and report 
whether the area might not he disafforested. 

Schools should be opened in the Vandanmettu and Perivar po-kn- 
thks for the education of Hannan children. 

A charging Police station should be established at Kurnili. 

Some years ago it had been the practice to collect list in four equal 
instalments from the cardamom ryots- The practice was abolished and 
the system of collecting kilt in two instalments was introduced, to the 
serious inconvenience of the ryots. The old practice should be revived. 

Weekly markets should be opened in Vandiperiyar, Pambanar and 
Arudai, for the steady supply of foodstuffs to the coolies- 

Cart-stands should be constructed in convenient places bet wee n 
Kumili and Mundakayam. 
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■Either a Munsiffs Court should be opened at Peermade or the 
local First Class Magistrate should be invested with the powers of a 
District Mimsiff, 

Vandiperiyar in the Peermade taluk had a large population of 
Christians and Muslims. Porarnboke lands should be registered and 
permission given for erecting a church and a mosque at Vandiperiyar. 
Should such lands be not available, private lands might -be acquired by 
Government for the purpose. 

DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr. Rowther, your first point was that 
lands must be given for building purposes at some concessional rates. 
If you moan that building sites are to be given from the reserved, areas, 
then, as a general rule, no such plots can be registered ; but if any sites 
within any reserved area bad been occupied before the Government 
order prohibiting registry within the area came into force, then it is 
the policy of the Government as far as possible to see that these plots 
are registered, In other cases, where there is real need for the land, if 
applications are made, plots are being registered. 

Your second point was that permission should be granted to these 
people to cut down bamboo and other materials that may lie required 
for building houses. There is a concession even now granted to them 
to cut as much grass as is necessary for thatching their sheds. Govern¬ 
ment regret that no other concessions can lie granted. 

Your third point relates to the opening' of a model farm. There 
was one in that area ; but for some reasons it had to be abandoned. At 
present it would be very difficult for the Government to have a model 
farm opened there for the purposes that you mentioned. I may, how¬ 
ever, tell you that there is a cardamom estate at Pampadumpara, where 
a European planter has a well conducted farm and the cardamom 
planters in that area can, I understand, get all the benefit that they 
expect from a model farm by a study of that farm. 

You say that if the cardamom ryots have to cut down trees they 
have to get the permission of two departments. In reply to a previous 
representation on the subject, I have already said that at present 
Government are unable to make any modification in the dual control 
over these lands vested in the Land Revenue and Forest Departments, 
without detriment to Government interests. 

Your fifth point is about the issue of agricultural loans. Loans 
are even now available to ryots ; they have only to apply according to 
the rules. 

Your suggestion regarding the opening of a dispensary at Vandan- 
mettu will be referred to the Administrative Board, Medical Services. 

I shall refer your proposal regarding the construction of a satram 
at Kocharavu to the Land Revenue Commissioner. 

You say that there is a Reading Room in the Peermade town which 
requires some help from the Government. The organisers of the 
Reading Room must apply to the Government and the application will 
be considered on its merits. 
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As regards fire-arms, under the rules, the District Magistrate ha3 
a discretion ; when he is satisfied that arms are necessary, he will grant 
the license on application. 

You want all matters relating to the Peermade taluk to be pub¬ 
lished in Tamil. That concession is given ta the Devicolam taluk 
which is a Tamil taluk, Your request will te referred to the Land 
Bevenue Commissioner and on his report (Government will pass orders. 

Your suggestion regarding the constitution of the Devicolam and 
Peermade taluks into one constituency will be considered when the 
Legislative Council Buies are taken up for amendment. 

Your request that the Cardamom Planters’ Association should 
have representation in the Assembly will be considered by the 
Government. 

Your 13th point seems to have been provided for already by the 
rules, because, under the Buies, it is only as much land as is necessary 
for covering the amount of kist in default that can be sold ; and if large 
areas are sold it must be because, as you say, cardamom land has fallen 
in value; and in order to realise the whole of the kist, a large area has 
to be sold. If a larger area than what is actually necessary is sold, the 
matter must be brought to the notice of the Land Bevenue Commis¬ 
sioner who will then take the necessary action. 

The question of the disafforestation of reserved areas for cardamom 
cultivation must await the general question of the reservation of carda¬ 
mom areas which has now been taken up by the Government, 

About the need for schools for Mannans in the Vandanmettn and 
Periyar pakutlnes, I shall refer the matter to the Director of Public 
Instruction. 

Your suggestion about the need for a Charging Police sta+ion at 
Kumili was referred to the Police Commissioner. He is of opinion that 
there is at present no need for a charging station there and Govern¬ 
ment agree in that view. 

Your next point is that cardamom kist should be collected in four 
instalments as it was being done before. Government have fixed two 
instalments for the payment of kist only after careful consideration and 
they are not satisfied that there is any necessity at present to change 
that rule. 

Your request that markets should be established at Vandiperiyar, 
Pambanar and Arudai will be considered. 

Your request for the construction of cart-stands will be refereed to 
the Chief Engineer for investigation and report. 

Your request that either a Munsiff’s Court should be established at 
Peermade or the local First Class Magistrate should be invested with 
the powers of a District Munsiff will be referred to the Law'* Delays 
Officer. 

Your last point was that land must be given for a mosque at Vandi¬ 
periyar. It is for the people who want the mosque to obtain the site; and 
37 
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if they want the site to be assigned on concessional terms, then they must 
apply to the Government and the application will then be considered on 
its merits, 

135, Concessions to the Malayala Brahmin Jenmies. 

Mb, NARAYANARU KRISHNARU ( Jenmies, Trivandrum 
Division, Group II) said that there was ample,evidence that the Jenmies 
had absolute rights of alienation over Iianapattom lands. But they 
were gradually being deprived of those rights. 

The member pointed out. that as the vast majority of the non-official 
members of the Legislative Council were kudiyans and their relations, 
nothing was more certain than that the Jenmi Kudiyan Regulation 
Amendment Bill would be passed into law, which would spell the ruin 
of the Jemnies. If, however, the Bill were considered and passed by the 
Council, Government should withhold sanction to the measure. 

Educated Malayala Brahmins should be duly represented in the 
public service. 

The Namputiri Bill should be passed into law at an early date, 
after introducing - necessary amendments. The Bill should contain a 
clause prohibiting polygamous marriages.

[Yoiu' chief representation was about the Jenrni and Kudiyan Bill. 
You apprehend that the Legislative Council will do nothing but 
evil loth a jennies. At the Round Table Conference held recently, 
there were representatives of the kudiyans also. They and the represent¬ 
atives of the jenmies arrived at certain conclusions without serious 
detriment to the interests of both the parties. There will be a similar 
opportunity for a free discussion of the matter in the Legislative 
Council. It is to he hoped that, as representatives of the people, 
whether jenmiei or kudiyans, the members of the Legislative Council 
will adopt only what is just and equitable. It is to be regretted that, 
before knowing what the Council is going to do, you have jumped into a 
conclusion that it will do.only harm to the jenmies. “Do not cry be- 
before yon are hurt”. As things stand at present, no wrong has been 
done to the jen odes. It may be expected that the bill will be discussed 
in the Council in the same spirit in which the proposed amendments 
were discussed in the conference and that it will be passed without 
serious detriment to the interests of both the parties. 

In regard to the question of entertaining Malayala Brahmins in 
public service, even now they are given such appointments as they 
are qualified to hold. 

The Namputiri Bill is before the Legislative Council. It is not 
now possible to know in wbat form it will finally be passed. When 
the bill is examined by the Select Committee, several wholesome 
amendments may be made.] 

136. Needs of the Malayala Brahmins. 

Mb.PARAMESVARU NARAYANARU BHATTATIRI ( Jenmies , 
Qdilo t Division) thanked Government for having appointed members 
of the Malayala Brahmin community as Benoh Magistrates, Judges of 
Village Lanehayat Courts and as members of other local bodies. 

A boarding house should be built for the pupils of Kulakada 
Special school A medical officer from either Kottarakara or Adur 
should visit the pupils periodically. The class rooms of the school 
should be paved with tiles. The school compound should be 
provided with a masonry wall. The school should be raised to a High 
School. 

An extensive scheme of scholarships and stipends should be devised 
for the benefit of the boys and young men of the community. Educat¬ 
ed members of the community should be entertained in public service 
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and the Malayala Brahmins who were already in public service should 
be given promotions as and when opportunities arose, 

The Namputiri Bill should be expedited. A section should be 
added to the Bill for penalising polgysmous marriages. 

Speaking about the Jenmi and Kudivan Regulation Amendment 
Bill, the member said that care should be taken to avoid the incorpora¬ 
tion of clauses which would tend to deprive the jennies of their free¬ 
hold rights. 

The Veda school at Trivandrum should be placed under the control 
of the Devaswom Commissioner. An a c 7i:<r. i/a should be appointed in 
each of the important temples.

137. Needs of the Namputiries. 

Mr. PABAMESWARAN TUPPAN NAMPUTIRI (./cumins, 
Eottayam Division) said that the Namputiri Bill, as it appeared in the 
Government Gazette, was open to reasonable criticism. It had 
several defects, For instance, the provisions relating to inheritance 
modified, and even altered, the customary law of the community. 

The majority of the Malayala Brahmins felt that there was no 
necessity whatever for the Bill, as the Vedas and the Smritis were in 
themselveR sufficient to guide and control their relations with one 
another. Further, the customs of the community were as good as 
law, as they had the sanction of usage. 

If the attempt to thrust a manmade law upon the community 
should succeed, the modus operands should be. changed. A special com¬ 
mittee should be appointed, with powers to examine persons who were 




qualified to speak for the Malayala Brahmin community- The recom¬ 
mendations of the committee should be embodied in a Bill, for being 
introduced in the Legislative Council. 

The porcmibokc lands adjoining' the temples and the houses of 
Malayala Brahmins were sometimes registered and given to members 
of other communities- Such pommboke lands should be given at 
a nominal value to Malayala Brahmins.

If such claims are established, the lands will be registered in the 
names of the claimants.] 
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138, Needs of the Aravas. 

Me. K. C. KOCHAPPI ARAYAN (Nomumted) said that Gov- 
eminent had issued an order that the Aravas of the seacoast should be 
given, free of cost, ten cents of land each for habitation. The order 
was not carried out. • It should be enforced. Similar facilities should 
also be granted to the Arayas who lived off the seacoast. 

The road leading from Manakbad to Kaiadv nV Sinkaratope, and 
thence to Tiruvallathupallathu haiavu should be repaired and metalled. 

The encroachments on the p:ra .-lobe land adjoining the Kiliiyar 
river should be removed. A foot-path should be opened along the 
western bank of the river for the convenience o£ pedestrians. 

The encroachments on the foot-path which lay between Karamana 
bridge and Killipalain along the bank of the liver should be removed. 
The foot-path should be made fit for pedestrian traffic. A wooden 
bridge should be constructed over the Ifilliyar river. 

A ferry boat service should be introduced at Pachalloor kaclavu in 
the backwater lying between Kovalam and Ambalathura.

' 139. Grant of special Concessions to the Ezhavas 

Mb. K. P. MARTHANDAN VAIDYAN (Ghirayinhil taluk, 
Gr up II) said that Government were not giving due encouragement 
to the educational institutions which were under the management of 
Ezhavas. The Vettur Primary School was erected by the Ezhava 




c mmunity twenty years ago. The building collapsed a year ago, as 
its walls were made of sun-burnt bricks. The school was since located 
in a rented building situated in a marshy region. The prayer for a 
new building being' constructed at the cost of Government was not 
heeded. A building should be erected speedily on the old site, after 
acquiring additional lands. 

The English High School at Nedunganda was the only institution 
of the kind, which belonged to Ezhavas. For extending the premises 
of the school, an-extent of one and a half acres of land was sanctioned 
to be acquired. The cost of acquisition of the land was paid by the 
school authorities. An additional extent of two acres -was required for 
providing facilities for sports and recreation. The only area that could 
be added to the school compound was the site of the Ariyittakunnu 
bungalow situated to the south of the school. As Government had 
given, as free gifts, costly sites for the use of other educational insti¬ 
tutions, it was not too much to expect that they would extend the con¬ 
cession to the Ezhava community, which was backward in the matter 
of education, by handing over a portion of the above-said site for the 
use of the school. No use was being made of the bungalow and site, 
The subject was represented by Mr. M. Kunjukrishnan at the 
25th Session of the Assembly. In a letter 3ent to Mr. Kunjukrishnan 
by Government, it was said that Government sanctioned the acquisition, 
at the cost of the school authorities, of private lands adjoining the school. 
But' Mr. Kunjukrishnan’s representation was that Government should 
hand over, free of cost, a portion of the site of the above-mentioned 
bungalow. An area of two acres from the above land should be given 
gratis for the use of the school. 

There were many able Ayurvedic physicians in the Ezhava com¬ 
munity. The important treatises on the Ayurvedic system of treatment 
were written by Ezhavas. But the community was not well-represent¬ 
ed in the Department of Ayurveda. <. A duly qualified Ezhava Vydian 
should be appointed in the Ayurvedic Hospital at an early date. 

In the Education Department, Ezhava applicants should be given 
preference over those who bad held acting appointments as teachers. 
The attention of the Director of Fublic Instruction should be drawn to 
the need for appointing qualified Ezhavas as clerks in his office as well 
as in the offices of the Inspectors of Schools. 

Educated young men of the Ezhava community should be given 
scholarships and sent to foreign countries for higher education, es¬ 
pecially for industrial education. 

Ezhavas should be given due representation in the Excise, Forest, 
Registration and Judicial Departments and in the Secretariat and the 
Account office.

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[The statements made in respect of the Nedunganda school will he 
referred to the Chief Engineer and the Director of Public Instruction 
for report. 

It was alleged that Ezhavas are not encouraged in the Ayurveda 
Department. But statistics show that there are more than 40 grant, 
in-aid Vaidyans from that community. The places of these Vaidyans 
are the chief ones available in the Ayurveda Department and the Ezha-» 
vas are adequately represented there. 

Then in regard to the entertainment in public service, members of 
the depressed classes are not debarred from being entertained on the 
ground of their belonging to such communities. The policy of the Gov¬ 
ernment is that there should be no bar to the entertainment in public 
service of any member of any community. When qualified hands apply 
to heads of departments, the available places are given to them. 

In regard to the deputation of Ezhava youths to foreign countries 
for higher education at the expense of the Government, it is only very 
rarely that young men are sent abroad on Government scholarships for 
specialisation in particular subjects. On such occasions, only the fittest 
men who are qualified and will be able to specialise in those subjects 
are sent.] 

140' Inequalities which the Ezhava community is suffering 
from and measures for their removal.' 

Mb. K. KRISHNA PANIKKAR (Nominated) said that th'e Ezhavas 
were not given adequate representation in public service. Ezhavas, 
who educated themselves in the face of overwhelming difficulties, were 
not being liberally entertained in service. There were roads and schools 
not open to them. 

There was only one Ezhava officer in the Judicial Department. Of 
the forty Munsiffs, not even one Was from the Ezhava community. The 
community deserved to be better represented in the Judicial Department, 
which contained not less than 60 officers in all. There should be an 
Ezhava Judge in the High Court. 

During the last five years, only one Ezhava had been appointed in the 
Huzur Secretariat. The officers in the higher ranks of the Excise, Police 
and Magisterial departments were generally recruited from the Secre¬ 
tariat. But none of the Ezhavas employed there were so sent out to 
other departments. Some of them had been drawing the same pay for 
nearly half a dozen years. An Ezhava should be appointed as Assistant 
Secretary or Secretary in the Huzur Office. Should the Government 
make up their mind to do so, they would not have any difficulty in 
choosing an able man.- 

The Ezhavas employed in the Police Department should be en¬ 
couraged by giving them promotions. 

The major portion of the abkari revenue of Government was con¬ 
tributed by Ezhavas. Before toddy and arrack became a State mono¬ 
poly, the profits from the manufacture and sale of liquors were exclusive¬ 
ly enjoyed by members of that community. Despite the above facts, the 



doors of the Excise Department remained, in practice, closed io them. 
Ezhavas should be appointed as Excise Inspectors and as Assistant 
Commissioners. 

Instructions should be issued to Heads of Departments to entertain. 
Ezhavas in larger numbers. 

Ezhavas and other depressed classes should be given i>dmi«4‘a to 
the schools and public roads that still remained dnz*fl

[It has been stated that a few roads and schools are not open to all 
classes of people. Of the many schools in the State, only 12 are not so 
open. There are special reasons for not throwing them open to all 
classes of pupils. But with a view to admit all classes of pupils therein, 
steps are being taken to remove them from their present location and 
year by year their number is being reduced. 

The roads that are not thrown open to all classes of people are 
those situated in close proximity to temples or other similar institutions. 

In regard to the entertainment in public service, a reply has al¬ 
ready been given to Mr. Marthandan Vaidyan. As, however, there are 
still other representations on the subject of communal representation in 
the public service, a joint reply will be given after hearihg all the 
members.] 



141. inequalities of treatment of the Catholics of Travancore.. 

Ms. K. C. CHACKO (Trading classes , Ghanganacherry ) said that 
the' Roman Catholic community could hold its own against any other 
community in Travancore. In recent years, the community had made 
great strides in education and wealth. But the extent of its representation 
in public service was inadequate. Government did not make any 
determined attempt to improve the position of the community in that 
matter. 

The Roman Catholics participated in, and even led, the movement 
which resulted in the opening of the Revenue Department to all com- 
•munities. But, so far as the Catholics were concerned, the change was 
only theoretical. None of the Dewan Peishkavs, Division Assistants, 
Tahsildars, Surveyors, Head Clerks, Sheristadars and Revenue Super¬ 
visors were Catholics, Of the 400 Provcrthicars, only one was a Catho¬ 
lic. The Catholics formed the bulk of the land-owning and agricultural 
population of the country. But the authority to register puduml lands, 
dispose of porambo he cases, collect taxes and prepare voters’ lists was 
vested in officers who belonged to other communities. 

As regards the Huzur Office, the position of the Catholic community 
was exactly the same. There was not even a single Superintendent or 
Secretary'who belonged to that community. 

What was true of the Revenue Department and the Huzur Office 
was true also of the Judicial, Public Works, Police, Excise and other 
Departments. In the clash of communities, the interests of the com¬ 
munity which did not have adequate representation in the public 
service were bound to suffer. 

It was indeed a serious anomaly that a community, like the 
Roman Catholic community, should be perpetually kept out of its place 
in the public life of the country and be forced to eat out of the hands of 
minority communities- If Government would do anything to eliminate 
or even minimise the evil, they would earn the gratitude of the 
community. 

The officers who had the power to make appointments persuaded 
their subordinates to go on leave for a while in order that they might 
appoint their own men in the vacancies. The claims thus created were 
advanced as an argument against the appointment of new men, even 
though they belonged to unrepresented communities. The practice 
tended to perpetuate the evil of over-representation of particular com¬ 
munities in the services. 

The officers who, in making appointments, overlooked the claims of 
unrepresented communities did not deserve to live on public funds. 
Government should obtain and examine caste-war lists of appointments 
made by the several heads of departments and offices every year. The 
officers who made appointments in contravention of the claims of 
unrepresented communities should be called to account.

142 . Concessions to Catholic Christians of south iravaticore. 

Mr. IF. DAVY 1 Nominated ) said that the Latin Catholics outnum¬ 
bered any other section of Christians in Travancore. But- they were 
inadequately Represented in public service. To secure an improvement 
in the condition of the Latin Catholics, the member made the following 
suggestions :— 

Government should issue orders to the various heads of departments 
for preference being shown to applicants of the Latin Christian com¬ 
munity. 

The Headmasters of English and Vernacular schools and the 
Principals of Colleges should be asked to grant fee concessions to pupils 
and students who belonged to the Latin Christian community. 

In the selection of students for training in foreign countries., prefer¬ 
ence should be shown to qualified young men of the community. 

Special encouragement should be given, whenever possible, to 
members of the community already service. 

The Chief Engineer should brisked to arrange for the construction 
of roads and the sinking We* wherever members of the com¬ 
munity wanted them. 

The Land Revenue Commissioner and the Director of Industries 
should be asked to grant loans to applicants of the Latin Christian 
community, to enable them to start and carry on agricultural and 
industrial enterprises. 

Instructions should be issued for the registry, in the names of poor 
members of the community, of lands for building houses. 

The Latin Christian community was not in a position to obtain 
representation, by election, in representative institutions and local bodies. 
Government should nominate members of the community to those 
institutions and local bodies. In the interests of minority communities, 
Government had the power to make nominations. 

DEW AN’S REPLY : Mr. Davy, as regards your request for foe 
concession, I shall refer the matter to the Director of Fublic Instruction. 

As regards stipends to students going ta foreign countries for study, 
I outlined the policy of the Government in the matter in answer to a 
representation made by another member. 

You say that roads must be constructed and wells sunk wherever 
members of your community want them. It is not possible to make 
at one and the same time all the roads and ’ ells that the people might 
want. They are therefore being made according to the urgent needs 
of each locality. 
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You want agricultural loans. If members of your community 
apply for them, the applications will be dealt with by the Land Eevenue 
Department according to the rales; and, as in the case of other agri¬ 
culturists, such applications will be dealt with sympathetically by the 
Government. 

Then, as regards nominations, as you yourself have noticed, the 
power that is reserved with the Government for making nominations is 
being exercised in the interests of all communities which do not secure 
proper representation by election. Government also consider the 
claims of your community which, you say, cannot get proper re¬ 
presentation. 

143 Needs of the Visvakarma (Kammala) Community. 

Mr. JOTSIEBM. ARITMUKHAM ASARI (Nominated) thanked 
Government for having nominated him to represent the Visvakarma 
community in the Sri Mulam Popular Assembly. 

It was well-known that, as the Visvakarma community was 
mostly engaged in industrial pursuits, it was very backward in the 
matter of education. 

According to the last decennial census, the strength of the Visva¬ 
kanna community was 1,63,724 people. Most of them were uneduca¬ 
ted and poor. Government should do their best to bring about an 
improvement in the condition of those people. 

The 100 members of the Assembly represented 40 lakhs of people. 
As there were two lakhs of people in the Visvakarma community, it 
could very well claim to have two representatives in the Assembly. 
One member should also be nominated from the community to the 
Legislative Council. 

It was not possible for the community to get representation in ihe 
various Municipal Councils by election, A member should therefore 
be nominated to each of the important Municipal Councils. Qualified 
members should also be nominated to the Village Panchayat Courts, 
.Bench Magistrates’ Courts and the Economic Development Board. 

Only holders of Vernacular School Leaving Certificates were eligible 
for admission to the School of Arts, Trivandrum, and the Weaving 
Institute and the Carpentry School, Quilon. It affected the community 
prejudicially. Members of the community who had studied up to the 
4th class should be declared eligible for admission. Fifty per cent, of 
the seats in those institutions should be reserved for members of the 
professional classes like the Kammalas. 

A carpentry school should be opened at Nagercoil, as at 
Quilon. Scientific methods should be taught in those schools. 
Qualified and able members of the Visvakarma community 
should be sent to the Mysore Metal Factory and similar insti¬ 
tutions, for being trained in different kinds of industries. On their 
return, they should be appointed as Headmasters of industrial schools, 
A bell-metal institute was necessary at Nagercoil. 
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Pupils and students of the Visvakarraa community should given 
half-fee concessions. Scholarships should be given to qualified members 
of the community for enabling them to proceed to foreign countries 
for higher studies in civil and mechanical engineering, sculpture, paint* 
jng, statue-making, etc. 

Night schools should he opened in all important towns for the 
education of members of the professional classes. Sculpture should bo 
introduced as an optional subject in English and vernacular schools. 

Members of the Visvakarma community were known bv several 
names, such as a*ogjcA, fl»£jafc, ®§oai, and sfetoarsvtyaii. They 
should be classed under a single heading as Yisvakariuas ” and not as 
" Kammalas ” in the census report and other official documents. The 
subject was urged in previous sessions of the Assembly and in memorials 
submitted to Government. The leading members of the community 
had also sent a petition to the Government of India on the subject. 

In the previous sessions of the Assembly, Mr. Neelakantan Asari, 
Mr. Kochummini Asari and others had pointed out the necessity for in¬ 
troducing legislation for the regulation of marriages and partitions in 
the Visvakarma community. Such legislation was perhaps necessary 
for the Malayala Visvakarraas. But the Tamilian members of the com¬ 
munity were content to follow the Hindu law. Any new legislation 
should not therefore be held to apply in their case.

As for the change of the name of your coromumfcv from ’ ivammala” 
to “ Visvakarma ”, the name adopted here is that adorned m Bmidi 
India. If the same community is known bv different names m the two 
places, there will be difficulties in taking toe inl-India census. But if 
you move the authorities in British India to change tne name and the 
change is sanctioned there, the new name will Be adopted here also, 
You say that your men have already petitioned tne Bruasn jovernment. 
The orders on the petition may be awaited. 

Fee concessions can be granted only to poor students and not to 
all students. There are rich men in the community. 

In regard to the prayer for the opening of a carpentry school at 
Nagereoil, there is already one such school at Quilon and students are 
admitted and given stipends. Students from all parts of TraViinccre 
are studying in that school and the stipends that they get are sufficient 
to maintain themselves. Anyhow the prayer will be referred to the. 
Director of Industries, 

As for nomination of members of the community to the Legislative 
Council and the Sri Mulam. Popular Assembly, it is not possible to 
nominate members of all communities every year. What the Govern¬ 
ment now do is to nominate members of the unrepresented communities 
by a process ot rotation. 

In regard to the request for exemption from minimum qualification 
of students of the Kammala community seeking admission to the School 
of Arts, Trivandrum and the Carpentry School, Quilon, the Government 
do not propose to consider it. For every branch of study a certain 
amount of general equipment is necessary and without, that no student 
can successfully prosecute that branch of study.] 

144. Needs of the S alia Community. 

Mb. S. M. SUBJRAHMANYAM 'iXomimted) thanked Government, 
at the outset, for having nominated him to the Sri Mulam Popular 
Assembly to represent the Salia Community. 

The other communities in the State had made great strides in edu¬ 
cation in recent years. But the Salia community was not able to keep 
pace with them on account of their low economic condition. The Salias 
were mostly engaged in manual labour. The benign Government granted 
half-fee concessions to deserving pupils of the community- The^ con¬ 
cession, however, did not afford sufficient relief, as more than 9 o per 
cent, of the Salias were very poor. It should therefore be extended 
to all pupils and students of the community. 

39 
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Qualified numbers of the Salia community should be given scholar- 
ships 10 enable them to undergo courses in the Medical, Engineering and 
other colleges. Suitable appointments should also be given to qualified 
members of the community. 


Of the 12 members of the Village Panchayat court at Nagercoil, 5 
were Christians, 3 Vellalas, 1 Brahmin, 1 Salia, 1 Nair and' 1 Mahom- 
medan, Salias formed one-fourth of the total population of Nagercoil. 
Two more members should therefore be nominated from the community 
nest year. A Salia should also be nominated to the Panchayat Court 
at Neyyattinkara. 

A member should be nominated from the community to the Sri 
Mulam Popular Assembly and to the Legislative Council. The com¬ 
munity was not influential enough to obtain representation by election, 

.The weaving industry was not in a satisfactory condition in the 
State, as Government had been paying little attention to it. There 
were only two weaving institutes and they were not suificient for the 
development of the industry. Weaving should be introduced as a 
subject of study in the Primary Schools situated in the areas inhabited 
by the weaving classes. 

Though the S. M. R. V. Institute at Nagercoil was started 30 
years ago, the weaving industry had not been benefited as the looms 
used in the Institute were not of up-to-date pattern. New looms 
for the weaving of ornamental designs should be installed in the Institute. 
A. weaving institute, similar to that at Trivandrum, should be established 
at Nagercoil. 

There was a Vernacular Middle School at Vadasseri known as 
Krishnancoil Vernacular Middle School. There were 700 pupils on 
its rolls. As the school building was too small, a new Primary School 
should be opened at Krishnancoil. A Primary School for girls should 
also be opened there. 

An Anchal Office should be opened at Vadasseri, which was a com¬ 
mercial centre in South Travancore.

[In regard to the representation relating to fee concessions, a reply 
has already been given to Mr. Jotsier Armnukhara Asari. 

As for nominations to the Legislative Council and other public 
bodies, it is not possible to give representation every year to all minority 
communities. But, as far as possible, the Government, are nominating 
members of minority communities to such institutions. 

In regard to the development of the weaving industry, tnere is a 
Technical Institute at Nagercoil and a Central Technological Institute 
at Trivandrum. Considering the financial aspect, it is not possible to 
establish an Institute at Nagercoil similar to the one at Tnvandium. 
But students passing out of the Nagercoil Institute can continue their 
studies in the Central Technological Institute, Trivandrum. As for the 
installation of a loom at Nagercoil for weaving artistic designs, one such . 
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loom has been installed in the Central Technological Institute, Trivan¬ 
drum. New looms will be provided in other places after watching the 
result of the working of that installed at Trivandrum. 

The prayer for the opening of a primary school for girls will be 
referred to the Director of Public Instruction for report. 

The need for an Anchal Office at Vadasseri had been urged at 
previous sessions also. It was stated on behalf of Government that, if 
the people were prepared to guarantee sufficient work for the office, a 
new office would be opened. But there was no response from the 
people. If such guarantee is given, a new office will be opened there.] 
145. Needs of the Tandans. 

Me. KUNJAN VELTJMPAN {Nominated) spoke on the following 
needs of the Tandans :— 

The Tandans were a class of coolies. Nearly all of them lived on 
lands which belonged to members of the richer communities. Their 
applications for lands for constructing houses were mercilessly rejected by 
the officers of the Land Revenue Department. Government should 
issue orders for puduvcil lands being assigned to Tandans free of 
taravila. 

The number of educated Tandans was very small; yet most of them 
were unemployed. The only graduate of the community left for Ceylon 
a year ago in search of employment. That fact bore testimony to the 
indifference generally shown towards the community. Government 
should issue stringent instructions for preference being shown to 
Tandans in the matter of appointments. The Tandans who held acting 
appointments should be confirmed early. The member then presented 
a list of men qualified to hold Government appointments. 

Half-fee concessions should be granted to pupils and students of 
the Tandan community. The Muslim community enjoyed that con¬ 
cession, notwithstanding the fact that there were several rich men in 
that community. 

As Tandans were mostly engaged in the profession of plucking 
cocoanuts, they were hard hit by the cocoanut pest. For combating the 
pest, a few educated Tandans should be sent to foreign countries and 
trained in Entomology, at the expense of Government,

[The first grievance of the Taildan community is that members of 
that community do not get lands registered according to the rules for 
concessional registry of lands This point will be referred to the Land 
Revenue Commissioner for report. 

In regard to the entertainment in public service of qualified mem¬ 
bers of that community, it is for them to apply to the heads of depart¬ 
ments concerned. 
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As for fee concessions, they are not granted in Colleges and Verna¬ 
cular High Schools but only in English High Schools and Vernacular 
Middle Schools. • 

In regard to the prayer for deputing Tandan youths to foreign 
countries to study the causes and remedy for cocoanut palm diseases, it 
has to be stated that even expert entomologists have not yet been able 
to find out a remedy. Such being the case, no good will be derived by 
sending to foreign contries Tandans who are admittedly backward in 
general education. Without general education, it is not possible to 
specialise in entomology. 

In the matter of education, the Government will be as sympathetic 
towards the Tandan community as they are towards other communities,] 

146. Needs of the Kuravas. 

Mb. NARAYANAN RAMAN (Nominated) dealt with the follow¬ 
ing needs of the Kuravas :— 

P. C. Adichan, a pupil of Form IV in the Adur English High 
School, and Kunjupennu, a pupil of class VII in the Sankaramangalam 
Higher Grade Vernacular School, should be given scholarships, as they 
belonged to the Kurava caste and were poor. 

Kurava youths who passed the School Leaving examination should 
be entertained in the Education, Registration and other departments. 
C. K. Chethan, who passed the School Leaving examination in 1929, 
should be given a permanent post in the Education Department. 

Kurava youths who knew how to read and write Malayalam should 
entertained as peons in the Excise, Forest, Police, Registration and 
other departments. 

The night school opened at Anayadi in the Kunnathur taluk should 
be given grant-in-aid. 

The Member, in conclusion, thanked Government for having nomi¬ 
nated him. a Kurava, as member of the Sri Mulam Popular Assembly.

147. Needs of the Muslim Community 

Mb. AYUB ADAM SAIT (T,- t ,d:n>j class, Quito*) said that at the 
previous session of the Assembly he had urged the need for opening a 
Muslim girls’ school either in the Andamukkom ward or in the Palli- 
thottam ward of the Quilon town. In a letter sent to rim member l>v 
Government it was mentioned that the Director of Public Instruction 
was of opinion that there was no real necessity for such a school at 
Quilon. Quilon was an important Muslim centre. As the community 
Was backward in the matter of female education, a school for the edu¬ 
cation of Muslim girls should be opened there. 

Friday should be declared as a Mohammedan holiday. When the 
need was urged at the 25 th session of the Assembly it was said that 
Muslims would be exempted, if possible, from attendance at courts until 
after their midday worship was over. If Government viewed with dis¬ 
favour the idea of granting a full holiday on Friday, they should at 
least acknowledge the necessity for granting three hours’ leave to 
Muslims on Fridays. 

At least six Muslim members should be nominated to the Sri Mulam 
Popular Assembly and two Muslim members to the Legislative Council, 

Muslims should be entertained in all departments, except the 
Devaswom Department, according to their qualifications.

[In regard to the request for a separate school for Muslim girls at 
Quilon, the Government do not propose to grant it, as there is already 
a Girls’ School at Quilon where Muslim, girls are also admitted. A 
private school, if started, will be encouraged under the Rules. 

The suggestion that Muslims should, be granted 3 hours’ leave 
instead of 2 hours’ leave on Fridays will be considered. 

As regards the nomination of Muslim members to the Legislative 
Council and to the Sri Mulam Popular Assembly, even now they are 
nominated to those institutions. Besides, they also secure seats by elec¬ 
tion. In the present Legislative . Council, there are two Muslim 
members, one elected and the other nominated. 

In regard to the entertainment, of Muslims in, all departments, 
except the Devaswom Department, there is no rule or practice against 
their entertainment, in those departments and Muslims are being ap¬ 
pointed in all departments,]] 
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148. Needs of the Muslims 

Mr. KUrTI AS AN KUNJTT SOOPI (M,m «>,>/./ ,7, Q„U, t ,) 

said that, the need for establishing a school for Muslim girls at Quilon 
was often brought to the notice of Government. The Muslim League 
had passed a resolution on the subject and forwarded it to Government. 
Government then replied that the resolution would be forwarded to 
the Director of Public Instruction and that the necessary steps would he 
taken on receipt of his report. It was regrettable that the Director of 
Public Instruction expressed the opinion that there was do need for- 
opening such an institution. Government should recognise the 
necessity for establishing a school at Quilon for educating Muslim girls. 

At least two Muslims should be nominated to the Legislative 
Council. 

As the Muhommedan community was under-represented in public 
service, Muslims should be more liberally entertained in all departments. 
When a deputation of Muslims visited the Dowan some time lack to 
urge the claims of the community, they were told that a Mnhainmedan 
clerk of the Hu 7 .n 1 - Office would soon be appointed as Magistrate. 
That pledge still remained unredeemed.

[All the points in the representation have already been replied to, 
As for a separate school for Muslim girls, it is not clear what objection 
there is in teaching Muslim girls along with the girls of other commu¬ 
nities in Girls’ Schools, especially when Muslim girls are studying in 
Girls’ Schools. The Government do not propose to open a school 
for the use of members of a particular community. But if a private 
school is opened, the Government will render it the necessary help], 

149. Needs ofthe Muslim Community. 

Mb. M. MAHOMED HANEEF (i\'o:ninated) said that, though 
he deplored the scramble for offices, he could not help pointing out the 
claims of his community for being accorded a more equitable treatment 
in the matter of appointments. Government admitted the need for 
applying the principle of communal representation in public service ; 
but they signally failed to give practical eflect to the principle. There, 
was not even a single departmental head who belonged to the Muslim 
community. If Government wore of oouumi that there were no 
Muhommedans in Travancore competent to hold high office, Muslims 
from outside the State should be invited to accept such offices. 

In the early sessions of the Sri Mulaiii Popular Assembly, the re¬ 
presentatives of the Muslim community pressed the need for enter¬ 
taining Muslims in all departments., Government, in turn, referred to 
the lack of education and literacy among the Muslims. In a decade or 
two, the community made great progress in education; hut they suffered 
grievous disappointment on account of the failure of the authorities to 
provide the educated men with suitable posts. The failure of Govern¬ 
ment to face the problem boldly was a matter of deepest concern to the 
community. 

Primary education among the Muslims had received insufficient 
attention. The old-time apathy of Mahommedans towards education 
still persisted to some extent. There- was no craving for education 
on their part and many parents were not prepared to make 
sacrifices in order that their children might enjoy the benefits of educa¬ 
tion. Even as regards primary education, there was an instinctive aversion 
on the part of some parents, despite the facilities provided by the Govern¬ 
ment. The leaders of the community feltThot the goal of universal primary 
.education, which it was the great aim of Government to realise, could 
not be attained without adoptingthe principle of compulsion in the 
case of Muslims. Accordingly, primary education should be made 
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compulsory in the Muslim community, If the measure would entail 
additional expenditure to Government, an Education cess mmht be levied 
on the persons benefited by it. c 

The pay of the Arabic jfunshk-a should be raised to the level of 
the pay of Tamil and Malayalam Xd muEE . The pav of the Koran 
teachers in Vernacular Schools should also be similarly enhanced. 
Koran should be taught during school hours, namely,’between 10 a. m 
and 1 P. li. Arabic ’ilunsMa and Koran teachers should be appointed 
in schools in which there were Mohammedan pupils. 

There was not even a single Mohammedan in the country, who 
was educated abroad. Muslim youths snuuld be deputed to foreign 
countries for higher education, at the cost of Government. 

The creation of separate electorates for Muslims war suggested in 
previous sessions of the Assembly. But Government discarded the 
suggestion on the ground that the principle of communal electorates 
was inherently unsound. The numerical strength of the. community 
warranted the nomination of more than two members to the Legis¬ 
lative Council. The community, however, should have at least two 
members in the Council, of whom one should be from North .Travan- 
core and the other from South Travancore. If two members could not 
be nominated every time, a member should be nominated alternately 
from the north and from the south. As the nominated Muslim mem¬ 
ber in the existing Council belonged to North Travancore, a South 
Travancore Mohammedan should be nominated to the next Council. 

A Mohammedan Judge should be appointed in the High Court. 
If a duly qualified man could not be found in Travancore, some one 
might be got down from outside. As the scheme formulated by the 
High Court for the recruitment of Mttnsiffe did not meet the wishes of 
the Muslim community, it should be vetoed by Government

[In regard to the. need lor making primary education compulsory 
among Muslims, the majority of the people'are now in favour of promoting 
education although conditions might have been different some time ago. 
Such being the case, it is hardly necessary to make primary education 
compulsory in Travancore which stands in the forefront in the matter of 
education. Further, compulsory education wiil be necessary only when 
the majority of members of any community are in favour of promoting 
education while others are not. So far as the Mahommedan community 
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is concerned, yen say the majority are n<ii in fiivourof ..ua-adim* education. 
It will therefore create unrest and dil'tV-i-erccs in the eomiunujtif com¬ 
pulsory education is introduced. .But when the majoruvof the mi-rubers 
of the community are inclined to promote c.fueaii«n among them, 
education will spread in that community also as in other com¬ 
munities. For these reasons, there is no need for making primary 
education compulsory among the Muslims. 

In regard to the enhancement of the pay of Koran teachers, if they 
are duly qualified for teaching other subjects, as other general teachers 
they are ashed to teach those subjects also. Then they will get the same 
pay as the other teachers. It is not nossible to give that nav to' teachers 
who are qualified to teach Koran only. 

As regards the prayer for sending Muslim suuk.-ut- to foreign 
countries for higher education, a reply has already been given to another 
member who spoke on the same subject. 

Replies have also been given in regard to the nomination of 
Muslim members to the Legislative Council and the entertainment of 
Muslims in public service.] 

150. Needs oi the Muslims 

Me. P. J. BAVA i No nin-tUd) said that the Muslims had played 
a not unimportant part in the history of the country. A noticeable 
feature of the community was the deplorable condition oi education and 
illiteracy of its members. It was incumbent upon (jovernment to 
assist the community towards the realisation of a higher level of 
thought, of comfort and of health which education brought in its train. 
The member suggested that the following measures should be adopted 
to that end;— 

Muslim youths, who were educated within the State, should be 
awarded scholarships and sent to foreign countries for higher education 
and for being trained in particular departments of knowledge. 

Primary education was compulsory in some of the provinces of British 
India. It should be made compulsory in Travancove also among Muslims, 
whether or not the other communities stood in need of such a change. 
The Muslim population was in the, main destitute of the knowledge even 
of reading and writing. 

The monthly allowance of Rs. 10 granted to Koran teachers was 
inadequate. They should be given the pay of an ordinary teacher 
in the Vernacular schools, namely, Rs. 14 per mensem. No reasons 
could be found for the discrimination against the Koran teachers. 

The Mammakattaya ,i system of inheritance followed by a section 
of the Muslim population should be substituted by the Muhommedan 
law of inheritance as it was opposed to the teachings of the Koran. 

The maladministration of 1 Vui- f properties gave rise to quarrels 
and dissensions in the community ; and, for the proper adminsfcration of 
such properties, a law should be passed.

[The last two requests related to the promulgation of legislation on 
certain matters relating to your community, There are now 
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two Muslim members in the Legislative Council. Ti they mvirnr* draft 
bills on tlie subjects and apply for pernik&ion to introduce them in the 
Council, the permission will be grained. But- it "is nc-cessarV'f-r the 
grant of such permission that the majority of the people to bo .sheeted 
by the proposed legislation assent to it. It is not desirable to impose 
any compulsory legislation on the section of the Muslim community 
who are to be affected by it. 

The. Koran teachers are paid less than the ordinary teachers 
because they are not full-time teachers. It is not therefore justifiable 
tor them to claim the same pay as other teachers. But if they 'are onaii- 
fied to teach other subjects as "well, they are given that nay.

151. The present needs ot the Muslims. 

Me. A B. MAIDEEN PILLAI (No,■!„ Ued) said that as the 
Muslim community lagged behind other communities in the matter of 
education it was somewhat, difficult to bring its needs to the notice of 
Government. Consequently, Government sometimes overlooked the 
existence of so important a community. 

The Wakf properties' were endowments made to mosques bv 
generous Muslims, on tile understanding tnat the proceeds thereof 
would be applied for, and only for. religions and charitable purposes. But 
in contravention of the. intention of the donors, the profits aris¬ 
ing from, and in some cases even tire corpus ot. the endowments were 
being unlawfully appropriated by the persons wno Happened to exercise, 
control over them. They even dared to alienate the properties. It was 
becoming nearly impossible to deprive them of their control over the 
endowments. Bor want of proper attention, some properties were, either 
wholly or in part, destroyed. Ihev led to serious dissensions m tho 
community. Properly administered, the ]fv/,v funds and properties 
could be utilised for the educational advancement, of the community. 
The need for passing a law lor regulating the administration ot 
the abovesaid properties was urged m successive sessions of the 
Assembly, but to no purpose. A regulation on the lines of the Waif 
Act of British India, should be promulgated m Travancore m order to 
save the community from a serious calamity. 

A section of the Muslim population followed the <dnrumaikatha,yam 
system of inheritance. The practice was opposed to the tenets of the 
Islamic religion. When the attention of Government was drawn to the 
anomaly, they replied that they would allow the necessary legislation to 
he introduced for its removal, provided the Muslim representative in 
the Legislative Council took the initiative in the matter. The Muslim 
member accordingly proposed to introduce a Bill. The Bill should be 
speedily passed into law. 

Under the Muhommedau law, a married woman could be divorced 
when it suited her husband's fancy or his whims. But. the law did 
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not permit the husband being' divorced, at the option of the wife, even 
though the Islamic religion acknowledged that women had the same 
rights as men in regard to divorce. As the husband enjoyed the further 
liberty to take more than one wife, the lot. of Muslim women was very 
miserable. Government should introduce the necessary legislation for 
enabling" women to exercise the same rights as men in regard to 

Muslim members represented in previous sessions of the Assembly 
that the practice of swearing by the Koran in law courts should be 
abolished. Thereupon, Government caused instructions to be issued 
that Muslim witnesses should not bo forced to swear by the sacred book. 
The testimony of persons who objected, on religious grounds, to swear 
with the Koran in hand was sometimes deemed to be unreliable. For 
that reason and also for the reason that it was not compulsory to 
swear by the scriptures, the Koran should be removed from all law 
courts.

[The first two points of the representation have be<-n replied to in 
connection with the representation made by the previous speaker. 

In regard to the need for a law of divorce, il there is ri al need for 
such legislation, the Muslim members of the Legislative Comvi! should 
be moved to introduce a bill for the purpose in the council. 

In regard to the removal of trie Koran from law court*, the 
High Court have ordered that copies 01 the book should be kept in 
boxes under lock and key. They are intended for use war n any Maho- 
medan wants to swear by the Koran before giving his statement. But 
he is allowed to touch the book only after washing his hands and feet. 
It is the intention to order its absolute removal if for a period of three 
years it is not made use of. The period of three years has not yet 
elapsed. Necessary action‘will be taken in consultation with the High 
Court after watching the result during this period.] 


152. Certain disabilities of Muslims. 

Mb. A. B. :MAIDEEN PILLA1 (Komi.taica) said that Friday 
being a special day of prayer, should be recognised as a holiday for 
Mussalmans. Should it be difficult to accept the suggestion, they ought 
to be given leave of absence up to '2 p. m. on Fridays. 

The practice by which Muslims were exempted from attendance in 
public institutions for two hours on Fridays was somew hat inconvenient. 
For instance, the Muslim members of the Legislative Council were 
unable to take part in the debates in the Council for two hours, and to 
ask supplementary questions, on Fridavs. Muslim pupils and students 
missed their lessons for two hours every week. The Mnhommedan 
employees in Government institutions also feei the inconvenience, Some 
remedy should be found for obivating these evils. 

No other community in the State suffered so grievously as the 
Muslim community in the matter of appointments. In most depart¬ 
ments, there was not even a single Mohammedan officer. The commu¬ 
nity was very loyal and its contribution to the revenue of the State was 
not inconsiderable. Of the 1,500 appointments carrying a pay of Rs. 50 
and above, only 14 went to the share of the Mussalmans who numbered 
three lakhs- The above figures served to reveal the wrong done 
to the community. In the Revenue Department, there was not 
even a single Tahsildar from that carmunity, even though there 
were several Muslims competent enough to ho'd such appointments, 




The few Mussalmans who were in service were totally uncared 
for. Persons who were below them in the order of seniority were some¬ 
times promoted in supersession of their claims. The instances of 
Mr. Mohamad Baker, Canal Office]-, Mr. Sulaiman Sahib, Inspector of 
Schools, Mr. Nuhnkhan, Inspector of Police, Mr. Zianuddin, Clerk, 
Huziu- Office, and Mr. Mahomed Sahib, Clerk, Account Office, were in 
point. In such circumstances, the demand made by the Muslim 
members of the Sri M'ulam Popular Assembly in regard to the en¬ 
tertainment of Mussalmans in -public service should be met generously 
and early. 

In former years there was a tank at Ghangauachen-y intended, for 
the use of Muslim women. Bor want of proper attention on the part 
of the P. W. D officers, the tank was filled with mud and sand. It 
should be deepened and rendered fit for use again. 

For ensuring proper representation of the Muslim community in the 
Legislative Council, separate electorates should be created. Till the\ 
creation of such electorates, two Muslim members should be nominated 
every time. 

There should always be two Muslim Judges in the Village Pancha-. 
vat Court at Changanacherry.

[The first point of the representation relates to the attendance of 
Mahomedans in law courts <>u Fridays. At present they are allowed to 
attend courts at 2 p. m. on those days. The previous speaker urged the 
desirability of raising the 2 hours’ leave, now allowed to 3 hours’ leave. 
This will be referred to the High Court. It was alleged that Muslim 
members have no opportunity of asking supplementary questions when 
their questions are included in the agenda for Fridays. As a matter 
of fact, questions by Muslim members are not included in the lists of 
questions for Fridays. The allegation is not therefore true. Your 
statement that Mahomedans in other offices feel inconvenience in 
attending office on Fridays is noted. 

In regard to the restoration of the tank at Ohanganacherry, a report 
will be called for from the President of the local Municipal Council. 

As regards nomination of Muslim members to the Legislative 
Council, a reply has already been given to other members who spoke on 
the subject,. 

In regard to the request for the appointment of two Muslims as 
Judges of the Village Panohayat Court, Ohanganacherry, it should be 
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noted that such appointments are not made*solely on the basis of com¬ 
munal representation. Only qualified men should be appointed. It 
does not therefore mean that there are no qualified men in the Muslim 
community. But when qualified men are selected, due attention is also 
paid id communal representation. 

As regards entertainment of Muslims in public service, a reply has 
already been given to the previous member who spoke on the subject.] 

After replying the Member’s representation, the Dewan said:

THE TENTH DAY. 

Friday, the Hlh March 1830. 

The Assembly met again as U->>0 a. j». on Friday the 14th 
March 1930, tae Dewan presiding. 

153. Grievances of the backward and depressed communities. 

Mk, M. S. ANIEUDHAN Uhmici'Hd Council, said that 

the depressed classes did not possess full civic freedom," even though 
they played a very significant part in the agricultural and industrial 
development of the country. Some public roads and schools were not 
open to members of those communities. It was, indeed, noteworthy 
that one of those schools was situated at the Capital. It might be said 
of Government that they stood in the way of reform, notwithstanding 
the existence of a large volume of public opinion in favour of it. The 
attitude of Government in relation to such matters was very clearly 
demonstrated during the discussion in the Legislative Council un 
Mr. Damodaran Asan’s resolution about the need for throwing open 
every public road and satram to all communities. Government opposed 
the resolution with all the force that they could muster. 

In such matters it was the duty of Government to lead public 
opinion. The Sards Act of British India would not have found a 
place in the Statute Book hut for the active co-operation of the Govern¬ 
ment of India. 

Though all the departments, excepting, of course, the Devaswom 
Department, were theoretically open to all classes and communities, 
they remained practically closed to members of the depressed classes. 
Of the 503 Gazetted appointments carrying a pay of Eg. 150 and above, 
170 went to Tamil Brahmins, 129 to Naim, 117 to Christians, 5 to 
Ezhavas and 4 to Mussalmans. The above, figures sufficiently vindicated 
the clamour made by the unrepresented communities for adequate re. 
presentation and preferential treatment. 

The Pulayas and Parayas stood in need of large concessions. 
Their children should be educated free and provided with food every 
noon at the expense of the State, 

Qualified members of the depressed classes should be more liberally 
entertained in the several departments, particularly in the Judicial, 
Eevenue, Police and Excise Departments. 

Ezhavas should be more freely entertained in the Education; 
Excise and Co-operative Departments. Among the graduate teachers 
of departmental schools, there was only one Ezhava. 

The distribution of appointments among the qualified members of 
the several communities was indeed a difficult problem, A definite 




policy should be laid down once for all, for the guidance of Government 
and the heads of departments. Government would do well to adopt 
the communal formula enunciated by the High Court for the recruit¬ 
ment of Munsiffs. 

The member, in conclusion, said that the depressed classes enter¬ 
tained high hopes ofjthe Dewan and trusted that, before the Assembly met 
again, most of their grievances would have been redressed. The de¬ 
pressed classes would always co-operate heartily with Government in 
order to make the administration successful. 

DEWAN’S HEPLY : Mr. Anirudhan, I should thank you, on 
behalf of the Government, for the assurance contained in the last sen. 
tence of your representation, that the communities, which are classed 
as depressed or backward in Travancore, would heartily co-operate with 
the Government to make the administration successful. 

As regards your last point, that is, the enunciation of a definite 
policy as regards communal representation, as I said yesterday, I shall 
hear all the suggestions that the various members who, propose to 
speak on that subject, have to make, before I give my answer. 

With regard to some of your definite suggestions, rig., that schools, 
roads and satrams should be thrown open to all classes of people, I may 
tell you that you have misread the attitude of the Government in the 
matter. You seem to have misunderstood the trend of the discussion 
at the last session of the Legislative Council when you say that the 
Government opposed the request with all the power at their command. 
As a matter of fact, if you had followed the proceedings'closely, you 
would have found that the Government were in absolute sympathy 
with that request of the backward classes and tried to make the House 
understand that, as a matter of fact, the inequalities had been remov¬ 
ed to a very great extent, and that, even in the few cases where any 
prohibition was still retained, the Government were trying to find means 
to remove such prohibition or rather the causes that were at the root of 
such prohibition. ' - 

As regards the schools, there is practically no restriction against 
the admission of pupils from all classes of people, to our schools and 
colleges. As I said in reply to a representation yesterday, there arc 
only 12 schools in which students from the depressed classes are not ad- . 
mitted and there am special reasons as regards each one of them. 
Government are trying to reduce the number of such schools gradually, 
and hope, before long, to have no schools to which admission will be 
denied. 

In the same Way, in regard to-roads and satrams also, Government 
expect gradually to remove the prohibition still further. 

Then, you wanted qualified members of the depressed classes to be 
given appointments in the various departments of the State. As a 
-jnatter of fact, you- know that it is the policy of the Government to, 
give equality of opportunities to all communities and that even now. 
^here is no prohibition against the entertainment of members of any of 



Vou taen mentioned the question of suppkmo nnr,n.firv tond tree 
to the pupils of the depressed classes. Th-n has been the subject of 
representation here on previous occasions abo ■ ami v.-. u will find from 
my predecessor's reply that the financial asoeet of that <iu*nuin ba« to 
lie considered. You know that non-official i*enUemeu Have made cha¬ 
ritable endowments and, as an instance, I may mention t.. vnu the name 
of Jtao Sahib T. Padmanabha Kao who has made a hp 6 i-al emlowmniit 
for the supply ol midday mea's to poor students. I hone that philan¬ 
thropic, public-spirited and rich, citizens of Travaneore would come 
forward with more endowments and thus make it ease for the Govern¬ 
ment to fill up the gaps that would still be left. 

iS4. Some Suggestions for the elevation ot the Oeuressed Classes. 

Ms. AIYAPPAN MADHAVAN (Umiiciyal Cuu.a-U, said 

that the elevation of the depressed classes was one of the serious tasks 
which confronted Government. Several things remained to be done 
lor the achrvement of the task. Since the time of Dewan Mr. (inter 
Sirl I J . Eaiagopalachari, nothing very much had been done tor the uplift, 
of the weaker communities, 

Members ox the depressed classes should be entertained us libc-raiiy 
as possible in the various departments, without much regard ti> 
educational requirements. The causes that operated against the 
.educational progress of those coiumanities were removed by Govern¬ 
ment only very recently. There were several appointments in the gift of 
Government and of the departmental heads which did not require 
any particular educational qualification or technical knowledge. Such 
appointments should invariably he offered to Puiayas and Pavayas 
who could read and write Malavalam. In particular, the lower ranks 
of the Excise and Police Departments should be filled by Those men. 
Other considerations should not be allowed to over-ride the claims of the 
depressed classes for minor a ppointments. 


Government followed a policy of drift and left everything to 
the heads of departments who rarely did well by those communities. 
Seven Pulava youths who pissed the Vernacular School- Leaving 
Examination some years ago were still unemployed. 

Schools, ■satrams and other public institutions should be thrown 
open to all classes of people, without exception. 

The children of Puiayas and Parayas should be given scholarships 
and fee concessions. They should also be fed once a day at the cost 
of Government. 

Primary education should be made compulsory among t-ho 
depressed classes, 
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Circumstances rendered it unlikely that the depressed classes 
would obtain adequate representation in the Sri Mulam Popular- 
Assembly and in the Legislative Council without adequate protection. 
Only by separate electorates could their interests be safeguarded. 
Nomination should be abandoned because nominated members could 
not always be expected to be bold in their advocacy of the claims of 
the people whom they were supposed to represent. Accordingly, 
separate electorates should be created for the representation of the 
depressed classes in the Sri Mulam Popular Assembly and in the: 
Legislative Council. 

DEW AN’S REPLY : Mr. ‘ Madhavan, most of the subjects 
dealt with by yon in your representation have already been urged 
by other members ; and I have replied to many of them. There are 
some suggestions that you have made with regard to the educational 
facilities for the pupils from the depressed classes. The Government 
will carefully consider those suggestions. 

15S, Some suggestions for the elevation and protection of the 
depressed classes. 

Mb. K. SANKABAN (Nominated) said that all non-caste Hindus 
who were not allowed to enter temples or who were converted to 
Christianity could be called members of the depressed classes. They 
were the victims of unmerited hardship and grave social wrong. They 
could be protected and elevated only by social legislation. 

Government should introduce the necessary legislation for— 

(i) encouraging intermarriages among the various sections of the 
depressed classes; 

(ii) securing uniformity in the devolution of properties 

(iii) restricting the hours of labour in factories, mills, etc. ; 

(iv) admitting the tenants’ claim for the value of improvements 
on th e jennies’ and /rffl«o??z-holders’ properties: 

(v) making it obligatory to nominate at least two hudiyan re¬ 
presentatives in the Legislative Council, to represent the cause of the 
cultivators; and 

(vi) for restricting the powers of the Legislative Council in 
matters concerning the material advancement of the depressed classes, 
«. y., half-fee concessions, registry of lands and preference in public 
service. 

The'.Bules of the Road Board should be revised with a view to se¬ 
curing adequate representation of the. depressed classes on that body. 
It would avoid the difficulties that might possibly arise in throwing open 
to all communities the roads maintained out of public funds. 

Government should adopt a more sympathetic attitude towards the 
depressed classes, who were mostly engaged in industries such as coir¬ 
making, mat-making and weaving.' Those industries should be amply 
protected by tariffs. An economic survey should be conducted in the 
State. 
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The date stamps on Anekal covers and Ancha-1 seals should be m 
the vernacular - Malayalam or Tamil—in order to enable members of 
the depressed classes to read the date of despatch, etc,, of communica¬ 
tions.. 

A .depressed Masses committee should be appointed to suggest 
measures to be adopted by Government for the elevation and protection 
of those communities. 

The depressed classes should be given additional educational faci¬ 
lities. They should be granted full fee concession and exempted from 
'• examination fees. Qualified members should be promptly entertained 
in service. 

The depressed classes should be given better representation in 
representative institutions and local bodies. 

The backward communities had no common place of worship. 
The members of those communities who were converted to Christianity 
had churches which were erected by missionary bodies. The members 
who were Hindus should be given free sites and building grants for 
erecting temples, The Dovaswom Commissioner should be em¬ 
powered to supervise the management of the temples of the depressed 
classes. 

DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr. Sankaran, your first point was that 
there should be legislation regarding succession, marriages and other-'" 
matters in regard to the communities forming the depressed clashes. 
That is a matter which is already under the consideration of Govern¬ 
ment. 

Your suggestion in regard to legislation, in other directions—you 
wanted, legislation recognising intermarriages, labour problems and 
■■ -tenants’''improvements—will be-considered by Government. 

You then said that in committees and other bodies the depressed 
classes Must be represented. As a matter of fact, to committees on 
which such representation is necessary or helpful they are appointed. 

Your suggestion as to the constitution of the Road Boards will be 
taken into consideration when the Road Board Rules are revised. 

Another suggestion of yours was that the date stamps used by the 
Anchal Department must be in Vernacular-- Malayalam or Tamil. 
That will be taken note of by Government. 

Then you referred to the question of granting exemptions from the 
payment of examination fees, which exemption is now confined to 
the first two years in any one class. I aru doubtful if the extension 
'< of that concession to a long period would be an unmixed blessing; 
becahse, if there is one evil that we are suffering from more than any 
other, it is-the persistence-with which people try to pass examinations, 

. even though these examinations lead to nothing. If it is found that a 
student is not able to pass an examination even after two years of 
■study instead of one, it is doubtful whether keeping him in' the same 
class again and encouraging him to go on wasting his time in that class 
4.3 
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would be of benefit to anybody. However, that suggestion of yours 
will also be noted. 


Then, you made some suggestions as to the help that Government 
might render to these depressed communities in their endeavours to¬ 
wards their religious advancement. That is a weighty suggestion and 
will also be considered. 

156. Some suggestions relating to the grant of further concessions to 
Cheramars in view to their uplift. 

Mu. PARAD1 ABRAHAM ISAAC ( Nominated) thanked Govern¬ 
ment for having granted fee concessions to Cheramar pupils in the 
English and vernacular schools. But such concessions were not grant¬ 
ed to the Cheramar students in colleges. Scholarships should be insti¬ 
tuted for their benefit in the colleges. 

A certain number of scholarships should be instituted in .every 
taluk for Cheramar pupils. 

Some' young men of the Cheramar caste, who had passed the Verna’-* 
cular School Leaving Examination, were unemployed. They should be 
appointed in some department or other. 

The age-limit for entertainment in public service should be raised 
from 25 to 30 in the case of Cheramars. Cheramars who had no ex¬ 
amination qualification should be appointed as peons in the Huzur 
Office and in the various departments. 

The number of the co-operative societies started by Cheramars 
numbered 120. Men of the Cheramar caste should be appointed as 
Inspectors and Supervisors. 


Cheramar women should be appointed as nurses in hospitals for 
attending on patients who belonged to the depressed classes. 

, c. If of the benefit of the labouring classes, the Gheramarliangham 
had opened night schools in some villages. Those institutions were con¬ 
ducted without grant-in-aid from Government. Duly qualified 
teachers should be appointed in those schools. The cost of the staff 
and the lighting charges should be met by Government. 

Cheramars should be given due representation in the Sri Mu law 
Popular .Assembly and in the Legislative Council.

[In regard to scholarships for depressed class students attending 
colleges, there are even now a few scholarships available/for them. 
The question of increasing their number is under consideration. 

As for the raising of the age limit from 25 to 30 for entertainment 
in public'service, it may be. noted that no member of the/depressed 
classes has yet been denied an appointment on the ground that he has 
exceeded the age limit. In the case of over-aged applicants, what the 
heads of departments do is to appoint them and recommend their 
exemption from the rule regarding age-lirflit and such exemptions are 
sanctioned. 

The prayer for the appointment of depressed class members in 
hospitals will be considered. 

In regard to the absence of proper encouragement for the night 
schools established for the benefit of the depressed classes, the matter 
will be referred to the Director of Public Instruction. 

The prayer for the nomination of depressed class members to the 
Legislative Council'and the Sri Mulam Popular Assembly is noted.] 

157. Certain grievances of the depressed classes. 

Mb. V. JOHN (Nominated) first spoke about the defects in the 
working of the Sainbavar Elevation Committees. The official members 
of the committees were not regularly attending the committee meetings 
anii very often the meetings could not be held due to th.eir absence. 




Consequently many Sambavar petitioners who had came to represent 
their grievances to the committees had to return home disappointed. 
That state of affairs could be removed if rules were passed regulating the 
duties of the committees and directing them to submit annual reports. 

Many Sambavar pupils were benefited by the fee concessions 
granted by the Government in English schools. But they could not 
pursue higher studies in colleges due to the lack of such concessions 
in those institutions. A few scholarships should therefore be insti¬ 
tuted in colleges, for Sambavar students. 

In the matter of appointments in the public service, the chances of 
the depressed classes were few and far between. Consequently, many 
of them were unemployed. The. Protector of the Depressed Classes 
was not taking active steps to see that the applicants for appointments 
in the several departments were provided with suitable posts; If a full- 
time Protector could be appointed, the grievances in that respect might 
by removed to a certain extent. 

Much hardship was being experienced by the depressed classes of 
South Travancore owing to the want of proper roads in their villages. 
Their representations for the opening of new roads had been a cry in 
the wilderness. They were also put to much difficulty owing to the 
want of a sufficient number of wells for the supply of good drinking 
water. They had to depend upon tanks and rivers. The danger arising 
from using unwholesome water, especially in times of epidemics, could 
easily he imagined. Apart from that, those sources of water dried up 
during the summer season. It was therefore highly necessary to sink a 
sufficient number of wells at Government cost, instead of on the con¬ 
tribution system. It was deplorable that, while, in other parts, roads 
and wells were made entirely at Government cost, the depressed classes 
alone were asked to contribute towards such works in their villages,. 

The rules regarding the assignment of lands on concessional 
. terms to the depressed classes were not being worked properly. Only 
a small portion of the areas ear-marked for registry to depressed 
classes had.been assigned to them.. Early steps should be taken to re¬ 
move their grievances. 

The sanitation of the depressed class villages was far from satis¬ 
factory. The Public Health Department was not extending its activi¬ 
ties to all the villages of depressed classes. Most of them were not 
inspected by the authorities concerned. In times of epidemics, preven- 
tive measures were not adopted in time. Consequently, the percentage 
of mortality in those villages was very high. 

t Lastly, there were no .facilities in South Travancore.for the study 
of agriculture, The Sambavars were essentially an agricultural coru- 
■ uaunity and it was therefore necessary to train their youths in improved 
methods of agriculture. To. that end, an agricultural school should 
- -be opened in South Travancore or, as an alternative, a.few Sambavar 
Students should be,trained in the Agricultural School, North Travancore.

[About the working of the Sambavar Elevation Committee, reports 
will be called for from the .Dewan Peishkar as to the number of 
meetings held by the Committee. 

In regard to the need for more scholarships for depressed class 
students, the matter will be considered. 

As regards entertainment in public service, even now depressed 
class members are.. being ' given appointments in the several depart¬ 
ments. y 

In reard to the construction of roads and wells without ’recovering 
any contribution from the people, the matter is under conMe;ration. 
It may also be stated that 5 or 6 wells have also been sunk in the coast 
villages without recovering any contribution. 
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About the registry of pvrtmial lands, certain lands have been 
earmarked for registry in the names of depressed classes and the 
Land Revenue Department is paying special attention to this matter. 

In regard to the training of students of depressed classes in the 
agricultural schools, even now there is no obstacle in the way of their 
joining those schools. Anyhow the question will be referred to the 
Director of Agriculture and fisheries.] 

158. Needs of the Parayas. 

Mb. KANDAN KTJMARAN (Nominated) said that the Parayas 
had no lands of their own for habitation. Every Parava family should 
be given three acres of waste land in accordance with the G. 0. issued 
in the past. Parayas applied for lands in every taluk. Those lands 
should not be assigned to members of the richer communities, but 
they should be registered in the names of the respective Paraya ap¬ 
plicants. 

476 acres of land out of Survey Nos. 1/13, 1/14, 19/1, 20/1, 28/1, 
35/1 and 731/1 in the pakuthiet of Thakazhi andPurakkad in theAmbala- 
puzha taluk should be assigned to Parayas. The Kari lands of the 
taluk should be divided into small blocks and given to them. 

Applications were submitted by Parayas for certain areas of land 
comprised in Survey Nos. 528/2 A and B and 452/12 B of the Earaviperur 
pakulhi and Survey Nos 415/3 and 415/4 of the Tiruvalla pakuthi of the 
Tiruvalla taluk, and for 32 acres and 3 oents of land out of Survey Nos. 
627/1 and 680/2 in the Kunnathur pakuthi of the Kunnathur taluk. 
Those lands-should be registered in the names of the Paraya applicants 

The wet lands included in the reserve forests of the Todupuzha 
Moovattupuzha, Peermade, Devicolam, Changanacherry, Pattanam- 
titta, Kunnathur, Paltanapuram and Kottarakara taluks should be 
assigned to Paraya applicants. 

Pour-fifths of the area disafforested from the reserves had been set 
apart for registry in the names of members of other communities. That 
was indeed too much. The share of the depressed classes should be 
enhanced, 

The grazing blocks of the Kunnathur pakulhi 0 f the Kunnathur 
taluk were not used as pasture lands. Certain Parayas had made 
bona fide improvements on them. The lands should be made available 
for registry in their names. 

The Parayas carried on'in their huts the manufacture of baskets, 
mats, winnowing-fans and rattan-chairs. The forests supplied the 
necessary raw materials in reeds and canes. The Parayas were being 
deprived of the raw materials, so indispensable to their industry, by 
members of the more privileged classes. Passes for the removal of 
reeds and canes should not be issued to other than Paraya applicants. 

A Paraya should be nominated to the Legislative Council with 
a view to introducing a Bill regulating succession and inheritance among 
the Parayas and other social legislation.

[That part of the representation relating to the registry of particular 
survey numbers wiil be referred to the Land Revenue Commissioner. 

In regard to the complaint that one-fifth of the area disafforested 
from the reserves set apart for registry in the names of depressed classes 
is inadequate, it should be noted that disafforested lands are not intend¬ 
ed for depressed classes alone. But the very fact that a large portion 
of that area is set apart for concessional registry in favour of depressed 



classes shows the sympathetic attitude of the Government towards their. 
Of the 600 and odd acres of disafforested tends in the Pattanapuram 
taluk, an extent of 100 and odd acres would, it seems, be available -for 
the depressed classes. The remaining points of the representation are 
noted.] 

159. Other needs of the Parayas. 

Mb. KANDAN KUMARAN ( Nominated ) said that the Parayas 
had not sufficient means to educate their children. Preserving Paraya 
pupils should be-given scholarships and fee concessions. 

There-v,'as an orphanage opened by Parayas at Peruvincha Sivagiri 
in the Kunnattur taluk. That institution should be fostered by Gov¬ 
ernment by bestowing small benefactions on it from time to time. 

A building should he constructed, at a cost of Rs. BOO, for open-, 
ing a school in the neighbourhood of the orphanage. 

The orphanage should be awarded grant-in-aid. 

Officers of the Education Department should visit the orphanage 
and the school periodically. 

Paraya youths, who had passed the Vernacular School Leaving Ex¬ 
amination, should be entertained in the Education Department. 

The Government order that, in making appointments, persons .who 
had acted on previous occasions should be given preference over new 
applicants should be waived when there were Paraya applicants. 

Parayas should be appointed, as far as possible, in all depart* 
meats. 

A Protector of Depressed Classes should be appointed at an early 
date. The need for creating such an appointment had been urged also 
at previous sessions of the Assembly. The officer should not be saddled 
with any other work.

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[The main theme of the representation was the need for Gov¬ 
ernment help in respect of an orphanage. If the managers of the in¬ 
stitution apply to the Government, the application will be considered 
and whatever help can be given will be given. 

In regard to the representation relating to fee concessions and 
scholarships, the reply given to the Cheramar member applies to this 
also. 

The question of appointing a full-time protector of the depressed 
classes is under the consideration of the Government. 

160. Needs ol the Nadars. 

Mb, A. GURUNATHAMARTANDA NADAR (Xoninateil) said 
that the Hindu Nadar community was not represented in the Legis¬ 
lative Council, although it was the chief among the minority communi¬ 
ties. In population it was the third largest community in the State. 
While other communities such as the Catholics, Mahomedans, and 
Ezhavas were duly represented in the Council, it was deplorable that 
the Hindu Nadar community alone lacked representation. The defect 
should be remedied soon. In the Sri Mulam Popular Assembly also, 
the community was not adequately represented. On the basis of 
numerical strength, the Nadars were entitled to two seats. 

In the public service, the Hindu Nadars were most inadequately' 
represented, In the Excise Department, there were only 3 members 
of that community and they too were only in the subord inate ranks.' 
The few men entertained in the Land Revenue, Police and Registration 
Departments were not given due promotions. Orders should be issued 
to the heads of the above departments to entertain Nadar applicants, 
even though they might be over 25 years’of age. 

The Hindu Nadars were very backward in English education and 
the Government were not giving adequate encouragement to Nadar 
pupils by way of fee concessions. Only poor pupils were eligible for 
half-fee concessions. But it was very difficult in each case to prove the 
poverty before the scholarship committee. It would improve matters if, 
instead of the elected member of the Sri Mulam Popular Assembly, 
the local nominated member be appointed on the Committee. But what 
the community really wanted was that the concession should be granted 
to all Nadar pupils irrespective of their economic condition. A closed 
scholarship for that community should also be instituted in each class 
as in the case of the Mahomedan, Pulaya and other communities. 

In the year 1922, the Director of Public Instruction had grafted 
permission to open a grant-in-aid English Middle School at Agastis- 
varam and the board of management accordingly made arrangements for 
the construction of a building for the school- The Land Revenue • 
Department also agreed to assign a piece of land for the school. But, 
subsequently, the above permission was cancelled on the ground that 
there was no need for such a school in that place, while as a matter of 
fact the need was becoming greater year by year owing to the increase 
in the number of. pupils. The permission originally granted should 
therefore be revived.

Much hardship was being experienced by the Nadars, Pulayas, 
Sanibavars and other depressed classes of South Travancore due to 
want of roads in their villages. Greater attention should therefore be 
paid to the matter of opening new roads in those localities. In the new 
Boad Boards, there was no representation of depressed classes. Two 
members from those communities should therefore be nominated, to the 
District and Central Boards. The following public works were 
absolutely necessary and should be carried out without delay:— 

(1) Construction of a road from the 1st mile of the Maharaja- 
puram road to Azhakappapuram via Pottakulam ; and 

(2) widening and deepening the tank comprised in Survey

The Anchugrimam Kinakappapuram road should also be taken 
over for departmental maintenance at an early date. 

Lastly, the Mailadi street, which had been closed to the depressed 
classes by the decision of the High Court, should be declared a King’s 
highway.

[The prayer for nomination of more members of the Nadar com¬ 
munity to the Sri Mulam Popular Assembly will be considered at the 
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time of the nest nomination. In regard to the nomination to the Legis¬ 
lative Council, the'matter will be considered when the Legislative Council 
Buies are amended. 

As regards grant of half-fee concessions to Nadar pupils, there may 
be some difficulty in getting certificates of actual income of each family. 
The matter will be looked into. 

In regard to the need for an English Middle School at Agastis- 
varam, the Director of Public Instruction has already recommended the 
opening of a school there. The present representation will also be 
referred to him for report. 

In regard to the opening of a road to Azhakappapnram and 
the improvement of Kanakappapuram road, estimates are under 
preparation. 

The request for deepening the tank in the Vadivisvarain pakiithi 
will be referred to the'Chief Engineer. 

The last point about the Mailadi street will be referred to the Law 
Officer.] 

161. Desirability of making the self governing institutions of the 
State more useful and efficient. 

Mb. KANAKKU TAMPI CiEEMPAKABAMAN KESAVAN 
(Kalkulam taluk, Group I) said that it was high time to overhaul the 
structure of the local self-governing institutions of the State. 

Bor the Legislative Council,, women had the franchise and the right 
to stand for elections. The sex disqualification did not exist in the 
sphere of public .service also. Section 11 (c) of the Municipal Regulation 
should be amended with a view to enabling women to become members 
of Municipal Councils. 

It was very necessary to widen the franchise of the Municipalities! 
as only a very small percentage of the municipal population was entitled 
to vote. Every inhabitant of the Municipality who paid house-tax should 
be enfranchised. 

Government nominated members to the Municipal Councils from 
communities which were not able to obtain representation by election: 
That method of special representation should be abolished. The un¬ 
represented communities and sections should be enabled to elect their 
own representatives. 

The members of the Municipal Council elected the President. 
The system gave rise to jobbery and corruption. The President should 
be elected by the voters of the Municipality. 

Another unwholesome feature of the Municipal Councils was the 
existence of what was called the Bevising Authority. That, body, which 
consisted of the President and two other members of the Municipal 
Council, had enormous powers in regard to the preparation of voters’ 
lists. The powers were invariably misused by the members of the 
Revising Authority in order to secure their re-election to the Municipal 
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Council. The Revising Authority should consist of the President of 
the Council, an officer of the Judicial Department living within the 
municipal limits and a leading' citizen of the place, not being a member 
of the Municipal Council. 

The audit reports of the Municipal Council should be published for 
the information of the inhabitants of the municipality. The Municipal 
Councils were intended to train citizens in the task of self-government. 
The defects and shortcomings noticed in the working of the Councils 
therefore deserved to be brought to the knowledge of rate payers. A 
common agency for co-ordinating and directing the work of the several 
. municipalities was very essential. A Municipal Commissioner should 
be appointed for those purposes. 

The working of the Village'Panehayat Courts caused disappointment 
to the people, due to want of care on the part of Government in making 
nominations. Some time ago, a few vacancies arose in the Village Pan- 
chayat Court at Padmanabhapuram. Government rejected the candidates 
recommended by the Tahsildar and the Dewan Peishkar and nominated 
other gentlemen in the vacancies. People were at a loss to know why 
Government did so. The fitness or otherwise of particular individuals 
to hold such honorary offices could be determined only by the local 
officers. The above-said nominations naturally caused misunderstand¬ 
ings against Government. It was very necessary for the prestige and 
usefulness of Village Panchayat Courts that nominations should be 
made in a constitutional manner. 

Government nominated the President of the Municipal Council of 
Padmanabhapuram as the President of the local Village Panchayat 
Court. Four other members of the Municipal Council were also Judges 
of the Panchayat Court. Thus, the decision of the cases charged by the 
Municipal Council practically rested with the members of that body. 
Section 11 (g) of the Municipal Regulation precluded, for good reasons, 
the nomination of Judges as Municipal Councillors. How that statutory 
provision was violated should be promptly enquired into. 

The Judges of Village Panchayat Courts should be elected by the 
people living within the jurisdiction of the respective courts, in order to 
make those institutions more useful and efficient. 

DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr. Kesavan Tampi, as I said with re¬ 
ference to your previous representation, I am glad'to say with reference 
to this representation also that it shows very earnest thought bestowed 
on.some of the important problems confronting the State. I have said 
in reply to other representations that the amendment of the Municipal 
Regulation is under contemplation and that the draft amendment bill to 
modify the Municipal Regulation is under consideration. When that 
draft bill is put into shape, the suggestions that you have made will be 
considered. 

As regards the Panchayat Courts, you said that the rules for the 
constitution of the Panchayat Courts, must be modified. When the 
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rules are taken up for modification, your suggestions with regard to that 
matter will be considered. 

You have made reference to certain apparent irregularities in the 
nomination of Panchayat Court Judges. I shall make anenquiry. 

162. The Malayalam Language and Government Publications. 

Mb. PARAMESWARARTJ NARAYANAEU BHATTATIRI 
( Jmmies , Q id Ion Division) said that Regulations, Notifications, Circulars 
Law Reports and Proceedings of the Legislative Council and of the Sri 
Mulam Popular Assembly should be published in Malayalam. The 
majority of the people of the State did not know English, 

A circular should be issued for judgments being written in Malaya¬ 
lam by the officers of the Judicial Department. 

There was some delay in the publication of Malayalam translations 
of Government proceedings. It should be avoided. 

The method of publication of ancient manuscripts stood in need 
of revision. Old Sanskrit manuscripts should also be translated and 
published. 

The number of works published should be increased. Only a few 
copies of the books published by the Curator were printed. A much 
larger number of copies should be arranged to be printed. 

Government should arouse popular interest in the work of collecting 
ancient manuscripts and works. 

The office of the Curator should be located in a more decent 
building.

It has been stated that only a small number of copies of the books 
published by the Curator are printed. But it is understood from that 
officer that, of the books published, there is demand for some copies 
of books from outside the State and that in Travancore there is not even 
that. But as it is stated that there will be large demand for certain 
books now under compilation, the Curator will be asked to arrange for 
the printing of additional copies thereof. 

The representation relating to the transfer of the Curator’s office 
from its present habitation will be considered.] 

163- The institutions attached to the Sivagiri Mutt at Warkala 
and measures to be adopted for their proper management. 

Mb. A. K. GOVINDA DAS ( Nominated ) dwelt at length on the 
great? qualities of head and heart which characterised the late Sri 
Narayana Guru. The vast community, of which the late Guru was the 
High Priest, was in the throes of an intarnicine strife. The -Govern- 
merit and the people of the country were in duty bound to help in the 
task of healing the differences which threatened to break the commu¬ 
nity into pieces/ Those differences culminated in a civil suit, in which 
some respectable persons were cited as witnesses. It would be in keep¬ 
ing with the-prestige of the community to have a special Judge appoint¬ 
ed for ttia-alsposal of the suit. 

T&e late Guru opened several institutions at Sivagiri for the spiri- 
tuaTand moral uplift of the Ezhavas and for promoting their material 
welfare. Government should encourage those institutions aild be pre¬ 
pared to make some sacrifices on their behalf. 

AnewDevaswom Department should be created and maintained by 
Government for ministering to the spiritual needs of the Ezhavas and 
the depressed classes. 

As a memorial to the late G,Uru, an institution should be establish¬ 
ed by Government at Sivagiri. 
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For the realisation of the above-said objects, the co-operation of 
the brotherhood of self-denying saints instituted by the late Guru should 
be enlisted. 

The roads and bridges at Sivagiri and the surrounding places should 
be repaired and improved. 

Lands should be assigned, free of cost, for the use of the institu¬ 
tions. at Sivagiri. 

The temples, schools and industrial institutes attached to the 
Sivagiri Mutt should be given financial aid. Government had contri¬ 
buted nothing for the opening or maintenance of those institutions.

[It will be admitted by all—not only the people of Travancore but 
also those in the whole of India—that the late Sri Narayana Gum is 
entitled to the encomiums now given expression- to.

It was stated that the Government had not rendered any help in 
respect of the Sivagiri Mutt and the institutions attached thereto. If 
the managers or trustees apply for any help at the hands of the 
Government, the matter will be considered.] 

164. Needs of the Public. 

Mr. ABDUB EAHIMAN MAHOMED KUNJU (Kanmagapalli 
taluk, Group II) spoke on the following needs of the public:— 

An administrative committee should be appointed in every taluk 
for the purpose inter alia of checking the vagaries of local officers and 
for bringing to the notice of Government unforeseen occurrences like 
epidemics, failure of crops, etc. The committee should have large 
powers and should consist of the representative of the taluk in the 
Legislative Council, the Tahsildar and two leading men from every 
pakuthi. The names of the persons serving on the committee should 
be published in the Gazette. The representative of the taluk in the 
Legislative Council should place the decisions of the committee before 
the Council in the form of resolutions. Government should take the 
initiative in the matter. . 

The representation of Muslims in the public service was anything 
but satisfactory. Muhammadan clerks in the Secretariat should be 
appointed as Magistrates. 

Muhammadans should be appointed more freely in the Bevenue, 
Education, Excise and Registration Departments. 

A Muhammadan should be appointed as Puisne Judge in the 
High Court. 

The work of the Inspector of Muhammadan schools should be 
lightened by giving him an assistant. 

The age-limit for entertainment in public service should be raised 
to 30 in the case of Muhammadans. 

The pay of the Arabic Mtensities in schools should he raised from 
Rs. 10 to Rs. 16 per mensem. 

Friday should be declared as a public holiday for Mussalmans. 

The civil jurisdiction over the pakuthies of Vallikunnam ana 
Bharanikavu should be transferred from the Mavelikara Munsiffs 
court to the Munsiffs’ courts at Karunagapalli and Krishnapuram 
respectively, for the convenience of the inhabitants of those pakuthies. 

A Vishavaidyasala should be opened at Karunagapally, which was 
a snake-infested area.

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Points 2 and 3 of the representation have already been replied to 
in connection with the representations made by other members on the 
subject- 

in regard to the first point, a resolution should be moved in the 
Legislative Council in consultation with the members thereof. The 
request that the Government should take the initiative in the matter 
will he considered. 

The prayer relating to the revision of the civil jurisdiction over 
certain pakuthien will be referred to the Law’s Delays Officer. 

The Koran teachers have not got full-time work and therefore 
their pay is less than that of other teachers. But as it is stated that 
some of them have full-time work, the Director of Public Instruction 
will be asked to report why, in the circumstances, there is inequality 
of pay in respect of Koran and other teachers.] 

165. Some remedies for unemployment. 

Mi;. CHINGAN NABAYANATVU BHATTATIBI (TimvaUu 
taluk, Group I) said that, though the recommendations made by the 
Unemployment Committee for solving the problem of unemployment 
were not entirely free from defects, Government should have adopted 
some of the recommendations long ago. The member then expressed 
his views on some of the proposals of the Committee. 

The proposal that puduvall'&nds should be assigned to the educated 
unemployed for the purpose of cultivation -■ as not a sound one, as the 
education imparted to the young men . of the day made them fit only 
for Government appointments. 

Another recommendation of the Committee was that educated 
men alone should be appointed as peons, moohees, etc. That was a 
preposterous suggestion, as young men who were educated in colleges 
would never condescend to accept such appointments. 

The proposal that the admission of students in colleges should be. 
restricted was, however, a sound one. It would be better still if the 
colleges could be closed for a number of years. 

The Committee recommended the abolition of the Pleadership 
Class. They should have gone further and recommended the closing 
of the Law College for some years; 

The institution of competitive examinations for recruitment to 
public service would only reduce the number of applicants for appoint-; 
rnents; but it would not help to diminish the ranks of the unemployed. 

The proposal to enhance the number of technical and industrial 
schools was a most useful one. There was only one commercial school 
in the State, namely, at Alleppey. Similar schools should be opened in 
other towns also- 

Industrial education should be imparted in the Vernacular and 
English schools of the State.

165. Measures for the prevention of floods. 

Mb. VABKEY CHANDA PILLAI (Ambalapmha taiuJc, Group I) 
said that, though the extensive region of Kuttanad was the scene of 
frequent floods, Government did not consider the desirability of pro¬ 
viding remedial measures. The flood of 1104 which lasted for about 
30 hours swept away cottages and cattle belonging to the poor. The 
people of the flood-affected areas were naturally glad that the Dewan 
' visited their locality—though the visit took place only a day after the 
flood had subsided. They expected that, as a result of the Dewan’s 
visit, they would get substantial relief' from Government. But Govern¬ 
ment failed to do anything for relieving the population in distress. 

A permanent board, consisting of officials and non-officials, should 
he constituted, for granting timely relief to people rendered homeless by 
floods. The board should be financed by Government. 

It was high time for Government to devise a scheme for averting 
flood damages. It was said that for avoiding Joss in human lives Gov¬ 
ernment were considering the proposal to have a raised ground, four 
acres in extent, in each paliuiki of Kuttanad, where people could take 
shelter during floods. That proposal head certain defects. It would be 
impossible to reach the raised grounds without boats. If the people 
could obtain boats, they could go to the extensive hills to the east and 
west. Further, the congestion of men and cattle in an area of lour acres 
of land would give rise to epidemics. 

. The waterways in and around Kuttanad were too inadequate to 
drain flood water. Innumerable gutters or drains of a width of 25 feet 
should be constructed for draining flood water to the sea. The drains 
should be so constructed as to prevent the flow of sea-water through 
them into the land. 

PEWAN’S BEPLY: Mr. Chanda Pillai, the subject you have 
taken up is one that requires deep consideration; and the suggestions that 
you have made will be carefully considered by Government. Your 
remarks as to what happened at the last flood do not appear to me to be 
quite correct. Perhaps, KteraUy, in a -narrow sense, they-may’'be cor- 
reet. I came there just two days after the floods and the floods had by 
that time subsided. As you may remember, the last floods w r ere at 
heir height only for about 24 or 30 hours. Anyhow, I am not going 
osay anything more about that. Your suggestions will all be consi¬ 
dered- 




167. Certain General needs of Travancore. 

Me. P. M. RAMAN PJLLAI {Municipal Council, Kuzhithura) 
said that the need for reforming the Sri Mulam Popular Assembly was 
urged in a memorial submitted by the members of the 25th session of 
the Assembly. It was derogatory to the dignity of the Assembly that 
its members should stand, aa mere petitioners before the Pewan. The 
Assembly should be invested with executive responsibility. 

The strength of the electorate for the Assembly, based on a high 
property qualification, was not adequate. Only those who paid an an¬ 
nual tax of Rs. 50 were entitled to vote. Owing to the low economic 
condition of the people arid the individual partition of properties ainon" 
the Nairs, Ezhavas and Vellalas, as a result of new laws, the voting 
ratio was extremely small in proportion to the population. The elect¬ 
orate should be enlarged by lowering the franchise. 

A Mutual Benefit Fund or Provident Fund should be organised 
for the teachers of Vernacular Schools. Those teachers retired on a 
pension of Bs. 7 per mensem. As the purchasing value of money had 
fallen, the poor teachers had a hard lot to bear. The lot of the teachers 
in grant-in-aid schools was even worse. Government would not be 
obliged to spend money for the Mutual Benefit Scheme ; a sympathetic 
supervision would alone he necessary. Over ten thousand families 
would be benefited by the scheme. There was a similar arrangement in 
the Excise Department. 

There was great need for recruiting teachers into the departmental 
•schools from private schools. The Managers of private schools paid 
only poor salaries to teachers, though their qualifications were the same 
as those of the teachers in the employ of Government. Some of the 
efficient Headmasters of departmental schools were recruited from 
private schools. 

Government should adopt a more sympathetic attitude towards the 
Rockefeller scheme inaugurated by Dr. Jacocks. The scheme should 
be brought into force in every part of the country. 

The Public Works Department should be bifurcated into (i) Public 
Works Department (proper) and (ii) the Irrigation Department. The 
newly formed Irrigation department should be placed under the control 
Of a separate officer—preferably an Indian. The officers, in charge of 
irrigation works did not utilise the entire amounts provided in the 
budgets. The works thus dragged on from year to year. 

Toll-gates should be abolished. The drivers of bullock-carts were 
often annoyed and harassed by toll-gate contractors. 

The Village Panchayat Regulation should be speedily brought into 
force. 

An agricultural school and an experimental farm should be opened 
in south Travancore—preferably at Vilavankode. 

South Travancoreans were not adequately represented in public 
service. Some South Travancorean officers were not given their due 



promotions, e. g. Dr. Baman Tampi and Mr. B. Krishna Pillai. Dr. 
Bussell Solomon was a distinguished South Travaneorean, who was un¬ 
employed. ■ hie should he provided with a suitable appointment. 

An opportunity should be given to the members of the Assembly 
for discussing with the heads of departments the subjects represented in 
the Assembly and final orders should be passed by Government only 
after the discussion. 

DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr. Baman Pillai, according to the 
printed list of the subjects of your representation, your first point is that 
there should be a separate officer in charge of the irrigation branch of 
the Public Works Department. That is one of the matters which has 
been referred to the Irrigation Committee ; and upon the Committee’s 
report, that will be considered. 

As regards the second point, «••>., the opening of an agricultural 
school and experimental farm in South Travancore, that will be 
considered. 

Your third point is Dr. Jacocks’ scheme. Your representation 
discloses a somewhat serious misconception, and that is, that the 
Government have no sympathy with the object with which the Bocke- 
feller Foundation have sent one of their representatives here. 

MEMBER: I did not say that the Government had no sympathy- 
My point is that they have not got sufficient sympathy. 

DEWAN; You say that what you meant was that Government 
have not got sufficient sympathy with the object of the Foundation. I 
may tell you that the object of the Foundation being the advancement 
of the health of the people of Travancore, it is certainly more dear to the 
Travancore Government than even to the Bockefeller Foundation. But 
what is done when the scheme is placed before Government is to examine 
it, to consider how far it would suit the conditions in Travancore and 
how far it could be utilised, having regard to the finances of the State. 
Subject to these conditions, Government will always'be prepared to do 
whatever they can for the advancement of the health of the people which 
is very dear to Travancore, its people as well as its Government. 

As regards the introduction of a Mutual Benefit Fund for teachers, 
the matter is under the consideration of the Director of Public Instruc¬ 
tion , and Government will take .it up and pass orders on it when it 
comes np before them. 

Your fifth point is the recruitment of teachers to departmental 
schools from private schools. As a matter of fact—I believe in reply 
to some other representation it has been stated—even now teachers are 
being recruited to departmental schools from private schools, and there 
is almost a definite policy that a certain percentage of rectuitment of 
teachers should be from private schools. 

Your next point is the abolition of toll-gates. That is a vexed 
question which, as I said, is engaging the attention of Government. 
Your suggestion that at least bullock-carts may be exempted from the 
payment of tolls will be considered. 
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As to the -working of the Village Panchayat Regulation, I have 
already said that Government have under consideration the draft rules 
under that Regulation. 

Your ninth subject is one that has frightened me a bit. Even as it 
is, in the matter of appointments to Government sendee, we have con¬ 
flicting claims of different communities. I never thought that the 
different parts of Travancore would also come forward as conflicting 
claimants in the matter of appointments to Government service. It 
never struck me that South Travancore would complain of North 
Travancore having had preferential treatment at the. hands of Govern¬ 
ment in the matter of appointments. 

MEMBER : We have no communal differences in South Travan- 

DEWAN ■ That is why I said that you are bringing in a new 
ground of conflict in the matter. We had till now only communal 
differences. Now you bring local or provincial differences also. I may 
assure you that tire Government have absolutely no intention of bringing 
in that apple of discord also into the administration. 

Your other point is about the reform of the Sri Mulam Popular 
Assembly. There are other members also speaking about that; and I 
shall give you a reply tomorrow after hearing them as well. 

Your last point is that some opportunity might be given to the 
members of this Assembly to discuss subjects with the Heads of Depart¬ 
ments before those subjects are disposed of by Government. The one 
wrong assumption in that request is that in the replies given to the 
members at the meetings of this Assembly it is the notes obtained from 
the Heads of the Departments that decide the points. What the Heads of 
Departments—as I explained on a previous day—are asked to do is to give 
all the facts in relation to the subjects and their full history. Decisions 
are arrived at by Government and not dictated or advised by the Heads 
of Departments. I shall consider the feasibility of your suggestion that, 
in cases of doubt, opportunities might be given to you of meeting the 
Heads of Departments and discussing with them. 

168. Ezhavas and Public Service. 

Me. K. SAN'KARAN (Nominaleel) said that, special concessions 
were shown to the Ezhava community in the nomination of members 
to the Legislative Council and the Sri Mulam Popular Assembly. Similar- 
concessions should be shown in the matter of representation in public 
service. Schools remained closed to Ezhavas until a few years ago. 
When they were thrown open, fees were raised enormously. In conse¬ 
quence, the members of poor communities, like the Ezhavas, had to 
make great sacrifices to educate their children. 

Government would do well to follow the British Indian practice in 
regard to the representation of the various communities in public, ser- 
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In the Ezhava community, there were 100 graduates in arts and 
science, 50 graduates in law and 3 graduates in medicine, who were un¬ 
employed. 

There was only one Ezhava officer in the Judicial Department. 
The community should be represented in the High Court and in the 
Law’s Delays Committee. 

Ezhavas should be appointed more freely in the Excise, Police, 
Registration, Revenue, Anchal and Education Departments. There 
was not even a single Ezhava in the higher ranks of those depart¬ 
ments. 

DEWAN’S REPLY. Mr. Sankaran, ooIssbOo euo«wro)l|aa. moo 
coraflte>6><ai_iodl a>Qjasracri>a cootuoaomfl ojgio(sajonj1cascmtciio6fta 0 .

169. Representation of Makkathayi Tamil Ezhavas in public 
service. 

Mb. R. RAMASWAMI (Nominated) spoke about the need for 
adequate representation of makkattayi Tamil Ezhavas in the public 
service. He said that his community was very backward in education 
and that there were only two graduates in it. But it was deplor¬ 
able that one of them, a graduate in law with 14 years of service, was 
still a clerk in the Secretariat, while the other was only holding an 
acting appointment in the subordinate ranks of the Excise Department. 
As the community was very backward in education, the qualified mem¬ 
bers should be adequately encouraged in the public service and those 
who did not possess examination qualifications should be entertained in 
the lower ranks of the Land Revenue, Excise, Judicial, Police, Co-opera¬ 
tive, Anchal and other departments. 

With a view to the advancement of education among the Tamil 
Ezhavas, pupils of that community should be given half-fee concessions 
in schools. 

Lastly, a seat should be reserved in the Sri Mulam Popular Assem¬ 
bly for Tamil Ezhavas. 

. DEWAN’S REPLY’ : Mr. Ramaswami, I have given replies to 
several representations similar to yours that the minority communities 
cannot expect to have their representatives nominated every year, be¬ 
cause there are several such communities. But, I do not think you 
can call yourself a minor community unless you divide the Ezhava 
community into Tamil and Malayali Ezhavas. That does not appear 
to be a division that is recognised; but, if you want to make that divi¬ 
sion, you can call yourself a minor community. 

In regard to recruitment to public service, I have already said 
that there is nothing against the members of any community being en¬ 
tertained in public service, with the exception, perhaps, of one or two 
departments. As you yourself say, there are only two graduates in your 
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community , and they must consider themselves lucky in having got 
into public service, both of them, while the complaint of the members 
of other communities is that they have a large number of graduates 
walking about without employment, I may assure you that your com¬ 
munity, along with other communities—backward communities-— will 
have the special sympathy and consideration of Government. 

170. Removal of inequalities in public service so far as Catholic 
Christians are concerned. 

Mr. ULAHANNAN ULAHANNAN (Minachil taluk, Group 1) said 
that Catholic Christians contributed largely to the material prosperity 
of the country. Due to their commercial and industrial activities, the 
country gained an unmeasured accession of strength and splendour. 
There were innumerable educational institutions which were established 
and maintained by the community. But in the distribution of appoint¬ 
ments, its claims were generally overlooked. The predominance of 
other communities in public service must be shared at least equally 
with the Catholic Christians. ' 

The Revenue Department was thrown open to all communities 
some years ago, but the Catholic community was not benefited by 
the change. - ;Catholics should be appointed as Proverthicars, Tahsildars 
and Division Assistants without further delay. 

The representation ;of Catholics in the Judicial, Police, Excise, 
Education and Public Works Departments and in the Huzur Office was 
not much better. Stringent circular orders should be issued to the 
heads of departments for Catholics being liberally ; entertained in ser¬ 
in conclusion, the member said that the,Catholic Christians claim¬ 
ed only parity with other communities in the matter of appointments.

[The policy of the Government in regard to the entertainment of 
persons in public service has already been explained. In accordance 
with fhat policy, circulars have been issued to heads of departments to 
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consider the claims of all communities in making appointments. But 
as you allege that the circulars are not being carried into effect, the 
matter will be noted for consideration and enquiry.] 

171. Entertainment of Catholic Christians of South Travancore in 
public service. 

Mb. F. DAVY ( Nominated) said that the Latin Christians could 
not stand comparison with the other communities in the matter of edu¬ 
cation and material well-being. Some educated men of the com¬ 
munity went to foreign countries, e. g., Burma and Ceylon, for employ¬ 
ment, as they could not obtain appointments in the State. 

The Latin Christians formed one-twelfth of the total population 
and one-third of the aggregate Christian population, of the State. But 
their representation in public service was practically nil. It should be 
the policy of Government and the heads of departments to appoint a 
large number of qualified Latin Catholics in service, 

DEWAN’S BEPLY : Mr. Davy, I may tell you that the Latin 
Christians will have equal opportunities with every other community in 
the matter of entry into public service; and they will never have differ¬ 
ential treatment meted out to them. You may rest assured that equal 
opportunities will never be denied to the Latin Christians. 

172. Grant of preference to the members of the Visvakarma com¬ 
munity in the matter of recruitment to Government service and special 
concessions t° those already in service. 

Mr. JOSIEB M. ABUMUKHAM ASABI ( Nominated ) said that 
the Visvakarma community, to which he belonged, was very backward 
. in education and that therefore the Government should take steps to 
help its progress. Members of the community should also be adequately 
represented in public service. 

The member referred to the fact that they were qualified to check 
Tiruyabharanams in the Devaswom Department. Yet no member 
of that community had been appointed to do that work. Their claims 
to such posts should be considered early. 

The Superintendent of the School of Arts should also be selected 
from that community.. If fully qualified men were not available, 
members of that community should be selected to undergo training in 
similar institutions in Bombay, Calcutta and other places and, after 
■training, appointed in the School of Arts, Trivandrum. 

A separate officer should be appointed to control the checking and 
stamping of weights and measures in the State and the appointment 
should be set apart for members of the Visvakarma community. 

Members of the community should also be entertained as In¬ 
spectors in the Excise, Police, and Co-operative Departments and also as 
clerks in the office of the Begiatrar of Co-operative Societies. Appli¬ 
cations had been made in vain by members of the community to the 
heads of those departments. A circular should be issued to them to 
give preferential treatment to such applicants, 
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Lastly, the member said that the inhabitants of Nagerooil were put 
to much hardship on account of the scarcity of drinking water. The 
Municipal council had prepared and submitted to the Government. a 
water supply scheme but it had not the necessary funds to carry it out. 
But if the Anantanarkal be extended by a furlong from Chettiknlam, 
the Perumalkulam, the Oottankaraikulam and the Kanchankulam would 
have a perennial supply of water and thereby the people of Minakshi- 
puram, Mettuthervu and other places would be benefited. The cost of the 
work would not be large and therefore the Government should take it 
up at an early date.

[As in the case of other communities, qualified members of the 
Kammala community also will be entertained in public service, In re¬ 
gard to the grant of preference to members of that community for 
Certain appointments, if they are duly qualified, for those appointments 
they will be appointed. 

The request relating to the supply of water to Kammala quarters 
in Nagerooil will be referred to the Nagercoil Municipality.] 

173. Muslims and public service. 

Mb. P. J. BAVA (Nominated) said that, notwithstanding the 
ceaseless agitation kept 'up by the Muslim community for adequate 
representation in public service, only a Magistrate and a Munsiff were 
recruited from the community. All the other vacancies and the new 
appointments that were created in the various departments were given 
to members of the communities which were over-represented in Ser- 

There was not a single Muhommedan employee in the Revenue 
Department, excluding the clerks and peons in the offices of the con¬ 
trolling officers. None of the 400 Proverthicars were Muhomme- 
dans. 

The number of Muslim teachers in the Education Department was 
insignificant. It would take several years for the re-entertainment

and absorption of the men who had acted as teachers on previous oc¬ 
casions. In the meanwhile, Muhommedan applicants should be a enter¬ 
tained. 

A scrutiny of the (list of appointments made in the last two years 
would disclose the flagrant injustice done to the. community. A change 
of attitude would be very necessary on the part of the heads of depart¬ 
ments. 

The Muslim community was grieved to find that no regard was 
being paid to the claim of the Muhommedans already in the employ 
of Government. Recently, when a vacancy arose in the Public Works 
Department, the claims of the only Muhommedan in that Department 
were over-looked and a junior officer was placed over him. The 
claim of a Muhommedan clerk in the Secretariat were similarly over¬ 
looked by the appointment, as Magistrate, of another clerk in that 
office, who was far and away his junior . It would be possible to redress 
the clerk’s grievance by appointing him in any other department. 

DR WAN’S REPLY: Mr. Bava, sjoJoggoJornTI m)c8®0(i) mjd^raTlaj

THE ELEVENTH DAY. 

Saturday, the 15th March 1930. 


The Assembly met again at 11-15 a. m. on Saturday, the 15th 
March 1930, the Dewan presiding. 

DEWAN: In.reply to a representation, made the clay before yester¬ 
day, that the hist months in the Kottayam Division should be changed 
from Tularn and Vrischigom, I said that I would take the opinion of the 
other members of the Kottayam Division also and that, if they were 
generally in favour of a change, the Government would be prepared to 
consider that favourably. 

Last evening, at 5 o’clock, the members of the Kottayam Division 
met here and I find from the-views expressed by them that they are 
all in.favour of a change from Tulam and Vrischigom to Vrischigom 
and Dhanu. That will bring the hist months of the Kottayam Division 
into conformity with those in the Quilon Division, and I think the Gov¬ 
ernment will not have any objection to that. Definite orders will be 
passed later. 

174. Needs of the Padmanabhapuram Municipality. 

Me. MAHOMED HASSAN (Municipal Council, Vadoianabha- 
puram ) spoke on the following needs of the Padmanabhapruam Munici¬ 
pality ;— . 

The Municipal office buildings should be located on the site of the 
P. W, D. Telephone office. • The site should be handed over .to 
the Municipal Council expeditiously.. The loan applied for by the 
Council for the construction of buildings should be granted. 

Arrangements should be made Tor the steady supply of water in 
the town of Padmanabhapuram. The Pirappankod tank and the tank 
near the bus stand in the Thuckalai South Ward, the Tachakulam tank 
in Thuckalai North Ward and the Pattanikulam tank in the Port North 
Ward should be improved. A ha l should be opened from the Tiruvi- 
tankod channel at a point near Parakod to Valliyar, passing through the 
Thuckalai North and South Wards along the eastern side of theM.'S. 
road. The water course from Puttanar to the Port North Ward should 
be extended to the.-Port Southward., More wells should be sunk in 
the various parts of the town. Bathing ghats should he constructed on 
the sides of the bridge across the Valliyar on the Thuckalai—Shorlakod 
road. ' 

, Doors should be opened .in the Padmanabhapuram Port wall to 
facilitate free passage of pure air into the fort. 

The toddy and arrack shops situated within the municipal limits 
should be removed. 




The fishermen’s quarters should be shifted from within the muni¬ 
cipal limits. The fishermen should be given proper sites outside the 
town for constructing houses, fish-curing yards and stores. 

The municipal limits should be extended by including therein the 
villages of Keralapuram and Tiruvitankod. 

The jurisdiction of the Village Panchayat and Bench Magistrates’ 
Courts should be extended over the pafoithies of Tiruvitankod and 
Eraniel. 

The Padmanabhapuram Anchal office should be removed to Thu- 
ckalai and a Village Anchal office should be opened at Padmanabhapuram. 

A compound wall should be constructed for the Vernacular Primary 
School at Tkuckalai. 

A veterinary hospital should be opened at Thuckalai. 

The control and maintenance of the roads and satrams situated 
within municipal limits should be transferred to the Municipal Council. 

The land comprised in Survey No. 2870B of the Thuckalai pakuihi 
should he given to the Municipal Council for providing quarters for 
sweepers and scavengers. The land should not be registered directly in 
favour of the sweepers and scavengers. 

The Chuttikotta gate at Cherukada in the South Port wall should 
be widened. 

The Alodi wall adjoining the South Port wall should be removed 
so as to afford facilities for traffic in that part of the town where the 
road was narrow. 

DEWAN’S BEPLY: Mr. Hassan, as regards your first and 
second points, a site has now been selected for the location of the Tele- 
. phone office and as soon as the buildings there are completed, and the 
Telephone office is shifted, the site of the Telephone office will be 
handed over. And then the application of the Municipality for a loan 
will be considered. 

As regards your third point, about water supply, that is a matter 
which requires investigation ; your representation will be referred to 
the Chief Engineer for investigation and report. 

Your fourth point is one that has struck the Gfovemment also and 
arrangements will be made for making certain openings in the wall so 
as to ensure the free passage of air into the fort. 

As regards the removal of arrack aDd toddy shops, a similar repre¬ 
sentation was made by a previous member and I have replied to that, 

As regards the removal of fishermen’s quarters, it is for the Muni¬ 
cipality to take action. Either the Municipality might write to 
Government putting forward a scheme in which they require the help 
of Government or the fishermen -themselves might form a co-operative 
society and put in applications for loans. When the recommenda¬ 
tions of the Municipality or these applications are received by Govern¬ 
ment, the matter will be considered. 
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Your seventh point is about the extension of the municipal limits 
by the inclusion of Tiruvitankod. Prom enquiries made through their 
officers, Government are not satisfied about the desirability of includ¬ 
ing Tiruvitankod within the municipal limits. If the Municipality itself 
thinks that Tiruvitankod should be included, it may take the necessary 
action and represent the matter to Government. 

Your next point was about the extension of the jurisdiction of the 
Village Panchayat and Bench Magistrate’s Courts. That is a matter 
which will be considered by the Law’s Delays Office].'. 

As regards an Anchal Office at Thuckalai, the question of trans¬ 
ferring the Padmanabhapuram Anchal Office or opening a village office 
will be considered. 

Your tenth point was about the compound wall for the vernacular 
school. That is a matter in which Government agree with you and 
provision will be made for that work in the budget for 1106. 

The question of the veterinary hospital at Tuckalai will be con¬ 
sidered along with the general question of opening more veterinary 
hospitals and dispensaries. 

As regards the transfer of roads and satrams to the control of the 
Municipality, I have, in reply to a previous representation, said that, 
as a general rale, that view cannot now be accepted by Government. 
As regards the maintenance of roads within the municipal limits being 
handed over to Municipal Council, as I have already said, that is a 
matter which will be taken up by Government comprehensively in con¬ 
nection with all the Municipalities. 

Your suggestion that the registry should not be in favour of each 
sweeper but in favour of the Council, so that the Council might see that 
sweepers are provided with houses and house-sites, will be borne inmind. 

As regards your last two points, Government have not received any 
communication from the Municipal Council. If the Municipal Council 
moves in the matter, it will be considered. 

175. Rural reconstruction 

Mb, MAHAMED HASSAN (Municipal Council, Padmanabha- 
puram) said the rural reconstruction was a problem that confronted the 
people and the Government alike. Villages were being denuded of 
their population, while towns were becoming congested. Such a state 
of affairs should no longer be allowed to continue. The life of the 
village should be co-ordinated with that of the town, the village contribut¬ 
ing its mite for the prosperity of the town and vice versa. It was the 
paramount duty of Government, no less than of the people, to work for 
the resuscitation of the village life. 

It was gratifying to note that Government had already begun to 
realise the importance of rural reconstruction. The main purpose of 
the movement was the grant of relief to the much indebted agri¬ 
culturist. The country’s poverty was best reflected in the condition of 
the agriculturists, who formed the bulk of the population. The 



co-operative societies mostly did credit work. Even such credit societies 
were in, many cases only lending money to non-agriculturists. But 
the spirit of the movement would never be satisfied until the loans 
went to help the needy agriculturist in the purchase of his seeds, im¬ 
plements, manure, etc., and unless the recovery of his dues was made not 
by direct cash payment but by the marketing of his produce by co¬ 
operative aid rendered to him, so that his produce might get its full 
value and his loans might be realised out of such full value. To that 
end, propaganda and effort should be directed and that should be the 
highest function of the Co-operative Department. Agricultural societies 
should, therefore be formed and facilities for the agriculturist made avail¬ 
able on an elaborate scale. Agricultural demonstration societies might 
also be started with advantage. Co-operative distributive societies, and 
other societies to help the small industrialists and to enable them to 
find out improved methods of work, should be formed. The formation 
of'such societies by the Co-operative Department would help to improve 
the condition of the poor agriculturists to a large extent. 

The health of the villagers was far from satisfactory. The in¬ 
adequate sanitary arrangements and scarcity of good drinking water 
caused the outbreak of epidemics, especially in South Travancore. 
Proper arrangements to improve the sanitary condition of the villages 
should be immediately made. Every year cholera exacted its toll in 
human lives in hundreds from the taluks of South Travancore. It 
was only when epidemics broke out that the Sanitary Department did 

The periodical outbreak of epidemics began mostly in the coastal 
villages. It was those villages that were most neglected. The arrange¬ 
ments in the huts and hovels on the coast presented a horrible picture. 
Eor the welfare and safety of the people of the other parts of the 
country, Government would do well to help the inhabitants of the 
coastal regions in the matter of reconstruction of their villages on 
sanitary principles. More fish-curing yards and stores should be pro¬ 
vided for the use of the fisherfolk. Building societies should be formed 
on a co-operative basis and the people encouraged by Government. 
More public wells should be sunk in the villages to facilitate the supply 
of good drinking water. The newly-organised Public Health Depart¬ 
ment should immediately begin propaganda work in the villages. 

The Road Boards should pay due regard to the grievances of the 
villages in the matter of communications. 

Primary education should be made compulsory, at least in villages. 
Technical education should be imparted to the pupils m all classes. ■ 
DEWAN’S REPLYMr. Hassan, as you yourself said, Govern¬ 
ment fully appreciate the importance of rural reconstruction. 

Your suggestions for the improvement of life in rural areas will be 
carefully noted and such of them as require investigation will be re¬ 
ferred, to the various departments and offices to which they relate for 
examination and necessary action. 
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176. Some suggestions for rural reconstruction. 

Mb. KOSHY PALAKUNNATHU (Nominated) said that it should 
be the aim of statesmanship to bring about better conditions for the 
inhabitants of villages and for the boys and young men in schools and 
colleges who were waiting to take their part in life and to remove the 
evils of unemployment among the educated people, of homelessness 
among the depressed classes, of agricultural depression in the country 
side and the over-crowded poverty of the towns.. 

The prosperity of the country depended on the well-being of the 
villagers, who numbered more than 80 per cent, of the entire population. 
Due to the improvement of civic amenities, the villages were being 
gradually denuded of their population. That, tendency should be 
checked by rendering village life more endurable and pleasant. In 
the prevention and control of diseases in rural areas, something was 
being done, thanks to the generosity of the Rockefeller Foundation. 
But a good deal of work remained undone. Government should pay 
greater attention to the question of health in rural areas and bring 
skilled, assistance within the reach of every inhabitant of the villages. 
They should more liberally finance the scheme of public health for- 
mulated by Dr, Jaeocks. 

.The Road Board, -which was intended to benefit the inhabitants of 
villages, stood in need of reform in certain directions. The Village 
Panchayat. Regulation should be immediately brought into force. 
Separate budgets should be prepared for the work of ruralreconstruction. 

- The public did not co-operate with the Sanitary Department in-the 
work of improving and maintaining public health. Hygiene and -public, 
health questions should be taught in'schools. • The medical examination 
of schoolchildren should be insisted on. Though there was already an 
arrangement for the medical examination of pupils, the health, of the chil¬ 
dren in private schools was generally uncared for. It should be made 
a rule that every school and college should be visited from time to time 
by medical men to be specially appointed for the purpose. Due to the 
poverty of parents, a large number of school children starved during the 
middle of the day. Quite naturally, those children paid the cost in 
diminished health. Some arrangement should be made, tor the children 
being provided with mid-day meals. 

Specialisation in .medicine and surgery was so far advanced that no 
member of the medical profession in Europe could treat more than a 
limited number of diseases. Specialists should be appointed in the 
Trivandrum. General Hospital for the treatment of different kinds of 
ailments. . Specialists in venereal diseases, and in the diseases of 'the ear, 
throat and nose were absolutely necessary. . A dentist should also be 
appointed in the General Hospital. ’ 

The course of study in hygiene, consisting of the following books, 
prescpibe.d-by the Board, of Education in England should be adopted in 
the^chookyofi.the. State,:-v; 

(i) Regulations for the training of teachers—Hygiene syllabus* 
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(ii) Hygiene of the food and drink—a syllabus of lessons for use 
in schools and notes for the assistance of teachers. 

(iii) The teaching of infant care and management to school girls. 

(iv) Social hygiene. 

Mouth hygiene should be taught in all schools. 

Cramming was the essence of the existing educational system. The 
system failed to quicken the intelligence of pupils. The ‘Project Method’ 
of education, widely prevalent in the Punjab and in Upper India, should 
be adopted in the State. Children should be taught to observe and 
learn thing's for themselves. Teachers should watch them carefully 
in order to discover any special gifts they might have. When it was 
found what tastes and interests were most pronounced, the whole educa¬ 
tional lives of the children should be dedicated to the development of those 
particular powers. A closer co-ordination of general with vocational 
education, a rich variety of technical schools and the means of diverting 
boys a.t definite stages from thoughts of Government service into other 
equally honourable careers were extremely necessary. AH pnpils of a 
school in a particular locality should have some training in a vocation 
that would suit that locality. A committee should be formed to help in 
the task of developing a co-ordinated policy of education. 

Cheapness in the cost of transport accelerated trade and industry. 
The cost of transporting commodities from Alleppey to Mundakayam was 
rather high as the road connecting the two places was unnecessarily 
long. The existing Alleppey-Mundakayam road passed through Am- 
balapuzha, Haripad, Mavelikara and Kumili and was 90 miles long. 
The distance could be reduced to 55 miles by the opening of a more 
direct route through Ambalapuzha, Takazhi, Edatua, Tiruvalla, Kumba* 
nad, Banni, Manimala, Erumeli aud Perur todu. 

It was gratifying to note that the question of water communications 
was also included in the purview of the Eoad Boards. The Boards 
should take up the proposal to open the Kuttapmha todu and. the 
Poovattur todu in accordance with the suggestions of Mr. John Kuriyan. 
Those works would mitigate the evil of floods during the rainy season 
and make it possible for agriculturists to cultivate an extent of 2,800 
acres of wet lands. 

There were several/ryots’ roads in the Vennikulam P. W. D. Section 
of the Tiruvalla taluk, i. e. the M. A. road, Kumbanad-Banni road, 
Palakattil-Maramon-Arattupuzba road, Kuriannur-Maramon road and 
Edakad market road. In G. O. B. 0. C. No. 613/22/P. W., dated the 
21st January 1924, Government laid down certain conditions in regard 
to the upkeep of ryots' roads. The Dewan, however, mentioned in 
the Legislative Council and in the Assembly that the aforesaid ryots’ 
roads would be exempted from the operation of the G. 0. Accordingly, 
the roads should be taken over for departmental maintenance. Better 
attention should be paid to the ryots’ roads which were taken over 
before the above G. 0. was issued, The limits of such roads should-he 
speedily demarcated. 



The scope and work of the department of Co-operative Societies 
should he extended by encouraging and guiding the organisation of 
collecting and distributing agencies. The growing complaint that 
the rich and influential persons were alone benefited by Co-operative 
Societies should be enquired into. 

The member then presented a copy of the resolutions regarding 
rural reconstruction passed at a meeting of the Central Travancore Sree 
Vardhini Sangham. --_ 

DE WAN’S BEPLY: Mr. Koshy Palakunnathu, your suggestions 
for inducing people to keep to the villages and not to rush to towns are 
very valuable and will be carefully noted by Government. Some of 
those suggestions have already been under the consideration of the 
Government; and the Director of Public Instruction has been trying to 
put some of them into practice. Your suggestion, for instance, that 
all the pupils of a school in a particular locality should have some 
training in a vocation that will suit that particular locality is one that 
the Director of Public Instruction has under consideration. 

There are other suggestions of yours which are also valuable; and 
all that I can say at this juncture is that those points will receive due 
consideration. 

Your request for a long road connecting Alleppey and Mundakayam 
is one that requires careful investigation and nothing can be said about 
it without investigation as to its feasibility, its usefulness and its cost. 
I shall refer that suggestion to the Chief Engineer for report.

DEWAN : Your suggestions, for improving water communications 
and for adopting the recommendations of Mr, John Kuriyan, are noted. 

177. Further concessions to Pulayas in regard to education 
and entertainment in public service. 

Mb. AYYAN KALI ( Nominated ) thanked Government for having 
allowed fee concessions to Pulaya and Paraya pupils. Those con¬ 
cessions, however, were not in themselves sufficient to help the de¬ 
pressed classes to attain progress in education. The chief reason for the 
backwardness of those people in the matter of education was poverty. 
Unlike the pupils of the well-to-do communities, the Paraya and 
Pulaya pupils had no meal during the middle of the day. As only 
well-fed and healthy children could do well in the examinations, the 
prayer often made by Pulayas for their children in schools being pro¬ 
vided with mid-day meal should be heard. Every Hindu Pulaya pupil 
should be allotted one ehackram and one cash per day for the purpose. 

Government issued orders some time back that young' men of the 
depressed classes who had studied up to class VII in vernacular 
schools should be entertained in-the lower ranks of the Judicial Depart¬ 
ment. That order remained a dead letter. Stringent instructions 
should be issued for. the order being enforced as far as possible. 
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The Pulaya pupils m the Survey Schools should be allowed full fee 
concessions. They should also be exempted from the payment of 
examination fees. 

Pulava candidates should be exempted from the payment of exami¬ 
nation fees for ten years at a stretch. 

Pulayas who p,willed for appointments were, in. the first instance, 
mane to La’or m' 1 by heads of departments that though, for want of 
i 'i’ll!, e roys) vi not be immediately provided with jobs, preference 
oid i !)-> down > ‘ hem when vacancies arose. But when those men 
a. op o '0 the olficeis and pointed out vacancies, they were told 
that, until the acting men who were relieved were provided for, no new 
hands could be entertained. That excuse, however, could not be 
advanced in resnect of the appointments in newly created departments, 
like the Waterworks and Census departments. Early orders should be 
issued for the appointment of Pulayas in those departments. 

Pour Pulayas should be appointed in the Department of Co¬ 
operative Societies. 

One Thomson, who was a Christian Pulaya and the holder of a Se¬ 
condary School Leaving Certificate, was entertained for a few months in 
the Registration Department. He was relieved on the termination of the 
acting vacancy m which he was put in to act- His prayer for enter¬ 
tainment m any of the new Sub-Registry Offices was rejected on the 
ground that holders of 1 qualified certificates ’ could not be entertained 
except with the permission of Government. Government should issue 
orders sanctioning she re-entertainment of Thomson in the Registra¬ 
tion department. 

An extent of half an acre of land near the Chenlccdohoola tank in 
Trivandrum should be assigned to Pulayas.

[Most of the points now represented have been urged at previous 
sessions of the Assembly also. The complaint that applicants for 
appointments are not given jobs as soon as they present their applica¬ 
tions, is true. It is not possible to provide appointments always. The 
applicants must wait till vacancies arise. 

The suggestion to provide noon-day meals to Hindu Pulaya pupils 
alone is not acceptable. "When this point was urged at a previous 
session, a rough calculation was made in regard to the probable expen¬ 
diture. As the amount involved was found to be considerable, the 
Government left the matter to liberal-minded and philanthropic people. 
But they have promised to render all possible help if any scheme is 
started by such people. 

Circulars have been issued to all heads of departments to entertain 
qualified Pulayas in their departments. 

The point about the registry of a piece of land in Trivandrum will 
be considered. 

As for exemption of Pulaya candidates from payment of examina¬ 
tion fees for ten successive years, on principle such exemption cannot 
be granted for more than- two years. Anyhow, the matter w ; .H be 
considered.] 





178. Public Service. 

Me. K. NARAYANA PILLAI (Vilavanliod taluk) said that, 
corruption was rampant in the Police, Judicial, Registration and Revenue 
Departments. In a previous session oi the Assembly, the than Dewan 
said that, unless the people co-operated with Government by giving 
specific instances and affording proof, it was not possible for Govern, 
ment to put down corruption. But the onus was upon Government to 
make confidential enquiries and obtain evidence in the matter. The 
existence of malpractices in the several departments was due to the' 
laxity of controlling officers. Inadequacy of pay was another contribut¬ 
ory cause. The Law’s Delays Committee should make a special enquiry 
and suggest measures for avoiding corruption in the Judicial Department. 
As regards the other departments, a committee, consisting of official 
and non-official members, should be appointed to make enquiries and to 
prescribe remedies. 

Speaking about the administration of the Police Department, the 
member suggested that Head Constables Should not be promoted as 
Inspectors. The pay of the Constables and Head Constables should be 
enhanced. Constables and police officers used to ill-treat people on the 
complaint of petitioners. The practice should be stopped. 

The acceptance of the principle of communal representation would j 
impair the morale and efficiency of public service. Appointments 
should be made with due regard to character and ability. The 
possession of a university degree was not presumptive evidence that the 
person concerned-was qualified for entertainment in public service. 

DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr. Narayana JPiliai, there are one or twjj 
more members who propose to speak on the same subject. I shall hear 
them all and then give a collective reply. 

However, before you go back to your seat, I may tell yon that I am , 
thankful for the several suggestions that you have made in your 
representation. 

179. The Travancore Public Service. | 

Mb. P. R. PARAMESVARAN PILLAI XKottarakara taluk) , 
said that there was much uneasiness in the State at the rising tide of I 
unemployment among the educated classes. Simultaneously with that, | 
there was also an agitation for the equitable distribution of appointments i 
among the various communities and sub-communities, as the idea had 
taken root in the popular mind that the sole means of earning liveli¬ 
hood was to be in the employ of Government. All that was due to the 
prevailing system of education which produced a class of persons who 
were fit only for a single profession. The sure, safe and easy method 
of solving the unemployment problem was to introduce technical 
and industrial education in the curricula of studies in schools and 
colleges. 

Government should lay down a definite principle for the distri- , 
bution of appointments and follow it without turning either to the right I 
or to the left. Appointments and promotions should be made solely. I 
in considerations of efficiency. The distribution of appointments on a I 
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communal basis impaired the itone and efficiency of public service. 
Officers of proved ability should be given every encouragement even if 
it involved the supersession of the claims of others. In other words, 
promotions should be earned and not given. The above solutions held the 
promise of better opportunities both for the officers and for the public 
in whose interests they were supposed to work. 

In an earlier session of the Assembly, the then Dewan said that 
corruption did not exist in the Travaneore public service in any 
appreciable degree. It required more than a denial or protest in the 
Assembly or in the Legislative Council to rid the public mind of the 
belief that corruption did exist in the State. If a departmental 
subordinate took bribes, the head of the department shielded him if 
they both belonged to the same community. The public service should 
be purged of its corrupt officers. The existence of corruption was due 
to the familiar reason that the officers could not live on their pay. 
The salary of the several officers and several grades of officers should 
therefore be increased. 

Constables and Head Constables should be given scales of pay 
mounting up to Rs. 20 and Rs. 80 respectively. 

The pay of Stationary Magistrates was too low. Those officers 
should be classified into two grades, those in the first grade being given 
Rs. 150 to Rs. 200 and the others Rs. 125 to Rs. 150. 

In public service, the sex discrimination was fast vanishing. Phy¬ 
sical limitations, however, stood in the way of women entering all 
departments. They should be entertained only in the Registration, 
Medical and Education departments. 

The Press Regulation should be withdrawn. 

When the member for the Quilon taluk observed during his re¬ 
presentation that there was inordinate delay in the filling up of 
vacancies in the various departments, the Dewan said that if in previous 
administrations there had been delay, it would be a feature of the ex¬ 
isting administration also. There was no justification, however, for 
delay in making appointments. 

DEWAN’S REPLY ; Mr. Paramesvaran Pillai, you dealt with 
so many subjects that I find it difficult to fix upon {those to which I 
should reply. As to your general remarks about corruption, as I told 
Mr. Narayana Pillai, I shall give a reply after the other members who 
propose to speak on the subject have also spoken. 

There are, however, one or two points which you mentioned that I 
should like to deal with separately. One was that you wanted the 
salary of several officers and several grades of officers to be raised. No¬ 
body would say that it is not a very good motive that urges you to make 
that representation, and nobody can take exception to the principle that 
you have enunciated that officers even in the lowest grades must have 
at least adequate salaries, decent salaries. That suggestion of yours 
has, however, to be considered in relation to another matter which is 
also important in the case of. Government, that is, in its relation to 
financial considerations. Subject/to those considerations, I,may tell you 
that I am quite in sympathy with the suggestion that you have made, 
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Then there is one matter, which is more or less persona!, that you 
referred to. That relates to some statement I made about delays, in 
reply to a representation. It seems to me that you have misunderstood 
what I have said. I did not say that, if in previous administrations 
there has been delay, then the policy of this administration 
should be one of delay. That was not what I said. If I remember 
right, what I meant was that some of these delays which were com¬ 
plained of were delays not caused after I came here, but delays of post¬ 
ings and confirmations that were left pending long before I came in. At 
the same time, I remember to have said in that reply that it will be my 
endeavour to do things iu the administration as speedily and as prompt¬ 
ly as possible. ' 

Then there is one other point too which I might dispose of now. 
You said that the present system of education is greatly to be blamed 
for the troubles that you complained of as existing in Tr.avancore. Well, 
that is a subject upon which almost everybody has something to say. 
It is a matter which is receiving the earnest attention cl Government 


180. Need for adequate representation of ail 
communities in public, service. 

Rev. PAULOSE SCARIA KATHANAB ( Muvaiiupwha taluk) 
said that some important communities were under-represented in public 
service. It was seen from the lisis of appointments placed before the 
Legislative Council that in recent years appointments were made in abso¬ 
lute disregard of the claims of those communities. Even the criticisms 
made in the Legislative Council and in the Assembly failed to operate 
as a corrective. The G. 0. issued by Government was not followed in 
the various departments. It was pitiable that even in the departments 
presided over by foreigners, the unrepresented communities found few 
places. They should have members of unrepresented communities as 
their personal assistants and office managers. In Mysore and Madras, 
the principle of communal representation was always followed. The 
Government should insist that all communities should be represented 
in the various departments in proportion to their numerical strength. 
In conclusion, the member expressed his good wishes for the gentlemen 
seated on the cUns of the Assembly hali. 

The acting/incumbents in the various departments and offices 
should be given increments of pay.

181. Public Service—a few reflections and.suggestions 

Mb. K. C. EAPEN (Trading Classes, Trivandrmu) said that com¬ 
munal concord was invaluable for the country’s progress. The energies 
which were being wasted in the scramble for offices should be conserv¬ 
ed and directed towards the economic rehabilitation of the country. 
The preference shown by heads of departments towards the members 
of their own communities created friction between the several com¬ 
munities. There would be harmony in the country if every community 
secured for itself its fair share of Government appointments. The princi¬ 
ple of communal representation should be accepted and followed. If 
efficiency' were accepted as the sole determining factor, the unrepre¬ 
sented communities would remain so for ever. 

An Ezhava member of the Assembly said that though the Revenue 
Department was thrown open to all communities as the result of a 
vigorous agitation, the new opportunities which the Ezhavas hoped to 
make their own were captured by the other communities who participat¬ 
ed in the agitation. That allegation was untrue so far as the Jacobite 
community was concerned. There was no Jacobite Christian in the 
ranks of the Revenue Department, save one or two clerks and Pro- 
verthicars.

iii the matter of appointments, there were no definite rules for 
restricting the discretion! of the heads of departments or for preventing 
the abuse of their powers:' The officers distributed the appointments 
in their gift among tlio members of their own communities. Unjust 
appointments were, in some cases, sought to be justified on communal 
grounds and, in other oases, on the principle of efficiency. A Staff 
Selection Board should be constituted to recruit men to the lower ranks 
of the service. For making recruitments to higher ranks and 
incidentally, for affording bright careers to young men of talents, a civil 
service examination should be instituted. 

DEWAN’S REPLY; Mr. Nayar, I shall give a common roply 
to you and to the other members who .spoke on the same subject. 

I84. Need for making appointments in the Public service on the basis 
of communal representation alone. 

Me, VAltKEY 55ACHARIA (Municipal Council, Changmaoherry) 
said that there was an undue preponderance for Caste Hindus'in the 
public service. Of the 495 appointments carrying a pay of Rs. 150 and 
above, 355 were held by them. That predominance existed in 
the lower ranks also of the service. Nearly 70 pier cent, of the total 
number of appointments were shared by the Caste Hindu communities, 
though they formed only one-fourth of the total population of the 
State. The Ezhavas and the Catholic Christians who out-numbered the 
Caste Hindu population did not get even one-tenth of the representation 
of Brahmins or Hairs. That inequality would remain so long as 
Government failed to enforce the principle of communal representation 
in public service. 

The communal ratio fixed by the High Court for the recruitment of 
Munsiffs did not satisfy the Catholic community. The community was 
not also benefited by the separation of Devaswoms from the Revenue 
department. All the 3 Dewan Peishkars and 7 out of the 8 Division 
Assistants were Caste Hindus. 

There was uneasiness among the unrepresented communities as 
Government did not try and improve their lot. Government would not 
be able to plan and carry out schemes.of popular welfare so loDg as the 
agitation for appointments existed in the country. There was only 
one means by which communal bickerings could lie avoided and that 
was to recognise and give effect to the principle of communal represent¬ 
ation, The plea that communal representation was inconsistent with 
efficiency was not found convincing by those to whom it was addressed 
as there were competent men in all communities. 

The member, in conclusion, requested the Dewan to bring about 
an improvement in the relationship between the severaheommunities by 
the immediate enforcement of the principle of communal representation 
in public service. 1 

DEWAN S REPLY: The subject that I said was common to 
Mr. A. P. Nayar who made his representation last and to some of the 





previous speakers who dealt with the public service, ami to which I 
now propose to reply is that of corruption in the public service. As 
many of those members who made representations on that matter said, 
that is a cry that we have been hearing from year to year now for a long¬ 
time. But, as one who has not come from outside the State hut who has 
lived all his life in the State and who therefore has had as much opportu¬ 
nity as anybody else to see how the public service here has been conduct¬ 
ing itself, I may say that it seems to me that you have been given to 
•exaggeration in that matter. X would even go to the length of saying that 
you have been hypnotizing yourselves into a belief that somehow our 
public service here is much worse than the public service in other parts 
of the world. I should not wonder at this hypnotic effect of represent¬ 
ations like those made by Mr. Nayar in that thundering voice of his 
because sound, it is said, is one of the means employed by hypnotists. 
.Sound and sight are the two means by which hypnotists hypnotize their 
patients. Add to that, the thunders that issue from the press. From 
one section of the press, it is impossible not to have some article regard¬ 
ing corruption in every issue. It seems to me therefore that it is no 
wonder that people have more or less hypnotized themselves into that 
belief. 

I would refer you to the discussions that took place in the Legis- 
tive Council on two occasions on this matter—one in February 1925 
and the other in April 1927. The question was threshed out on either 
side and the resolutions that had been tabled regarding corruption in 
the public service were withdrawn. 

One cannot deny that there is, what might be called, corruption in 
some of the lower grades of the service in some departments. Some of 
the members said that, as a Vakil, I must have been brought into touch 
with the extensive corruption in the Judicial Department. I must 
disclaim any such knowledge. I have heard, as other people have heard, 
that there are some employees in the lower grades of the service who are 
sometimes tempted to certain irregular acts in a small way. I do not 
mean by saying “in a small way” that it is not a heinous offence in 
itself. It is always a serious offence. But what I am saying is that 
there is, so far as I know, no justification for declaring to the world that 
Travaneore has the most corrupt public service in the world. If you 
refer to those discussions that I mentioned, you will see that some of 
the non-official members—those who knew about litigation and admini¬ 
stration in other parts of India and in other parts of the world — 
themselves said that it was wrong to say that the public service here 
was in any way more corrupt than the public service in other parts of 
India and even in some of the western countries which are considered to 
be the most civilized in the world. 

Whatever might be the extent of corruption, however, our chief 
concern should be to put an end to it. I am thankful to the members for 
their various suggestions as to the means to be adopted to put an end to 
this evil. What can be done must be done in co-operation, sympathetic 
co-operation, between the people and the heads of departments and the 
administration to find out where there is corruption, who are the 
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the (Uriel of the applications received in the Court, and if anv change is 
to be made in that oraer that must be done With the special permission 
of the Court. 1.1ms ono wav in which corruption in rhe Imvor raot;;. 
of the service fain bo reduced is to minimise the occasions when there 
might be anv opportunity for corruption. Tnat can be done. and. as 
far as possible, rhat is being donerbv means ot rules and circulars. 

Some members who made representations m tins matter also stated 
that the low salaries (dial arc now given to some of these officers m the 
low ei ^Ll\ no t 1 ti II life 'o the PV'duire of UI^.O’ t c nnot 
be sain that is a view that is groundless. It has been the nouev of is-ov- 
ernment aracmiUlv to increase the salaries of the lowest poid emplovees 
in the service, but. as 1 said m reply to another representation on 
that subject, wo cannot ignore the limitations of finance. Subject to 
that limitation, Government have been steadily improving the salami* 
of their emplovees in the lower grades. 

(85. Needs ot the Ezhava Community. 

Mtt. 8. KItlSHNAK ASAN (K<mimted) said that the Ezhava 
Regulation did not anply to Misradava Ezhavas at all and that they 
were not intended to be affected bv it. Difficulties had arisen on account 
of the confusion of dmem and vaziii. A Makkathaya Ezhava was not 
the same n.sia Molikavazhi Ezhava. In fact, there were only Makkavazlu 
Ezhaviiw. Tho Makkathaya Ezhavas were 1'eallv the Misrada va hzbnvau, 
among whom self-acquired properties were divided between sons ant! 
mlmkars on sue death of the proprietor. 

Although the preamble of the Regulation stated that it was ex¬ 
pedient to define and amend the law of marriage, succession and family 
management among the Ezhavas, eertaiu provisions of the Regulation, 
definitely showed that it was not intended to be applied to all sections of 
the 0011111-,unify. The Regulation left, the Misradava Ezhavas free to 
follow, the customary law that bad been in vogue among them from 
time immemorial But in spite of the clearness of the Regulation, 
enemies of tbe Misradava Ezhava community and certain social re¬ 
formers were attempting to interpret the Regulation m such a way 
as to make it anplieuble to the Hisradayis. It was alleged that, if a 
Misradava Ezhava family wanted to follow their timc-lionoured customs, 
thev should apoiv to Government under Section do (1) of the Regula¬ 
tion It- was rather surprising that certain courts of law were also 
inclined to give countenance to that view. That interpretation was 
sure to c^use considerable hardship to the members of the Mmvadaya 
community. Hence it was highly necessary tbar, Government should 
declare, by a proclamation or a press communique, that the laisnidaw. 
E/bava’s were exempt from -the application of the Regulation. 

Ezhava- lioys should be admitted to all recognised schools in the 
btate. • .... 

Ezhavas should be given adequate, representation m toe various 
departments especially 1,1 the Judicial, Excise and Land Revenue Depart¬ 
ments, where the representation of tho community was lamomally 
poor. ■

DEWAN’S REPLY: When some members of this Assembly 
made representations here regarding the question of communal re¬ 
presentation in the public service, I told them that I did not 
intend giving a separate reply to each member and that I should be 
giving a general reply at the end of all the representations on that 
subject. My present reply is to those members. 

You have each on behalf of his own community represented that 
members of the community to which you belong are not adequately re¬ 
presented in the public service. It will not be very difficult to show 
that some of the pictures of the present condition of things given in those 
representations are overdrawn and that some of the demands made in the 
representations are extravagant. -But it cannot be denied that under¬ 
lying them all is a feeling of dissatisfaction with the existing state of 
affairs. Mainly on account of historical reasons, the members of some 
communities could not till recently muster the qualifications necessary 
for admission into the public service. Within the last twenty-five years 
or so, however, special facilities for educational advance have been 
afforded, and members of those communities with the necessary edu¬ 
cational qualifications have been coming forward in larger and larger 
numbers as applicants for employment in Government service. They 
claim some preferential treatment on account of the circumstance 
that they have entered the field late. The Government have also felt 
that they should for some time be recruited more liberally to the service, 
of course, without detriment to efficiency, and have issued orders to 
heads of departments to give effect to that view. The main complaint 
that you have voiced, here is that these orders are not being carried j 
out in the spirit that prompted their issue, and you have pointed out that 
the orders on this subject must be made more definite. The Govern¬ 
ment have taken the matter up fob earnest consideration and hope to 
devise some means of removing the complaint and making the rules 
definite enough for easy application, 
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186. Administrative Reforms. 

Mb. N. K. PADMANABHA PILLAI (Neyiiattinkara taluk , Group 
I) said that Government did not attempt to solve the serious problems 
of constitutional importance which confronted them. Though the Sri 
Mularn Popular Assembly was 26 years old, it deteriorated in powers 
and status from year to year. Its members had no right to ask ques¬ 
tions, to move resolutions, to legislate or to discuss the budget. Those 
powers had been granted long ago to the Popular Assembly in Mysore. 

It was high time to overhaul the constitution of the Sri Mulam 
Popular Assembly and to invest it with some responsibility and 
power. 

The Legislative Council in Travancore was one of the oldest in 
Indian States. But several important matters relating to the welfare 
of the people were excluded from its purview. As the head of the ad¬ 
ministration was also the President of the Council, members could not 
fully and freely discuss Government policy. The rulings of the Presi¬ 
dent curbed the growth of the institution. Government reserved to 
themselves the power to veto, or to hold in abeyance, resolutions passed 
in the legislature. The exercise of those powers by Government made 
the Council an impotent body. Full responsible Government should 
be introduced if the Legislative Council were to become a Useful insti¬ 
tution. A Cabinet or Executive Council, consisting of the Dewan, two 
members of the Legislative Council and one or two members of the 
Assembly should be created. That body should be responsible for its 
actions to the Council and the Assembly and through them to the people 
of the country. 

DEWAN’S. REPLY : Mr. Padmanabha Pillai, I shall give a 
common reply after hearing all the members who propose to speak on 
the subject. 

187. Administrative reforms. 

. Mtt. C. PERCY BHANU (Pattanapuran taluk) said that the 
educational system of the country stood in need of reform. .Different 
courses of studies should be prescribed for boys and girls. Agricultural 
and vocational training should be introduced in the school curricula. 
The great disparity between the scales of pay of the different grades of 
teachers should be removed. ' The pay of teachers in vernacular schools 
should be enhanced. 

There were innumerable dispensaries in the State which were con¬ 
ducted by persons who had no knowledge of medicine. In consequenoe 
those dispensaries became, so to speak, the plague spots' of the country. 
Only qualified persons should be given licenses -for ‘medical practice. 
Hospitals for women should be' opened in all important places. Nurses 
and midwives should be appointed -in eVery~. village. A tuberculosis 
hospital should be. opened in the State. Afrjangeinents should be made 
for lectures on. epidemic-diseases being delivered in rural areas by rnedi 
cal men. Officers of the Sanitary Department should take a more active 
'interest in their work. 



The work of the Industries Department was not satisfactory. The 
people did not derive much benefit from the department. Industrial 
education should be introduced in schools. Government should render 
pecuniary aid to cottage industries. 

Although Travancore was an agricultural country, raw mate¬ 
rials were being imported from foreign countries. The Department of 
Agriculture failed to arouse interest in the, use of scientific methods of 
agriculture. Experiment should precede propaganda. Tha organisation 
for agricultural improvement should not end with the experimental 
or demonstration farm, but should be carried down to the villages. 
Agricultural boards should be constituted in every taluk. The heads 
of the. Development Departments should attend the meetings of the 
boards periodically. Demonstration farms should be opened in all taluks. 
Means should be devised for the easy sale of agricultural produce. 

Two or three depots should be opened in every taluk for enabling 
agriculturists to store raw products. Trade Agents should be appointed 
in London and New York for the advertisement of local products. 
Larger sums should be provided every year in the budget of the Depart¬ 
ment of Co-operative Societies for increasing the pay and number of the 
Inspectors and Supervisors in the department. 

Measures should be devised for putting down corruption in public 
service. 

The South Travancore Christians should be given better en¬ 
couragement in public service. 

The acting clerks of the Huzur Office should be given annual incre¬ 
ments of pay, as they had ordinarily to wait for not less than seven years 
for being confirmed in their respective appointments. 

Married women should not be entertained in service. Their proper- 
place was in the home. 

The proposed Quilon-Ernakulam railway should be opened in the 
near future. That would afford an easy solution to the problem of un¬ 
employment among the masses. 

An Executive Council should be created to lighten the work and 
responsibilities of the Dewan and secure uniformity of policy in admini¬ 
strative matters. 

DE WAN’S REPLY:. Mr, Percy Bhanu, most of the points 
in yonr representation have already been urged by other mem¬ 
bers and I have replied to them. But there are just one or twp matters 
which have, not been touched upon by other members. You spoke 
about the Industries Department and said that it is doing nothing 
which is of benefit to the people of the country. As a matter of fact, 
there are two sections in that department which are’doing propaganda 
work and .are touring, about and training the people of the country. 
Those two sections are the Textile Section and the Tanning' Section. 
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There are several itinerant weaving parties which are working in differ¬ 
ent parts of the State giving instruction in new methods of weaving to 
the weaving population in different localities; so also the Tanning 
Section. 

As regards your remarks about entertainment of women in Govern¬ 
ment service, I am not at all sure that your views would be accepted 
by many people. You are not likely to have a majority to support 
you. From what we have seen in the recent past, we may almost be 
sure that you would not. have a majority. The Government note 
your views on the point. 

As regards the railway, that is a new subject that you have men¬ 
tioned. Surveys are being conducted of several lines. The surveys 
have not yet been completed. 

188. Administrative reforms. 

Mb. C. G. PAKAMESVARAN PILLAI (Tiraoalla taluk, 

II) said that every community should berepresented in the public service, 
the extent of representation being determined with due regard to its 
numerical strength. The cost of the public service was enormous. The 
pay of the officers in the higher ranks should therefore be reduced. 

Taluk boards should be constituted to advise executive officers. 

The tolls levied in markets should be abolished. 

The experts of the Department of Industries were not making 
themselves useful to the public. They should be sent again to foreign 
countries to learn the methods of manufacture of the different kinds of 
articles required for local consumption. An industrial survey should be 
conducted and the knowledge gained from it be used for the purpose of 
establishing suitable industries. More roads should be constructed in 
the interests of trading communities. The funds required for the pro¬ 
posed extension of the railway to Ernakulam could be better utilised 
for opening new road communications. 

DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr. Parameswaran Pillai, crPteoo si§

[In regard to the opening of the Kottarakara—Ernakulam Bailway, 
the reply given to another member who spoke on the subject was that 
the Government have not decided anything about it. 

In regard to the abolition of tolls levied in markets,. although small 
amounts are realised from those who take commodities to the markets 
for sales, really considerable amounts are realised from purchasers of 
these commodities. It should be noted that the Government are spending 
large sums of money for the maintenance of these markets. 

As for the reduction of salaries of high officers, it should be borne 
in mind that the salaries here should be comparable to those attached 
to corresponding appointments in the neighbouring states. Otherwise, 
it will be difficult to get proper men. 

In regard to recruitment,to the public service, a reply has already 
been given to other members who spoke on the subject. 

The suggestions relating to the formation of Taluk Boards will be 
considered.] 

189, Disabilities of the Muslims. 

Mb. N. ABDUR KAHIMAN SAHIB ( Nominated ) said that it 
was difficult for the Muslim community to obtain representation in the 
Legislative Council otherwise than by nomination. Two special 
electorates should therefore be created for the Muslims at the time of 
revision of the Electoral Buies. 

The Muslim community should be adequately represented in 
public service. 

The Koran teachers were given only an allowance of Bs. 15 per 
mensem. They should be placed on the same footing as the other 
teachers in vernacular schools, in regard to emoluments. 




Mismanagement, of wahj properties was rendered impossible in 
British India by a legislative enactment. Government should render 
assistance to the Muslim member of the Legislative Council who pro¬ 
posed to introduce similar legislation. Permission had already been 
asked for by the member. 

The Manamltkllwyam law of inheritance prevalent among the 
.Muslims of Edava, Paravur and other places should be abrogated, as it 
was not in keeping with the spirit of the Islamic religion. 

DEWAN’S REPLY: Mr. Abdur Rahiman Sahib, as regards 
your first point, as you yourself said, it is a matter which has to be 
taken up when the Electoral Rules are amended. When that is done, 
your suggestion will be considered. 

As regards your second point, it was raised before and I have 
replied to that already. 

As regards your third point, namely, revision of the pay of Koran 
teachers, it was raised- previously, and I replied that the Koran 
teachers are paid Rs. 10. If they arc qualified to teach other subjects 
also, then they are taken as general teachers and given the salary given 
to tire latter. 

As regards the other two points, I have already said that, if the 
community feels that legislation is necessary, and Bills are introduced 
in the Council, Government will find out the views of the majority of 
the community. You yourself say that one Bill has been proposed and 
permission has been asked for. 

MEMBER : As regards the Koran teachers, it is not tlieir fault. 
They do their work for two hours. They are not permitted to do work 
outside. 

DEWAN: Why not? They are just like the Law College 
Professors; they are not lull-time teachers. 

190. Reconstitution of the Sri Mulam Popular Assembly, 

Mb. CHAOKO VAKKEY ( Kottaya-u taluk, Group#) said that the 
reform of the Sri Mulam Popular Assembly was a subject which was 
agitating the public mind for a number of years. Government, however, 
adopted a sphinx-like attitude towards the question. That a represent¬ 
ative political institution like the Assembly should meet every year 
like a body of petitioners, without enjoying even a shadow of power, was 
indeed a matter to be regretted. It concerned the people, as it con¬ 
cerned the Government, if somewhat differently, to have the powers and 
functions of the Assembly enlarged. 

The electorate of the Assembly should be widened by reducing the 
property qualifications of voters-. 

The term of membership should continue for three years. 

The Assembly should be convoked at least twice a year, one meet¬ 
ing being held at the time of preparation of the annual budget. A re¬ 
presentative of the Assembly should be nominated to the Finance 
Committee. 
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Final orders should be passed within six months on the representa¬ 
tions made at the Assembly and the decisions should be duly published. 
Before the meeting of the next session, a statement should be published 
showing the subjects which were not disposed of, with reasons for the 
delay. 

Members should be given the right to interpellate Government 
and to move and discuss resolutions on matters of general public 
interest. 

191. Constitutional reforms. 

Mb. K. GEOBGE JOSEPH (Minachil taluk, Group I) said that 
it was almost certain that the system of Government in British India 
would undergo a change in one or two years. Besponsible Government 
would be introduced in the provinces by an Act of Parliament. Travan- 
core would then have to come into line with the British Indian provinces. 

The member then suggested that the following constitutional 
changes might he introduced with advantage to the people and Govern¬ 
ment. The electorate should be so widened as to include the entire 
adult population. The introduction of universal franchise Would 
awaken the dormant political-consciousness of the masses. Taxation and 
legislation should rest solely with the representatives of the people. 
Members of the Government should be chosen by the Legislature and 
should vacate office on a vote of no-confidence, 

192 Responsible'Government. 

Mb. T.K. PADMANABHA PILIjAI {Trivandrum taluk, Group 1) 
said that the administration of -Travancore compared very favourably 
with that of any other Indian State. In Travancore, civic rights were 
respected and the rule of law was an accomplished fact. But the re¬ 
presentatives of the people were seldom able to shape the policy of 
Government. 

Some Indian Eulers evinced an inclination to prefer foreigners to 
their own subjects to fill the higher appointments. Persons who 
had no stake in the country were not likely to take the people along 
with/them. In Travancore, many a foreign Dewan had genuine love 
towards the State and its people. But the vast majority of them were 
not so. A son of the soil with ordinary ability would be able to 
conduct the administration with success. 

The Legislative Council criticised Government. But criticism 
could be healthy and constructive only when the privilege was purified 
by responsibility. Besponsible Government, or the subordination of 
the executive to the legislature, was the country’s goal. The goal 
should be reached speedily. 

An Executive Council was long overdue. But there was no use 
of an Executive Council, uuless the members thereof were selected from 
among the non-officials also. If each member of the Council would 




manage the affairs of his own department, in a manner which would be 
approved of by the legislature, the Dewan would be able to think out 

large schemes'.for the benefit of the people. 

The popular institutions of the State were not efficient. That was 
not because the people were not fit to exercise power, but because 
Government would noolet them have it in any appreciable measure. 
For instance, when the Sri Mularn Popular Assembly was established, 
it was invested with some powers, but in the course'of a few years its 
powers were crippled. Subjects which it was allowed to discuss in its 
infancy were later on tabooed. The question of reforming the institution 
should he taken up and solved in a manner acceptable to the people. 
The Assembly should he co-ordinated with the Council and should have 
a voice in legislation and finance. 

In conclusion, the member expressed the hope that the peoples’ 
aspirations would be appreciated and their demands granted as a genu¬ 
ine Travancorean was at the helm of administration, 

193. Responsible Government in Travancore. 

Mb. NABAYANA PILLAI VISVANATHA PILLAI {Quilon 
tahclc, Group I) said that the head of the administration was not respon¬ 
sible to the people of the country, Further, the administration often fell 
into the hands of foreign Dewans who chd not care for the best interests 
. of the country. Inconsequence, the Government stood, for decades 
together, with no policy and no plan for ordering the affairs of the State. 
In face of the challenging problem of unemployment among the educated 
classes and in matters like the industrial development of the country 
and the reform of the Sir Mulam Popular Assembly, th : e Government 
stood almost helpless, waiting for something to happen. The Inter- 
portal Trade Convention, the Periyar lease, . the assignment of the 
Kanan Devan Hills and the participation, in the Cochin Harbour 
Scheme were typical examples of how the. Government moved. It 
was high time therefore that the people’s representatives were asso¬ 
ciated directly with the task of administration. Further,.the burden 
of administration had grown so enormously in recent years that it could 
not he borne by one man. 

The member referred to some aspects of administration which, in 
his opinion, were worthy of mention. Public service was not inspired 
by .patriotism. The very low pay of departmental subordinates fostered 
corruption. Primary education was not made compulsory. The school 
curriculum did not contain provision for agricultural and technical 
education. Nothing was done to check the fall in exports and the in¬ 
crease in imports. 

The member then suggested that experts should be got down for 
the manufacture of rubber tyres and tubes, candles, glassware, sugar- 
soap, lamps, etc. in the State.. A Commercial Agent should be appointed 
in London. Action, should be taken on the reports of the Unemploy¬ 
ment Committee and the University Committee. The Village Panchayat 



Regulation should be brought into force. An Executive Council should 
be constituted to divest the Detfan of a part of his onerous responsi¬ 
bilities. The Legislative Council should have a non-official President. 

194. Reform of the Sri Mulam Popular Assembly and other 
administrative reforms. 

, Mb. N. MADHAVAN NAYAR (Irivandrum taluk, Group II) 
said that, among the measures introduced in the State during the last 
40 years to advance the prosperity of the people, the establishment of 
representative institutions like the Municipal Councils, the Legislative 
Council and the Sri Mulam Popular Assembly was the most important. 
The achievements of the last-mentioned institution were manifold. 
Almost every important measure of public utility, whether'it was the 
separation of the Revenue Department and Devaswoms, the Christian 
Succession Act, the Nair Regulation or the Ezhava Regulation, was first 
suggested and pressed upon the attention of Government by the repre¬ 
sentatives of the people in the Assembly. The Assembly was based on 
an executive order of Government. To enhance the extent of its use¬ 
fulness, it was necessary that the Assembly should be reconstituted on a 
statutory basis with wider powers and privileges. 

The representatives of the people had been requesting Government 
for nearly five years to reform and reconstitute the Assembly. Accord¬ 
ingly, a revised constitution was drafted during the time of Dewan 
Mr. Raghaviah. That draft constitution was severely criticised by the 
public. Government thereupon appointed a committee consisting of a 
few members of the Legislative Council to consider the draft consti¬ 
tution and report how the Assembly could be remodelled. The com¬ 
mittee tendered its resignation shortly after, as the terms of reference 
were too narrow. Pour years ago, a memorial signed by more than 
90 per cent, of the members of the Assembly was presented to Govern¬ 
ment praying for the reconstitution of the Assembly and suggesting 
certain lines of reform. No orders were passed on the memorial. 
A representative committee should be appointed to draw up a reformed 
constitution for the Assembly. 

The enormous growth in the work of administration had thrown 
an overwhelming volume of work on the head of the administration 
who could therefore spare neither time nor energy for the initiation of 
reforms. The Dewan’s work should be reduced by the creation of 
an Executive Council responsible to the people. ■ 

The unemployment problem necessitated the revision of the 
educational policy of Government. The English and vernacular 
schools should be amalgamated and the Vernacular School Leaving 
Examination abolished. That would reduce the unemployment pro¬ 
blem to some extent. 

The Education Department should be placed under a Board or 
Council consisting of three or four members including riron-officials. 
The work of the department had grown enormously in recent years. 
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The Development Departments should be ima lgamated. 

The delay in xhe execution of minor irrigation works by the P. W. . 
Department resulted in untold harships to the agriculturists, A separate 
Minor Irrigation Department should be organised. 

DBWAN’S BEPLY : Mr. Madhavan Nayar, I shall reply 
collectively to your representation on the Assembly and the admini- 
strative reforms after I have heard the other members who have to 
speak on the same subject. Besides these two, you referred to another 
matter to which I might say a word in reply. Your suggestions in 
regard to the reform of the system of education and the amalgama¬ 
tion of the Development Departments have been noted by the 
Government and will be made nse of when occasion arises. 

195. Reform of the SriMulam Popular Assembly. 

MB. KBISHNA PILLAI MADHAVAN PILLAI ( Karunaga- 
palli taluk, Group I) said that it was surprising that a member 
proposed to urge the abolition of the Assembly while there was a 
pronounced movement of opinion in favour of its rejuvenation and 
reform. The suggestions made from time to time in the Assembly , 
helped Government to achieve great reforms for the people of the land.. 

The institution was based on an executive order . of Government, 
It should be given statutory recognition, 

The Assembly should be made more representative by lowering 
the franchise. The property qualification of voters should be lowered. 
The sex disqualification should be removed and all graduates should 
be enfranchised. Important representations should be discussed and 
voted upon in the Assembly. A representative of the Assembly should 
be nominated to the committees appointed by Government from to 
time for other than legislative purposes. Bepresentations should 
he replied to by the respective Heads of Departments. 

A committee consisting of representatives of the Legislative 
Council and of the Assembly should be appointed for drafting 'a 
revised constitution on the above lines. 

196. Tbe necessity for discontinuing the Sri Mulam Popular 
Assembly and for delegating its present functions along with other 
functions conducive to the development of self-government to Taluk 
Boards to be newly constituted on an elective basis under a wider fran¬ 
chise and composed oi a non-official majority of three to one. 

Mb. V, CHANDY ITTY (Kottayani taluk, Group I) said that it 
was pure sentimentalism to preach the retention of the Sri Mulam 
Popular Assembly which, however beneficial it might have been in the 
past, had outgrown its usefulness. The Legislative Council, as 
remodelled in 1097, had superseded the Assembly in constitutional 
importance. The case made out for the continuance of the Assembly 
was that it made possible some sort of personal contact between 
the Government and the governed. But that advantage was hardly 
commensurate with the worry involved, 
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There was an important section of the public who realised the 
growing importance of the Assembly and who consequently demanded 
its immediate reformation. They suggested reforms which would 
elevate the Assembly to the level of the Legislative Council. They 
advocated the right of tabling motions, of discussion and debate, o’f 
asking interpellations and of voting grants. Those drastic and 
radical changes supported the inference that the reformers themselves 
Were fully alive to the futility of the Assembly. If their advice prevailed, 
Travancore would be under the sway of a bi-cameral legislature 
which would be unparalleled in the constitution of any civilized country. 
If such a legislature existed in England and at Delhi, there was a clear 
political demarcation between the respective Houses. But the members 
of the two legislative chambers in Travancore would be identical in 
almost every respect. If the constitution of the existing Council was 
in any way defective, the reformers might advocate the necessary 
changes. If they had no faith in its personnel, they could go out 
to the electorate and educate the voters. 

The lack of enthusiasm displayed by the electorate towards the 
Assembly should afford ample justification to Government for abolishing 
it. Government were aware that the majority of representative's 
were, elected nem con and that only an infinitesimal fraction of the 
elections Was contested. It signified not a magnanimous recogni¬ 
tion of the merits of the candidates who came forward, but orily 
the depth of lethargy into which the electorate had sunk ever sinca 
the expansion of the Legislative Council in 1097. 

The members came to the Assembly as a set of petition-mongers, 
Plainly to focus the attention of Government on the respective local 
needs. No tangible result was produced by the representations 'and 
the same question had to be taken up over and over again in 
succeeding sessions. 

Important local questions could be solved only by a partial decen¬ 
tralisation of Government, which should be achieved through tho abolition 
of the cumbrous and costly machinery and the establishment of the 
cheaper and more efficient local boards. The institution of Taluk Boards 
would be successful for many reasons. If they were constituted on a 
truly democratic basis, with a non-oflfical majority of two to one, and 
assured of a fairly long duration, the best sons of the soil would come 
forward to assist Government. It would be the least expensive machin¬ 
ery to which Government could safely delegate some of its functions. 
Being conversant with the local conditions, the Board would 
be more fitted to suggest constructive and practical programmes. It 
shouldtbe given the right to deal in conjunction with Governifibni, 
with the departments of Education, Public Health, Excise, Trade and 
Industry and Public Works. As long as there was no party system 
in' Travancore and Government was not responsible to the legislature, 
tnat was the only method which Would ensure balance between the 
Government and the governed. Government should give up the practice 
of sanctioning budget provision to the departments and should riiakfi 
consolidated allotments to each taluk. 




DEWAN’S REPLY : I had said that I would reply at the end to 
the representations made by members who spoke on administrative re¬ 
form in its various aspects. Some of you have advocated an Executive 
Council and some have urged that the rights and privileges now allowed 
to the representatives of the people in the Legislative Council and in the 
Popular Assembly should be extended. I need not tell you, because it 
is recognised by all of you and it was also specially mentioned by some 
. of you in the course of your representations, that our Rulers have 
always been solicitous of the welfare of the people and the rights which 
are now being enjoyed by the people are those that have been voluntari¬ 
ly conceded by our benign Rulers. 

As regards the specific representation relating to the creation of an 
Executive Council and the extension of the powers of the Legislative 
Council, I may refer you to the reply given by the Dewan at the last 
session of the Assembly to similar representations. But I would not 
leave it there. I would add just a few words of my own. I would say 
thai our past experience must have shown us that there is no need for 
us to be irb patient. It would Only be wise and proper on our part to 
leave it to our Rulers who, at the fit and proper time, gave the people 
the privileges they now enjoy, to extend those privileges further at the 
fit and proper time. 

As regards the Assembly, I have to say a few words especially 
because at this session we had not only representations that the consti¬ 
tution of the Assembly should be reformed but even one that it should 
be abolished. I may say from the representations that we had here, 
that in one form or another those who have spoken on the subject 
have expressed their dissatisfaction with the way in which the Popular 
Assembly is now constituted and conducted. And, as I have already 
said, one of you has gone the length of advocating its abolition. 

Let me tell you in the first place that I am far from sharing your 
pessimism, and do not at all agree with the view of the member who 
suggested the abolition of the Assembly on the ground that it has out¬ 
grown its usefulness. (Applause). I am even led to suspect that that re¬ 
presentation had—it sounded so to my ears—a sort of cynical or ironical 
twang. I do not think that, in his heart of hearts, the member who 
made that representation himself wants the institution to be abolished. 
I take it that he put his case for the reform of the Assembly in an 
extreme form in order to emphasise his dissatisfaction with present 
condition, 

Successive Dewans have testified to the great usefulness of this 
institution and referred to the several important reforms in the admini¬ 
stration of the State for Which this Assembly has been in the mam the 
contributory cause. Its achievements have been the result of its 
carrying out efficiently the purpose for which it was created by our late 
Maha Raja of revered memory. (Cheers). It has brought the people of 
the country, the ryots and the industrialists, into olose and persona- 
touch with the Head of the Administration and given him a unique 



opportunity of learning directly the defects in the administration of the 
State and the urgent needs of the people. The constant solicitude of 
■ our Rulers for the real welfare of their people has tended to remove 
from time to time those defects and to supply, as far as possible, those 
needs. This valuable feature of the institution is what has impressed 
me too in the proceedings of this session, the first at which I have had 
the pleasure and the privilege of seeing it work, as it were, from the 
inside. I have been struck by the earnestness, the thoughtfulness and the 
intimate knowledge of details with which the several subjects were 
handled by the members. I have felt that this characteristic feature of 
the institution is one that is too precious to be parted with. 

You have pointed out certain directions in which you think the 
rules for the constitution of the Assembly stand in need of modification. 
It is, I am sure every one will admit, an important and difficult subject. 
I shall take it up for earnest examination and consideration. 

I shall have very great pleasure in conveying to Her Highness the 
Maba Rani Regent the expressions of sincere loyalty that have been 
made in this Assembly towards Her Highness and the Ruling House. 

Just one word more before I close. On your behalf, Mr. Madhavan 
Pillai expressed your satisfaction with, and your appreciation of, the 
way in which I conducted this the first session of the Assembly over 
which I preside. I thank you all.
